I  will  write  the  eulogy  for  my  husband,  because  I 
feel  no-one  knew  him  better,  nor  loved  him  more. 

I  think  almost  everyone  here  knows  the  story  of 
Robert  Cohen  and  his  contribution  to  the  City  of  Randolph 
and  the  impact  that  he  had  upon  the  canvas  footwear  in- 
dustry.    He  was  truly  a  legend  in  his  own  time,  and  even 
his  business  reverses  could  never  daunt  or  diminish  the 
spirit  of  this  truly  remarkable  man. 

Robert  Cohen  had  more  integrity,  more  compassion, 
and  more  understanding  than  anyone  I  have  ever  known.  He 
was  an  innovator  and  a  man  ahead  of  his  time.     There  have 
been  other  such  men,  and  he  will  join  the  ranks  of  those 
who  saw  something  better  for  all  of  us,  but  did  not  live 
long  enough  to  see  if  come  to  pass . 

There  are  many  people  here  today  that  have  benefited 
emotionally  and  financially  through  the  efforts  he  put  for- 
ward in  their  behalf.     There  are  others  who  will  only  read 
of  the  passing  of  Bob  Cohen,  but  if  they  are  truthful  to 
themselves,  will  remember  the  part  he  played  in  the  suc- 
cess of  their  own  business. 

Bob  was  a  kind  and  gentle  man,  and  actually  saw  some 
good  in  everyone.     He  hated  no-one;    he  was  not  a  vindictive 
man,  and  I  never  ceased  to  be  amazed  about  the  way  he  was 
always  able  to  see  the  other  side. 

From  the  first  day  that  I  knew  him,  I  learned  his  was 
not  a  black  and  white  world  -  he  believed  in  the  grey  area 
philosophy  and  lived  by  it. 

He  endured  the  most  unbelievable  pain  during  his  long 
illness,  but  he  suffered  silently,  always  looking  forward  to 
a  brighter  day.     God  must  have  finally  looked  down  and  de- 
cided he  had  suffered  long  enough. 

The  greatest  tragedy  of  his  death  remains  in  those  he 
left  behind.     His  beloved  son,  Jeff,  his  daughter  Jodi,  his 
sister  Florence  and  her  family,  his  Aunt  Rose,  his  adopted 
children  and  grandchildren  through  his  marriage  to  me  -  we 
shall  miss  him  terribly.     He  was  our  inspiration,  our  great- 
est job,  our  favorite  raconteur,  and  our  bright  light  at  the 
end  of  the  tunnel. 

For  all  his  cousins,  close  friends,  business  associ- 
ated, he  will  be  remembered  -  not  in  a  sad  way,  I  hope,  but 
remembered  by  the  way  in  which  he  added  some  spark  and  ex- 
citement to  their  lives. 

I  wrote  this  eulogy  because  no  woman  has  ever  been  so 
blessed  by  the  love  of  one  man.     He  was  my  greatest  gift, 
but  I  am  content  in  knowing  that  he  will  now  go  to  rest  be- 
side his  loving  Mother  and  Father.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  AND  TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 


I  hereby  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1978. 

Accomplishment  continues  to  be  our  objective  in  mobilizing 
community  resources  to  get  the  job  done. 

Like  any  well-run  organization,  goals  are  identified,  objec- 
tives are  determined,  and  a  procedure  developed  to  produce  results 
How  such  an  arrangement  can  be  implemented  was  best  illustrated 
during  the  February  "Great  Blizzard  of  1978". 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  resources 
and  manpower  of  all  Town  Departments  responded  quickly  to  the 
declaration  of  a  state  of  emergency  by  the  Governor.     All  available 
manpower  and  equipment  was  mobilized  and  efficiently  utilized  undee." 
an  assigned  priority  with  sector  patrols  to  insure  that  our  citi- 
zens would  have  emergency  services  available  to  them  should  cir- 
cumstances require.     At  the  same  time,  every  Federal  and  State 
source  of  assistance  was  contacted  and  thoroughly  explored  to  re- 
ceive whatever  financial  help  available  to  prevent  the  cost  of  sued 
an  operation  becoming  a  further  burden  to  our  citizen  taxpayers. 

As  a  result,  our  Town  was  able  to  weather  the  storm  at  a  mini- 
mum cost  and  inconvenience  to  its  residents  and  provide  everyone 
the  best  example  of  how  our  Town  Departments  function;  demonstrat- 
ing under  crisis  conditions  a  return  on  the  tax  dollars  they  in- 
vested. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  each  and  every  citizen  of  the  Town,  and  every  Board, 
Committee  and  Commission  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  given 
me  during  this  emergency  situation  and  throughout  the  year.

The  report  of  the  Legal  Department  is  as  follows : 


After  a  Superior  Court  Judge  had  found  in  favor  of  the  Town's 
removal  of  $170,000  from  the  School  budget,  the  case  was  appealed 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  is  still  pending  before  said  Court. 

There  is  also  pending  an  appeal  involving  a  common  victular's 
license  for  fast  food  chain. 

Zoning  cases  have  been  brought  in  the  Superior  Court  and  ap- 
peals from  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Many  appeals  have  been  filed  with  the  Appellate  Tax  Board, 
and  some  have  been  disposed  of. 

Some  of  the  miscellaneous  claims  involved  items  such  as  va- 
cation pay,  libel,  etc. 

Many  committee  meetings  were  attended  and  conferences  held. 

There  was  some  labor  litigation  and  continued  arbitration 
hearings  were  held. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  department 
heads  and  employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the  various  matters 
of  litigation.

A.  Alarm  systems  may  be  connected  to  the  alarm  console  in  the 
Police  Station  by  interfacing  through  the  one  company  maintain- 
ing the  alarm  console  at  the  Police  Station. 

B.  The  alarm  user  or  alarm  business  contracting  for  servicing 
the  alarm  users  alarm  system  shall  be  responsible  for  obtaining 
the  required  leased  telephone  lines  between  the  alarm  users'

partment, and  for  furnishing  the  appropriate  interface  equip- 
ment if  required  to  be  compatible  with  the  receiving  equipment 
used  to  operate  the  alarm  console. 

3.     CONTROL  AND  CURTAILMENT  OF  SIGNALS  EMITTED  BY  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

A.  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit  to  the  Police  Chief  the  names 
and  telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  persons ,  in  addition  to 
the  alarm  user,  who  can  be  reached  at  any  time,  day  or  night, 
and  who  are  authorized  to  respond  to  an  emergency  signal  trans- 
mitted by  an  alarm  system,  and  who  can  open  the  premises  where- 
in the  alarm  system  is  installed. 

B.  All  alarm  systems  shall  be  equipped  with  a  test  device 
which  will  give  a  ten  second  delay  prior  to  alarm  system  ac- 
tivation in  order  to  warn  the  alarm  user  of  an  open  circuit. 

C.  Within  six  (6)  months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  by- 
law, all  alarm  systems  which  use  an  audible  horn,  siren  or  bell 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  device  which  will  shut  off  such  horn, 
siren  or  bell  within  30  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm 
system.

2.  Effective  date  of  amendments:     Zoning  amendments  become  ef- 
fective when  adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting  as  provided  by  Section  5 
Df  Chapter  40A. 

3.  Procedure  for  Zoning  Amendments:     Adoption  or  change  of 
Zoning  By-Laws  may  be  initiated  by  the  submission  of  the  proposed 
By-Law  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  the  Board  of  Appeals ,  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  an  individual  owning 
Land  to  be  affected  by  the  change  or  adoption,  by  request  of  reg- 
istered voters  of  the  Town  as  provided  for  in  Section  10  of  Chap- 
ter 39  of  General  Laws,  or  by  a  regional  planning  agency.  A 
proposal  to  amend  this  By-Law  which  affects  the  Zoning  Map,  shall 
Include  a  complete  boundary  description  together  with  a  plan  of 
:he  area  to  be  affected  showing  existing  zoning  lines  and  proposed 
zoning  lines,  stating  all  pertinent  dimensions  in  feet,  at  a  scale 
lot  less  than  100  feet  to  the  inch.     Within  14  days  following  the 
receipt  of  any  proposal  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  submit  the  same  to  the  Planning  Board  for  its  re- 
/iew.     Within  65  days  following  receipt  by  the  Planning  Board  of 

i  proposed  amendment  to  this  By-Law  the  Planning  Board  will  hold  a 
public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed  amendment.     The  contents, 
posting  and  publication  of  the  public  hearing  notice  shall  be  as 
required  by  section  5  of  Chapter  40A.     Whenever  a  proposed  amend- 
nent  affects  the  Zoning  Map,  notice  shall  also  be  sent  by  certified 
nail ,  return  receipt  requested,  to  all  owners  of  land  within  300 
feet  of  the  land  affected,  including  land  in  adjoining  towns  if  any, 
all  as  they  appear  on  the  most  recent  applicable  tax  list.

C.     Whenever  a  non-conforming  use  has"  ceased  to  be  occupied, 
used,  pursued  or  otherwise  engaged  in  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  year 
the  same  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  and  thereafter  use  of  the  pre- 
mises shall  be  deemed  restricted  to  the  use  designated  on  the  Zon- 
ing Map  of  the  Town  for  that  area."

The  Planning  Board,  as  a  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  may 
issue  a  Special  Permit  for  the  construction  of  a  cluster  residen- 
tial development  provided  that  the  following  conditions  are  met 
with  respect  to  any  particular  parcel  of  land: 

(a)  The  tract  of  single  or  consolidated  ownership  at  the  time 
of  application  shall  be  at  least  -Luu  (10)"  fifty  (50)  acres  in  size , 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

(b)  Each  individual  lot  shall  be  subject  to  all  zoning  re- 
quirements of  a  Residential  District  except  for  lot  frontage,  lot 
width,  lot  depth  and  lot  area. 

(c)  The  total  number  of  proposed  lots  in  the  development  shal 
not  exceed  the  number  of  lots  which  could  be  developed  under  norma 
application  requirements  of  the  Residential  District.  For  purpose 
of  this  section,  it  shall  be  assumed  that  a  maximum  of  -8-fr  90  perce  j 
of  the  total  tract  area  could  be  utilized  to  meet  lot  area  require 
ments . 
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(d)  The  development  shall  be  served  by  both  public  water  and 
public  sewer  systems. 

(e)  At  least  10  percent  of  the  total  tract  area  shall  be  set 
aside  as  common  land  and  shall  be  either  deeded  to  the  Town  or  cov- 
enanted with  the  Town  to  be  maintained  as  permanent  "open  space" 

in  private  or  nonprofit  ownership.     Not  more  than  -§6~10  percent  of 
the  common  land  may  be  wetlands. 

(f)  Such  common  land  shall  be  deeded  to  and  accepted  by  the 
Town  or  permanently  covenanted  simultaneously  with  the  Planning 
Board's  approval  of  the  Definitive  Subdivision  Plan. 

(g)  Such  common  land  shall  be  restricted  to  park,  open  space 
or  conservation. 

(h)  Such  common  land  shall  have  suitable  access  to  a  street. 

(i)  Proposed  cluster  residential  development  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  Subdivision  Rules  and  Procedural  Regulations  of  the 
Planning  Board  except  as  herein  provided. 

(j)     Lots  developed  under  cluster  residential  development  shall 
be  subject  to  the  following  minimum  dimensional  requirements:

B.  Procedures

and  it  may  from  time  to  time  amend,  rules  relative  to  the  granting 
of  Special  Permits.  An  up-to-date  copy  of  such  rules  shall  be  kep 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  Such  rules  may  prescribe^ 
the  size,  form,  contents,  style  and  number  of  copies  of  plans  and 
specifications,  and  the  procedure  for  the  submission,  processing 
and  approval  of  all  applications  for  such  permits . 

(2)  Filing  of  Applications  -  An  Applicant  for  a  Special  Permi 
shall  begin  the  application  by  submitting  the  materials  required  bb 
the  rules  of  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  with  the  Special 
Permit  Granting  Authority  and  by  filing  a  copy  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

(3)  Public  Hearing  -  Not  more  than  sixty-five  days  following  I 
the  date  an  application  has  been  filed  with  it,  the  Special  Permitt 
Granting  Authority  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  concerning  each  sue" 
application. 

(4)  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  -  Notice  of  a  public  hearing  undc; 
this  Section  shall  be  by  publication  or  posting  as  provided  in  Cha : 
ter  40A,  Section  11,  and  by  mailing  to  all  parties  in  interest,  as 
therein  defined. 

(5)  Action  on  Application  -  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authc : 
ity  shall  act  with  respect  to  each  such  application  within  ninety 
days  following  the  date  of  the  public  hearing  on  such  application. 
Failure  of  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  to  take  final  ac- 
tion within  such  period  shall  be  deemed  to  be  approval  of  such  ap- 
plication. 

(6)  Voting  -  Special  Permits  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  a  board  having  five  or  more  members,  a  vote  of  at  least  four  meti 
bers  of  a  five  member  board  and  a  unanimous  vote  of  a  three  member 
board. 

(7)  Withdrawal  of  an  Application  -  An  application  for  a  Spe- 
cial Permit  which  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Special  Permit  Grant 
ing  Authority  may  be  withdrawn,  without  prejudice,  by  the  applicari: 
prior  to  the  publication  of  the  notice  of  a  public  hearing  thereon, 
thereafter  it  may  be  withdrawn  without  prejudice,  only  with  the  appj. 
proval  of  the  Special  Granting  Authority. 

(8)  Copy  of  Decision  -  Upon  the  granting  of  a  Special  Permit 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  issue  a  certified  copy  j 
of  its  decision  to  the  owner,   and  to  the  applicant  if  other  than 
the  owner.     The  decision  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the i 
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owner,   identify  the  land  affected,  set  forth  compliance  with  the 
statutory  requirements  for  the  issuance  of  the  Permit  and  certify 
that  copies  of  the  decision  and  all  plans  referred  to  in  the  deci- 
sion have  been  filed  with  the  Planning  Board  and  with  the  Town 
Clerk. 

(9)  Time  of  Taking  Effect  -  No  Special  Permit  shall  become  ef- 
fective until  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  bearing  the  certification  of  the  Town  Clerk  that  twenty 
days  have  elapsed  and  no  appeal  has  been  filed  or  that  such  appeal 
has  been  filed,  that  it  has  been  dismissed  or  denied,  is  recorded 
in  the  Norfolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  and  indexed  in  the  grantor 
index  under  the  name  of  the  owner  of  record  or  is  recorded  and 
noted  on  the  owner's  certificate  of  title.     The  fee  for  recording 
or  registering  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  applicant. 

(10)  Lapse  of  Permit  -  A  Special  Permit  issued  under  this  Sec- 
tion shall  lapse  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  following  the  date 
of  the  decision  of  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  unless 
substantial  use  of  the  Permit  has  been  commenced,  except  for  good 
cause,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Permit  for  construction,  if  construc- 
tion has  not  begun  prior  to  such  date,  except  for  good  cause. 

(11)  Conditions  -  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may 
impose  conditions,  safeguards  and  limitations  on  time  or  use. 

(12)  Repeat  of  Applications  -  No  application  which  has  been 
unfavorably  and  finally  acted  upon  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  shall  be  favorably  acted  upon  within  two  years  following 
the  date  of  final  unfavorable  action  unless  such  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  finds  (by  the  same  vote  as  required  above)  spe- 
cific and  material  changes  in  the  conditions  upon  which  the  previ- 
ous unfavorable  action  was  based,  and  describes  such  changes  in 
the  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  unless  all  but  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Planning  Board  consents  thereto  after  notice  is  given 
to  parties  in  interest  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  proceedings 
when  the  questions  of  such  consent  will  be  considered. 

C.     Authority  to  Issue  Permits 

(1)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  the  Special  Permit  Grant- 
ing Authority  for  the  following: 

Removal  of  Sand,  Gravel,  Loam  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
conservation  Commission  Filling  of  Water,  Wetlands  or 
Depression . 

(2)  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  for  the  following: 

(a)  Scientific  Research,  Development,  Production 

(b)  Extension  or  Alteration  of  existing  Non-Conforming 
structures  or  uses 

3.     Specific  Requirements  for  Particular  uses  by  Special  Permit 

(1)     Removal  of  Sand,  Gravel,  Loam  or  other  Earth  Materials: 
The  Town  accepts  Chapter  98  of  the  General  Laws,  an  act  prohibiting 
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or  regulating  the  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  land 
not  in  public  use  in  the  whole  or  in  specified  districts  of  the 
Town. 

No  person  shall  remove  any  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  Ian 
in  the  town  not  in  public  use  unless  such  removal  is  authorized  by 
a  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  except  in  conjunction  wi 
construction  of  a  building  on  the  parcel  and  except  for  the  contin 
ued  operation  on  the  same  parcel  of  an  existing  sand  and  gravel  pi 
No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  an  application  therefor  is 
filed  with  the  said  Board,  said  board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing 
on  the  application  and  the  date  and  time  of  the  public  hearing 
thereon  shall  be  advertised  in  a  paper  published  in  the  town  four- 
teen days  at  least,  before  the  public  hearing,  all  as  prescribed  i 
Section  7B. 

(2)  Scientific  Research,  Development,  Production: 

The  Board  of  Appeals  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
may  issue  a  special  permit  for  uses,  whether  or  not  on  the  same 
parcel  as  activities  permitted  as  a  matter  of  right,  accessory  to 
activities  permitted  as  a  matter  of  right,  which  activities  are 
necessary  in  connection  with  scientific  research  or  scientific  de- 
velopment or  related  production,  provided  there  is  a  finding  that 
the  proposed  accessory  use  does  not  substantially  derogate  from  thtt 
public  good. 

(3)  Extension  or  Alteration  of  Existing  Non- Conforming  Struc-1 
tures  or  Uses: 

The  Board  of  Appeals,  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority, 
may  issue  a  Special  Permit  for  the  extension  or  alteration  of  an 
existing  building,  structure  or  use  upon  a  specific  finding  by  the 
said  Board  that  such  change,  extension  or  alteration  shall  not  be 
substantially  more  detrimental  than  the  existing  non -conforming  us; 
to  the  neighborhood.

The  meeting  convened  at  Randolph  High  School,  November  13,  1978,  aa 
8:00  P.M.     Moderator  Paul  Alpert  presided  and  announced  a  quorum 
present.     The  warrant  and  return  of  service  were  read  into  the  recc 
ord  after  the  reporter  was  sworn  and  the  salute  to  the  flag. 

The  following  article  was  read: 

Petition  to  the  Randolph  Board  of  Selectmen  to  call  a  Special  TownJJ 
Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  sum  of  approximately 
$900,000.00  in  "free  cash"  for  direct  reduction  of  the  Randolph 
tax  rate. 


As  petitioned  for  by  Bernard  Davidson,  Town  Meeting  Member,  Pre- 
cinct Four,  and  others. 

The  Finance  Committee  moved  that  the  sum  of  $300,000.00  in  the 
"Free  Cash  Account"  be  applied  for  direct  reduction  of  the  1978- 
1979  tax  rate.     The  motion  was  defeated,  40  YES  to  102  NO. 

The  following  resolution  was  moved:     That  all  funds  remaining  in 
the  "Free  Cash  Account"  as  of  November  13,  1978,  be  placed  in  a 
special  account  to  be  called  "Direct  Tax  Reduction  Account"  to  be 
used  for  the  sole  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate  of  the  Town  of 
Randolph  for  the  fiscal  year  1979-1980.     The  resolution  was  de- 
feated, 64  YES  to  75  NO. 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  permanently  dissolved  at  10:00  P.M.

The  Randolph  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  for 
:he  year  1978  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

Your  school  committee  is  composed  of  five  members  who  serve 
/ithout  remuneration  for  a  three  year  term  on  a  staggered  basis. 
?he  school  committee  is  charged  with  the  implementation  of  the  edu- 
cational program  under  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
lassachusetts ,  and  is,  therefore,  an  agent  of  the  State.  The 
luties  and  responsibilities  of  the  elected  committee  includes  the 
formation  of  policy,  budget  preparation,  personnel  appointments, 
school  services,  approval  of  curricula,  approval  of  teaching  ma- 
terials, formation  of  educational  specifications  for  school  con- 
duction, implementation  of  federal  programs  and  the  evaluation 
>f  the  educational  program. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  committee  are  scheduled  on  the  first 
nd  third  Monday  of  every  month  at  8:00  p.m.   in  the  Administration 
■uilding.     All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage 
'ou  to  attend.     Attendance  of  interested  citizens  has  increased  in 
.he  recent  months  and  we  hope  it  will  continue  throughout  the  year. 
Ixecutive  sessions  are  held  only  when  necessary  in  compliance  with 
he  Open  Meeting  Law.     Many  additional  meetings  are  held  by  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  with  the  various  sub-committees  in  compli- 
.nce  with  the  Collective  Bargaining  Statutes. 

In  March,  1978,  David  W.  Murphy  was  re-elected  to  serve  a 
hree  year  term  and  Mrs.  Brenda  Berger  was  elected  to  serve  her 
:irst  term  as  a  member  of  the  school  committee  to  replace  John  T. 
fallahan,  Jr. 

The  committee  is  committed  to  you,  the  citizens  and  taxpayers 
►£  Randolph,  to  provide  the  best  education  possible  and  to  keep  the 
ost  to  a  minimum.     According  to  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth, 
*e  are  granted  fiscal  autonomy  but  we  feel  that  we  must  be  fiscally 
esponsible  to  you,  the  taxpayers.     We  make  every  effort  within  our 
ontrol  to  reduce  the  budget.     As  the  enrollment  decreases  at  a 
jate  of  about  470  per  year,  we  continue  to  reduce  staff,  both  pro- 
fessional and  non-professional.     We  strive  to  conserve  energy, 
herefore,  further  reducing  our  budget.     We  realize  that  in  the 
uture  we  may  have  to  eliminate  programs  in  order  to  keep  up  with 
.inflation  and  carry  on  a  quality  educational  program. 

The  school  committee  is  concerned  with  the  ever  rising  costs 
f  Chapter  766  as  mandated  by  the  State.     We  have  adopted  a  policy 
'hereby  we  will  not  institute  any  new  programs  unless  mandated  by 
he  State.     We  have  attempted  to  define  some  of  the  decisions  man- 
dated upon  us  by  proceeding  through  the  judicial  process  without 
iny  relief.     It  becomes  quite  evident  that  the  State  is  relinquishi- 
ng its  responsibility  and  mandating  it  upon  the  cities  and  towns 
for  not  only  the  education  of  the  students  but  for  their  welfare 
\nd  health  also. 

Community  involvement  by  the  students  and  staff  continues  to 
ncrease  each  year.     The  seniors,   in  cooperation  with  the  teachers, 
>rovided  the  senior  citizens  of  the  town  with  an  excellent  meal  on 
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the  Sunday  preceeding  Thanksgiving.     The  PTO's  have  become  quite 
active  and  are  very  much  appreciated  by  the  staff  and  students. 
The  school  committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Recreation 
continues  to  make  the  schools  available  after  school  hours  to  thee 
citizens  of  the  town  for  recreational  purposes.     We  would  like  tco 
expand  our  evening  school  programs  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
townspeople.     It  would  be  possible  to  expand  with  your  support  im 
establishing  a  revolving  account  as  provided  for  in  the  passage  c 
a  new  State  statute. 

The  committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  townspeople  for  their  continued  support.     We  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  to  the  professional  and  non-professional  staff  c 
the  school  department  and  all  the  town  boards  and  departments  whc 
have  contributed  to  a  successful  year  of  the  Randolph  Public 
Schools.     We  must  express  our  most  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Thomas  L.  Warren  for  his  24  years  as  Superintendent  of  the  Ran- 
dolph Public  Schools  and  his  many  years  of  guidance  and  dedicatic 
to  make  Randolph  a  leader  in  education  with  a  superior  school  syss 
tem.     We  all  wish  him  and  Teresa  the  best  of  health  and  happiness 
for  many  years  of  retirement. 

We  would  like  to  congratulate  Dr.  John  Zoino,  former  Deputy 
Superintendent,  on  his  selection  as  successor  to  Mr.  Warren  and 
his  pledge  to  continue  to  make  Randolph  a  leader  in  education.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
"SAVE  OUR  SCHOOLS" 


To  the  members  of  the  Randolph  School  Committee  and  all  othi 
citizens  of  the  town,  I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-fourth  and  fin 
report.     I  had  planned  to  make  a  brief  report  on  all  that  has  tr.  - 
spired  in  the  Randolph  Public  Schools  since  my  arrival  in  1955. # 
However,  anyone  who  is  really  interested  can  gain  this  informati< 
by  reading  the  annual  reports  which  are  on  file  in  the  Turner  Fr> 
Library.     Suffice  it  to  say  that  in  1955  there  were  112  teachers 
and  2500  students.     A  few  years  ago  the  system  peaked  with  an  en 
rollment  of  approximately  7500.     The  present  enrollment  is  sligh  y 
under  6000  and  will  probably  continue  to  decrease  during  the  com  g 
years.     However,  it  is  strongly  predicted  by  various  authorities 
that  there  will  soon  be  an  up-swing  in  the  number  of  children  bo 
and  raised  throughout  the  country. 
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The  Randolph  Public  Schools  have  become  recognized  statewide 
is  one  of  the  best  school  systems,  and  this  has  been  the  result  of 
i  cooperative  effort  on  the  part  of  everyone  concerned  and  cer- 
:ainly  on  the  willingness  of  the  taxpayers  to  pay  the  bill.  The 
strong  nationwide  trend  to  reduce  expenditures  is  completely  under - 
jtandable  in  view  of  the  economic  situation.  However,  it  is  essen- 
:ial  that  public  education  not  be  sacrificed.     This  is  not  to  say 
:hat  all  budgets  should  not  be  scrutinized  even  closer  than  ever. 
?o  deprive  any  youngster  of  any  part  of  an  education  for  even  one 
rear  results  in  a  loss  that  can  never  be  regained. 

I  believe  that  I  have  served  with  and  under  24  different  in- 
lividual  school  committee  members  in  Randolph,     I  am  grateful  to 
iach  and  every  one  for  the  support,  cooperation,  and  faith  which 
las  been  exhibited  in  following  my  recommendations.     (Most  of  the 
:ime.)     A  year  ago  I  decided  to  follow  the  advise  of  the  quotation 
zhich  states  that  "there  is  a  time  to  aspire,  a  time  to  achieve, 
ind  a  time  to  retire".     The  decision  was  not  an  easy  one  then,  nor 
,s  it  now.     However,  I  do  think  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
:.he  school  system. 

To  mention  the  names  of  individuals  and  thanks  for  their  co- 
iperation  and  assistance  would  certainly  result  in  my  forgetting 
:o  mention  some  who  have  been  most  essential,  and,  therefore,  I 
:an  only  say  that  I  am  most  grateful  to  all  of  the  persons  with 
'horn  I  have  been  associated  in  my  work  in  Randolph. 

I  am  greatly  pleased  that  Dr.  John  E.  Zoino,  with  whom  I  have 
'orked  closely  the  past  ten  years,  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  po- 
ition  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Randolph,  and  I  am  sure  that 
;he  system  will  continue  to  strive  for  excellence  under  his  lead- 
rship  and  with  the  continued  cooperation  of  all  of  the  members  of 
he  staff.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  concerning  the  instruction! 
programs  for  the  Randolph  Public  Schools  for  the  year  1978. 

Since  this  is  my  final  report  as  Deputy  Superintendent,  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  school  system  continues  to  provide  qual- 
ity programs  for  all  the  students.     This  has  been  accomplished  de- 
spite major  problems  created  by  purchasing  power  loss  caused  by 
inflation,  and  ever  increasing  demands  for  services  compelled  by 
new  laws  and  regulations  at  the  State  and  Federal  level.     The  fol- 
lowing is  a  partial  list  of  areas  requiring  additional  personnel, 
dollar  commitments  and  major  staff  commitments:     Special  education: 
(Public  Law  94-142  and  Chapter  766)  ;     equal  education  opportunities' 
(Title  IX  and  Chapter  622) ;     educational  opportunities  for  the 
handicapped  (Public  Law  93-113,  Title  V,  Sec.  504)  and  regulations.' 
concerning  energy  inventories  for  the  Federal  government. 

Problems  such  as  these  have,  in  the  past,  been  overcome  prin-i 
cipally  through  the  extraordinary  efforts  of  our  dedicated  staff, 
but  this  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  sacrifices  of 
the  citizens  of  our  Town  who  have,  to  date,  supported  school  pro- 
grams and  budgets.     We,  together,  have  developed  good  schools,  andcl 
my  fervent  hope  is  that  we  will  not  succumb  to  the  present  "Propo- 
sition 13"  syndrome  which  would  destroy  the  good  system  which  we 
have  built  together. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  it  has  been  my  great  professional  good 
fortune  to  have  worked  with  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Warren.     As  you  all  know,  ! 
Mr.  Warren  is  retiring  after  a  brilliant  forty-one  year  career  in. 
education  which  began  in  1937  in  a  training  school  for  boys  and 
carried  him  to  the  top  public  school  position,  that  of  Superintend 
ent  of  Schools.     With  this  growth,  he  has  earned  and  received  na- 
tional recognition  and  accolation. 

w 

In  my  role  as  "assistant"  to  Mr.  Warren,  I  have  worked  closel ; 
with  him  as  we  solved  the  problems  of  the  school  system  and  devel- 
oped it  to  the  point  of  renown.     Together  we  were  able  to  create 
an  atmosphere  conducive  to  meaningful  change.    We  have  been  blesse  I 
with  a  school  committee  which  worked  closely  with  us  and  was  willi'J 
to  give  us  trust,  support,  encouragement  and  assistance  to  bring 
Randolph  the  very  best  educational  system  possible.     As  this  is  my 
final  report  as  Deputy  Superintendent,  I  am  pleased  to  present  thi 
partial  list  of  accomplishments,  highlighting  the  past  ten  years  c 
professional  association  with  Mr.  Warren. 

1.       Development  of  a  curriculum  and  construction  of  a  facility  fo  I 
a  sheltered  workshop  for  severely  handicapped  adults.     The  fa 
cility,  valued  at  approximately  $100,000,  which  services  be- 
tween 30-35  severely  handicapped  persons  over  18  years  of  age 
was  constructed  with  a  budget  of  $30,000  and  stands  as  a  mode 
for  communities  desiring  to  service  a  similar  population.  Th 
Council  for  Exceptional  Children  has  published  the  complete 
report  on  the  development  of  this  project.     A  resume  appeared 
in  the  December  1976  issue  of  Resources  in  Education. 
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Despite  the  lack  of  funds  to  provide  a  program  of  cultural  en- 
richment, we  have  brought  to  Randolph  programs  valued  at  over 
$156,000  by  my  work  with  the  Cultural  Education  Collaborative. 
During  the  past  four  years  the  children  of  Randolph  have  par- 
ticipated in  projects  with  the  following  cultural  and  scien- 
tific institutions:     Concert  Dance  Co.;     The  Boston  Ballet; 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts;     Theatre  Workshop,  Boston;     The  Pocket 
Mime  Theatre;     Museum  of  Transportation;     Dorchester  House 
Art  Center;     Brockton  Art  Center;     New  England  Aquarium;  Bos- 
ton Zoological  Society,  and  the  Massachusetts  Council  for  the 
Arts. 

Evolvement  of  a  managerial  team  concept  which  includes  all 
building  and  departmental  level  administrators  working  outside 
of  collective  bargaining,  together  with  the  Superintendent  and 
School  Committee,  to  lead  the  school  system.     A  long,  patient 
process ,  which  began  with  a  teacher  supported  administrator 
strike  in  1967,  and  culminated  in  the  "Administrative  Team". 
The  documents  supporting  this  approach,  and  the  individual's 
contracts,  have  been  reviewed  and  accepted  in  Randolph  and 
other  school  systems. 

Creation  of  an  outstanding  teacher /administrator  developed 
and  maintained  in-service  program.     Teachers  and  administra- 
tors on  half-day  sessions  participate  in  varied  programs  an- 
nually, designed  to  upgrade  themselves  and  the  school 
programs.     School  systems,  teacher  organizations,  one  college 
and  the  Department  of  Education  have  cited  this  program  as  a 
model  for  teachers  everywhere. 

Acceptance  of  Randolph  as  the  model  Massachusetts  School  Sys- 
tem to  pilot  and  develop  the  "Berkeley  Health  System"  in 
grades  3-6.     This  new,  exciting  curriculum  has  enriched  the 
school  program  and  has  served  as  the  principle  retraining  tool 
for  retraining  staff. 

Development  of  "media"  centers  in  each  school  as  the  "heart" 
of  the  instructional  program.  This  was  accomplished  by  con- 
verting the  three  secondary  libraries  and  establishing  hous- 
ing, reviewing  and  purchasing  materials  and  equipment  over  a 
seven  year  period  to  establish  centers  in  all  elementary 
schools.  Approximately  3570  of  the  funding  was  received 
through  project  grants. 

Extensive  improvements  in  the  area  of  fiscal  and  business 
management  prior  to  hiring  of  a  business  manager,  including 
the  following: 

A.  Establishing  the  first  purchase  order  process  systemwide. 

B.  Established  the  first  encumbrance  system  and  up-to-date 
reporting  system  by  accounts. 

C.  Developed,  refined  and  maintained  the  present  budget 
process . 

D.  Set  up  the  satellite  lunch  program  for  schools  without 
cafeterias,  and  St.  Mary's  with  a  competitive  federal 
grant  to  purchase  equipment  and  a  truck.     This  program 
was  a  model  for  the  State  Lunch  Program. 
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E.       Wrote  a  federal  project  to  get  50%  funding  for  the  posi- 
tion of  business  manager  which  led  to  the  hiring  of  the 
first  business  specialist  for  the  Randolph  School  Depart 
ment . 

8.  Kindergarten  Program  -  The  School  Committee  voted  to  establis 
a  kindergarten  program  in  March  of  1973  to  be  implemented  by 
September  4,  1973.     To  develop  a  program,  interview,  hire  and 
train  teachers,  locate  teaching  spaces,  register  pupils,  pur- 
chase equipment,  and  so  forth,   in  such  a  short  time  was  an 
outstanding  accomplishment. 

9.  Laboratory  type  science  program  in  the  elementary  schools. 

10.  Development  of  a  systemwide  testing  program  including  the  fii 
preschool  program. 

11.  New  mathematics  program  inaugurative  systemwide  in  1970  and 
completely  revised  this  year. 

12.  First  program  of  education  in  health  on  "Drugs,  Alcohol  and 
Tobacco" . 

13.  Development  of  the  elementary  social  studies  program,  includ-i 
ing: 

Grades  1-4    The  Family  of  Man 
Grade  5         Man,  A  Course  of  Study 
Grade  6  Databank 

This  was  completed  in  two  years.  A  federal  project  of  $17, 18. 
was  written  to  offset  607o  of  the  cost  of  the  program. 

14.  Project  with  the  Boston  School  for  the  Deaf  to  assist  deaf 
children  to  make  an  easier  transition  into  public  schools. 

15.  "Open  Classroom  Program"  -  Lyons  School  -  1971. 

16.  Elementary  guidance  -  A  three  year  project  was  completed  to 
bring  total  coverage  to  all  Randolph  Schools. 

17.  Rheumatic  Fever  Prevention  Program  -  Over  2,600  children  re- 
ceived free  throat  culturing  which  resulted  in  291  preventive 
findings.     The  money  to  fund  the  program  was  raised  by  a 
Rotary  Club  drive  which  netted  $4,000. 

18.  "Dimensions  of  Personality"  program  was  initiated  in  all  gra< 
4  classes  through  the  guidance  department. 

19.  Development  of  the  "transitional  learning  classes"  in  all 
schools  over  a  two  year  period. 

20.  Development  of  individualized  reading  programs  in  several  of 
the  elementary  schools. 

21.  Upgrading  of  the  physical  education  and  athletic  programs  fo: 
girls. 
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\2.     Successful  implementation  of  Chapter  766  with  the  development 
of  an  outstanding  program  for  pupils  with  special  needs. 

:3.     Initial  compliance  with  Chapter  622  equal  education  opportu- 
nities for  all. 

:4.     Physical  Fitness  Program  with  the  Y.M.C.A.   and  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  for  grade  6  pupils  at  the  Lyons  and  Kennedy  Schools. 
This  program  was  funded  by  Blue  Cross  and  the  Brockton  "Y". 

.5.     Excellent  Bicentennial  Celebration  programs  at  all  levels  dur- 
ing 1976. 

6.     Worked  to  assist  coordinators  in  upgrading  programs  in  mathe- 
matics (math  computer  program) ,  English  (development  of  over 
40  new  courses)  and  social  studies. 

his  imposing  list  highlights  my  role  as  "assistant"  to  Mr.  Warren. 

I  proudly  accept  and  humbly  approach  the  charge  of  the  Ran- 
olph  School  Committee  to  serve  as  the  next  Superintendent  of  the 
.andolph  Public  Schools.     I  do  so  with  the  full  realization  that  no 
erson  can  long  lead  or  maintain  an  outstanding  school  system  with- 
ut  a  dedicated  staff,  enlightened  school  committee,  and  morally 
nd  financially  committed  citizenry. 

In  conclusion,  I  publicly  thank  Mr.  Richard  E.  Coburn,  Business 
[anager ,  for  his  total  commitment  to  the  school  system  and,  as  al-

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REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  thirteenth  an 
nual  report  as  principal  of  Randolph  High  School.     As  usual,  the 
high  school  has  devoted  the  major  portion  of  its  time  to  the  neve: 
ending  task  of  continually  revising  and  updating  its  curriculum. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  highlights  of  this  educational 
endeavor : 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

Again  early  in  the  year  our  students  received  Honors  from  th< 
Massachusetts  Regional  Scholastic  Art  Exhibition,  for  quality  worv, 
In  the  Spring,  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibit  was  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  Spring  Festival,  a  "Showcase"  weekend  of  activities  by 
our  High  School  students. 

In  preparation  for  the  two-year  report  on  High  School  evalua, 
tion,  Art  teachers  and  students  are  investigating  career  opportu- 
nities and  preparation  in  Art,  Interdisciplinary  Education,  and 
ways  to  strengthen  our  curriculum. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

In  addition  to  providing  those  courses  and  specialized  indiv;|- 
ual  training  which  will  enable  interested  students  to  attain  a  mal 
etable  vocational  skill,  it  is  the  philosophy  of  the  Business 
Education  Department  that  the  business  program  should  also  focus 
upon  such  social  emphases  as  the  development  of  concepts,  attitude, 
ethics,  ideals,  and  appreciations  that  contribute  for  successful 
everyday  living.     We  believe  in  educating  as  well  as  training  ourr| 
students . 

The  enrollment  in  24  different  business  course  offerings  thii! 
year  was  1374  students,  which  represented  a  decrease  over  the  pree 
ceding  year. 

The  composition  of  the  13  member  Business  Education  Departme: 
changed  this  year  as  follows:     Ms.  Bernadette  Lionetta  replaced 
Mr.  Paul  Spiro,  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  the  Blue  Hil 
Regional  Technical  School.     Ms.  Lionetta  taught  typewriting  and 
Stenography  at  the  High  School  and  General  Math  at  the  Kennedy 
Junior  High  School.     Allison  Card  of  Salem  State  College  complete 
9  weeks  of  student  teaching  internship. 

The  members  of  the  Business  Education  Department  devoted  the 
majority  of  their  in-service  training  time  toward  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  visiting  evaluation  team. 
This  process  is  an  ongoing  one  with  short,  medium,  and  long-range 
implications . 

Teachers  in  the  Business  Education  Department  completed  work 
this  summer  on  curriculum  guides  for  new  and  existing  courses.  V 
Deborah  McHugh  and  Ms.  Carolyn  Plati  prepared  a  new  course  of  stu 
for  Typing  III.     This  semester  course  was  introduced  to  familiari 
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students  with  the  medical,   legal,  and  education  secretaries'  duties. 
Ms.  Plati  also  completed  a  formal  course  of  study  for  Machine  Tran- 
scription.    Mrs.   Sheila  Mirow  developed  a  program  i-  Typing  I  and 
Typing  II,  which  were  geared  to  meeting  the  individual  needs  of 
students  who  are  serviced  under  Chapter  766. 

A  career  education  course,  Introduction  to  Data  Processing, 
was  also  added  to  the  curriculum  offerings  this  year.     In  addition, 
the  grade  placement  for  Accounting  and  Recordkeeping  courses  were 
changed  to  increase  the  curriculum  offerings  in  Grade  10.  Concom- 
nitantly,  a  new  course,  Accounting  III,  was  added  to  the  curriculum 
po  allow  for  increased  specialization  in  this  area. 

Two  Randolph  High  School  seniors  have  been  honored  by  the  John 
Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  in  recognition  of  their  out- 
standing achievements  in  business  studies.     Donna  Previti  and  Ellen 
Sullivan  were  among  157  named  throughout  eastern  Mass.  who  were 
selected  for  the  honor  by  the  faculty  and  administrators  of  their 
ligh  school.     The  name  of  each  recipient  has  been  engraved  on  a 
olaque  presented  to  the  school. 

High  school  sophomore  Helene  Mackey  won  first  prize  at  the 
mnual  typing  contest  held  at  Aquinas  Junior  College.     She  was 
iwarded  a  trophy  with  her  name  engraved  on  it ,  and  one  for  the  high 
school.     She  averaged  over  90  words  a  minute  on  a  5 -minute  timing, 
i  tremendous  accomplishment. 

The  Randolph  High  School  Chapter  of  the  Office  Education  As- 
sociation, under  the  advisorship  of  Miss  Rose  S.  Casparro  and  Mrs. 
5heila  Mirow,  completed  an  active  and  successful  year.     Among  the 
Events  scheduled  were  a  fund-raising  drive  and  a  float  for  the 
lomecoming  game  (a  second-prize  winner) .     Miss  Debbie  Re  served  as 
resident . 

Once  again  the  Business  Education  Department  is  proud  to  re- 
port on  the  active  involvement  and  accomplishments  of  its  staff  in 
:he  areas  of  extra-curricular  activities;     membership,  attendance, 
md  participation  in  professional  business  associations;   and  its 
.nvolvement  in  many  school-wide  committee  assignments.     Over  75 
percent  of  the  staff  were  involved  in  such  assignments  and  duties, 
rtiich  is  most  commendable.     In  addition,  several  staff  members 
:aught  in  the  Evening  School  for  Adult  Education. 

The  following  field  trips  were  taken:     "Careers  for  Women  in 
business'1  at  Bentley  College;     a  trip  to  Small  Claims  Court  by 
Students  in  Consumer  Education;     Logan  Airport  and  Quincy  Market 
)y  World  of  Business  students.     In-house  field  trips  with  guest 
speakers  on  relevant  business  topics  were  also  arranged. 

Office  Practice  students  are  receiving  training  in  word  pro- 
cessing through  the  use  of  the  sophisticated  memory  typewriter  and 
:he  IBM  Compositor.     Very  few  schools  have  such  equipment,  and  our 
students  are  very  fortunate  to  receive  such  training. 

The  Business  Education  Department  has  been  instrumental  in  ob- 
:aining  several  part-time  and  full-time  jobs  for  its  students, 
-hanks  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Ms.  Marie  Cirelli,  Job  Placement 
Supervisor,  who  continues  to  do  an  outstanding  job  in  this  area. 
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CAREER  DEVELOPMENT  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  witnessed  the  initiation  of  several  new  Career  De- 
velopment programs,  namely  the  Work-Experience  Program,  the  Data 
Processing  Program,  and  Project  Option.     These  new  programs  were 
made  possible  through  an  award  of  federal  funds  amounting  to 
$117,107  for  program  development. 

The  Work-Experience  Program  is  open  to  all  students  in  Grade 
10-12  at  Randolph  High  School.     The  program  enables  a  student  to 
combine  classroom  instruction  with  work  experience  based  on  a  stuul 
ent's  talents  and  interests.     Approximately  seventy  (70)  students 
participate  in  this  program. 

The  Data  Processing  Program  is  presently  in  the  planning  sta.ij 
As  of  this  writing  a  Digital  Equipment  Corporation  PDP1134A  com- 
puter system  has  been  bid  and  purchased  with  delivery  scheduled  M 
February  or  March,  1979.     An  instructor  has  been  appointed  who  wii| 
be  commencing  his  duties  on  January  2,  1979.     The  instructor  is 
Mr.  Joseph  Nicholson,  a  graduate  of  Framingham  State  College  with, 
Bachelors  degree  in  Computer  Science.     We  are  presently  in  the  pr<-> 
cess  of  remodeling  an  area  which  will  become  the  Computer  Center., 
During  the  school  year  1979-1980  courses  in  data  processing  and 
computer  programming  will  be  offered  as  a  part  of  the  Career  Deve^. 
opment  Program. 

Project  Option  is  a  federally  funded  program  for  young  adult; 
who  have  specific  learning  disabilities.     It  is  a  pilot  program  Bfl 
twenty  students  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  twenty-five.  Thru 
purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  comprehensive  counseling,  tui 
toring  and  occupational  training  to  students  on  an  individual izedd 
basis.     The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  assist  each  student  to  de- 
velop alternative  career  options  that  will  assist  them  in  securing 
and  maintaining  employment.     Classes  are  conducted  on  Tuesday  and^ 
Thursday  evenings  from  6:00  p.m.   to  8; 00  p.m.   at  the  high  school. 
Occupational  training  is  provided  in  the  following  five  areas: 
Automotives,  Electronics,  Graphic  Arts,  Health  Services  and  Struc 
tural  Metal.     Additional  occupational  areas  are  planned  for  the 
future . 

The  Career  Development  Program  is  affiliated  with  the  South 
Shore  Career  Education  Collaborative.     A  pilot  program  has  been 
initiated  involving  fourteen  (14)  ninth  grade  students  and  high 
school  teachers,  counselors  and  administrators.     The  purpose  of  m 
program  is  twofold:     (1)  to  make  students  aware  of  the  world  of 
work  through  a  series  of  field  trips  and  discussions  with  employ- 
ees, and  (2)  to  develop  a  dialogue  between  school  personnel  and 
businessmen.     We  look  forward  to  a  continuing  relationship  with  t 
South  Shore  Career  Education  Collaborative. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

Realizing  the  objectives  of  a  high  school  English  program  es 
tablished  by  the  department  in  1972  was  the  1978  English  curricul 
offered  to  the  students  of  Randolph  High  School.  The  success  of 
the  senior  English  elective  program  implemented  in  September  1972 
led  to  an  expansion  of  the  elective  program.  In  September  1977  t 
English  Department  offered  80  courses  to  the  students.  Phased  fo 
ability  and  interest  and  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  graduates 
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entering  the  modern  world,  the  program  ranges  from  a  course  in 
Media  Studies  to  a  humanities  seminar  to  an  Independent  Study  Pro- 
gram.    Student  and  teacher  evaluation  of  the  elective  program  was 
overwhelming  in  its  support  of  the  elective  system.     The  senior 
elective  program  supplements  the  core  English  programs  of  grades 
9,  10,  11. 

The  high  school  English  staff  continues  to  research  and  de- 
velop programs ,  to  evaluate  and  to  recommend  change  where  evalua- 
tion indicates  the  need  for  change.     A  task  force  of  ninth  grade 
teachers  is  evaluating  the  grade  9  curriculum  and  will  be  making 
its  recommendations  in  April  1979.     A  humanities  program  funded 
by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  Humanities  has  given 
[impetus  to  the  research  and  development  of  interdisciplinary  stud- 
ies.    Informal  teaming  by  department  members  has  lent  individual 
sxpertise  to  a  wide  variety  of  curricula. 

In  April  1978  the  English  Department  and  the  Museum  of  Fine 
\rts,  Boston,  submitted  a  joint  humanities  proposal  for  funding. 
Che  proposal  was  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humani- 
ties.    A  humanities  team  from  Randolph  High  School  is  now  working 
tfith  MFA  personnel  to  integrate  Arts  with  the  English  curriculum, 
rhe  program  is  serving  students  in  the  American  Literature,  the 
iumanities ,  and  the  Literary  Criticism  classes. 

School  winners  of  the  Voice  of  Democracy  Contest  were  Mitchell 
51anz,  MaryAnn  Noris  and  Fred  Goldberg. 

In  1975  the  English  Department  established  a  Writing  Achieve- 
nent  award.     The  winner  for  the  1977-78  school  year  was  Jay  Blotcher. 

The  English  Coordinator  continues  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Massachusetts  Alliance  for  Arts  in  Education,  a  joint 
)roject  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  and 
:he  U.S.  Office  of  Education.     She  serves  also  on  the  Advisory 
Soard  of  Culture  Connection,  a  computerized  information  retrieval 
system  in  the  Arts.     Membership  on  the  first  Culture  Connection 
ioard  affords  the  Randolph  School  System  a  free  subscription  to  the 
:omputer  service  through  August  1979. 

The  English  Department  continues  in  its  tradition  of  providing 
ixcellence  for  the  students  of  Randolph. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Foreign  Language  Program  continues  to  serve  a  wider  spec- 
:rum  of  students'   interests  and  abilities. 

The  percentage  of  our  high  school  students  taking  a  Foreign 
.anguage  is  presently  577, ,  while  the  national  average  is  197,,  and 
:he  Massachusetts  average  is  397o. 

More  and  more  students,   at  all  ability  levels,   are  continuing 
pheir  study  of  the  foreign  language  into  a  third,   fourth  and  fifth 
rear.     This  trend  can  be  explained  by  an  increased  awareness  of 
students  of  the  practical  value  of  a  Foreign  Language  in  all  career 
ireas.     Colleges  have  recently  returned  to  stress  the  importance 
»f  the  study  of  Foreign  Languages  as  a  central  element  of  basic 
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education.  Our  system  of  three  levels  of  ability  grouping  has  re- 
sulted in  students  staying  with  the  language  for  longer  periods  eft: 
time  in  order  to  develop  usable  skills  for  future  use. 

Symbolic  of  the  level  of  the  excellence  of  the  staff  is  the 
awarding  to  Mrs.  Lorraine  Tower  the  Spanish  Heritage  Association 
Award  as  Distinguished  Teacher  of  Spanish  in  Massachusetts  for 
1977-78. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  program  for  the  higher  ability  leve 
is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  students  whose  scores  in  the  College 
Board  Achievements  in  French  and  Spanish  are  far  above  the  Nation, 
and  State  average. 

The  success  of  the  Foreign  Language  Program  is  in  large  meas 
ure  due  to  the  support  of  the  community  and  the  administration. 

LIBRARY/MEDIA  CENTER 

During  this  past  year  our  efforts  have  been  aimed  at  the  pur- 
suit of  program  quality  during  a  period  when  quantity  has  begun  tc 
wane.     We  continue,  however,  to  produce  more  and  better  services. 

Most  evident  in  this  regard  has  been  the  High  School  Library 
program  which  has  become  more  structured,  more  demanding  of  indi- 
vidual student  responsibility  and  deportment.     An  academic  atmos- 
phere conducive  to  learning  for  all  library  users  has  resulted. 
Our  instructional  materials  services  are  in  no  small  way  associate 
with  the  teaching  of  proper  attitudes  in  the  maintenance  of  a  lean 
ing  atmosphere.    A  reinforcement  of  the  discipline  code  has  made 
much  of  'this  possible. 

The  audiovisual  aspect  of  our  instructional  media  program  han 
also  produced  greater  quality  of  service.  A  more  efficient  audio 
visual  equipment  inventory  and  distribution  system  is  being  carrid 
out,  a  much  more  economical  and  efficient  program  for  the  maintenv 
ance  of  audiovisual  equipment,  as  well  as  measures  successfully  I 
taken  to  monitor  and  control  the  purchase  of  audiovisual  supplies 3 
with  an  eye  to  quality  and  economy. 

These,  as  well  as  other  examples,  are  setting  a  tone  of  our 
program.     We  look  forward  to  even  greater  improvements. 

As  usual ,  thanks  are  in  order  for  all  those  with  whom  we  wor] 
and  serve . 

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

Again  this  year  the  Home  Economics  staff  strives  to  serve  as 
many  girls  and  boys  enrolled  in  the  high  school  as  possible.  Cha;;|j 
ter  622  provides  equal  opportunity  for  both  males  and  females ,  an 
the  curriculum  is  trying  to  reflect  that  change,  as  well  as  the 
constant  changes  in  our  society. 

Home  Economics  is  one  of  the  most  useful  areas  for  young 
adults.     The  information  and  skills  attained  are  constantly  used 
throughout  life.     The  areas  include:     foods  and  nutrition,  cookin, 
home  economics  careers,  consumer  education,  clothing  and  textiles) 
interior  decoration,  child  care  and  development  and  everyday  liviuf 
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The  team  teaching  done  between  the  three  staff  members  has 
proved  most  successful  in  the  family  living  course. 

Leisure  time  and  its  proper  use  is  important  in  our  society. 
Home  Economics  strives  to  teach  constructive  use  of  our  precious 
leisure  time. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Mathematics  Department  is  offering  an  extensive  selection 
of  courses  which  span  the  abilities  and  needs  of  the  students  at 
Randolph  High  School.     The  colleges  prep  sequence  of  Algebra  I, 
Geometry,  Algebra  II,  and  Senior  math  is  offered  in  standard  and 
honors  level.     Students  who  are  in  the  advanced  placement  program 
in  Grades  9-12  have  completed  one  year  of  college  math  by  the  time 
they  graduate  from  high  school.     Satisfactory  achievement  on  an  ad- 
vanced placement  test  can  earn  these  students  as  much  as  one  year 
credit  in  college  math  allowing  them  to  begin  the  college  math 
program  at  the  Sophomore  level. 

Mathematics  course  offerings  have  expanded  for  career  oriented 
Istudents.     Applied  math  and  elementary  geometry  have  been  added  to 
practical  trig  and  math  for  technical  careers,  giving  these  stud- 
ents the  application  methods  for  and  meaningful  use  for  their  car- 
per courses. 

Students  who  need  basic  skills  improvement  may  choose  courses 
jsuch  as  math  in  life,  fundamentals  of  math,  math  for  daily  use, 
and  consumer  math. 

Courses  in  computer  programming  have  been  offered  through  the 
facilities  at  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School.     However,  math  stud- 
ents are  looking  forward  to  an  in-house  computer  which  should  be 
servicing  their  needs  by  September  1979.     This  will  allow  more 
'students  to  have  access  to  the  computer  simulatneously ,  and  will 
De  done  at  considerably  less  cost. 

All  math  rooms  are  well  equipped  with  audiovisual  equipment 
ind  supplementary  materials.     Textbooks  used  are  newly  published 
md  reflect  the  latest  thinking  in  math  education,  and  the  depart- 
ment is  constantly  striving  to  provide  the  strongest  math  program 
)Ossible  for  its  students. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

Enrollment  in  the  28  different  science  courses  offered  this 
rear  is  approximately  1700  students,  distributed  over  88  sections, 
rhe  breakdown  of  the  28  courses  is  as  follows:     earth  science  - 
I  different  first  year  courses;     physical  science  -  3  different 
rirst  year  courses;     biology  -  3  different  first  year  courses; 
:hemistry  -  4  different  first  year  courses;     and  physics  -  4  dif- 
ferent first  year  courses.     In  addition,   the  following  advanced 
ind/or  enrichment  courses  are  offered:     meteorology,  ecology, 
)hysiology,  advanced  chemistry,  practical  science,  and  physical 
geology.     Horticulture,  microscopy,  and  introduction  to  marine 
science  are  also  offered  as  mini-courses.     The  instruction  to  mar- 
ine science  is  being  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year  on  a  trial 
>asis,  and  is  the  only  new  curriculum  offering  in  science. 
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The  foregoing  is  probably  the  upper  limit  on  the  number  and 
variety  of  courses  the  science  department  will  be  able  to  offer  aa 
Randolph  High  School.     It  is  anticipated  that  beginning  next  year 
our  enrollment  will  begin  to  decline.     Associated  with  that  decli 
will  be  a  reduction  in  staff,  which  eventually  will  force  a  reduc 
tion  in  the  number  of  different  courses  which  can  be  offered.  Th 
present  28  different  offerings  is  also  a  tribute  to  the  versatili 
of  an  excellent  science  staff  and  their  willingness  to  teach  a  nu: 
ber  of  different  preparations.     The  number  of  present  offerings  ft 
also  in  marked  contrast  to  the  five  courses  which  constituted  the 
entire  science  curriculum  at  the  time  the  present  Science  Coordi- 
nator began  work  in  Randolph. 

Mr.  Andrew  McCarthy  has  been  on  sabbatical  leave  from  the  de 
partment  this  school  year.  He  is  pursuing  a  graduate  program,  co 
centrating  in  physics  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  Also  complet 
graduate  study  this  past  year  was  the  Science  Coordinator,  Herber 
A.  Wolfer,  who  was  awarded  his  PhD  from  Boston  College. 

The  Science  Department  in-service  priority  remains  developme 
of  a  standardized  testing  program  in  science.     Most  of  this  year' 
in-service  release  days  have  been  devoted  to  this  task.     Tests  all 
ready  have  been  completed  for  chemistry  and  physics,  with  good 
progress  being  made  in  the  other  science  areas. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  Department  continued  its  stress  on  basic  skills  and  com- 
pleted a  Skills  Sequence  List  for  Grades  K-12.     Now  that  these 
skills  have  been  identified  and  responsibility  for  them  designate^ 
much  effort  will  be  put  forth  on  teaching  and  testing  them. 

Some  of  the  commendations  given  by  the  Visiting  Committee  irr 
our  recent  evaluation  were  the  following: 

1.  The  development  and  use  of  the  Study  Skills  and  Critic* 
Thinking  Test  for: 

(a)  Facilitating  level  placement  in  the  required  U.S. 
History  course 

(b)  Identifying  and  remediating  student  deficiencies 

2.  The  excellent  guides  for  U.S.  History  Curriculum  and 
Western  Civilization  curriculum. 

3.  The  multitude,  variety,  and  use  of  Social  Studies 
resources . 

4.  Teachers  and  students  participation  in  decisions  regar( 
ing  course  offerings. 

Some  of  the  recommendations  were: 

1.  That  more  extensive  use  of  community  resources  be  made 
for  social  studies. 

2.  That  the  Social  Studies  Department  members  initiate  pL  ■ 
ning  for  Interdisciplinary  programs. 
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3.  That  the  Social  Studies  Department  initiate  opportunities 
for  students  to  practice  the  principles  they  learn  in  the 
conduct  of  school  activities. 

4.  Methods  for  evaluating  attitudes  and  values  be  developed 
and  implemented  in  the  social  studies  program. 

Committees  are  already  at  work  attempting  to  implement  the 
above  recommendations.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  J.  F.  KENNEDY  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

1978  -  1979 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report.  I 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  constant  support  of  my 
staff  and  faculty.     At  this  time  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
jsincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Thomas  Warren,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Pr.  John  Zoino,  Superintendent-Elect  of  Schools,  and  the  Randolph 
School  Committee. 

It  has  long  been  known  that  early  adolescence  are  years  of 
najor  physical  and  emotional  development.     During  this  period  the 
the  individual  has  to  adjust  to  his  body's  metamorphosis  and  to  an 
emerging  self-image.     This  transitional  period,  associated  with  the 
niddle,  junior  high  school,   is  a  period  between  complete  depend- 
ence in  a  simplified  environment  to  the  more  adult  status  of  inde- 
pendence in  a  more  complex  environment. 

Since  this  period  of  maturation  is  irregular  but  continuous, 
and  often  gradual,   the  school  must  direct  its  attention  toward  in- 
dividualization of  the  social,   academic  programs  available  to  each 
adolescent.     Therefore,   the  unique  characteristics  of  this  age 
group  require  special  emphasis  on  guidance  and  the  exploratory  ex- 
periences, as  well  as  increased  attention  to  individual  differences. 

A  unique  approach  to  learning  continues  to  be  tremendously 
successful  at  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Junior  High  School.     This  La 
Exploratory  Arts  program,  which  encompasses  the  varied  areas  of 
study  within  the  fields  of  art,  music,  home  economics  and  industrial 
arts.     The  flexibility  of  arena  scheduling,  combined  with  a  variety 
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of  courses  offered,  assures  exposure  to  a  wide  range  of  experien- 
ces. With  a  goal  to  stimulate  as  well  as  to  educate,  courses  aree 
offered  with  diverse  opportunities  from  chipping  sculptures  of  cee 
ment  and  plaster,  to  tickling  the  ivories  of  the  piano. 

Boys  and  girls  meet  the  same  requirements,  thus  assuring  equ 
exposure  to  the  basic  concepts  involved  in  the  fields  of  art,  mus 
home  economics  and  industrial  arts.     Accordingly,  boys  and  girls 
join  together  to  create  wood  and  metal  projects  in  shop,  as  well 
to  prepare  delicacies  in  cooking  classes,  and  participate  in  othe 
home  economics  programs. 

This  innovative  approach  combines  the  junior  high  philosoph) 
as  a  time  for  exposure  to  new  ideas  with  today's  needs  for  indi- 
vidualization.    As  a  result  of  the  diverse  channels  offered  in  tt: 
Exploratory  Arts  Program,  the  junior  high  school  student  will  ac- 
quire a  greater  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  world  and  a 
more  complete  education. 

The  intramural  program  is  designed  to  involve  and  meet  the 
needs  of  all  students.     In  keeping  with  the  middle  school/junior 
high  philosophy,  all  the  needs  of  this  age  group  -  social,  emo- 
tional, as  well  as  physical  and  academic,  are  kept  in  mind.  Amor 
the  objectives  of  the  multi-faceted  program  are:     promotion  of  net 
competitive  activities  for  students  of  lower  abilities  or  of  non- 
competitive personalities,  as  well  as  the  availability  of  highly 
competitive  and  skilled  activities. 

The  student  response  to  the  program  has  been  excellent,  and, 
because  of  this ,  the  program  has  recently  been  expanded  to  incluc 
weight  training  and  gym  activities  each  morning  before  school. 

Individualized  scheduling  allows  us  the  opportunity  of  prov: 
ing  each  student  with  an  education  program  that  is  more  closely 
suited  to  the  emerging  adolescent  needs.     For  the  first  time  in 
their  lives  they  are  asking  who  they  are  and  what  their  place  is 
the  world.     They  have  outgrown  the  "what  and  how"  curriculum  of  1t 
elementary  school,  yet  they  are  not  ready  for  the  discipline  of  It 
high  school  curriculum  with  its  emphasis  on  the  abstract  "why"  oj 
things.     A  significant  advantage  of  the  middle  school/junior  higl 
school  is  that  it  recognizes  the  emerging  adolescent  as  a  person 
who  is  in  between,  neither  big  child  nor  little  adult  -  who  has 
legitimate  needs  for  a  flexible  curriculum  which  encourages  his 
search  for  self. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  has  as  its  main  goal  the  deve! 
opment  of  knowledgeable  and  questioning  citizens  who  will  partic: 
pate  in  our  democratic  society.     The  course  material  is  presente< 
through  what  is  called  the  "inquiry"  approach,  in  an  attempt  to 
teach  the  students  how  to  ask  questions  and  learn  for  themselves 
The  department  recognizes  the  individual  differences  among  childi 
and  responds  by  tailoring  the  class  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  stun 
ent.     Children  are  placed  in  classes  according  to  ability,  and  ii 
these  classes  assessments  are  made  of  each  child's  best  learning 
style.     Every  attempt  is  then  made  to  match  the  child  with  the 
suitable  textbook  and  method  of  presentation  of  material. 
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In  keeping  with  the  junior  high/middle  school  philosophy,  the 
Snglish  Department  is  attempting  to  provide  the  students  with  the 
naximum  benefits  of  the  present  curriculum  and,  at  times,  supple- 
nenting  the  program  where  individual  needs  require  it. 

While  each  of  the  five  teachers  develops  his  own  style  and 
nethod  of  presenting  the  material,  the  primary  objective  among  these 
teachers  is  to  update  the  present  curriculum  and  maintain  an  accept- 
able level  of  standard  usage  relative  to: 

(a)  the  individual  needs  of  the  child  (  and  ) 

(b)  the  demands  of  the  language  in  accordance  with  today's 
society 

To  accomplish  the  department's  objective,  the  following  areas 
}f  concentration  are  being  taught: 

1.  Basic  Skills     -     assess,  evaluate,  and  provide  necessary 
and  relevant  skills  to  students  who,  in  the  past,  have 
demonstrated  severe  deficiencies  in  the  related  subject 
area. 

2.  Vocabulary     -    building  and  development 

3.  Composition     -     attempting  to  help  each  student  attain 
the  highest  level  of  competence  in  writing  that  he  is 
able  to  develop. 

4.  Literature     -     giving  the  students  the  exposure  they  need 
by  presenting  literary  works  about  many  people  and  situa- 
tions ,  transporting  them  from  their  everyday  world  into 
the  lives  of  others. 

5.  Video-tape     -    productions  coordinated  through  the  ass  is t- 
ance  of  the  school  librarian. 

6.  Plays     -     classroom  presentations  allowing  students  to 
assume  the  roles  of  others,  while  at  the  same  time  devel- 
oping reading  and  imaginative  skills. 

7.  Oral  Presentations     -     coordinated  with  the  composition 
program. 

8.  Research     -     effective  use  of  the  resource  center. 

9.  Understanding  the  Newspaper     -     current  events. 
Science  Curriculum  - 


The  seventh  grade  science  curriculum  is  an  introduction  to 
Hological  Science.     It  is  divided  into  three  areas  of  study:  the 
)lant  kingdom,   the  animal  kingdom,  and  the  systems  of  the  human 
)ody . 

The  eighth  grade  curriculum  is  an  introduction  to  Physical 
Science.     It  is  divided  into  two  main  areas  of  investigation:  chem- 
-stry  and  physics. 
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Both  years  of  science  are  designed  to  give  each  student  a 
broad  science  background  for  possible  future  work,  and  to  open  to 
students  the  vast  career  possibilities  that  are  and  will  be  avail- 
able to  them  in  science.     These  two  years  of  science  are  not  only 
theory  work  but  there  are  a  great  deal  of  laboratory  investigation 
demonstrations  and  hands-on  activities  designed  not  only  to  em- 
phasize the  material  but  to  interest  and  motivate  students.     A  va- 
riety of  displays,  models,  equipment  and  field  trips  (all  seventh 
graders  go  to  the  New  England  Aquarium,  and  all  eighth  graders  go 
to  the  Science  Museum)  are  all  designed  to  stimulate  and  motivate 
all  the  students. 

Foreign  Language  Department  -  Philosophy: 

As  teachers  of  foreign  language,  we  hope  to  aid  our  students 
in  developing  four  basic  skills  of  foreign  language  learning:  th<; 
ability  to  comprehend  the  foreign  language  when  spoken  at  normal 
conversational  speed;     the  ability  to  speak  with  acceptable  pro- 
nunciation,  intonation,  and  fluency;     the  ability  to  read  and  to 
comprehend  selections  in  the  foreign  language  so  as  to  be  able  toj 
read,  to  enjoy,  and  to  profit  from  the  many  masterpieces  of  world 
literature  written  in  French  or  Spanish;     and  finally,  the  abilit;; 
to  express  one's  ideas,  clearly,  concisely,  and  correctly,  in 
written  form. 

We  also  feel  that, as  teachers  of  foreign  language  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  instill  in  our  students  not  only  an  appreciation 
of  the  spoken  language,  nor  solely  a  reading  knowledge,  nor  simpl: 
an  ability  to  comprehend,  but  a  deeper,  more  meaningful  apprecia- 
tion of  a  foreign  culture,  of  the  similarities  and  differences  be- 
tween themselves  and  a  foreign  people,  an  appreciation  of  the  cuss 
toms ,  life  styles,  and  thoughts  of  a  distinct  culture.  Through  t 
study  of  a  language,  we  hope  that  our  students  will  develop  not 
only  a  greater  understanding  of  that  culture,  but  of  the  world  an 
of  themselves  as  well. 

An  innovative  approach  has  been  instituted  in  grade  seven. 
Instead  of  selecting  French  or  Spanish  for  a  full  year  of  study, 
without  any  prior  experience  with  a  foreign  language,  each  studen> 
in  the  program  is  studying  French  for  half  a  year  and  Spanish  for 
half  a  year.     Based  on  this  seventh  grade  exploratory  experience, 
the  student  will  be  able  to  make  a  more  intelligent  choice  of 
which  of  the  two  languages  he  wishes  to  study  for  a  full  year  in 
grade  eight. 

The  grade  eight  classes  will  be  grouped  according  to  the  stu 
ent's  ability  and  his  achievement  in  grade  seven.     All  the  studen 
who  go  through  this  grade  seven  and  eight  sequence  will  receive  |t| 
same  credit  as  in  the  past,  i.e.,  one  year  of  credit  toward  ful- 
filling the  college  entrance  requirement.     This  exploratory  expe- 
rience will  be  thoroughly  evaluated  to  determine  the  future  progr  i 
for  foreign  languages  in  the  junior  high  school. 

We  feel  most  strongly  that  the  purpose  of  an  education  is  tc 
expand  the  child's  horizon,  to  expose  the  child  to  as  many  possit 
levels  of  experience  as  we  can,  to  make  him  aware  that  there  is  £ 
whole  world  beyond  himself,  beyond  Randolph,  Massachusetts,  and  ttj 
yond  the  United  Stated  as  well.     The  study  of  a  foreign  language  H 
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help  the  child  to  see  that  world,  to  reach  out  for  it,  and  to  be- 
come a  more  meaningful  part  of  it. 

Mathematics  Department  - 

All  students  deserve  to  be  taught,  at  the  level  of  their  abili- 
ties, those  things  which  will  be  meaningful  to  them  in  their  search 
for  educational,  social,  and  vocational  security.     It  is  the  desire 
of  all  the  teachers  of  mathematics  at  the  J.  F.  Kennedy  Junior  High 
School  to  assist  our  students  in  their  quests  for  such  goals.  In- 
dividualized teacher  planning,  organizing,  actuating,  and  evaluat- 
ing the  presentation  of  mathematical  concepts  continually  takes 
place  in  order  that  our  students  acquire  the  mathematical  skills 
needed  in  today's  world. 

To  help  make  mathematics  more  understandable  and  imbue  the 
subject  with  attractiveness  that  engages  the  interest  of  each  stud- 
ent, whether  slow,  average  or  fast  learner,  a  variety  of  resource 
naterials  and  innovative  devices  are  employed.     Motivating  the 
:hallenging  materials  and  devices  being  used  in  the  classrooms  in 
Drder  to  re-enforce  mathematical  concepts  and  basic  skills  are  num- 
ber games,  mathematical  puzzles,  brain  teasers,  contests,  films, 
zilmstrips ,  overhead  projectors,  bulletin  boards,  chalkboards,  and 
;alculators  -  both  hand  and  electronic. 

Mathematics  is  essential  to  more  careers  today  than  ever  be- 
fore.    The  student  is  afforded  more  individualized  instruction  and 
Learning  opportunities  in  order  to  meet  this  formidable  challenge. 

leleased  Time  Program  - 

It  is  unusual  for  a  teacher  not  to  participate  in  professional 
improvement  courses.     Most  teachers  avail  themselves  of  further 
study  which  inevitably  does  influence  their  effectiveness  in  the 
:lassroom.     Professional  pride,  personal  satisfaction  and  naturally, 
nonetary  advancement,  keep  our  teaching  staff  abreast  of  current 
:rends  and  innovations  relative  to  their  respective  teaching  levels 
ind  subject. 

The  pupils  of  each  class  benefit  from  the  knowledge  and  as- 
:uteness  of  their  individual  teachers.     But  again,   in  the  pursuance 
)f  their  courses,   these  teachers  have  much  to  offer  their  colleagues 
)Oth  in  specific  facts  and  collective  ideas.     To  tap  this  valuable 
'eservoir  of  educational  information,  a  released  time  program  was 
ipproved  whereby  pupils  are  dismissed  for  the  afternoon  session  and 
:eachers  hold  their  professional  sessions  at  that  time.     The  pur- 
)ose  of  the  program  is  to  give  teachers  a  chance  to  meet  and  discuss 
>roblems,  revise  curriculums,   and  improve  the  education  offered  to 
:he  students  of  Randolph. 

The  Guidance  Department  Philosophy  at  the  John  F.   Kennedy  Ju- 
nior High  School  is  to  help  each  student  to  develop  as  a  "total  per- 
son".    Many  checks  are  used  by  the  counselors  in  seeing  students. 
>ome  are:     teacher,  parent,   administration,  and  student  referral; 
>rogress  reports;     and  report  cards. 

We  are  striving  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  students  -  to  make 
^ach  one  a  "total  person".

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


The  North  Junior  High  professional  personnel  are  continually 
evaluating  the  curriculum  and  making  needed  changes  to  meet  the 
needs  of  each  pupil.     Courses  of  study  are  tailored  to  meet  the 
needs  of  students  at  various  levels  of  academic  proficiency.     The l! 
offerings  range  from  the  foreign  language  program  to  small  group 
remedial  instruction  in  order  to  prepare  each  student  for  the  nei 
step  on  the  educational  ladder,  whether  this  be  in  an  academic  on 
in  a  vocational  program. 

Student  placement  is  based  upon  past  performance,  current  t<  ■ 
cher  comments,  and  available  testing  data  on  each  individual. 

The  core  curriculum  at  North  Junior  High  School  is  designed 
meet  the  individual  needs  of  students. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  academic  areas: 

ENGLISH 

The  purpose  of  the  junior  high  language  arts  and  literature 
curriculum  is  to  provide  for  the  student  the  basic  tools  of  comrrn 
nication  necessary  for  his  role  as  a  human  being  in  a  complex  so<  IS 
ety.     The  appreciation  of  literature  as  a  part  of  man's  experien< 
and  as  an  enjoyable  and  creative  experience  is  fostered  through  111 
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genre  instruction.     Oral  and  written  communication  integrate  to 
form  the  core  of  the  language  arts  program. 

GRADE  SEVEN 

The  English  program  of  grade  seven  is  divided  into  four  quar- 
ters.    Grammar,  vocabulary,  and  a  writing  workshop  form  the  basis 
of  the  language  quarters.     Non-fiction,  including  the  biography  and 
the  essay,  along  with  a  unit  on  the  newspaper  constitute  the  lit- 
erature quarters.     Students  are  also  introduced  to  creative  media 
as  a  form  of  language  expression. 

GRADE  EIGHT 

Language  Arts  studies  and  the  writing  workshops  continue  se- 
quentially from  grade  seven.     Poetry  and  the  short  story  are  the 
emphasis  of  the  literature  studies. 

MATHEMATICS 

In  today's  society  mathematics  has  assumed  a  position  of  tre- 
nendous  importance  as  the  universal  language  of  science  and  as  an 
academic  discipline  in  its  own  right.     The  junior  high  math  program 
is  designed  to  provide  for  the  needs  and  abilities  of  students  in 
this  age  group. 

The  accelerated  program  is  designed  for  students  who  have  shown 
outstanding  ability  and  interest  in  mathematics.     The  seventh  grade 
accelerated  will  be  a  pre-algebra  course  and  the  eighth  grade  ac- 
celerated will  cover  algebra  1. 

The  standard  program,   in  three  levels,  will  take  students  from 
tfhere  they  left  off  in  grade  six  and  in  two  years  prepare  them  to 
enter  algebra  1  in  grade  nine. 

The  basic  program,  in  small  groups,  is  designed  to  improve 
basic  skills  and  motivation  through  imaginative  methods  and  the  use 
of  individualized  materials  and  calculators. 

SCIENCE 


jRADE  SEVEN 


This  course  is  life  science  concentration.     Although  the  vari- 
dus  plant  and  animal  phyla  (groups)  will  be  introduced,   the  main 
thrust  of  the  course  is  a  detailed  study  of  the  systems  of  the  hu- 
nan  body.     Extensive  use  of  models,   audio-visual  aids,  along  with 
daily  demonstrations  and  student  experiments  help  the  student  gain 
a  better  understanding  of  himself. 

3RADE  EIGHT 

This  course  is  a  physical  science  concentration  introducing 
some  of  the  basic  concepts  of  chemistry  and  physics.  Approximately 
pne'-half  of  the  year  is  spent  in  each  of  the  two  areas.  Daily 
demonstrations,   individual  experimentation,   frequent  use  of  models, 
3tc ,  give  the  course  an  activity  oriented  flavor. 
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SOCIAL  STUDIES 
GRADE  SEVEN 

All  seventh  graders  take  world  geography.     The  course  begins 
with  approximately  two  weeks  of  study  skills.     The  first  unit  thei 
deals  with  general  geographical  principles  and  concepts.     Then  the; 
students  study  various  regions  of  the  world.     Especially  the  Unit< 
States,  Asia  and  Africa.     All  through  the  Social  Studies  curricula 
we  are  attempting  to  emphasize  inquiry  skills  and  the  understands 
of  concepts  rather  than  simply  the  acquisition  of  knowledge.  We 
believe  that  the  student  should  be  able  to  solve  problems  and  maki 
generalizations  on  his  own. 

GRADE  EIGHT 

The  eighth  grade  students  take  U.  S.  History  (up  to  the  Civi 
War).     Some  of  the  major  units  cover  the  colonial  period,  the  Rev 
lutionary  era  and  the  Constitution.     Again  the  stress  is  on  the 
student  taking  various  data  and  arriving  at  his  own  conclusions. 
Our  primary  aim  is  to  equip  the  students  with  skills  especially 
those  that  require  critical  thinking. 

READING 

Learning  to  read  is  a  lifetime  process;     a  complex  process. 
Reading  of  itself  is  not  concerned  strictly  with  mechanics,  but 
with  the  association  of  printed  symbols  with  meanings  closely  re- 
lated to  the  experience  of  each  individual.     The  process  of  read- 
ing involves  thinking,  feeling,  and  applying.     Thus  mature  readinJ 
requires  the  synthesizing  of  ideas,  and  the  efficient  reader  ad- 
justs his  rate  and  method  to  the  content  in  the  light  of  his  goal 
or  questions. 

The  junior  high  school  years  are  a  time  to  improve  and  buildij 
on  the  reading  skills  gained  in  elementary  school,  to  acquire  the 
more  complex  skills  that  will  be  demanded  in  high  school. 

Junior  high  students  should  become  more  proficient  in  the  sp 
cial  skills  needed  for  reading  in  the  content  areas  with  complete 
understanding,  and  the  development  of  critical  thinking. 

Students  should  further  develop  the  ability  to  analyze  new 
words  accompanied  by  knowledge  of  word  meanings  and  usage  thereof , 

Through  the  utilization  of  diagnostic  techniques,  corrective 
measures  can  be  prescribed  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  student  in  t 
program;     i.e.,   individualized  reading  instruction. 

1.  Diagnostic  tests  determine  in  what  area  of  areas  a  stud 
ent  may  be  deficient. 

2.  The  student  is  told  in  what  area  he  needs  to  improve. 

3.  A  program  is  set  up  for  each  individual  student  to  im- 
prove his  specific  problem. 

4.  The  reading  program,  therefore,  is  completely  individual 
ized  according  to  student  needs. 
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In  the  reading  classes  the  emphasis  will  be  on  either  Develop- 
mental Reading  or  Corrective  Instruction. 

1.  DEVELOPMENTAL 

a.  each  pupil  is  placed  at  his  proper  instruction  level. 

b.  each  pupil  proceeds  at  his  or  her  rate  of  accomplish- 
ment . 

c.  reading  instruction  follows  in  a  sequential  pattern 
the  development  of  study  skills. 

2.  CORRECTIVE 

a.  same  as  for  developmental  plus 

b.  instruction  for  the  pupil  who  is  diagnosed  as  having 
specific  deficiencies  in  language /reading . 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

The  program  is  based  on  the  philosophy  that  each  student  in 
today's  world  has  both  the  need  and  the  ability  to  learn  a  foreign 
language . 

There  are  two  goals:     A  balanced  development  of  the  basic  skills 
for  communication;     i.e.,  speaking,  listening,  reading  and  writing, 
and  the  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  foreign  cultures. 

The  acquisition  of  usable  skills  in  the  foreign  language  is  a 
lengthy  process,  to  be  continued  throughout  high  school.     The  junior 
high  experience  is  crucial  in  building  the  basic  skills  for  future 
development . 

GRADE  SEVEN 

The  program  consists  of  a  half  year's  study  of  French,  and  a 
half  year's  study  of  Spanish. 

Students  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  successful  achievement 
in  grade  six,   teacher  recommendations,   and  the  results  of  a  test  to 
determine  readiness  for  foreign  language  instruction.     Students  not 
in  the  program  concentrate  on  upgrading  their  basic  skills  in  Eng- 
lish, Math,  etc. 

GRADE  EIGHT 

Students  choose  either  French  or  Spanish.     They  are  placed  in 
two  ability  groupings  according  to  their  achievement  in  grade  seven. 

Students  who  successfully  complete  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  sequence  receive  one  credit  towards  meeting  the  requirements 
for  college  entrance. 


UNIQUE  PROGRAMS 

Career  Exploration  is  an  elective  course  offered  to  eighth 
grade  students  giving  additional  knowledge  and  experience  in  various 
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areas  of  Home  Economics  and  Industrial  Arts.  Areas  explored  are: 
bachelor  survival,  drafting,  woodworking,  quilting,  textiles,  in- 
terior design,  foreign  foods,  power  mechanics  and  electrical  wirinj 

Team  Teaching  brings  together  three  disciplines  -  English,  So- 
cial Studies  and  Mathematics.  The  team  approach  permits  large  groi 
activities  and  provides  flexibility  in  the  program  which  allows  fo] 
modifications  that  will  help  to  meet  individual  needs. 


MINI -COURSES 

The  school  offers  a  mini-seminar  program  as  an  enrichment  to 
the  regular  curriculum.     The  activities  offered  are  a  result  of 
surveying  the  student  body  to  determine  subjects  of  interest  that 
normally  could  not  be  offered  during  the  regular  school  day. 

This  program  is  conducted  not  only  by  the  regular  staff  but 
also  has  the  benefit  of  guest  personnel. 

Some  of  the  course  offerings  are:     Money  &  Banking,  "Cooking 
Without  a  Stove",  Fitness,  Wood  Carving,  Debating,  Machine  Lab, 
Calligraphy,  Tennis,  Model  Building  &  Finishing,  Wood  Signs,  Design 
&  Router ing,  Hiking  &  Camping  Skills,  French  &  Spanish  Pop  &  Folk 
Music,  Calculators  &  Computers,  Bowling,  International  Dancing, 
Career  Development  Exploratory,  Woodwind  Ensemble,  Ground  Mainten- 
ance, Ice  Skating,  "Lookin'  Good",  Needlepoint  &  Stitchery,  Media-- 
Radio-TV,  Wheel -Throwing  (Potter's  Wheel),  Cribbage  Club,  Scuba 
Diving,  Softball. 

These  activities,  hopefully,  will  be  of  great  assistance  to 
students  when  they  select  their  future  studies  and  the  field  of 
endeavor  in  which  they  plan  to  make  their  livelihood.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  GUIDANCE 


The  Guidance  Department  cf  the  Randolph  Public  School  System 
is  functioning  and  performing  with  a  high  degree  of  expertise.  It 
is  appropriate  to  extend  a  thank  you  to  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Warren  for 
the  protracted  support  he  has  extended  to  the  development  of  guid- 
ance within  the  Randolph  Public  School  System.     Guidance  experienced 
its  greatest  growth  during  the  past  ten  years,  and  this  is  due  in 
large  part  to  the  leadership  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Tom 
barren . 

At  Randolph  High  School  the  acquisition  of  the  MOIS  program  is 
proving  most  useful.     The  computer  is  being  used,  and  at  this  time 
the  demand  appears  to  be  greater  than  the  capability  that  one  ma- 
chine can  provide.     Through  the  efforts  of  Joseph  Fitzgerald  and 
Grace  Mat  ten ,  we  obtain  MOIS.     Because  of  the  demand  for  its  use  by 
R.H.S.   students  and  graduates,   its  continued  operation  is  being 
planned  for. 

The  addition  of  the  part  time  services  of  an  additional  coun- 
selor has  helped  reduce  the  high  ratio  of  counselor  to  student  at 
Randolph  High  School.     This  reduction  of  ratio  from  one  counselor 
:or  three  hundred  and  forty  plus  students,  to  one  counselor  to 
:hree  hundred  students  should  contribute  significantly  to  greater 
:ounselor  efficiency  at  R.H.S. 

During  the  spring  of  1978  a  successful  Higher  Education  Night 
<ras  held  at  Randolph  High  School.     Approximately  ninety  schools  of 
ligher  education  attended  this  program.     During  the  fall  of  1978 
i  higher  education  panel  was  presented  for  the  benefit  of  the 
5tudents  and  parents  of  senior  and  junior  class.     The  approach  was 
*ood  and  the  comments  of  parents  in  attendance  were  excellent.  The 
Guidance  Staff  at  R.H.S.   is  in  the  process  of  planning  a  Financial 
Lir  Night.     Plaudits  to  the  High  School  Staff  for  their  committment 
|md  ability  to  plan  and  project  these  programs. 

The  elementary  counseling  staff,  although  lessened  by  one  half 
i  counselor,  is  functioning  quite  successfully.     A  recommended  ratio 
j)f  one  counselor  to  five  hundred  students  has  been  discussed  and 
)resented  to  the  Randolph  School  Committee.     Systematic  approaches 
lave  been  requested  and  serious  consideration  is  being  given  to  this. 

In  summation,  Guidance  is  on  the  move,  yet  adjustments  will  have 
:o  be  considered,   discussed  and  presented  for  Guidance  to  maintain 
its  functions  and  services  in  the  years  to  come.     The  Randolph  School 
Committee,   the  Superintendent  of  Schools,   and  Deputy  Superintendent 
)f  Schools  are  to  be  commended  for  their  awareness  and  support  of 
Guidance  in  the  Randolph  Public  School  System.

Music  in  the  school  system  of  Randolph  has  maintained  a  statu? 
quo.     The  adjustments  because  of  reduction  in  force  have  made  it 
impossible  for  us  to  even  think  of  any  additional  programs,  only  tc 
keep  the  ones  we  have  with  minor  adjustments. 

The  Elementary  Program  still  consists  of  four  vocal  and  two  ii 

strumental  teachers.     The  vocal  people  now  have  a  reasonable  amounl 

of  time  to  work  with  select  groups  and  in  some  cases  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  with  f lutophone ,  a  practice  that  was  dropped  many 

years  ago  because  of  lack  of  time  in  their  schedule.     Demand  for 

instrumental  instruction  has  been  about  the  same  as  the  last  few 
years  with  a  full  and  hectic  load  for  both  teachers. 

The  Junior  High  Schools  are  being  serviced  by  one  full  teachei 
in  each  school,  and  Mrs.   Charlotte  Browne  has  classes  in  both 
schools  and  their  respective  choruses. 

Music  classes  at  the  High  School  have  been  very  productive  ann 
rewarding.     Band  and  chorus  have  participated  in  many  school  and 
community  activities  throughout  the  year.     The  same  problems  with 
schedules  exist  and  will  continue  because  of  the  demand  of  the 
students  by  the  requirements  of  the  colleges.     I  feel  that  both 
Ms.  Saviet  and  Mr.  Berry  have  done  an  outstanding  job  with  their 
performing  groups  and  Randolph  can  be  proud  of  the  Music  Program 
in  the  schools. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Committee, 
Administration,  Town's  people  and  students  for  their  support  and 
solicit  this  same  support  in  the  future.

ANNUAL  TOWN  REPORT 
DIRECTOR  OF  HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


During  1977-78  at  the  Randolph  High  School,  1305  students  wer 
referred  to  the  nurse  and  assessed  for  medical  reasons.     Of  this 
number  1205  were  advised  to  see  family  physicians  or  sent  home. 

Accidents  to  203  pupils  occurring  during  school  were  evaluate 
and  treated.     Arrangements  for  tutors  of  41  students  who  were  ab- 
sent 10  days  were  initiated  by  the  school  nurse. 
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A  nurse  attended  team  meetings  under  Bill  #766  for  67  students 
who  required  special  needs. 

The  annual  "Mini-Blood  Bank"  for  members  of  the  Senior  class 
realized  74  pints  of  blood  for  the  Randolph  Community.  Following 
this  a  project  for  blood  typing  for  all  sixth  graders  was  performed 
by  members  of  the  Medical  Careers  Club.     Emma  Donahue,  RN,  is  the 
club  advisor. 

Eye  and  Ear  screening  for  all  grade  levels  was  completed  and 
referrals  made  on  an  individual  finding  basis. 

1053  physical  examinations  for  all  11th  graders  and  for  all 
sports  were  done  by  the  school  doctor  and  referrals  made  as  needed. 

A  classified  list  of  454  handicapped  students  was  compiled  and 
distributed  to  all  departments  so  that  the  teacher  could  adjust  her 
methods  to  assist  these  handicapped  students. 

The  massive  immunization  clinics  held  in  the  public  schools 
this  year  went  smoothly.     The  concern  over  immunization  resulted 
from  an  edict  issued  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  requiring 
all  students  to  be  immunized  according  to  state  law. 

Recognition  and  thanks  is  accorded  to  the  school  nurses,  school 
physicians,   the  Board  of  Health  physician  and  the  nurses  for  organ- 
izing and  implementing  the  program  including  the  clinics.  Ms. 
Deborah  Botello,  art  teacher  at  Randolph  High  School,  and  Mrs.  Janet 
flolmes ,  a  student,  created  posters  that  were  later  displayed  in 
local  store  windows.     A  major  publicity  campaign  was  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  Ms.  Nancy  Boland,  Director  of  Public  Relations, 
which  included  newsletters,  newspaper  articles,  newspaper  advertise- 
nents ,  radio  and  television  announcements,  plus  daily  reminders  over 
the  intercom. 

The  focus  of  the  clinic  was  in  the  high  school  where  over  half 
the  enrollment,  totaling  about  1400  students,  needed  immunization. 
In  addition,  over  500  elementary  and  junior  high  students  were  in- 
volved.

Department  expenses  for  the  1978  reporting  year  amounted  to: 
$809,492  for  instructional  services,  $1,890  for  new  and  replacemen 
equipment,  $186,775  for  private  school  tuitions,  and  $31,345  for 
children  placed  in  public  school  collaborative  programs. 

A  new  ruling  by  the  State  Audit  Bureau  has  disallowed  costs  go 
transporting  physically  handicapped  non-766  children  as  a  reimburs 
able  item  this  year.  The  permitted  reported  cost  for  transportati 
of  Chapter  766  children  was  $83,693. 

Summer  Recreation  Program  cost  for  the  reporting  year  was 
$5,520,  making  a  total  amount  reported  for  reimbursement  of  all  pi 
grams  of  $1,118,715. 

The  number  of  Chapter  766  children  served  increased  to  888. 
Forty-eight  children  attended  mandatory  pre-school  programs,  thirt 
seven  attended  private  day  schools,  and  sixteen  attended  private 
residential  schools. 

One  hundred  forty-nine  children  and  parents  received  services 
through  the  Cooperative  Mental  Health  Component  located  in  the  Rar, 
dolph  High  School. 

The  personnel  of  this  department  are  most  appreciative  of  thu 
support  and  assistance  received  from  the  staff  who  have  made  it 
possible  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demands  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  more  importantly,  the  needs  of  handicapped1 
Randolph  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  READING  DEPARTMENT 


The  aim  of  the  philosophy  of  the  reading  program  has  been  an  | 
continues  to  be  one  which  looks  to  the  individual  child's  needs. 
Through  a  process  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  with  the  utiliza 
tion  of  normative  data,  teacher  recommendation,  and  interpretativ f 
expertise  on  the  part  of  the  reading  team,  all  children  are  given 
an  initial  placement  on  a  particular  level  of  instruction. 

It  is  at  this  point  that  determinations  are  made  concerning 
the  choice  of  basic  materials  appropriate  for  a  designated  cluste 
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of  children.  The  composition  of  the  cluster  is  affected  and  does 
change  according  to  the  variables  considered  by  the  reading  team, 
under  the  original  criteria. 

With  the  use  of  criterion  testing  on  the  various  grade  levels 
further  in-depth  assessment  is  made  of  each  child's  strengths  and 
weaknesses,  within  skills  areas,  by  looking  at  what  has  been  learned, 
what  needs  to  be  reviewed,  and  what  needs  to  be  taught.     Thus,  it 
is  under  this  sphere  of  instruction  that  teacher  and  the  reading 
specialist  merge  their  effective  teaching  methods  to  bring  about  an 
expansion  of  the  reservoir  of  knowledges  of  all  children. 

Under  the  categories  of  vocabulary  extension  and  enrichment, 
the  comprehensive  'meaning'  and  understanding  skills;     main  idea, 
sequence,  details,   inference,  and  context  clues,  as  well  as  the 
essential  study  skills,  the  instructional  medium  bridges  the  tran- 
sition from  dependence  to  independence  for  that  child  who  is  moti- 
vated, and  with  a  sense  of  security  ready  to  improve  his/her  total 
reading  performance. 

The  monitoring  of  the  skills  program  and  the  individual  child's 
progress  within  the  learning  environment  becomes  an  integral  part 
'of  the  process  of  reassessment  that  is  necessary  to  a  viable  read- 
ing program. 

As  a  research  of  former  reports  will  show,  the  reading  program 
is  consistently  hosting  a  variety  of  pilot  programs  to  explore  new 
i  approaches  to  materials,  to  evaluate  revised  materials,  for  expos- 
iure  to  new  materials,  and  to  activate  participation  in  individual- 
ized programs  that  offer  enrichment  as  a  'spin-off  from  the  basic 
reading  curriculum.     Out  of  all  this  emerged  some  model  programs, 
ranging  from  an  extended  phonics  approach,  to  an  integrated  langu- 
age arts  structure,  to  a  functioning  'choral  reading'  emphasis 
within  a  basal  reader  context. 

'  The  system  remains  abreast  of  innovated  programming  and  mate- 
rials by  conducting  these  'on  site'  evaluations.     It  offers  an 
opportunity  for  staff  input,  and  a  planning  base  for  the  next  years' 

I programs . 
For  those  members  of  the  teaching  staff  who  have  looked  to 
graduate  courses  for  professional  improvement,   the  resources  of 
reading  have  proven  most  valuable.     The  sharing  of  information  con- 
cerning the  programs  has  generated  much  interest  in  other  communi- 
ties, resulting  in  inquiries  about  the  component  parts  of  the  whole 
program. 

The  secondary  staff  has  made  extensions  of  its  program  beyond 
'the  described  levels  through  cooperative  efforts  with  content  tea- 
chers.    Both  groups  are  attempting     to  meld  the  skills  of  reading 
"'into  those  curriculum  areas  which  demand  a  style  of  reading  which 
'combines  the  multiple  skills  of  comprehension  and  study.  Hopefully 
the  base  for  this  interdisciplinary  work  will  be  broadened  as 
achievement  becomes  more  evident. 

The  variety  of  efforts  by  the  reading  specialists  in  being 
supportive  of  teachers,  of  looking  to  the  varied  approaches  to

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  seventh  annual 
report  as  Director  of  School  Food  Services. 

The  National  School  Lunch  Act  was  established  thirty-two  yeair 
ago.     It  is  the  largest  program  of  its  kind  in  the  world.     The  prcc 
gram  demonstrates  the  continuing  commitment  of  this  nation  of  its 
most  precious  resources,  "our  children." 

In  addition  to  the  lunch  program,  breakfast  is  also  available 
to  students  in  the  Randolph  Schools. 

A  total  of  over  one  half  million  lunches  were  served  in  the 
schools . 

A  total  of  104,590  breakfasts  were  served,  an  increase  of 
15,590,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  year  we  will  exceed  over 
130,000.     A  total  of  49,144  free  breakfasts  were  served  to  eligib*: 
students . 

Total  of  free  lunches  served  to  needy  children  of  the  commu- 
nity was  105,085,  an  increase  of  1,566  over  last  year. 

Total  of  reduced  price  lunches  served  was  15,550,  an  increase 
of  2,129. 

Our  staff  totals  44  Civil  Service  employees  including  the  Di 
rector  of  Food  Services  and  secretary.     Our  labor  force  is  supple 
mented  by  availability  of  substitutes  whom  are  also  certified  by 
Civil  Service. 

Permanent  employees  are  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  up  I 
recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Food  Services  under  Civil  Servi 
regulations.     Applications  for  Civil  Service  Appointment  should  bi 
made  directly  to  Division  of  Civil  Service  in  the  State  House.  Ti 
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primary  objective  of  the  school  lunch  program  is  (1)  to  provide  nu- 
tritious meals  of  high  quality,  meeting  one-third  of  basic  food 
needs  for  children;     (2)  to  serve  these  meals  on  a  non-profit  basis; 
(3)  to  develop  sound  food  habits;     (4)  to  provide  a  pleasant  setting 
for  the  development  of  social  skills. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Committee,  Superintendent,  Deputy  Superintendent,  School  Business 
Manager,  School  Food  Service  Secretary,  Cafeteria  Managers  and  staff, 
also  Tony  Apromollo,  Supervisor  of  Custodians  and  his  staff,  and 
\lbert  Sumption. 

A  special  thanks  to  Mr.  Herb  Saunders,  Director  of  Maintenance, 
tfho  keeps  our  equipment  operating  at  high  efficiency.

Within  the  past  year  the  High  School,  as  well  as  the  Technical 
nstitute,  has  continued  to  successfully  prepare  our  graduates  for 
rofitable  employment  and  good  citizenship.     As  part  of  this  edu- 
ational  process,   our  vocational  departments  have  included  many  mu- 
icipal  and  civic  projects  which  have  proven  to  be  beneficial  to  all 
istrict  residents. 

The  new  programs  were  added  to  the  curriculum  this  year.  At 
he  Technical  Institute  a  Diesel  Technology  program,  at  the  Associ- 
te  Degree  Level,  was  implemented  in  September  of  1978.     The  pro- 
ram  is  designed  for  the  training  of  students  in  the  repair  and 
aintenance  of  heavy  Diesel  engines  for  such  vehicles  as  trucks, 
ractors ,  construction  equipment,  and  marine  applications,  as  well 
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as  emergency  diesel  generating  equipment.  At  the  High  School  an 
addition  to  the  Automobile  Repair  Program  was  initiated  with  the 
implementation  of  an  area  in  Auto  Diesel  Engine  Repair,  and  Auto 
motive  Machine  Shop. 

Our  Graphic  Arts  Program  continues  to  accept  work  projects 
from  the  District  Municipal  Offices,   including  Fire  and  Police  D< 
partments  and  Civic  Organizations. 

The  Structural  Wood  and  Electrical  Departments  have  continue 
their  outside  construction  programs,  such  as:

One  hundred  students  were  in  this  program. 

Exploratory  Vocational  Training  Program 
Vocational  instruction  is  made  available  from  3:15  to 
5:15  p.m.  to  those  Special  Needs  students  who  receive 
their  academic  instruction  in  their  public  schools  of 
residence  in  the  District.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  in- 
struction at  each  student's  level. 

Sixty-one  students  from  the  region  participated  in 
this  program. 

The  placement  of  Technical  Institute  graduates  continues  to 
»e  excellent,  with  most  programs  placing  100%  of  their  graduates 
in  jobs  for  which  they  were  trained.     Overall,  Institute  placement 
his  past  year  was  approximately  95%. 

A  new  program  is  Diesel  Technology  was  initiated  in  our  Insti- 
tute.    It  was  built  and  paid  for  by  a  Federal  Grant  which  provided 
he  full  cost  of  the  facility. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  increased;     paid  for  by 
Federal  Grant  of  $3,900. 

A  major  municipal  project  implemented  by  the  Institute  was  for 
he  Canton  Town  Cemetery  in  which  the  Civil-Structural  Department 
urveyed  and  designed  a  10  acre  addition  to  the  cemetery,  making 
ossible  a  $4,000  saving  to  the  Town.

There  were  111  cases  of  communicable  diseases  and  other  heal, 
conditions  reported,  as  follows:  Dog  Bites  -  86;  Cat  Bites  -  lj 
Squirrel  Bites  -  1;  Chickenpox  -  1;  Shigellosis  -  1;  Hepatitis; 
-  4;  Measles  -  1;  Mumps  -  1;  Salmonella  -  1;  Typhoid  -  1;  St: 
Throat  -  12;     and  Scarlet  Fever  -  1. 

CLINICAL  PROGRAMS 

Mental  Health.     There  were  2,152  visits  and  consultations  b)y 
Randolph  residents  at  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center  at  thee 
same  costs  as  the  previous  year.     COST:     $14,000.00  for  Children 
$6,000.00  for  Adults  -  TOTAL:  $20,000.00. 

Influenze  Inoculations.  459  persons  received  influenze  vac- 
cine at  a  number  of  clinics  held  during  the  year. 

School  Immunizations.  All  public  and  parochial  school  stud- 
ents needing  immunizations  of  all  types  were  processed  this  fall., 
993  students  received  1763  vaccines  of  various  kinds. 

Tuberculosis  Testing.     All  tuberculosis  testing  is  now  done 
at  Norfolk  County  Hospital,  except  in  very  rare  circumstances. 

Biologic  and  Diagnostic  Supplies.     11,112  doses  of  vaccines 
plus  other  diagnostic  supplies  were  received  and  issued  to  town 
doctors  and  used  at  our  various  clinics.

Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal.     F  &  R  Services  is  the  collection 
:ontractor  and  has  done  a  superior  job.     B.F.I. ,  Louis  Kmito  &  Son 
operates  the  sanitary  landfill  also  in  a  superior  manner  with  many 
Lmprovements  effected  during  the  year  with  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

Individual  Sewage  Disposal  Systems.     15  permits  were  issued  - 
11  inspections  and  reinspections  were  made. 

Public  Sewerage  Systems.     With  more  and  more  areas  being  sew- 
ered ,  ~l^i~TTav^~TDienl^  to  insure  building  connections  be- 
ing effected,  and  it  is  apparent  that  this  system,  requiring  orders 
5eing  sent  to  delinquent  property  owners  with  court  appearances  to 
*et  compliance,  will  have  to  be  over-hauled  to  accomplish  desired 
results . 

Public  Health  Complaints .     Approximately  1800  complaints  were 
•eceived  for  possible  health  nuisances  and  hazards  and  investigated 
luring  the  year. 

Bat  Problems.     Twelve  complaints  of  bats  in  and  on  residences 
Tere  received  and  investigated  -  four  of  which  were  caught  and

Swimming  Pools.     Four  permits  for  public  and  semi-public  swim- 
ling  pools  and  twenty-five  for  private  swimming  pools  were  issued. 

Nursing  Homes.     Two  inspections  of  nursing  homes  were  made 
>rior  to  State  relicensing. 

Food  Service  Establishments.     53  permits  were  issued  to  restau- 
•ants  and  other  type  operations  serving  food  and/or  drink  for  con- 
;umption  on  the  premises .     Inspections  of  all  establishments  have 
>een  carried  out  in  excess  of  the  two  required  by  State  Code  and 
Till  continue  to  be  monitored  constantly. 

Retail  Food  Establishments.     29  permits  were  issued  to  retail 
;ood  establishments .     All  are  being  inspected  at  regular  intervals. 

Livestock.  19  licenses  were  issued  to  residents  to  keep  live- 
tock~     Three  Hypo-syringe  permits  were  issued  for  animal  treatment.

1223  permits  for  plumbing  installations  were  issued  during  the 
ear.

GAS  INSPECTIONS 

273  permits  for  gas  installations,  including  propane  gas,  were 
ssued  during  1978.  As  with  plumbing  inspections,  at  least  one  in- 
pection  is  necessary  for  each  installation.

There  were  80  licenses  issued  during  the  year  as  follows:  Ice 
ream  1;     Store  milk  &  Cream  42;     Oleomargarine  24;     Vehicles  13. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

From  January  to  September  bedside  nursing  care  was  given  undc 
the  Home  Health  Agency  Program.     Effective  September  1,  1978,  pub- 
lic health  nursing  programs  were  instituted  with  the  emphasis  of 
community  health  on  prevention  of  disease.     A  number  of  programs 
will  be  effective  in  1979  after  educating  the  public  to  the  types 
and  schedules.     So  far  we  have  concentrated  on  "stay  well"  prograt 
for  the  older  residents.     Starting  in  January  1979  we  will  begin  1 
enlarge  on  our  programs  to  include  all  age  groups  in  various  type* 
of  programs.     We  believe  this  is  the  proper  direction  for  a  healtl 
department  to  be  going  -  to  prevent  illness  will  in  the  future  re- 
duce hospitalization  and  its  most  expensive  results.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  tech- 
logies  into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe, 
fective  and  economically  feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval 
owth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:     Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated 
the  draining  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water,  and  the  main- 
nance  of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breed- 
g  sources . 

Drainage  ditches  cleaned  6,890  feet 

Brush  obstructing  drainage  cut  25  feet 

Culverts  cleaned  and  opened  15 

Larviciding.     Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  de- 
lopment  is  the  next  most  effective  control  effort. 

Aerial  applied  larvicide  410  acres 

Larvicide  by  backpack  and  mistblowers     87  acres 

Adulticiding.  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  he- 
mes necessary  when  they  are  numerous,  annoying  or  threatening  to 
sidents .

Adulticide  U.L.V.   from  trucks  3,552  acres 

Catch  basin  application  2,177 
Adulticide  and  larvicide 

Surveys,   inspections  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  programs 
elude  locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas ,   larval  and  adult  eol- 
ations and  fieldwork  evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 
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The  Project  received  104  calls  from  residents  for  information 
and  assistance.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  year  1978  was  by  far  the  largest  single  period  of  sewer 
construction  since  the  creation  of  our  department,  some  22  years 
ago . 

During  1978  the  Sewer  Department  supervised  over  18  miles  off 
installation  at  a  cost  of  $5  million  dollars. 

A  project  of  this  magnitude  could  not  have  been  possible  witti 
out  the  complete  cooperation  of  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Depar : 
ments ,  accordingly,  we  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  thosee 
involved. 

The  following  is  our  report  of  work  completed,  work  in  progi':i 
and  comtemplated  work: 

POCKET  PROGRAM 

We  are  now  in  our  third  year  of  this  program. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  Cochato  River  Sewer  Project  and 
Contract  #36,   (middle  West  Street  area)  the  town  will  be  close  tc 
80%  sewered. 

If  the  Town  Meeting  continues  to  appropriate  the  requested 
monies ,  we  anticipate  that  the  program  can  and  will  be  completed 
another  6  years .     This  means  that  the  town  will  have  been  complet  I 
sewered  in  less  than  30  years  from  start  of  our  program. 

There  is  also  the  possibility  of  an  additional  Federal  Grant 
We  have  submitted  a  grant  application  to  E.P.A.     If  Federal  monie  i 
should  be  forthcoming,  it  would  mean  that  the  sewer  system  could 
finished  sooner. 

The  estimated  cost  for  remaining  Pockets  is  5  million  dollai  i 

In  the  three  years  since  the  start  of  our  Pocket  Program,  tl  i 
Town  Meeting  has  appropriated  1.2  million  dollars. 
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Completed  to  date  are:     Pocket  #1  Maitland  Avenue,  North 
Street  area;     Pocket  #8  Pleasant  Street;     and  Pocket  #7  North  Main 
Itreet  from  Grove  Street  to  Oak  Street. 

Presently  we  are  bidding  Pocket  #3  middle  West  Street  area  and 
'ocket  #14  Ledgehill  Road.     Hopefully  this  project  will  be  completed 
.n  the  summer  of  1979. 

For  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  1979  we  have  submitted  two  articles. 

One  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500,000.00,  and  the  annual  re- 
uest  for  transfer  of  anticipated  available  money  from  the  Sewer 
evolving  Account. 

These  funds,  if  approved,  will  be  used  to  sewer  other  pocket 
reas . 

OCHATO  RIVER  SEWER  DISTRICT 

At  the  present  time  this  estimated  $700,000.  project  is  80% 
one.     Completion  is  estimated  for  mid-summer  of  1979. 

At  that  time  as  previously  indicated  the  town  will  be  80% 
ewered.     The  Cochato  Project  means  an  increase  of  50%  of  piping 
o  our  system. 

Within  the  budget  for  this  job  we  have  included  $500,000.  for 
oad  resurfacing.     We  feel  the  results  will  speak  for  themselves. 

We  realize  that  this  year's  construction  has  caused  some  in- 
onvenience,  not  only  for  the  residents  in  the  area,  but  also  for 
hose  who  have  had  to  use  the  roads.     The  people  involved  have  been 
ost  understanding  and  cooperative. 

AINTENANCE  PROGRAM 

Our  maintenance  department  consists  of  four  employees  who 
hroughout  the  year  work  very  diligently  on  our  various  programs, 
ur  preventative  maintenance  program  is  second  to  none. 

During  the  year  we  have  cooperated  with  both  Highway  Depart - 
ent  and  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Works  in  assisting  them  on  ma- 
or  drainage  problems. 

ENERAL 

We  respectfully  point  out  to  the  townspeople  that  in  addition 
o  our  regular  departmental  functions ,  we  have  overseen  expenditures 
f  6  million  dollars  for  new  construction  in  the  past  year.  This 
as  added  a  tremendous  amount  of  additional  work  for  our  department, 
n  particular  the  Commissioners,   Superintendent  and  office  staff, 
his  has  been  absorbed  without  any  additions  to  our  work  staff. 

With  the  50%  increase  in  our  system,   this  will  also  add  to  the 
ork  load  of  our  maintenance  department. 
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In  the  interest  of  the  town's  austerity  program,  we  intend  tt 
accept  this  added  work  load  without  any  additions  to  our  present 
work  force.

Road  Construction  and  Maintenance:     The  Town  of  Randolph  has 
110.47  miles  of  road,  of  this  amount  the  Highway  Department 
has  responsibility  for  87.26  miles  of  accepted  streets  and 
11.59  miles  of  unaccepted  streets.     Projects  and  maintenance 
undertaken  during  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 

a.  Pleasant  Street:     Top  course  paving  from  North  Main  Street 
to  Amvets  Lane,  rebuilding  of  retaining  walls,  sidewalk. 

b.  High  Street :     Complete  reconstruction  from  Chestnut  Street 
to  York  Avenue  including  new  drainage,  bituminous  concrete 
berm  both  sides,  sidewalk  on  easterly  side,  two  retaining 
walls,  guard  at  the  brook,  landscaping  and  pavement  mark- 
ings . 

c.  North  Main  Street:     from  Memorial  Parkway  north  to  the 
bridge  over  the  railroad,  ground  off  old  pavement  and 
resurfaced. 

d.  High  Street:  from  Billings  Street  south  to  Soren  Street, 
using  pavement  material  from  North  Main  Street  and  adding 
sand  and  asphalt  resurfaced  and  widened  road. 

e.  Vesey  Road:  leveled  and  resurfaced  and  adjusted  drainage 
and  sewer  manholes  from  North  Main  Street  to  end. 

f .  West  Street:     widened  and  repaired  shoulders  from  Lafayette 
Street  to  Mazzeo  Drive  cut-off. 

g.  High  &  Lafayette  Street:     made  temporary  widening  by  re- 
moving part  of  stone  wall,  utility  poles  being  reset, 
work  will  continue  in  spring  upon  completion  of  pole 
relocation. 

h.  Sarah  &  Soren  Streets:  installed  radius  curbing  and  wid- 
ened  intersections  to  improve  sight  distance  and  safety. 

i.  Pauline  &  Emmeline  Streets:     widened  and  resurfaced  and 
installed  Cape  Cod  type  berms  -  Mitchell  to  High  Street. 

j .     Warren  Street:     North  Main  to  Depot  ground  off  old  pave- 
ment  and  resurfaced. 

k.     Memorial  Parkway:     resurfaced  from  North  Main  to  High 
School  parking  lot  entrance. 

1.     Future  Road  Construction:     Currently  the  Highway  and  En- 
gineering  Departments  are  planning  and  designing  work  for 
the  following  locations,  dependent  upon  funding  by  the 
Town  Meeting:

3.  Clearing  Brooks :     The  annual  program  of  brook  clearance  is  one 
that  goes  hand  in  hand  with  a  good  drainage  program,  and  has 
alleviated  many  past  problems.     Inconsiderate  homeowners  who 
throw  leaves  and  other  debris  into  the  brooks  and  drains  not 
only  cause  more  work  for  us  but  also  cause  water  problems  for 
their  neighbors.     This  past  year  work  was  performed  in  the 
following  areas: 

a.  Mary  Lee  Brook:     from  South  Main  Street  to  the  Avon  Town 
Line . 

b.  Martin's  Brook:     from  Teed  Drive  to  the  Cochato  River. 

c.  Norroway  Brook:     complete  replacement  of  an  old  stone  box 
culvert  at  Grove  Street  with  twin  42"  reinforced  concrete 
pipes,  headwalls ,  debris  grates  and  guard  rails,  by  con- 
tract under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Water ^ 
Resources.     The  Town  owes  Representative  Joseph  Semensi  a 
large  'thank  you'   for  his  work  to  expedite  this  project. 

4.  Miscellaneous  Work:     In  addition  to  the  normal  tasks  of  the 
Highway  Department  such  as  street  and  traffic  sign  replacement 
and  maintenance,   striping  of  crosswalks  and  roads,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  guard  rails,   street  and  sidewalk  sweeping  in 
the  spring,  and  patching  of  roads,   the  Highway  Department  also 
completed  the  following  projects: 

a.     Construction  and  erection  of  benches  at  various  locations 
throughout  the  Town. 
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b.  Reconstruction  of  concrete  sidewalks  in  the  center  of  Towni 
at  various  locations  on  North  Main  Street. 

c.  Assisted  the  CETA  Beautif ication  Program  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Robert  Daley  "Mini-Park"  at  the  corner  of  Oak 
and  Orchard  Streets. 

d.  Constructed  concrete  block  addition  to  Highway  Department 
Garage . 

e.  Adjusted  catch  basins,  drain  manholes,  widened  and  gravel- 
led many  streets  which  were  repaved  in  the  Cochato  River 
sewer  project. 

5.       Snow  Removal:  The  "Great  Blizzard  of  1978"  was  a  real  test,  ass 
you  all  know.     Thank  you  for  your  patience,  we  spent  a  lot  of 
money  moving  snow  and  ice  for  safety,  sidewalks  and  emergen- 
cies, and  even  though  some  of  it  was  paid  for  by  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  and  Federal  Disaster  Administration,  when  the  warm 
weather  of  July  came  along,  what  did  we  have?!!     We  would  mucin 
rather  have  had  $300,000  to  spend  fixing  up  roads  and  other  rec 
lated  problems. 

As  mentioned  above,  we  have  constructed  a  new  addition  to  our 
garage  to  better  house  and  service  your  equipment  and  facilities, 
in  addition  to  providing  us  with  a  badly  needed  parts  room  and 
stock  room  for  service  and  repair  of  the  equipment. 

This  year  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  we  are  requesting  money 
to  purchase  new  equipment  as  outlined  below.     The  equipment  being 
replaced  varies  in  age  from  12  to  26  years,  and  parts  are  difficult! 
to  obtain  for  some. 

a.  One  Heavy  duty  diesel  powered  dump  truck  with  plow.  This 
will  replace  a  15  year  old  dump  truck  which  will  then  be 
used  to  replace  a  1952  Army  surplus  2  1/2  Ton  truck  now 
being  used  as  a  sander  which  is  top  heavy,  difficult  to 
operate  and  maintain. 

b.  One  three  yard  front  end  loader.     Necessary  for  snow  re- 
moval operations  and  road  and  drainage  projects. 

c.  One  light  duty  cab  and  chassis  with  plow.     Old  unit  to  boi 
traded  in,  is  badly  rusted  and  corroded  beyond  economical 
repair . 

d.  One  light  duty  blacktop  roller.     Old  unit  to  be  traded  ii 
is  top  heavy  and  too  dangerous  to  operate  on  slopes. 

One  last  comment  we  feel  we  must  make  is  to  advise  you  that 
current  expenditures  for  road  construction  and  maintenance  are  far 
less  than  what  we  consider  adequate.  With  almost  100  miles  of  roa 
to  maintain,  current  expenditures  allow  us  to  reconstruct  or  resur 
face  only  about  one  half  mile  of  road  each  year.  Many  of  of  main 
collector  roads,  such  as  North  Street,  Union  Street,  Canton  Street 
and  Warren  Street  were  constructed  in  the  late  20' s  and  early  30' s 
by  the  WPA,  and  now  are  at  the  point  where  major  reconstruction  an 
repair  will  have  to  be  undertaken  in  the  next  5  to  10  years. 
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In  addition,  the  high  inflation  rate  in  construction  over  the 
past  10  years,   coupled  with  the  doubling  of  the  price  of  bituminous 
concrete  and  asphalt  products  since  the  Oil  Embargo  of  1973,  has 
substantially  reduced  the  purchasing  power  of  the  public  works  tax 
dollar. 

In  closing,  this  past  year  has  been  a  very  productive  one,  al- 
zhough  we  did  not  complete  all  of  the  projects  we  had  hoped  to, 
najor  improvements  were  made  in  the  Town.     We  would  like  to  thank 
ill  of  the  other  officials  and  departments  of  the  Town  for  their 
:ontinued  and  close  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

During  the  year  1978,   the  department  received  thirteen  (13) 
Lpplications  for  new  services.     All  thirteen  (13)  of  these  have 
)een  installed  and  added  to  the  system. 

Meter  Department 

One  hundred  twenty-nine  (129)  meters  were  installed  on  new 
services,  and  one  hundred  sixteen  (116)  were  set  as  replacements, 
"orty-six  (46)  were  removed  from  service  -  ninety-two   (92)  were  not 
"egistering,   six  (6)  were  frozen  and  burst,   fifty-seven  (57)  were 
"emoved  to  be  replaced,   sixteen  (16)  were  removed  because  of  noise, 
>ne  hundred  forty-six  (146)   leaky  meters  were  repaired.     This  de- 
partment had  seven  thousand  two  hundred  thirty-eight   (7,238)  metered

Negotiations  have  been  nearly  completed  to  settle  the  fire  1( 
suffered  during  1977.  We  also  sustained  severe  damage  from  vanda'. 
ism  in  the  remaining  portion  of  the  building.  For  this  reason  the 
Emergency  Operating  Center  and  Civil  Defense  telephones  were  inop- 
erable during  the  February  seventh  snow  emergency  and  an  emergency 
operating  center  was  set  up  in  the  School  Administration  Building 
using  the  School  Department  telephone  lines  and  other  facilities 
staffed  by  School  Department  volunteer  personnel,  assisted  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Representatives  of  various  Town 
Departments,  with  citizen  and  military  contributions. 

Like  most  Massachusetts  towns,  Randolph  benefitted  from  a  Fe< 
eral  Disaster  Recovery  Assistance  program  for  emergency  snow  re- 
moval following  this  February  blizzard.     The  program  marked  the 
first  time  in  history  that  disaster  recovery  assistance  was  pro- 
vided for  emergency  snow  removal  and  was  administered  through 
cooperation  with  state  and  local  Civil  Defense  Agencies. 

The  program  reimbursed  757»  of  private  contractor  costs  for 
eligible  emergency  snow  removal  and  it  worked  well  because  of  thes 
high  degree  of  cooperation  among  all  town  departments.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  fo 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

Our  second  Class  I  Modular  Ambulance  was  placed  in  service  i; 
late  May  of  1978  and  has  already  covered  over  12,000  miles,  and 
this  is  proven  out  by  the  fact  we  have  had  100  additional  ambulan 
runs  this  year.  The  additional  runs  are  reflected  in  the  increas 
use  of  the  back-up  ambulance  on  multiple  calls ,  and  this  continua 
strips  the  manpower  at  headquarters. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  have  submitted  an  Article  in  the  1979 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  four  (4)  Communications  Dispatchers  which 
will  release  four  (4)  firefighters  for  fire  and/or  ambulance  duty 
Also,  effective  January  1,  1979,  I  have  notified  the  residents, 
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through  the  media,   that  ambulance  service  will  be  limited  to  area 
,-iospitals  only. 

Squad  #1,   the  1957  Ford  Forestry  Truck,  was  returned  to  us  in 
•larch  of  1978  from  the  Auto  Body  Shop  of  the  Blue  Hills  Vocational 
School,  and  the  students  are  to  be  congratulated  on  an  excellent 
renovation  job  that  has  extended  the  life  of  the  vehicle. 

The  remaining  apparatus  is  in  good  operating  condition,  but  we 
ire  experiencing  problems  in  obtaining  spare  parts  for  Ladder  #1, 
/hich  is  a  1953  Seagrave.  .  With  this  in  mind,  I  have  requested  a 
lew  replacement  ladder  truck  in  the  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting.  As 
Lt  takes  over  one  year  for  delivery,  Ladder  #1  would  then  be  at 
.east  27  years  old. 

The  four  (4)  additional  firefighters  that  were  approved  at  the 
.978  Annual  Town  Meeting  were  appointed  on  July  31,   1978,  and  after 
:ompleting  seven  weeks  training  at  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting 
icademy,  were  assigned  to  their  respective  groups  on  September  18th. 
Owo  of  these  men  were  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  prior  to  their 
ippointment,  and  the  other  two  will  begin  training  in  January  of 
.979. 

Although  these  men  were  most  welcome  additions,   I  am  still 
.ard  pressed  to  keep  three  (3)  men  on  an  Engine,  and  we  still  oper- 
.te  with  only  one  man  on  our  Ladder  Trucks .     There  are  numerous 
imes  when,  because  of  multiple  ambulance  calls,  that  an  Engine 
all  respond  with  only  a  driver,  and  there  are  occasions  when  no- 
>ne  is  left  to  drive  the  apparatus  at  all.     I  stress  this  fact  so 
he  citizens  will  know  that  overtime  is  a  most  necessary  evil  if 
re  are  to  provide  the  service  they  have  come  to  expect. 

I  want  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  personnel  of  this 
apartment  who  gave  over  and  above  what  is  expected  of  them  during 
he  "Blizzard  of  78."     It  was  only  because  they  worked  around  the 
lock  for  several  days  and  volunteered  the  use  of  their  snow- 
obiles ,  that  we  were  able  to  operate  at  all. 

These  snowmobiles  were  actually  responsible  for  the  extinguish- 
ient  of  several  fires  by  transporting  men  and  equipment  to  the  scene 
nd  also  transported  numerous  ambulance  patients  from  their  snow- 
ound  homes  to  the  nearest  plowed  road.     Without  them  the  "Blizzard 
f  78"  would  have  truly  been  a  disaster.

Efforts  are  also  currently  being  directed,  in  cooperation  with 
:he  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy,  toward  up-dating  and  expand- 
ing our  audio -visual  material  used  for  training. 


This  division  continued  to  be  active  in  the  Arson  Detection 
ducation  field  by  attending  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  Academy 
nd  seminars  conducted  by  the  Norfolk  County  District  Attorney  and 
actory  Mutual  Insurance  System. 

The  problem  of  arson  or  suspicious  fires  continues  to  be  a 
roblem  with  the  fire  loss  related  to  these  fires  soaring  to  over 
ne  half  a  million  dollars  in  our  own  town.     These  losses  are  re- 
lected  in  your  increased  fire  insurance  premiums. 

A  constant  watch  was  kept  over  blasting  operations  in  the  ex- 
ensive  sewer  construction  where  large  amounts  of  rock  and  ledge 
ere  encountered. 

The  increase  of  inquiries  concerning  smoke  detectors  is  en- 
ouraging,  for  it  shows  more  people  are  becoming  aware  of  fire 
afety  in  the  home. 

To  further  this  interest,  a  community-based  program  is  in  the 
lanning  stage.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  AMBULANCE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Ambulance  Study  Committee 
MASC)  was  called  to  order  on  July  7,  1977,  by  Chairman  Pro-Tern 
eorge  Allen.     At  that  meeting  Mr.  Allen  stepped  down  as  Chairman, 
tating  that  a  "neutral"  should  be  appointed.     As  a  result,  David 
.  Kaplan  was  elected. 

Article  84  of  the  Annual  Warrant  established  a  study  committee 
it  did  not  give  any  direction.     It  simply  stated  that  there  would 
e  a  committee,  and  defined  what  persons  would  be  appointed.  With 
!hat  in  mind,  we,  as  a  group,  set  our  own  objectives,  goals,  and 
imitations,  having  not  received  them  in  any  detail  in  the  Article, 
he  results  were  to  focus  attention  on  the  following  four  (4)  areas 
f  study. 

1)  Public  opinion  through  open  meetings  and  public  forum. 

2)  Surveys  of  surrounding  towns . 

3)  Input  from  area  hospital  emergency  room  staff. 

4)  Comparison  costs  of  private  services. 

GOAL  #1.     PUBLIC  OPINION     -     The  Committee  received  numerous 
etters  of  support,  and  desire  for  retention  of  the  present  serv- 
ce  as  operated  by  the  Fire  Department.     We  also  received  letters 
f  protest  by  residents  who  feared  the  present  service  was  being 
hased  out.     At  a  public  forum  residents  voiced  their  opinions  quite 
trongly  on  the  issue.     Some  were  visibly  upset  and  angered  with  the 
jetitioners  of  the  Article.     For  one  reason  or  another  many  thought 
he  MASC  was  going  to  decide  the  fate  of  the  present  service.  In 
he  days  that  followed  with  other  similar  meetings,  residents  had 
o  be  constantly  reassured  that  the  MASC  was  not    going  to  cancel 
he  present  service  . . .  but  only  studying  the  service  . . .  not  plan- 
ing to  take  it  away. 

A  tally  of  coupons  placed  in  the  Moneysaver  showed  a  return  of 
73  in  favor  or  retaining  the  present  service  and  2  in  favor  of  in- 
iting  bids  from  private  services.     A  hand  vote  taken  at  the  public 
Drum  indicated  1007o  support  of  present  services.     In  attendance  at 
nat  meeting  were  several  nurses  and  physicians  who  reside  in  Ran- 
olph.     For  the  record,  the  meeting  was  taped  and  a  list  of  residents 
no  spoke  was  kept.     In  addition,  numerous  petitions  and  letters 
ere  received  in  favor  of  retaining  the  present  service. 

It  was  evident  to  the  Committee  that  the  public  was  angered  at 
he  thought  of  losing  the  present  service,  and  in  full  support  of 
etaining  it  and  not  interested  in  private  services. 

A  final  note  on  this  point.     Contrary  to  the  opinion  of  a  few, 
he  objectives  of  MASC  was  to  seek  public  opinion,  solicit  comments, 
nvite  residents  to  voice  their  thoughts  at  open  meetings,  and  study 
he  feasibility  of  private  service  with  a  cost  analysis  comparison, 
t  was  not     a  demonstration  to  show  the  popularity  of  present  serv- 
ce.

COMPARISON  COST  OF  PRIVATE  SERVICES     -     The  Committee 
eceived  a  letter  from  the  Finance  Committee  requesting  a  cost  com- 
arison  analysis  be  made.     Although  they  had  no  authority  to  direct 
3  in  this  manner,  we  did  such  a  comparison  of  our  own  volition, 
Bveral  months  prior  to  that  letter.     The  MASC  so  states  this  in 
:der  that  future  committees  will  understand  the  need  for  complete 
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independence  and  detachment  from  major  Town  Committees,  if  their 
objectives  and  reports  are  to  be  demonstrated  without  varied  in- 
fluences . 

Eleven  (11)  private  services  were  contacted  and  asked  if  they 
were  interested  in  providing  service  to  the  Town  of  Randolph,  base* 
on  1600  runs  per  year.     This  would  necessitate  two  (2)  Class  I  ve- 
hicles, with  24-hour  coverage  to  the  Town.     The  Town  would  not  be, 
at  this  time,  responsible  for  supplying  a  garage.     These  private 
companies  were  told  that  we  were  only  seeking  sincere  interest  at 
this  time,  and  not  official  bids. 

Almost  all  representatives  stated  they  would  send  along  esti- 
mated costs.     The  eleven  companies  contacted  were:    ALLIED,  BAY 
STATE,  BREWSTER,  CHALK,  FALLON,  GARBER,  NORFOLK /BRISTOL ,  PROFES- 
SIONAL, REARDON,  SHORE,  and  STAVIS . 

Only  Bay  State  and  Norfolk/Bristol  chose  to  submit  what  they 
would  provide.     Norfolk/Bristol  did  not  submit  a  cost  figure  as 
requested.     The  remaining  services  chose  to  give  information  via 
telephone.     The  following  is  a  summary  of  what  the  Committee  has 
received  to  date. 

PRIVATE  SERVICE  COST  COMPARISONS 


ALLIED        -  $143,000  Annual  retainer  plus  $1,800  monthly  for 
defaults.     No  individual  billing. 

$109,000  Annual  retainer  for  back-up  service  only 
one  (1)  vehicle,  plus  $600  monthly  for  defaults. 

BAY  STATE  -  $89,000  plus  right  to  bill  patients. 

STAVIS        -  "Not  feasible  for  us"     -  Estimated  cost:  $300,000. 

FALLON        -  "Logistics,  overhead,  garage,  expenses  of  two  (2) 

Class  1  vehicles  plus  salaries  of  four  (4)  EMT's  and 
no  guarantees  or  longevity ,  etc . ,  says  that  we  really 
are  not  interested  at  this  time". 
Estimated  cost  would  be  a  minimum  of  $200,000  and 
company  would  have  right  to  bill  patient. 

NORFOLK/     -  Will  supply  one  (1)  Class  1  vehicle.     Did  not  submit 
BRISTOL         cost  as  requested. 

Note:  Fallon  indicated  that  average  fees  are  generally  $60.00  bas 
and  $l-$2  per  mile  throughout  the  ambulance  industry.  Also 
indicated  that  Weymouth  went  private  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $90,000,  but  understood  that  the  Town  was  "not  reall; 
getting  what  they  wanted". 

No  response  from  Brewster,  Chalk,  Shore,  Garber ,  Professional  and 
Rear don.

OBSERVATIONS : 

The  Chairman  spent  many  hours  riding  in  the  Town  Ambulance 
with  the  consent  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  agree- 
nent  of  the  Committee.     This  was  done  in  a  professional  capacity, 
atilizing  both  subjective  and  objective  examination  skills.  Equip- 
nent  and  personnel  were  observed  in  the  field.     Above  all,  the 
quality  of  patient  management  was  critically  observed.     The  Chair- 
nan,   in  his  report  to  the  Committee,  could  only  find  justification 
for  maintaining  the  present  service.     Justification  so  well  put  by 
one  hospital  spokesperson    "unexcelled  training". 

Another  point  of  interest  is  that  private  services  personnel 
answer  to  the  company  management  or  owner  when  they  are  in  error. 
They  may  be  dismissed  or  re-assigned,  and  that  is  usually  the  end 
of  the  matter.     However,  a  firefighter  generally  takes  pride  as  he 
represents  a  department.     If  he  errs,  he  answers  to  not  only  the 
Chief  and  his  superiors,  but  the  entire  department,  as  well  as  the 
Town.     For  this  very  reason,  a  firefighter  cannot  afford  errors, 
and,   therefore,   is  extremely  conscientious  of  his  demeanor  and  de- 
portment . 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1)  Limit  ambulance  service  to  only  area  hospitals.     Town  Coun- 
sel has  indicated  that  this  can  be  done  by  an  order  issued  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  so  as  not  to  deprive  the  general  resi- 
dent population  of  emergency  services. 

2)  Raise  Fees  -  In  1961  a  committee  was  appointed  to  set  fees. 
This  committee,   through  attrition,   ceased  to  exist.     Article  127  of 
ATM,   1974,  made  a  change  in  the  billing  structure.     We  feel  a  fur- 
ther increase  is  in  order  to  offset  rising  costs  and  suggest  that 
the  present  fees  of  $10  base  plus  $.50  per  mile  (Minimum  $20.00)  be 
raised  to  $20  base  plus  $1.00  per  mile  (Minimum  $40.00). 

We  feel  that  the  Committee  has  already  instituted  changes  in 
the  billing  procedure  which  will  result  in  increased  efficiency  and 
expedite  receipt  of  payments  to  the  Town  Treasury. 

3)  Establish  a  separate  ambulance  maintenance/repair  account. 
SUMMARY : 

The  Committee  has  studies  four   (4)   areas  relevant  to  municipal 
ambulance  service  and  finds  no  justification  to  make  any  changes 
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from  the  present  service.     We  wish  to  thank  all  those  residents, 
physicians,  nurses,  hospital  staff,  area  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments, and  those  private  services  who  supplied  us  with  inf ormationn, 
comments,  criticisms,  and  thoughts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TURNER  FREE  LIBRARY 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws 
established  for  the  Government  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Turner  Free 
Library,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  to  the  Town  of  Randolph  for 
the  calendar  year  1978. 

This  marks  the  103rd  annual  report  verifying  the  condition  of 
the  Trust  and  of  the  building,   the  library,   the  funds,  as  well  as 
the  subsidiary  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  various  committees 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.     The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Library 
Director  are  incorporated  herewith  and  will  serve  to  implement  the 
information  contained  in  this  report. 

The  Trustees,   as  usual,  have  given  freely  of  their  time  and 
efforts  and  have  conscientiously  attended  meetings,  all  greatly 
contributing  to  the  welfare  and  usefulness  of  the  library.  The 
meeting  dates  of  the  Trustees  have  been  changed  from  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month  to  the  second  Tuesday.     The  change  has  proven 
to  be  more  convenient  and  advantageous . 

The  library  building  is  in  sound  condition  and  continues  to  be 
well  maintained.     Necessary  repairs  have  been  made  from  time  to  time, 
and  contracts  have  been  given  out  relating  to  the  inspection  and 
servicing  of  the  heating  and  air-conditioning  system,  as  well  as 
the  carrier  elevator. 

However,  this  year  the  Trustees  Building  Committee  has  been 
presented  with  an  unusual  problem.     At  the  time  of  construction  of 
the  library  building  in  1966  the  main  room  ceiling  was  sprayed  with 
an  asbestos  coating  which  at  the  time  was  considered  to  be  the  best 
quality  type  of  workmanship  and  material.     Recently  Federal  and  State 
officials  determined  that  asbestos  constitutes  a  health  hazard  and 
must  be  removed  or  sealed  in. 

The  library  ceilings  have  been  examined  by  a  State  official  and 
estimates  were  given  as  to  the  approximate  cost  of  remedying  the 
situation.     We  have  not  received  a  positive  directive  from  the 
authorities  to  remedy  the  situation  and,   in  fact,  we  have  been  ad- 
vised that  the  asbestos  problem  may  not  apply  to  the  library.  No 
final  determination  has  been  made,  but  in  order  that  the  Town  may 
be  fully  aware  of  the  possible  problem  and  potential  expense,  the 
Trustees  voted  to  have  an  Article  inserted  in  the  Town  warrant  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Town  Meeting  Members  at  their  next  meeting. 
We  hope  to  have  further  and  more  positive  information  for  presenta- 
tion at  that  meeting. 

Employee  problems,   including  one  of  first  origin  in  the  Town, 
were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees.     Through  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  Town  and  library  officials,   together  with  the  em- 
ployees involved,   these  problems  have  been  hopefully  resolved. 

The  facilities  of  the  library,  as  usual,  continue  to  be  put  to 
great  use.     An  interested  group  of  Randolph  residents  participated 
in  an  outside  activity  inaugurated  by  our  Public  Relations  Committee 
resulting  in  favorable  comment  and  publicity  from  the  news  media. 
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Mrs.  Shirley  Harden , resigned  as  a  Trustee  after  many  years  off 
faithful  and  beneficial  service  to  the  library.     Her  resignation, 
occasioned  because  of  a  health  problem,  was  accepted  with  deep  re-- 
gret.     We  will  certainly  miss  Mrs.  Marden,  and  it  is  our  sincere 
hope  that  she  will  have  a  complete  and  speedy  recovery. 

David  D.  Doyle,  a  long  time  and  respected  resident  of  Randolp 
was  elected  to  a  four  year  term  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  fill 
the  vacancy  left  by  Shirley  Marden' s  resignation. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,   I  wish  to  express  our 
thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  library  and  to  the  officials  throughout^ 
the  Town  of  Randolph  who  have  contributed  and  assisted  in  our  pro- 
gram of  quality  service  to  the  community. 


In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  By-laws,  I  hereby 
submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Turner  Free  Li- 
brary.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  TO  THE  TRUSTEES 


The  year  1978  has  been  uneventful  on  the  whole,  with  the  workk 
of  the  Library  proceeding  in  its  usual  manner. 

More  and  more  we  notice  the  increasing  use  of  our  rooms  by 
students  and  adults  for  reading  and  study.     On  a  normal  evening  or 
Saturday  during  the  school  year,  every  table  and  chair  will  be  oc- 
cupied by  serious  adult  students.     During  the  day  we  are  host  to 
many  newspaper  and  magazine  readers. 

The  judicious  selection  of  books  and  records  for  both  adults 
and  children  continues  to  be  our  first  concern,  constantly  being 
made  more  difficult  by  the  constantly  rising  prices  of  these  mate- 
rials.    Book  prices  rise  so  fast  that  a  book  ordered  at  its  adver- 
tised price  is  more  than  apt  to  arrive  in  a  week  or  two  at  a  highe 
price . 

The  Library's  service  to  the  elderly  in  the  Town's  three  el- 
derly housing  units  has  been  going  on  now  for  5  years  under  the 
very  able  guidance  of  Miss  Agnes  Anderson.     Books  are  taken  to 
these  senior  citizens ,  and  Miss  Anderson  takes  pains  to  fill  all 
particular  requests  she  receives. 

A  point  I  think  should  be  stressed  again  is  that  the  Library 
tries  to  fill  every  request  made  of  it.     If  we  do  not  have  the  booc 
a  person  asks  for,  we  buy  it  if  it  seems  appropriate  to  our  collecc 
tion,  and  if  it  is  possible  to  buy  it.     If  not,  we  ask  to  borrow 
from  Quincy  Library.     If  Quincy  does  not  have  the  book,  a  request 
is  sent  out  to  all  the  Eastern  Region  and  beyond,  if  necessary. 

We  have  frequently  loaned  to  Randolph  borrowers  books  we  bor- 
rowed from  Quincy,  Taunton,  Welles  ley,  Lowell,  New  Bedford  and  Fall, 
mouth,  especially,  and  on  occasion,  Harvard  and  Yale.     This  Inter- 
library  Loan  Service  is  paid  for  by  state  tax  money.     Our  Interlib. 
Loan  librarian  is  Mrs.  Nancy-Jo  Brown. 

I  want  to  thank  our  devoted  and  loyal  staff,  including  our  haal 
working  high  school  Pages,  for  the  energy,  good  humor  and  expert 
knowledge  they  all  contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Library.  Also,  II 
want  to  express  particular  appreciation  for  the  help,  interest  and 
assistance  the  staff  and  I  receive  from  those  Library  Trustees  who 
give  so  many  hours  of  their  time  and  personal  effort  to  promote  th 
welfare  of  Turner  Free  Library

REPORT  OF  THE  LOCAL  GROWTH  POLICY  COMMITTEE 


I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Local  Growth  Policy  Com- 
mittee covering  its  activities  from  its  formation  in  February  1976 
to  the  end  of  this  year.     This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Boarc 
of  Selectmen  in  compliance  with  Chapter  807  of  the  Acts  of  1975. 

The  purpose  of  the  committee  was  to  evaluate  the  "effects  of 
growth  patterns  on  the  quality  of  life"  in  general,   and  to  fill  out 
a  long,  detailed  22  page  questionnaire  with  two  supplements.  In 
order  to  accomplish  this  work,   16  meetings  and  two  public  hearings 
were  held.     In  addition,  portions  of  the  questionnaire  were  insertc 
in  the  Randolph  Moneysaver  for  four  weeks   (as  a  public  service  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town)  for  opinions  and  reply  by  the  general  public. 
Also,  copies  of  certain  parts  of  the  questionnaire  were  sent  to  va- 
rious Town  departments,  boards  and  committees  for  input,  and,  in 
addition,  33  local  organizations  and  special  interest  groups  were 
solicited  for  their  comments  and  opinions. 

The  committee  completed  the  questionnaire  and  forwarded  copies 
to  the  Office  of  State  Planning,  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  Town  Clerk,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Norfolk 
County  Commissioners  and  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  Committee 
as  required  by  Chapter  807.     After  completion  of  the  report,  the 
committee  has  been  monitoring  the  activities  and  reports  of  the 
Legislatures  "Special  Commission  Relative  to  the  Effects  of  Growth. 
Patterns  on  the  Quality  of  Life  in  the  Commonwealth,"  and  are 
awaiting  further  actions  to  be  decided  by  the  next  legislative 
session.     Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  aga:i 
continue  this  committee  for  another  year  until  the  Legislature  de- 
cides that  the  work  of  the  Local  Growth  Policy  Committees  is  com- 
plete .

LOCAL  GROWTH  POLICY  COMMITTEE 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPTER  40A  ZONING  COMMITTEE 


From  January  to  December,   thirteen  meetings  were  held,  one  of 
these  was  a  public  participation  meeting  on  a  proposed  Political 
Sign  By-law. 

To  meet  with  the  Town  Meeting  directive  of  bringing  the  Zoning 
By-laws  into  conformity  with  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  nine 
articles  were  proposed  to  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  April  11, 
1978.     Two  additional  articles  proposed  were  optional,  these  mat- 
ters were  acted  upon. 

The  1978  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  that  the  committee  should 
continue  and  they  were  charged  with  proposing  a  new  Political  Sign 
By-law.     This  proposal  has  been  submitted  for  consideration  by  the 
1979  Annual  Town  Meeting.     The  Town  Clerk's  office  assisted  by  mak- 
ing copies  available  to  the  public,   the  Moneysaver,  Randolph  Herald, 
Quincy  Ledger  and  Brockton  Enterprise  also  carried  the  proposals  to 
the  public  before  the  final  article  was  determined. 

Three  additional  articles  have  been  proposed,  taking  into  con- 
sideration several  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Act  since  the  last  Town 
Meeting. 

A  format  of  a  new  Zoning  By-law  book  has  been  agreed  upon,  and 
the  1978  amendments  codified;     it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee 
to  have  this  printed  as  soon  as  possible.     The  committee  members 
recommend  that  a  small  charge  be  made  for  copies  so  books  will  al- 
ways be  available. 

The  committee  was  not  voted  a  budget  so  they  express  their 
thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Accountant's  office  for 
office  supplies.     Planning  Board  who  paid  for  needed  publication 
material  and  the  cost  of  legal  notices  for  required  public  hearings. 
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The  Conservation  Commission,  who  paid  for  all  postage,   and  the 
services  which  were  provided  by  the  Engineering  and  Building  De- 
partments were  all  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT  INSURANCE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


The  Permanent  Insurance  Study  Committee  for  the  Town  of  Ran- 
dolph was  established  by  the  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting  as  an  amend- 
ment to  Article  31. 

The  significant  sections  of  the  Amendment  read  as  follows: 

"The  initial  function  of  the  Committee  is  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  placing  the  Town's 
casualty-type  insurance  on  a  packaged  and  com- 
petitive basis.     The  Committee  will  report  to 
this  body  at  a  special  or  regular  meeting  prior 
to  or  at  the  next  regular  town  meeting. 

The  Committee  will  consist  of  six  members   . . . 
The  Selectmen  will  appoint  one-half  of  the  mem- 
bership to  the  Committee  and  the  Moderator  the 
other  half. 

The  standing  Committee  will  annually  review  and 
update  coverages.  Every  two  years  at  least  two 
competitive  programs  must  be  obtained  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Selectmen  for  consideration.  The 
Committee  will  further  report  to  the  town  meet- 
ing at  the  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting  each  year." 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee,  which  was  organizational 
in  nature,  was  held  on  September  29,   1977.     Subsequent  thereto, 
seven  other  meetings  were  held. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  findings  of  a  similar  committee 
established  by  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  first  function  of  the  Committee  was  to  explore  the  possi- 
bility of  placing  the  Town's  casualty-type  insurance  on  a  packaged 
and  competitive  basis.     The  words  "casualty-type  insurance"  pre- 
sented a  problem  because  of  the  varying  interpretations  of  that 
phrase  within  the  Committee. 

Town  Counsel  has  advised  the  Committee  that  "casualty"  has 
been  defined  as  the  hazards  arising  out  of  legal  liability  of  an 
insured  for  the  safety  and  well-being  of  others. 

Accordingly,  the  Committee  took  the  following  positions: 

1)  Casualty  includes  workmen's  compensation,  automobile, 
public  official  bonds,   and  public  official  liability 
types  of  insurance.     Obviously,  these  coverages  cannot 
be  packaged. 

2)  The  Amendment  creating  the  Committee  directs  the  Com- 
mittee to  annually  review  and  update  coverages  and  ob- 
tain competitive  programs.     In  this  section  there  is  no 
reference  to  "casualty"  and,   accordingly,   the  Committee 
concluded  that  it  had  the  authority  to  evaluate  the  pos- 
sibility of  packaging  coverages  such  as  property,  glass, 
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boiler  and  machinery,   inland  marine,  general  liability 
and  crime  insurance. 

Next,  the  Committee  contacted  four  insurance  brokers,  includ- 
ing the  Randolph  Insurance  Agents  Association,  to  obtain  competiti'' 
programs  for  the  Town's  insurance.  Two  brokers  never  responded  to 
our  invitation. 

Presentations  were  made  to  the  Committee  by  Alexander  &  Alex- 
ander on  February  23,   1978,  and  by  the  Randolph  Insurance  Agents 
Association  on  March  9,   1978.     Brief  outlines  of  these  organiza- 
tions and  their  experience  have  been  extracted  from  their  presen- 
tations and  are  as  follows: 

Alexander  &  Alexander ,  with  offices  at  Sixty  State  Street, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,   is  one  of  the  largest  Insurance  Agents, 
Brokers /Consulting  Service  Organizations  in  the  world.  They 
have  4,200  employees  and  operate  from  offices  in  65  cities  in 
the  United  States,   five  Canadian  cities  and  35  Branch  Offices 
and  Joint  Venture  Corporations  in  35  countries  on  all  conti- 
nents abroad. 

The  Randolph  Insurance  Agents  Association  has  been  designated  J 
as  writing  agent  for  the  Town  of  Randolph  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  since  1956.     The  Association  consists  of  six  agents, 
brokers  who  maintain  full-time  insurance  offices  in  the  Town. 
They  have  access  to  all  insurance  companies  and  have  a  com- 
bined experience  of  over  150  years. 

The  types  of  matters  currently  being  evaluated  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Randolph  Insurance  Agents  Association  recommends  that  the 
insurance  program  be  written  by  several  companies  because  of 
changing  company  attitudes  and  because  some  companies  are  mud 
stronger  in  one  area  than  others.     If  experience  is  adverse 
and  a  company  wishes  to  relieve  itself  of  the  line,  you  do  not 
jeopardize  the  entire  coverage. 

Alexander  &  Alexander  recommends  that  the  34  present  policies 
be  condensed  into  9  policies,  for  example,  18  current  policies: 
would  be  condensed  into  one  policy  to  cover  property,  glass, 
boiler  and  machinery,   inland  marine,  comprehensive  general 
liability  and  crime  coverage  to  provide  the  Town  with  a  con- 
venient, yet  cost  effective  insurance  program.     These  policie* 
would  be  underwritten  by  the  Aetna  Insurance  Company,  a  lead- 
ing insurer  of  municipalities  in  the  Commonwealth. 

2.  The  Randolph  Insurance  Agents  Association  has  advised  the  Com- 
mittee that  their  program  has  been  successful,  and  anytime 
serious  losses  have  occurred  the  coverage  has  been  there  to 
protect  the  Town.     Also,  the  needs  of  the  Town  have  received 
constant  attention. 

Alexander  &  Alexander  has  advised  the  Committee  that  as  one 
of  the  largest  independent  insurance  offices  in  Massachusetts, 
they  are  in  an  advantageous  position  in  negotiating  with  in- 
surance markets.     They  would  adopt  a  "team  concept"  whereby 
an  account  executive,  a  consultant  and  two  marketers  would  be 
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assigned  to  administer  the  insurance  program  and  guarantee  the 
personal  service  necessary  to  maintain  the  program. 

3.       A  number  of  other  matters  not  outlined  in  this  report  are  also 
being  evaluated. 

The  Committee  has  not  reached  any  conclusions  at  this  time  be- 
cause the  programs  presented  to  it  are  still  being  evaluated.  We 
hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  offer  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  at  the  conclusion  of  our  review. 

This  Committee  will  report  to  this  body  at  the  special  or  regu- 
lar meeting  prior  to  or  at  the  next  regular  Town  Meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  AND  INDUSTRIAL  COMMISSION 


The  1978  report  of  the  Business  and  Industrial  Commission  is 
a  very  brief  one,  with  the  economic  situation  and  the  high  cost  and 
unstable  money  market,   1978  was  a  fair  year  for  Business  and  Indus- 
try building  in  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

The  Business  and  Industrial  Commission  had  very  few  inquiries 
during  this  business  year,  but  the  dollar  value  of  the  building 
under  construction  when  finished  present  a  sizeable  dollar  value, 
as  indicated  by  the  Building  Inspectors  report  upon  completion  . . . 
$2,573,122.00. 

The  Commission  again  suffered  a  setback  at  the  Annual  Town 
meeting  last  year,  by  the  vote  not  to  establish  an  Industrial  Fi- 
nance Authority,  but  the  Comm.   of  Massachusetts,   in  their  wisdom, 
has  decided  that  every  Town  and  City  in  the  Commonwealth  was  losing 
out;     they  have  now  established  a  blanket  Authority  for  all.  The 
Town  now  has  an  Industrial  Finance  Authority. 

The  Advertising  program  as  mention  in  the  1977  Annual  Report 
is  becoming  a  reality.     The  IDC  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Norfolk  County  Development  and  Tourism  Council  for  our  adver- 
tising brochures  and  maps.     Norfolk  County  is  picking  up  half  the 
cost . 
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Again,  as  in  all  previous  reports,  we  stress  that  local  spend- 
ing must  be  kept  at  a  minimum,  we  must  keep  the  tax  rate  stabilize( 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Town  Officials  and  their  staffs  for 
their  continued  support  and  assistance  in  our  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


Since  our  last  report  for  the  Annual  Town  Report  was  written 
in  1977,  the  Randolph  Housing  Authority  has  continued  to  manage 
236  units  of  elderly  housing  in  Randolph.     We  have  had  a  very  busy 
year  with  the  Russell  F.  Thompson,  M.D.,  Memorial  Community  Hall, 
which  has  served  as  a  social,  religious  and  recreational  center 
for  all  of  our  senior  citizens  of  Randolph. 

The  Randolph  Housing  Authority  is  also  participating  in  the 
707  Rental  Assistance  Program  for  moderate  income  families  under 
the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts.    Last  year  we  applied  for  and  were  successful  in  receiv- 
ing a  grant  to  subsidize  11  additional  families  in  Randolph  under 
the  707  Rental  Assistance  Program,  which  gives  us  a  total  of  15 
families  that  are  presently  being  subsidized  in  Randolph  under 
this  program. 

We  are  hopeful  of  constructing  more  elderly  housing  apartment 
in  the  future.  However,  the  recent  financial  crisis  of  the  Commor 
wealth  of  Massachusetts,  together  with  the  emphasis  on  rehabilita- 
tion of  existing  dwellings  in  our  large  cities  by  the  Department  c 
Community  Affairs,  has  slowed  down  the  program  of  construction  of 
new  elderly  housing  developments  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Randolph  Housing  Authority  members  are  proud  of  their  ac- 
complishments since  the  start  of  its  program  in  1965,  and  have 
worked  diligently  to  bring  much-needed  housing  to  the  people  of 
Randolph,  and  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  our  elderly  citizens 
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We  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  other  officials  of  the  town  whose  cooperation  and  assistance 
have  been  invaluable. 

At  this  time  we  would  also  like  to  thank  State  Representative 
Joseph  J.   Semensi  of  Randolph,  State  Senator  Joseph  Walsh  of  Dor- 
chester and  State  Representative  M.   Joseph  Manning  of  Milton  for 
their  continued  support  of  the  Randolph  Housing  Authority  and  its 
aims  and  purposes.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


From  January  to  December,   twenty  formal  meetings  were  held, 
much  of  the  time  was  taken  up  with  M.G.L.   Chapter  131,  wetland  pro- 
tection matters.     Such  as  hearings,  orders  of  conditions,  opinions, 
determinations,   certificates  of  compliance  and  so-on.     The  commis- 
sion has  cooperated  with  other  departments,  boards  and  agencies, 
and  have  attended  meetings  of  conservation  interest  out  of  town. 

The  tree  seedling  program  was  participated  in  and  the  seed- 
lings donated  to  the  Junior  Ladies  Library  Association. 

A  regional  conference  was  sponsored  by  the  board  of  solid 
waste,  at  which  most  of  the  discussion  centered  around  the  propo- 
sal of  B.F.I,    that  some  of  their  land  be  considered  by  the  West 
Resource  Recovery  Council.     Representatives  from  the  State,  Brain- 
tree,  Canton,  Holbrook  and  Stoughton  attended.     It  is  feld  by  the 
;board  that  greater  understanding  of  common  problems  are  achieved 
,by  conferences  of  this  type. 

A  nomination  was  made  for  a  young  person  to  receive  a  college 
scholarship  in  conservation,   and  an  organization  awarded  the  nom- 
inee a  money  grant.     The  board  hope  to  continue  to  interest  and 
[Support  young  people  in  this  manner. 

The  Conservation  Open  Space  Plan  was  not  accepted  by  some 
'state  agencies,  and  another  one  is  being  formed. 
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Board  members  re-affirm  their  past  stand  that  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  town  can  best  be  served  by  cooperation  with  other 
departments  and  a  new  department  or  staff  is  not  needed. 

The  project  to  expand  the  public  water  supply  retention  area 
in  the  Broad  Meadows  area  is  still  moving  forward  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Engineering  Department  and  a  consulting  Engineer.  Thi 
project  is  expected  to  move  forward  slowly  as  there  are  many  con- 
cerns to  be  considered.     Such  as  the  ability  of  the  area  to  retair 
water,  riparian  rights  and  past  legislation  and  court  decision  re- 
search and  review  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  three  towns  in 
water  supply  matters. 

A  survey  shows  that  residents  are  still  interested  in  some 
development  of  Conservation  Open  Space  Areas  and  in  this  tight 
money  period  the  board  is  presenting  to  the  1979  Town  Meeting  a 
proposal  to  sell  off  some  house  lots  under  their  jurisdiction  to 
raise  funds.     No  Conservation  Commission  wants  to  give  up  any  open 
space  land  they  have  acquired,  but  the  board  feels  it  is  their  dutt 
to  present  proposals  for  consideration  as  to  alternative  methods  c 
funding  projects. 

It  is  with  sadness  that  the  year  marked  the  passing  of  David: 
M.  Goldstein  who  had  served  on  the  board  as  a  member  and  chairman 
since  1966.     Devoting  many  volunteer  hours  and  a  great  deal  of  eni 
thusiasm  to  conservation.     Out  of  respect  for  his  efforts,  the 
board  has  re-named  the  Puddin  Hill  Area  the  David  M.  Goldstein 
Conservation  Area,  and  hopes  to  dedicate  the  area  in  the  Spring. 

Many  town  departments  have  given  generously  of  their  assist- 
ance over  the  past  year  for  which  the  commission  is  most  grateful 
and  extends  its  thanks .

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REPORT  OF  THE  LANDSCAPE  REVIEW  BOARD 


During  the  year  1978  the  condition  of  the  economy  and  the  gen- 
2ral  state  of  inflation  may  be  assigned  as  the  major  reason  for  the 
cessation  of  major  construction  projects,   either  municipal  or  pri- 
vate,  in  Randolph. 

Under  the  directives  established  for  the  Landscape  Review 
Soard,  all  plans  for  Buildings,   in  Business,   Industtial  or  Multiple 
Family  Dwelling  Zones ,  are  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Landscape  Review 
Board  for  review  and  recommendation.     Action  taken  by  the  Board, 
lowever ,   in  respect  to  indicated  landscaping,   is  considered  advisory 
and  not  regulatory.     Prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  Building  Permit, 
proposed  Landscape  Plans  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board. 
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An  expanded  concern  of  the  Landscape  Board  has,  however,  evidl 
enced  itself  in  the  regard  for  landscaping,  not  in  the  area  of  buii 
ing  permits  for  new  construction,  but  in  such  beautif ication  planss 
by  way  of  landscaping  as  part  of  the  municipal  embellishment  of 
property,  and  in  some  instances  of  improved  beautif ication  of  al- 
ready existing  business  property. 

Combined  efforts  with  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Town  En- 
gineer have  resulted  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  beautif ication  sug 
gestions,   such  as  the  landscaping  around  the  Town  Hall,  and  the 
creation  of  several  mini-parks.     One  such  park  was  created  on  a 
small  piece  of  land  donated  to  the  Town  by  the  Daly  family  at  the 
corner  of  Oak  and  Orchard  Streets.     Trees  and  shrubs  were  emplacec 
a  small  monument  was  erected  to  the  memory  of  Robert  Daly,  and  CE1 
employees  worked  to  embellish  the  area,  making  it  a  most  pleasing 
addition  to  the  beautif ication  of  the  new  highway  construction  of 
Oak  Street  and  the  contiguous  Oakland  Cemetery. 

Here  also  beautif ication  has  continued  under  the  aegis  of  thd 
Highway  Department,  with  the  Historical  Marker  being  set  off  in  a 
landscape  treatment,  and  the  spalling  wall  having  being  reset. 

The  mini-park  treatment  has  also  accompanied  the  emplacemenl 
of  the  Historical  Marker  memorializing  the  Indian  Treaty  of  Chicav 
taubut,  granting  the  land  of  the  town,  which  was  erected  on  North: 
Main  Street  near  Pond.  Near  this  corner,  also,  the  Milton  Monumeir 
Company  has  embellished  a  small  portion  of  land  as  a  mini-park  at 
the  corner  of  Old  Street  with  a  monument,  a  flagpole  and  seats. 

A  similar  mini-park  treatment  is  already  planned  for  Tower 
Hill,  corner  of  High  and  Lafayette  Streets,  where  is  emplaced  an 
Historical  Marker,  when  the  design  of  this  juncture  is  completed. 

The  mini-park  treatment  for  the  corner  of  Diauto  Drive  and 
Highland  Avenue  is  yet  to  be  carried  out  on  the  property  of  the 
AmVets.     A  similar  parklike  setting  for  the  Historical  Marker  to 
be  erected  on  town  owned  property  at  the  corner  of  Depot  Street 
and  Warren,  where  will  be  set  up  an  Historical  Marker  memorializ- 
ing early  transportation,   is  already  drawn. 

The  landscaping  treatment  at  the  corner  of  West  and  North  Mai 
Streets,  the  Ladies  Library  property,  has  added  considerably  to  t:tf 
beauty  of  this  area,  and  the  Landscape  Board,  as  well  as  the  His- 
torical Commission  has  been  concerned  with  this  work  accomplished! 
under  the  expertise  of  the  Town  Engineer  and  Highway  Surveyor. 

Expansive  projects  constructed  before  the  1972  date  of  the 
creation  of  the  Landscape  Board,   such  as  Shopping  Plazas,  complet 
devoid  of  any  landscape  ideas,  plans,  or  embellishments,  continue  c 
cry  for  some  concerned  treatment.     However,  all  efforts  of  sugges  4 
improvement  have  resulted  in  naught,  and  the  same  acres  of  asphal 
reflect  the  negative  regard  for  beauty.     In  one  instance  this  yea 
of  the  construction  of  a  small  shopping  plaza,  however,  the  owner; 
builder  has  cooperated  most  engagingly  in  landscaping  extensively i 
that  of  Angelo's  on  North  Street. 

Belcher  Park  has  continued  to  receive  landscape  treatment  wi 
the  work  of  the  Highway  Department  and  CETA  workers . 
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All  thoughts  of  any  cosmetic  landscaping  for  the  central 
square  of  the  town  seem  to  be  mired  in  the  maze  of  highway  and 
traffic  planning.     This  area,  once  known  as  Tripe  Hill,  has  always 
been  the  focal  center  of  the  townspeople's  interest,  and  the  sett- 
ing of  the  beautiful  architectural  evidences  of  the  town's  regard, 
the  Town  Hall,  the  Police  Station,   and  the  Congregational  Church 
and  Turner  Library  all  illumine  a  municipal  off-set  of  quiet 
beauty . 

The  recently  submitted  architectural  and  landscaping  plans 
for  the  locus  of  the  Co-Operative  Bank  to  be  erected  nearby  the 
rown  Hall  will  surely  enhance  the  acreage  of  desolation  presently 
there,  and  make  an  exemplary  addition  to  the  center  with  green  and 
Deauty . 

Visual  environment,   a  distinct  ingredient  of  landscaping,  and 
its  contingent  concern  with  planning  was  the  subject  of  thought  and 
nommunication  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Outdoor  Adver- 
tising Division,  James  P.  Whitters,   III,  with  the  suggestion  that 
the  Randolph  Landscape  Board  might  be  used  as  a  model  for  communi- 
ties considering  extending  the  authority  of  their  Planning  Boards 
ander  the  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  BOARD  OF  RECREATION 


The  Recreation  Program  attracts  and  retains  the  interest  of 
the  people  it  is  intended  to  serve  only  as  long  as  it  achieves  it! 
primary  objective  of  bringing  them  enjoyable  and  satisfying  expe- 
riences.    Whereas  this  fact  should  be  paramount  in  program  plannii 
the  opportunity  which  the  program  offers  for  attaining  other  de- 
sirable outcomes  should  not  be  overlooked. 

Helping  people  acquire  new  or  greater  recreation  skills  is  ai 
factor  that  merits  emphasis  in  every  recreation  program.  Teaching 
skills  and  assisting  individuals  in  becoming  more  proficient  in  at 
tivities  are  highly  desirable,   since  there  is  a  high  correlation 
between  skill  and  satisfaction  in  many  types  of  recreation. 

The  conditions  that  obtain  when  a  group  of  individuals  come 
together  to  take  part  in  an  activity  in  which  they  have  a  common 
interest  afford  a  natural  environment  for  the  development  of  de- 
sirable outcomes  in  addition  to  the  direct  recreation  benefits. 

Courtesy,  good  manners,   sportsmanship,  consideration  of  othei 
cooperation  and  understanding  of  people  in  a  different  social  pos; 
tion,  creed,  nationality  or  economic  status  may  all  be  fostered 
through  the  recreation  program.     They  are  not  inevitable  outcomes 
however,  and  unfortunately  under  the  wrong  type  of  leadership  ther 
may  never  be  achieved  in  a  group.     Program  planning  can  play  an 
important  part  in  bringing  them  to  pass. 

In  a  different  category,  but  an  important  one,  the  safety, 
health  and  welfare  of  the  individuals  served  by  the  program  can  b<> 
safeguarded  by  the  program  planner  through  his  leadership  in  the 
selection  of  activities,  method  of  organization  and  provision  of 
supervision . 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Recreation  Board  and  the  Direc 
tor  to  impliment  programs  under  good  leadership  and  for  the  benef 
of  all  people  in  Randolph  from  tiny  tots  to  all  ages,  and  the  Boa:: 
is  always  willing  to  listen  to  any  suggestions  that  will  help  any 
programs . 

The  Director  and  the  Recreation  Board  wishes  to  express  thei: 
utmost  satisfaction  with  their  Instructors,  thanks  to  the  School 
Department  for  allowing  and  cooperating  with  the  Recreation  Dept.

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REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION  AND  YOUTH  STAFF 


The  Randolph  Youth  Commission  and  Youth  Staff  herewith  submit 

their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1978.  In  the 

implementation  of  any  program,   the  Youth  Commission  has  the  follow- 
ing objectives  in  mind: 

1.  To  bring  about  a  clearer  understanding  of  services  avail- 
able to  youth  by  agencies  already  serving  Randolph. 

2.  To  develop  creative  programs  to  meet  the  social,  educa- 
tional, vocational,  psychological,   and  recreational  needs 
of  young  people. 

3.  To  help  the  youth  of  Randolph  to  articulate  and  meet  their 
own  needs . 

4.  To  create  a  better  understanding  about  youth  among  adults, 
particularly  between  parents  and  their  own  children,  and 

5.  To  provide  alternatives  to  delinquent  behavior. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Youth  Commission  and  Youth 
;Staff  became  involved  in  a  number  of  endeavors  pertaining  to  the 
mental,   social,   and  physical  health  of  the  Town's  youth.     In  addi- 
ction to  handling  the  administrative  aspects  of  the  yough  program, 
Youth  Coordinator  Paul  Maloof  was  available  as  needed  in  a  commu- 
nity outreach  and  youth  advocacy  capacity. 

Much  of  his  time  was  spent  working  directly  with  Randolph  teen- 
agers, particularly  at  night  and  on  week-ends.     Among  others,  he 
worked  with  police  and  court  personnel,  the  school  department 
(especially  the  guidance  and  auxiliary  services  personnel,   as  an 
advocate,   consultant,   and  resource),   and  the  Personnel  Director  in 
selecting  young  people  for  the  summer  CETA/YWE  program. 

In  addition  to  establishing  contacts  with  people  and  agencies 
who     are  involved  with  the  youth  of  Randolph  and  the  young  people 
themselves   (through  many  night  and  week-end  hours  on  the  streets, 
at  playgrounds,  at  dances,  and  at  the  Youth  Center)  Outreach  worker 
Ann  Collins  ran  the  Youth  Employment  Service  (which  referred  many 
young  people  to  full-time,  part-time,  and  odd  jobs  throughout  the 
year) ,   contracted  with  South  Shore  Home  Care  Services  to  provide 
snow  shoveling  services  to  Randolph's  elderly,  received  professional 
training  to  assist  victims  of  rape,  acted  as  an  advocate  for  Ran- 
dolph teenagers  in  Court  and  at  school,  provided  vocational  coun- 
seling and  placements,   and  initiated  work  with  groups  of  young  fe- 
male adolescents. 

Along  with  the  Youth  Coordinator,  Outreach  worker  Ann  Collins 
provided  individual  and  family  counseling,  academic  tutoring,  or- 
ganized and  supervised  youth  activities,  was  a  resource  for  infor- 
mation and  referral,  and  was  called  upon  in  many  crisis  interven- 
tion situations,   including  direct  involvement  with  school  drop-outs, 
runaway  cases,   teenage  rape  victims,   cases  of  attempted  suicide, 
teenage  pregnancy,   and  child  abuse,  as  well  as  numerous  cases  of 
problems  resulting  from  alcohol  and/or  drug  abuse. 

In  February,   the  Youth  Center   (963-9879)   at  70  Lafayette  Street 
celebrated  It's  third  (3rd)   anniversary  with  an  Open  House.  The 
Center  continued  to  provide  young  people  with  a  place  to  meet  with 
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their  friends  and  to  participate  in  various  constructive  activiti(( 
particularly  at  night  and  on  week-ends.  For  nearly  four  (4)  yean- 
now  the  Youth  Center,  among  other  accomplishments,  a)  has  been  opec 
parts  of  (6)  and/or  (7)  days /nights  per  week  (including  every  nigl) 
and  every  rainy  afternoon  during  the  summer  of  1978) ;  b)  has  be< 
frequented  by  more  than  (800)  teenagers  from  all  over  Randolph, 
attracting  anywhere  from  (25)  to  (100)  young  people  (ages  12-20)  ( 
any  given  time  open;  c)  has  returned  nearly  ($9,000.00)  from  th< 
electronic  games  to  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

A  grant  was  written  and  submitted  by  Youth  Coordinator  Paul 
Maloof  and  funds  were  once  again  awarded  by  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Mental  Health,  Division  of  Drug  Rehabilitation,  which 
enabled  us  to  pay  Tony  Ferragamo  for  services  rendered  as  part-tii 
Youth  Center  Director  through  June  1978.     This  grant  was  renewed 
through  June  1979. 

Among  other  duties,  Youth  Center  Director  Tony  Ferragamo  sup<(- 
vised  activities  at  the  Center,  provided  information  and  made  re- 
ferrals, worked  with  a  Youth  Advisory  Corps  (teenage  volunteers, 
who,  among  other  things  were  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  main- 
tenance of  the  facility  and  surrounding  grounds) ,  and  organized 
regular  special  projects  such  as  neighborhood  clean-ups,  a  Youth 
Center  float  which  was  awarded  (4th)  place  in  the  Town's  Fourth  o:: 
July  parade,  Christmas  caroling,  and  a  Christmas  Party  at  the  Houi; 
ing  for  the  Elderly. 

Five  very  successful  co-ed  weekend  camping  trips  (in  April, 
May,  June,  August  and  September,  involving  nearly  (175)  teenagers 
weekly  summer  field  trips  (involving  more  than  (150)  teenagers) , 
summer  movies  (in  August,  attended  by  nearly  (200)  teenagers),  an 
two  roller  skating  nights  (in  October  and  December  involving  near 
(150)   teenagers)  were  among  the  many  activities  sponsored  by  the 
Youth  Commission  in  1978. 

South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center  continued  to  use  the  Youth 
Office  as  a  satellite  center  for  individual  and  family  counseling 
for  Randolph  residents  through  June.     The  Junior  Achievement  pro- 
gram continued  to  utilize  the  Youth  Center  on  a  weekly  basis 
through  April.     The  Randolph  Jaycees'  Haunted  House  was  once  again 
held  at  the  Youth  Center  in  October,  and  attracted  nearly  (2500) 
people . 

The  Youth  Commission  began  to  compile  information  with  the 
goal  of  preparing  a  youth  service/activity  index  for  Randolph,  an 
at  various  meetings  throughout  the  year  met  with  the  Acting  Chieft 
of  Police  and  representatives  from  the  Conservation  Commission  am 
the  Board  of  Recreation. 

The  Commission  is  looking  into  the  possibilities  of  establis 
ing  a  free  summer  lunch  program  for  the  young  people  of  Randolph  |. 
conjunction  with  Self-Help  of  Brockton  and  the  Board  of  Recreatio 
and  continues  it's  search  for  additional  Youth  Center  facilities.. 
The  Commission  continues  to  meet  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays 
every  month.     During  1978  we  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation; 
of  Linda  Romano,  and  extended  a  welcome  to  new  members  Tom  Fucile? 
and  Mary  Rooney. 
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The  Youth  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  town 
departments  and  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  and  encour- 
agement.    Youth  Commission  programs  are  ever  changing  to  meet  imme- 
diate needs  of  our  youth,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  initiation  and 
implementation  of  new  programs  in  1979.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SELF  HELP,  INC. 


Self  Help,   Inc.,   the  area 1 s- anti-poverty  agency,  provided  man 
important  services  to  limited- income  and  minority  members  of  the 
community  throughout  the  past  year.     The  Agency,  with  administratis 
quarters  at  232  Main  Street,  Brockton,   telephone  588-5440,   is  gov- 
erned by  a  3 3 -member  Board  of  Directors  who  determine  community 
needs,   establish  agency  priorities  and  define  agency  services. 

The  agency  sepnt  over  2.2  million  dollars  during  the  program 
year  10/1/77  to  9/30/78,   sponsoring  programs  such  as  ENERGY,  HOME 
WINTERIZATION,   OUTREACH,  HEAD  START,  PAINT  DE-LEADING,   BLOOD  SCREE 
ING,   SUMMER  LUNCH,   TRANSPORTATION,   FOOD  SERVICES,   COMMUNITY  GARDEN 
HOUSING  LEGAL  SERVICES,   ELDERLY  CHORE  SERVICES,   CHILD  DEVELOPMENT 
CENTER,   PUBLIC  INFORMATION  AND  SERVICES  TO  HISPANIC  RESIDENTS. 

Three  hundred  fifty-seven  direct  services  were  provided  durin 
the  program  year  to  Randolph  limited- income  residents  --  with  a 
total  dollar  outlay  of  $34,984. 

Forty-three  percent  of  the  agencies'   expenditures  were  pro- 
vided to  residents  of  cities  and  towns  other  than  Brockton,  com- 
pared to  257o  last  year.     The  increased  involvement  in  area  towns 
was  the  result  of  improved  Outreach  Services,  improved  Public  In- 
formation efforts,  and  the  occasional  outposting  of  Self  Help  staff 
members  at  Town  Halls. 

Self  Help's  total  funding  of  2.2  million  dollars  does  not  tell 
the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered  to  the  area.     This  funcc 
ing  enabled  Self  Help  to  MOBILIZE  an ^additional  1.4  million  dollar 
of  other  community  RESOURCES  such  as  CETA,  COMMONWEALTH  SERVICE 
CORPS,   local  City  and  Town  CONTRIBUTIONS,  VOLUNTEERS,  etc. 

The  real  NET  WORTH  of  Self  Help  during  the  past  program  year 
was  $3 ,705,000.    (3.7  million  dollars) 

Self  Help  employs  an  average  of  135  full  or  part-time  indi- 
viduals, many  of  whom  are  limited- income .     Thirty-eight  of  these 
employees  are  minorities  and  31  were  former  CETA  enrollees  assigne 
to  Self  Help. 

Self  Help's  annual  payroll  of  approximately  $850,000.  also 
serves  as  an  economic  stimulus  to  the  area. 

We  feel  the  program  year  1-/1/77  -  9/30/78  was  a  successful 
one  for  Self  Help,   Inc.   and  very  helpful  to  the  area's  limited- 
income  population.     We  thank  the  Town  Selectmen,  our  Board  of  Di-  [ 
rectors,  and  the  many  community  volunteers  who  helped  us  throughoi 
the  year .

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR  OF  ELDERLY  AFFAIRS 


I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  make  my  Annual  Report 
as  Executive  Director  of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the  Town  of  Randolph  to 
the  citizens  of  the  town. 

We  have  continued  to  have  available  to  the  elderly  people  in 
Dur  town  a  most  active  program. 

I  have  worked  very  closely  with  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Ran- 
dolph Housing  Authority,  all  the  Town  Boards  and  Commissions  and  the 
:lergymen  of  the  town  in  offering  the  more  than  4,500  elderly  citi- 
zens in  Randolph  an  interesting,  varied,  and  vital  program,  and 
judging  from  their  enthusiastic  participation  we  seem  to  have  been 
/ery  successful.     The  following  is  a  partial  listing  of  activities 
leld  this  past  year: 

A  May  Day  banquet  held  at  the  Lantana,  attended  by  many  local 
town  officials,  the  clergy  and  over  600  senior  citizens; 

A  picnic  held  at  Drinkwater's  Grove  in  August  for  over  350 
elderly,  where  a  box  lunch  was  enjoyed  by  all,  with  the  Drink- 
water  family  donating  the  premises  for  the  day; 

An  Annual  Fall  Harvest  Dinner  Dance  with  entertainment  was 
provided  for  more  than  300  senior  citizens  in  October  by  Vera 
Cruz  #129  Knights  of  Columbus  of  Randolph  at  their  club  house, 
which  was  enjoyed  by  all; 

An  active  bowling  league  in  which  more  than  100  of  our  elderly 
participate  each  week  at  the  Woodlawn  Bowlerama  alleys; 

!•        A  Thanksgiving  dinner  served  at  the  Randolph  High  School  to 
over  600  senior  citizens,  compliments  of  the  seniors  of  the 
school  and  the  Teachers  Club  acting  as  hosts  in  providing 
this  delicious  meal; 

Weekly  provisions  for  two  shopping  buses  which  stop  at  stra- 
tegic locations  in  town  to  provide  our  elderly  with  transpor- 
tation to  facilitate  their  shopping,  one  bus  donated  by  the 
Council  on  Aging,   the  other  by  the  Capitol  Super  Market; 

A  Christmas  Party  with  a  fully  catered  meal  and  liquid  refresh- 
ments and  entertainment,  attended  by  more  than  650  elderly  at 
the  Lantana,  compliments  of  the  owners,  Mr.   and  Mrs.  Maurice 
Hart; 

A  sit-down  roast  beef  dinner  for  over  200  senior  citizens  was 
held  in  November  at  the  Elks  Hall,   compliments  of  the  Randolph 
Elks  Club; 

The  Randolph  Elks  Club  donated  tickets  to  the  senior  citizens 
of  Randolph  for  a  Red  Sox  game  and  supplied  transportation  to 
and  from  Fenway  Park; 
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The  Randolph  Elks  Club  also  provided  a  number  of  tickets  to 
the  senior  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Randolph  for  the  Elks  An- 
nual Picnic  at  Drinkwater's  Grove  in  September,  1978; 

In  November  of  1978  the  Randolph  senior  citizens  were  provide 
with  flu  shots  at  the  three  housing  complexes,  Temple  Beth  An 
and  Trinity  Episcopal  Church;     also,  weekly  blood  pressure 
clinics  are  now  being  held  for  Randolph  seniors  at  the  three 
housing  for  the  elderly  developments  in  Randolph;     all  spon- 
sored by  the  Randolph  Board  of  Health; 

The  Randolph  Kiwanis  provided  transportation  and  tickets  to 
senior  citizens  for  a  play  at  Canton  High  School  which  was 
produced  by  the  Canton  Kiwanis ; 

The  Randolph  Lions  provided  over  100  tickets  to  seniors  for 
the  Annual  Bean  Supper  held  in  October  at  AmVets  Hall; 

The  Randolph  Lions  also  sponsored  a  Glaucoma  Clinic  with  fre<t 
eye  examination  for  Randolph  senior  citizens; 

In  August  a  nutrition  site  for  elderly  citizens  was  opened  iir 
the  Parish  Hall  of  St.  Bernadette's  Church  and  is  held  five 
days  a  week; 

The  Randolph  Rotary  Club  again  provided  the  "Operation  Sur- 
vival" telephone  which  is  "manned"  5  days  a  week  by  resident; 
of  our  senior  citizens  project  on  North  Street; 

Each  two  weeks  the  Turner  Free  Library  sends  a  librarian  to 
each  of  the  three  senior  citizen  housing  projects  to  lend  bo*1  s 
to  the  tenants. 

During  the  last  year  the  senior  citizens'  drop-in  center  at  e 
elderly  housing  complex  on  North  Street  was  very  active  and  - 
erated  with  a  full  schedule,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
dancing,  beano,  arts  and  crafts,  and  many  other  programs  for 
our  senior  citizens. 

I  have  worked  with  the  members  of  the  Randolph  Housing  Autho 
ity,  the  Council  on  Aging,   the  Recreation  Department,  the  School  I- 
partment ,  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  our  local  and  st  e 
officials  in  bringing  expanded  services  to  our  elderly  in  Randolp 
We  have  arranged  for  weekly  church  services  to  be  held  at  the  como 
munity  buildings  in  our  elderly  developments ,  and  I  have  attended 
meetings  of  the  Regional  Council  on  Aging  and  state  and  county 
meetings  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Elderly  Affairs. 

I  look  forward  to  an  accelerated  program  of  activities  next 

year .

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  has  had  erected  at  the  Belcher 
louse,  corner  of  West  and  Main  Streets,  a  stone  wall  to  replace  the 
:ree-standing  wall  on  West  Street.     This  fabrication  thus  embel- 
.ishes  the  locus  of  the  TIME  CAPSULE  which  was  erected  on  the  same 
>roperty  by  the  Commission  in  1977,  and  contributes  to  the  long 
>lanned  historical  identification  of  important  sites  in  Randolph's 
listory,  this  one  the  first  to  be  enrolled  in  the  National  Register. 

The  second  important  site  to  be  considered  for  national  recog- 
tition  -  Stetson  Hall  -  Town  Hall,  has  been  the  subject  of  research 
tnd  identification  under  the  aegis  of  the  Mass.  Historical  Commis- 
ion,  who  have  described  this  fine  Georgian  piece  of  architecture 
.s  one  of  the  most  outstanding  public  gems  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  work  of  furthering  the  embellishment  of  the  GAR  Hall  on 
he  first  floor  of  the  Stetson  Hall  has  continued  throughout  1978, 
1th  the  design  to  have  this  section  of  the  building  become  a  mu- 
eum  of  importance  and  the  repository  of  the  scattered  incunabula 
nd  artifacts  of  history. 

In  1977  the  commission  arranged  for  the  repainting  of  the  GAR 
all  in  Federal  Blue  colour,  and  purchased  a  wall/wall  carpet  of 
he  same  shade.     Early  this  year  the  commission  contracted  for  the 
temoval  of  the  huge  Amasa  Stetson  painting  from  the  second  floor 
own  to  the  south  wall  of  the  Hall.     The  Trustees  of  Stetson  Hall 
ave  cooperated  in  the  designing  of  all  the  plans  for  this  endea- 
our . 

An  unfortunate  accident  occurred  after  the  painting  was  em- 
laced,  and  the  canvas  suffered  a  huge  tear.     With  the  indulgence 
f  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  an  expert  on  restoration  of  old  paint- 
ngs  repaired  the  tear  and  restored  the  valuable  painting  at  a  cost 
ore  comforting  to  the  commission  than  early  estimates  had  indi- 
ated,  but,  nevertheless  this  was  an  expenditure  not  contemplated 
n  our  budget  request. 

The  large  glass  enclosure  had  to  be  replaced,  and  a  wrought 
ron  railing  was  installed  in  front  to  protect  the  portrait.  The 
useum  expert  appraised  the  painting  as  a  fine  piece  of  portraiture 
nvaluable  because  of  its  age  -  (estimate  =  $25,000.  and  the  gold 
rame  about  $5,000.). 

The  cleaning,  care,  and  reconditioning  of  the  collection  of 
words  and  firearms  of  Civil  War  vintage  which  are  displayed  in  the 
enter  cabinet  along  the  north  wall,  a  most  valuable  heritage,  and 
rotected  by  an  alarm  system,  has  been  a  worthwhile  expenditure, 
his  work  was  conducted  by  the  expertise  of  the  Randolph  South 
uffolk  Militia,  and  members  of  the  Police  Department. 

Two  ancient  lithographed  coloured  maps  of  early  Randolph,  one 
onated  by  Mrs.  H.  French  of  Braintree ,  have  been  framed  with  plexi- 
lass  and  affixed  to  the  wall  of  the  museum,  and  have  become  the 
ubject  of  much  interest  to  visiting  townsfolk,  as  well  as  to  out 
\f  town  history  buffs,   and  to  University  students  assigned  papers 
!n  historical  subjects. 
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Pictures  of  Randolph  veterans  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  har 
been  cleaned,  restored  and  framed,  and  affixed  to  the  wall  of  the? 
GAR  Hall. 

The  two  marble  memorials  fabricated  in  the  19th  century,  at 
cost  of  $3,500.,  containing  the  names  of  the  men  who  gave  their 
lives  in  this  conflict  between  the  states,  have  been  cleaned.  Ho 
ever,  the  marble  will  need  professional  treatment  to  restore  its 
patina  in  the  future. 

Artifacts  of  early  town  history  are  exhibited  in  the  two  ill 
minated  cabinets  on  the  north  wall  of  the  museum.  Many  of  these 
have  been  donated  by  citizens.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  many  mo 
such  artifacts  can  be  elicited.  It  is  thought  that  there  may  exii 
some  relics  of  the  shoe-boot  industry  which  once  was  the  outstand 
ing  and  basic  economic  contribution  of  our  early  history. 

Work  on  the  restoration  of  a  cabinet  found  to  contain,  behin 
ancient  padlocks ,  an  antique  scales  and  weights  device  formerly 
used  as  the  official  standard  for  the  town's  official  measuring 
regulations.     These  scales,  and  its  accompanying  weights  of  grams 
to  fifty  pounds,  all  in  excellent  condition,  has  been  lately  unde 
examination  with  the  plan  to  remove  it  to  the  GAR  museum. 

In  1979  it  will  have  the  cabinet  refinished,  and  with  the  wcol 
doors  replaced  with  glass  it  will  be  on  view.     The  scales  were  tth 
property  of  the  Commonwealth  which  placed  similar  devices  in  each 
town  and  county,  and  under  the  control  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  sal 
Measures . 

In  former  days  when  townsfolk  dealt  by  barter,  or  sold  the 
products  of  their  husbandry  to  help  pay  their  taxes,  and  the  apot'j 
cary  or  the  green  grocer  dealt  in  scruples,  grams,  ounces,  pounds; 
pecks,  bushels,   quarts  and  gallons,  it  was  most  essential  that  tth ; 
standard  for  weights  and  measures  be  available.     All  grade  school 
children  learned  by  rote  the  litany  of  the  scales  of  measure. 

Several  issues,  1978,  of  the  magazine  published  by  the  Bay 
State  Historical  League,  have  contained  stories  about  the  works  a 
the  Randolph  Commission. 

The  Braintree  Rotary,  the  Randolph  Rotary,  and  WOKW  Radio  Sit 
tion  have  had  brief  accounts  of  the  History  of  Randolph  deliverer 
in  speeches.     Upon  request,  the  Historical  Commission  will  be 
pleased  to  present  to  any  group,  any  chosen  facet  of  its  compiler 
subject  matter  -  geographical,  political,  education,  manufacturii  , 
transportation,  military. 

The  major  project  of  the  commission  during  the  past  year,  ail 
due  to  be  completed  in  1979,  has  been  the  arrangement  of  the  vasij 
accumulation  of  historical  printed  material  and  pictures  into  a 
format  suitable  for  reproduction  on  rolls  of  film  in  a  microfilm, 
microfeche  series.     Investigation  and  consultation  with  a  well 
known  local  company  has  indicated  that  this  reproduction  of  the 
wealth  of  material  can  be  done  at  a  cost  of  $250.   for  1800  8x10" 
pages  of  both  pictures  and  text,  with  duplicates  of  the  same  for 
about  $12.     The  film  rolls  can  then  be  put  into  READER  machines 
for  viewing. 
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Presently  the  School  Department  has  several  of  these  reader - 
nachines ,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  project  will  thus  make  avail- 
able to  students  an  amount  of  knowledge  about  the  town's  history 
which  formerly  was  too  flimsy  to  be  handled.     In  conjunction  with 
the  School  Committee,   and  the  school  departments,   it  is  planned  to 
select  and  collate  all  historical  material  under  specific  headings, 
in  a  fashion  that  will  be  far  more  informative  than  a  printed  his- 
tory.    While  a  Reader  machine  is  a  costly  instrument,   if  budgetary 
arrangements  can  be  effected,  then  this  material  can  be  available 
to  the  townspeople. 

The  prohibitive  cost  of  printing  and  reproducing  pictures  has 
prevented  the  planning  for  an  up-to-date  History  of  Randolph.  The 
Dr.  Pattee  History  of  Braintree  -  1878,  the  Rev.  Butman  History  of 
Randolph  -  1944,   the  Tercentenary  Brief  History  of  Braintree  -  1940, 
and  the  various  volumes  published  incident  to  epochal  celebrations 
}f  the  town  and  the  three  churches  -  Congregational,  St.  Mary's, 
and  First  Baptist  -  remain  an  excellent  source  reservoir  of  infor- 
nation.     There  exists,  therefore,  a  need  for  a  professional  amal- 
gamation of  all  this  truncated  historical  data,  and  an  updating  of 
naterial  evidences.     It  is  hoped  that  the  micro-filming  process  may 
mhance  this  need. 

The  Oakland  Cemetery,  abandoned  and  neglected  for  so  many 
rears ,  and  now  in  a  limbo  of  care,  has  been  the  object  of  the  com- 
aission's  regard  during  the  year.     With  the  indulgence  of  the  High- 
way Department,  and  Mr.  Henry  Rota's  interest  and  regard  for 
listorical  evidences,  work  of  importance  in  restoration  and  cos- 
netic  care  has  progressed. 

Although  the  town  cannot  allot  any  appropriation  for  this  an- 
:ient  small  burial  ground  of  so  many  veterans  of  George  Washington's 
levolutionary  Army,  and  all  the  country's  conflicts  thru  WW  I ,  it 
Ls  of  importance  that  the  contribution  of  these  early  townsfolk  be 
iccorded  a  measure  of  love  and  respect. 

Recently  the  unearthing  of  a  slate  antique  tombstone  with 
musual  decor  in  the  yard  of  a  homestead  attests  to  the  fact  that 
)ur  early  settlers  desired  to  commemorate  their  love  and  affection 
:or  the  departed.     This  unusual  stone,  beautifully  inscribed,  de- 
:ails  the  death  of  a  12  hour  old  child,  dated  May  10,  1831,  one 
^gustus  Terry,   the  son  of  John  and  Sally  Crane.     However,   to  date 
10  amount  of  research  has  determined  where  is  the  grave  or  even  the 
:emetery  for  which  this  memorial  was  destined. 

A  special  commendation  was  received  from  the  Mass.  Historical 
lommission  -  Elaine  Mallory,   for  the  work  on  the  Inventories  of  Old 
lomes  submitted  to  them,   the  descriptive  detail  and  mapping. 

The  excellent  History  of  the  Randolph  Fire  Department  -  1862- 
.975  -  compiled  by  Captain  Delano  Cain,  beautifully  illustrated  and 
jell  documented  in  brochure  form  was  made  available  to  townspeople, 
md  copies  can  still  be  obtained  at  the  Office  of  the  Tax  Collector 
n  the  Town  Hall,  or  at  the  Randolph  Co-Operative  Bank. 

A  copy  of  the  INVENTORY  of  Randolph  Homes,   arranged  with  the 
tssistance  of  the  Ladies  Library  Association,  and  illustrated  with 
laps  by  Ms.   Stella  Krupka ,  and  Mrs.  William  Carr  was  presented  to 
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the  Turner  Library.     The  ongoing  inventory  of  old  homes,  buildings? 
and  sites  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Mass.  Historical  Com 
mission  has  resulted  in  the  identification  of  about  80  of  these 
historical  evidences.     When  the  research  has  been  completed  on  eacc 
building,  a  hand-crafted  wooden  plaque  is  made  available  to  the 
present  owner,  and  these  may  be  seen  in  many  parts  of  the  town. 

The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Mass.  Historical  Commission  has  conducted  a  survey  of  public 
buildings  in  the  town,  buildings  of  historical,  cultural,  and  ar- 
chitectural significance,  photographing  them  and  submitting  their 
findings  for  review.  This  addition  to  the  research  of  historical 
evidences  will  amplify  the  records  of  the  Mass.  Historical  Commis 
sion  as  well. 

Lamination  of  aged  and  flimsy  news  clippings,  old  pictures, 
and  records,  a  plethora  of  such  contributed  and  collected  materia 
is  stored  in  the  cabinets  at  the  Office  of  the  Historical  Commis- 
sion in  the  Granger  Building  -  Annex  to  the  Town  Hall.     This  work 
is  accomplished  by  the  Randolph  High  School. 

Two  cedar-crafted  large  Historical  signs  have  been  arranged 
and  will  be  erected  in  1979,  one  for  the  site  of  the  Randolph  RR 
Station  at  the  corner  of  Depot  and  Warren  Street,  the  other  for 
the  area  of  the  former  Randolph-Holbrook  Station  of  the  N.Y.N.H. 
Hartford  railroad  on  Union  Street.     Both  of  these  will  memorialize 
the  once  important  means  of  transportation  via  rail  -  Boston  to  Ml 
York  -  Fall  River  Line,  and  Boston  to  the  Cape.     Similar  Historic! 
signs  already  exist  at  Tower  Hill,  South  Wagon  Road,  Joshua  Hunt 
Farm,  Central  Cemetery  and  St.  Mary's  Cemetery,  and  North  Randolpp: 
center . 

The  Commission  has  continued  during  the  year  to  receive  an 
abundance  of  referred  enquiries  about  family  history  from  various 
parts  of  the  country.     Without  an  established  geneological  societ'ij 
the  tracing  of  family  roots  is  a  task  fraught  with  time  consuming  | 
detail.     Some  anxious  folk  have  appeared  in  person  hoping  to  fine 
ancestral  evidences,  even  from  as  far  away  as  Idaho  and  California 
One  request  of  like  detail  concerned  the  actual  buildings ,  with 
pictures,  of  all  the  Post  Offices  that  there  were  in  Randolph  ovea 
the  many  years . 

The  Commission  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the  many] 
sources  of  assistance  that  have  contributed  to  the  increasing  abi  ij 
dance  of  encouraging  and  helpful  regard  for  the  work  of  the  Randc  | 
Historical  Commission,  especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  el«* 
ted  officers,  and  various  Boards  of  the  Town,  and  the  many  townsJ 
who  have  evinced  regard  for  the  town's  history.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  TREASURER 


When  elected  Treasurer  in  March  of  1978,   I  set  2  immediate 
;oals .     One  was  to  increase  the  Town's  return  on  investments.  The 
'own  receives  real  estate  tax  payments  in  May  and  November,  and 
governmental  (federal  and  state)   funds  from  time  to  time,  along 
fith  excise  taxes.     Each  week  the  Town  pays  its  bills   (salaries  and 
xpenses)  plus  periodic  payments  of  past  borrowings   (principal  and 
nterest) . 


Planning  in  the  key  factor  in  the  unpredictable  area  of  re- 
eipts  and  the  predictable  area  of  disbursements.     Accordingly,  by 
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keeping  checking  account  balances  low  and  investing  available  casti 
in  daily  interest  accounts  wherever  possible,  the  Town  has  earned! 
interest  in  1978  of  $176,691.16.     For  comparison  purposes,  $28,8013 
was  earned  in  1976-1977,  $27,835.25  in  1975-1976,  $51,831.72  in  Hi 
1975,  and  $36,953.37  in  1973-1974. 

My  second  goal  was  to  make  the  tax  title  system  more  product: I 
For  various  reasons,  many  landowners  do  not  pay  their  taxes.     It  : 
unfair  for  the  tax-paying  citizens  to  have  to  pick  up  the  slack  oi 
those  who  do  not  pay. 

Accordingly,  with  limited  funds  and  personnel,  complicated  b] 
the  sudden  death  in  1978  of  the  long-time  tax  title  expert,  all  t\ 
personnel  of  this  office  made  extra  efforts  to  pursue  the  tax  del:  - 
quents . 

For  the  year  1978  the  Town  thus  received  $95,067.27  from  del: - 
quent  taxpayers.     For  comparison  purposes,  collections  were 
$76,771.07  in  1976-1977,  $68,048.46  in  1975-1976,  $39,668.74  in 
1974-1975,  and  $11,424.23  in  1973-1974. 

None  of  this  could  be  accomplished  without  the  complete  coop- 
eration of  the  four  people  who  work  full  time  in  the  combined  Cleiji 
Treasurer's  office,  and  part-timers  who  have  filled  in  during  the 
maternity  leave  of  one  Senior  Clerk. 

In  addition,  we  have  received  extraordinary  cooperation  fronr 
the  Town  Accountant  and  his  staff,  the  Tax  Collector  and  his  staf 
the  Assessors  and  their  staff,  the  Selectmen  and  their  staff,  andi 
above  all,  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


The  Personnel  Board  completed  its  second  phase  of  a  three- 
year  plan  to  update,   review  and  re-write  all  of  the  position 
descriptions  under  its  jurisdiction.     Research  included  the  16 
surrounding  towns  in  our  contingent  labor  market  and  was  ex- 
panded to  include  a  dozen  other  towns  across  the  state. 
Additionally,   the  Board  reviewed  and  updated  certain  sections 
of  the  Personnel  By-Laws  to  conform  to  recent  State  legislation 
affecting  municipal  employees,   such  as  the  recently  passed  law 
governing  maternity  leave. 

The  Board  took  under  advisement  reclassification  requests 
for  14  different  positions,  recommended  reclassifying  5,  approved 
6  promotions  and  rendered  decisions  on  24  other  matters  relating 
to  the  interpretation  of  the  By-Laws.     The  Board  worked  closely 
with  Town  Counsel  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  three  of  these 
cases  which  were  ultimately  referred  to  the  courts. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  of  the  Department 
Heads  and  town  employees  for  their  continued  cooperation  during 
the  past  year  and  in  particular,   to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town 
Counsel,   the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Personnel  Director  for 
their  day  to  day  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


A  principal  priority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year 
1979  was  implementing  energy  conservation.     An  Organization  to  Pro- 
mote Energy  Conservation  was  formed  and  five  members  named.  An 
Energy  Conservation  Week  was  held  and  a  program  presented  of  inter- 
est to  all  the  citizens  of  the  Town.     Energy  audits  were  conducted 
by  the  Inspection  Department  and  various  economy  measures  adopted. 
All  town  departments  participated  in  this  program. 

A  Crisis  Intervention  Program  was  developed  to  provide  imme- 
diate response  on  a  24-hour  basis  to  homes  that  have  run  out  of 
home  heating  oil.     The  plan  is  for  a  one-time  delivery  of  25  gal- 
lons of  home  heating  oil  to  those  homes  with  verified  emergency 
situations.     Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Randolph  Police  Depart- 
ment, a  Hotline  "963-1219",  is  available  for  citizens  to  partici- 
pate. 

During  the  year  members  of  the  Board  successfully  concluded 
contractual  agreements  with  various  collective  bargaining  groups. 
This  included  settlement  of  a  long-standing  contractual  dispute  be- 
tween the  town  and  members  of  Local  #511,  I.B.P.O.     It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  this  settlement  was  achieved  through  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  without  payment  to  any  professional  negotiator.  This 
concluded  a  two-year  cycle  during  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
assumed  sole  responsibility  in  the  negotiations  with  various  col- 
lective bargaining  units  in  order  to  attain  settlement  of  contract- 
ual disputes. 

As  the  year  ended  the  Board  had  successfully  expedited  pending 
retirement  applications  for  six  members  of  the  Public  Safety  group. 
We  continued  to  meet  with  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  to  as- 
sist in  implementing  a  long-range  program  of  extending  municipal 
services  by  taking  advantage  of  any  or  all  sources  of  Federal  or 
State  Grants,  gifts  or  reimbursements. 

The  Town  enjoyed  a  tax  reduction  again  this  year.     One  of  the 
factors  which  contributed  toward  this  tax  reduction  was  the  succes- 
ful  program  undertaken  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  with  the  encour- 
agement and  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  whereby  a 
substantial  reduction  in  the  total  equalized  valuation  assigned  to 
the  town  by  officials  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  was  substantially 
decreased.     This  is  an  example  of  the  continuing  effort  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  encourage  and  expand  on  the  cooperation  and 
coordination  between  all  boards,   committees  and  commissions. 

Following  the  March  retirement  of  Norman  B.   Silk  who  served 
for  18  years,  Alvin  J.  Yorra  was  welcomed  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  Executive  Secretary  and 
secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   all  of  the  department  heads, 
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all  of  the  Boards,   Committees  and  Commissions,   town  employees,  and 
the  entire  family  of  the  Town  of  Randolph  for  their  cooperation 
for  a  successful  and  progressive  year  for  the  town.

I  herewith  submit  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1979. 

The  year  1979  continued  to  provide  a  record  of  accomplishments 

Despite  a  period  of  almost  runaway  inflation,   soaring  fuel  and 
other  costs,   our  town  was  able  to  fulfill  all  its  obligations. 
Essential  services  have  been  provided  and  expanded;   orderly  exten- 
sion of  water,   sewer  and  drain  lines  continued;  and  our  roadways 
and  sidewalks  improved. 

The  tax  cap  restrictions  imposed  by  Legislative  action  were 
met  and  our  tax  base  was  expanded.     These  factors,  combined  with 
the  outstanding  cooperation  of  town  departments,  provided  a  near 
record  $900,348  in  certified  free  cash,  which  was  directly  applied 
to  our  authorized  appropriations,   and  made  it  possible  for  the  tax 
rate  to  be  reduced  by  $4.50. 

As  this  report  is  submitted,  more  than  $1,000,000.00  in  new 
industrial  construction  is  scheduled  to  be  announced.     These  new 
industries  will  provide  an  additional  200  new  jobs  for  our  citizen 
taxpayers  and  provides  a  graphic  illustration  of  what  the  unfailing 
coordination  and  cooperation  of  every  town  department,  board,  and 
committee  can  attain. 

For  this  and  the  continuing  support  and  assistance  provided 
to  me  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  citizens  of  the  Town,   I  am 
sincerely  grateful  and  appreciative.

The  controversy  over  West  128  continues  to  absorb  considerable 
time  over  the  location  of  West  182  Recovery  System  near  the  Randolph 
Water  shed.

The  first  session  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting  was  convened  at  Ran- 
dolph High  School  on  Monday,  March  19,   1979  at  8:00  P.M.  with 
Moderator  Paul  Alpert  presiding  and  declaring  a  quorum  present.

The  Committee  is  requesting  $5,000  for  an  insurance  adviser 
under  Article  II  of  the  19  78  Town  Warrant.     The  Committee  made  an 
honest  effort  to  comply  with  the  mandate  of  the  Board  of  Selectman 
to  update  the  policies  and  have  them  ready  for  bid  by  September  1, 
19  78,   and  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  expertise  of  an  in- 
surance adviser  is  needed  to  best  protect  the  interest  of  the  Town 
of  Randolph. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  note  that  Mrs.  Judith  Gangel  resigned 
from  the  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectman  replaced  her  with 
Mr.   George  Busnach.

REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Randolph  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1979  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

Your  school  committee  is  composed  of  five  members  who  serve 
without  remuneration  for  a  three  year  term  on  a  staggered  basis. 
The  school  committee  is  charged  with  the  implementation  of  the  edu- 
cational program  under  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,   and  is,   therefore,   an  agent  of  the  State.     The  du- 
ties and  responsibilities  of  the  elected  committee  includes  the 
formation  of  policy,  budget  preparation,  personnel  appointments, 
school  services,  approval  of  curricula,   approval  of  teaching  mate- 
rials,  formation  of  educational  specifications  for  school  construc- 
tion,  implementation  of  federal  programs  and  the  evaluation  of  the 
educational  program. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  committee  are  scheduled  on  the  first 
and  third  Monday  of  every  month  at  8:00  p.m.   in  the  administration 
building.     All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage  you 
to  attend.     During  peak  periods  the  committee  meets  more  frequently. 
For  example,  while  working  on  your  budget   (Nov.,  Dec,  Jan.,  and 
Feb.)   it  is  not  uncommon  for  the  school  committee  to  meet  four  to 
six  times  monthly.     This  year  we  were  encouraged  to  see  more  people 
attend  our  meetings.     We  think  this  is  healthy.     To  continue  this 
trend,  we  have  started  to  hold  some  of  our  meetings  in  the  schools 
and  hope  to  visit  each  school  before  the  year  is  over. 

In  March,   1979,  Dr.  William  Leavitt  was  re-elected  to  serve  a 
three  year  term,  and  Mr.  Robert  Gass  was  elected  to  serve  his  first 
term  as  a  member  of  the  committee  to  replace  Mr.  Albert  J.  Dunn. 
The  committee  expresses  its  gratitude  to  Mr.  Dunn  for  his  hard  work 
on  the  committee  on  behalf  of  the  children  of  Randolph. 

The  committee  reaffirms  its  commitment  to  the  citizens  of  ran- 
dolph  to  provide  the  best  education  possible  and  to  keep  the  cost 
to  a  minimum.     Although  our  fiscal  autonomy  has  been  restricted 
during  fiscal  1980  and  1981  with  the  tax  cap,  and  our  enrollment 
continues  to  decline,  we  still  face  heavy  pressure  on  our  budget 
to  increase.     This  is  caused  by  inflation,   energy  demands,  continued 
federal  and  state  mandates,  and  a  need  to  bargain  collectively  with 
our  staff.     Rest  assured  that  we  make  every  effort  within  our  power 
to  control  our  budget  and  to  reduce  it  in  every  way  possible  without 
destroying  our  fine  school  system.     Examples  of  these  areas  of  sav- 
ings are  found  in  energy  conservation,   staff  reduction,  bulk  pur- 
chasing and  tight  inventory  control. 

During  this  year  we  were  indeed  fortunate  to  replace  Mr. 
Thomas  Warren,  our  esteemed  retiring  superintendent,  with  a  man  who 
served  us  with  distinction  as  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr. 
John  E.   Ziono.     In  addition,  we  were  able  to  employ  as  his  replace- 
ment Mrs.  Lyn  Huttunen  who  came  to  us  with  impeccable  credentials. 
Our  new  administrative  team  is  off  to  a  flying  start  and  has  in  a 
short  time  done  much  to  improve  our  system. 
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We  are,   in  cooperation  with  the  Town,   cutting  back  on  the  num- 
bers and  length  of  the  building  and  department  reports  in  an  effortt 
to  cut  costs.     The  full  text  of  all  reports  are  available  at  the 
office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Townspeople 
for  their  continued  support.     Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  entirr 
staff  of  the  school  department  and  all  town  departments  who  have 
contributed  to  the  welfare  of  our  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  members  of  the  Randolph  School  Committee  and  all  other 
citizens  of  the  Town,   I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.     The  past  year  has  been  one  of  review, 
change,  and  growth. 

The  first  few  months  of  1979  were  devoted  to  the  immediate  tass 
of  settling  in  organizationally  to  the  new  position  and  to  the  hir- 
ing of  a  new  assistant  superintendent.     This  was  conducted  in  an 
open  manner  and  we  were  indeed  fortunate  to  employ  Mrs.  Lyn 
Huttunen  in  this  position. 

During  the  year  we  kept  asking  the  questions,   is  this  the  best 
way  to  accomplish  our  task,  and  secondly,   is  there  a  more  cost  ac- 
countable way  to  do  so?     In  addition,  we  are  concerned  that  we  con- 
duct our  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  of  our  community., 
In  this  area,  with  the  approval  of  the  school  committee,  we  embarke 
upon  the  monumental  task  of  doing  a  total  needs  assessment  of  our 
system.     During  1980  you  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  respond 
to  an  assessment  instrument.     This  should  generate  the  data  we  need 
to  further  study  and  redefine  the  role  of  the  schools  in  Randolph. 

I  believe  the  following  brief  review  will  give  an  insight  as 
to  the  changes  made  during  this  first  year. 

Community  relations.     Much  effort  has  been  expended  in  opening 
up  as  many  lines  as  possible  from  the  schools  to  the  community.  In 
this  area  we  have  developed  and  carried  out  an  "open  door"  policy. 
Phone  calls  are  responded  to  promptly.     All  correspondence  is  an- 
swered and  requests  for  appointments  with  the  central  office  staff 
are  granted  whenever  possible.     We  have  worked  cooperatively  with 
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community  service  groups  such  as  the  Kiwanis  and  Rotary  Clubs  to 
carry  out  school  related  programs. 

The  development  of  parent  groups,   such  as  P.T.O.'s,  advisary 
councils,  etc.,  have  been  encouraged.     We  have  accepted  all  invita- 
tions from  community  groups  to  meet  with  them  or  to  serve  as  speak- 
ers for  their  programs.     In  summary,  we  stand  for  an  open  school 
system  and  much  has  been  accomplished  in  this  area. 

Teacher  Evaluation.     In  addition  to  dollar  accountability,  it 
is  important  to  have  staff  accountability.     During  this  past  year 
a  new  teacher  evaluation  instrument,   including  a  new  review  process, 
was  implemented.     Forms  were  developed  to  allow  our  administrators 
to  assess  individual  teacher  lessons  and  to  summarize  to  this  of- 
fice and  the  school  committee  the  work  of  each  teacher.     These  re- 
ports are  reviewed  twice  annually  for  non- tenure  teachers  and  once 
annually  for  tenured  teachers.     In  addition,  we  are  developing  pro- 
cedures and  forms  to  assess  the  work  of  all  school  administrators. 

Project  Funding.     We  continue  to  vigorously  pursue  all  possi- 
bilities for  State,  Federal  and  Private  funds.     In  1979,   in  addition 
to  receiving  all  entitlement  grants  under  Title  I,  Title  IVB,  Occu- 
pational Education  and  Special  Education,  we  wrote  and  received 
added  funds  in  special  competitive  grants  in  the  areas  of  Title  IVC, 
a  special  language  project  with  the  Boston  School  for  the  Deaf  in 
the  amount  of  $40,245.     Also,  Chapter  636-cultural  education  grants 
as  follows:     Stetson  School  and  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Center, 
$11,981.;     McNeil  School  and  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Center,  $11,981.; 
Tower  Hill  and  Young  Schools  with  the  Concert  Dance  Company, 
$26,342.;     Lyons  School  with  the  Boston  Zoological  Society,  $12,749.; 
and  finally,  "Project  Open  Door",  an  occupational  program  for  spe- 
cial needs  pupils  in  the  amount  of  $181,949.     This  money  is  to  serve 
Dupils  from  seven  area  towns  and  two  vocational  schools.     The  dollar 
amount  to  Randolph  is  approximately  $22,000.     These  incentive  grants 
total  approximately  $125,000.   and  stand  as  a  tribute  to  the  diligence 
Df  our  staff.     This  is  an  extremely  high  total  for  a  town  of  our 
L  3ize. 

Other  noteworthy  accomplishments  were  the  following: 

'  L.       Development  of  a  junior  high  cooperative  program  at  the  North 
Junior  High  for  deaf  children  with  the  Boston  School  for  the 
Deaf.     This  program  complements  similar  programs  in  the  Devine 

^  and  grade  six,  J.F.  Kennedy  Schools. 

I.      The  training  of  all  physical  education  teachers  in  methods  of 

adaptive  physical  education  to  assist  pupils  with  physical  prob- 
lems . 

i.  Co-sponsorship  of  an  Adult  Drug  Awareness  Program  with  the  Ran- 
dolph Kiwanis  Club.  Credit  is  given  to  Mark  Indech  and  the  men 
of  Kiwanis  for  this  excellent  program. 

.  f.       Child  abuse  procedures  have  been  developed  and  programs  held  to 

assist  our  staff  to  understand  and  assist  children  in  cases  where 
abuse  is  known  or  suspected. 
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5.  An  affirmative  action  plan,   as  part  of  our  continuing  efforts 
to  comply  with  State  and  Federal  laws  and  regulations,  has  beeei 
developed  in  cooperation  with  the  Randolph  Fair  Practices  Com- 
mittee.    This  plan  covering  hiring  procedures,   staff  promotions 
and  purchasing  of  services  and  goods  was  implemented  this  year' 

6.  Review  and  revision  of  the  school  health  services  was  completed 
including  redefining  the  position  of  school  doctor  and  the  traa. 
ing  of  our  health  services  students  to  assist  the  school  nurseu 
in  our  scoliosis  screening  program.

During  1979  two  of  our  most  highly  respected  professional  staff 
members  passed  away,  Mrs.  Rosalyn  Sirota,  a  special  education  tuton, 
and  Mrs.  Anita  Rapp ,  guidance  counselor  assistant.     Both  women  mader 
outstanding  contributions  to  our  schools  and  their  deaths  were  un- 
timely and  a  great  loss  to  our  system. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Town,   the  following  reports,  which  wer; 
previously  printed  in  their  entirety,  are  herewith  condensed. 


Report  of  the  Principal,  High  School 

Business  Education  Department  -    The  Business  Education  Depart; 
ment  continues  to  offer  a  broad  spectrum  of  business  courses  which 
are  geared  to  provide  students  with  those  specialized  knowledges 
and  skills  that  are  in  agreement  with  their  interests  and  capabili- 
ties and  which  enable  them  to  meet  the  requirements  of  today's  job 
market.     In  addition  to  skill  training,  increased  emphasis  is  bein£ 
placed  on  the  development  of  favorable  attitudes,  ethics,  ideals, 
and  work  habits  that  contribute  for  successful  everyday  living. 

A  number  of  field  trips  to  business  sites  were  provided  to 
bring  business  students  into  contact  with  the  professional  business 
world  prior  to  their  graduation.     In  addition,   in-house  field  trips 
featuring  guest  speakers  on  relevant  business  topics  were  also  ar- 
ranged. ' 

Mr.  Nicholas  Mackey,  Coordinator  of  the  Business  Education  De- 
partment, submitted  a  comprehensive  report  and  inventory  to  the 
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School  Committee  of  all  typewriters  in  the  Department  with  a  recom- 
mendation that  a  definitive  7-year  trade-in  policy  be  established 
to  spread  out  capital  expenditures  for  machines.     Mr.  Mackey  was 
commended  for  his  report  and  although  his  recommendation  for  a  7- 
year  trade-in  policy  was  not  accepted  as  definite  policy,  the 
School  Committee  unanimously  voted  that  the  report,   along  with  ad- 
ministration recommendations,  will  be  used  as  a  guideline  for  future 
budgetary  considerations  in  the  Business  Education  Department.  As 
a  result,   the  Department  was  able  to  trade  in  several  of  its  older 
typewriters  and  now  has  typewriters  no  older  than  7  years. 

English  Department  -  The  English  Department  was  in  its  second 
year  of  a  three  year  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  Grant  in 
concert  with  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,   Boston.     Participating  in  the 
program  were  sophomore  American  Literature  students  and  senior  Hu- 
manities students.     During  the  year,   the  students  and  their  teachers 
were  involved  in  ten  trips  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.     In  the  spring 
of  1979  a  professional  potter  and  a  professional  painter  were  in 
residence  at  Randolph  High  School  as  part  of  the  NEH  grant.  Students, 
teachers,   and  museum  personnel  developed  a  curriculum  in  Art  and  Lit- 
erature which  focuses  on  arts  criteria  as  it  relates  to  the  visual 
arts  and  the  literary  arts  as  well  as  a  humanities  curriculum  which 
incorporates  the  artist's  experience  and  his  legacy  as  a  part  of  the 
humanities . 

On  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum,   the  English  Department  fa- 
culty was  intensely  involved  in  the  establishing  of  The  Basic  Skills 
Improvement  Policy  which  has  been  mandated  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education  for  implementation  in  1980.     Working  as  a  committee, 
department  members  identified  and  sequenced  skills,   studied  mastery 
concepts  and  minimum  concepts,   instructional  and  remediation  strate- 
gies,  in  preparation  for  the  plan  which  will  be  filed  with  the  State 
Department,   and  in  preparation  for  the  evaluation  of  students  which 
twill  occur  in  1980. 

Foreign  Language  Department  -  As  part  of  the  effort  to  relate 
Foreign  Languages  to  Careers,   a  group  of  Seniors  engaged  in  a  series 
of  field  trips  to  businesses  where  Spanish  is  used  on  the  job. 

The  French  Club  had  the  opportunity  to  put  their  skills  to  prac- 
;  tical  use  on  a  three  day  trip  to  Quebec. 

Two  new  courses  were  added  in  French  and  in  Spanish  for  fourth 
year  students.     The  students  have  the  opportunity  to  use  their  for- 
eign language  to  communicate  in  practical  situations  related  to 
travel  and  careers.     This  year's  major  goal  for  the  Foreign  Language 
Department  has  been  the  creation  of  departmental  final  exams,  to 
evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  our  teaching  of  the  four  skills. 

Library/Media  Center  -  The  school  year  1979-1980,  now  well  under 
way,   seems  to  be  one  of  substance  and  further  consolidation  of  re- 
sources and  efforts.     The  extra  efforts  in  developing  a  well-rounded 
video  tape  library  are  beginning  to  bring  dividends.  Instructional 
activities  with  classroom  teachers  are  continuing  in  quantity  and 
quality .

ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Library/Media  collection  has  had  several  valuable  additions: 
both  from  Town  and  Title  IV  B  funding.     Particularly,   this  year  our 
purchase  of  the  Social  Issues  Resource  Series  has  been  well  receive* 
This  series  purchased  through  Title  IV  B  funds  will  be  a  great  re- 
source aid  for  years  to  come. 

Mathematics  Department  -  The  Mathematics  Department  is  offering 
an  extensive  selection  of  courses  which  span  the  abilities  and  needs 
of  the  students  at  Randolph  High  School.  An  Advanced  Placement  pro- 
gram allows  capable  students  to  complete  the  equivalent  of  freshman 
college  math  in  their  fourth  year  of  high  school. 

Mathematics  course  offerings  for  career  oriented  students  in- 
clude applied  math,  elementary  geometry,   elementary  algebra,  prac- 
tical trig,  and  math  for  technical  careers  giving  these  students  the 
meaningful  application  needed  for  their  career  courses. 

Computer  programming  in  BASIC  and  FORTRAN  are  now  offered  in 
house  through  the  facilities  of  the  new  data  processing  center. 

Science  Department  -  Enrollment  in  the  twenty-eight  different  .-, 
science  courses  offered  this  year  dropped  slightly  to  approximately 
1600  students  distributed  over  85  sections.     Twenty-eight  different 
science  courses  were  offered  this  year,  Introduction  to  Space  Sci- 
ence being  a  new  addition  to  our  mini-course  selections.     The  Intro- 
duction to  Marine  Science  course  and  the  IIS  Earth  Science  courses 
piloted  last  year  have  been  formally  added  to  our  overall  curricu- 
lum offerings. 

In  spite  of  a  decreasing  enrollment,   last  year's  graduating 
seniors  completed  on  the  average  the  equivalent  of  3.05  full  year 
science  courses  per  student  -  a  high  figure  compared  to  other  high 
schools  in  the  State. 

Social  Studies  Department  -  The  Social  Studies  Department  was 
strengthened  by  a  new  requirement  that  all  College  Preparatory  So- 
phomores must  take  a  semester  of  United  States  History.     This  eli- 
minates the  long-time  gap  that  existed  between  the  8th  and  11th 
grades  and  also  insures  that  the  department's  skill  building  efforts 
will  go  on  uninterrupted. 

Some  of  the  year's  highlights  were  the  United  Nations  trip  by 
approximately  30  Advanced  Placement  students,   the  Close  Up  week  in 
Washington  and  several  field  trips  to  Superior  Court  in  Boston. 
As  1979  was  ending,  plans  were  under  way  to  involve  the  department 
in  two  community  projects;     helping  to  compile  a  history  of  the 
town,  and  joining  with  the  town  to  promote  energy  conservation. 


Report  of  Auxiliary  Services 


Department  expenses  for  the  1979  reporting  year  amounted  to 
$899,864.   for  instructional  services,  $1,685.  for  new  and  replace- 
ment equipment,   $231,794.   for  private  school  tuitions,  and  $48,519. 
for  children  placed  in  public  schools  and  collaborative  programs. 
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Transportation  costs  were  $96,336.     Total  costs  for  the  reporting 
year,  including  Summer  Recreation  of  $9,062.,  were  $1,287,260. 

The  number  of  children  served  in  all  programs  was  799.  Twenty 
five  children  attended  pre-school  programs,   forty-one  attended  pri- 
vate day  schools  and  twenty  attended  private  residential  schools. 
The  Cooperative  Mental  Health  Component  at  the  Randolph  High  School 
served  one  hundred  fifty-two  children  and  parents. 


Report  of  the  Director  of  Music 

The  music  education  program  in  Randolph  is  basically  the  same 
as  it  has  been  for  the  last  few  years.     We  now  have  three  teachers 
:in  the  elementary  schools,  and  one  full  time  teacher  instructs  all 
sixth  grades  which  are  housed  in  the  junior  high  schools.  Music 
classes  are  being  offered  in  the  traditional  courses,  and  we  also 
offer  courses  in  music  skills  such  as  piano,  drum,  and  guitar 
courses.     All  chorus  and  band  members  are  encouraged  to  compete  in 
SEMSBA  and  So.  East  Festivals  in  order  to  expand  their  musical  hori 
zons.     The  program  at  the  high  school  is  something  the  system  can 
be  proud  of  because  of  the  quality  both  vocally  and  instrumentally . 
This  year  we  have  exposed  our  students  in  our  own  groups  to  Civic 
and  Educational  organizations.     The  culmination  was  probably  the 
workshop  and  concert  at  Curry  College  which  was  sponsored  by  the 
Randolph  Rotary  Club.     Mr.  Berry  and  Ms.  Saviet  have  worked  many 
additional  hours  and  have  done  an  outstanding  job  with  their  per- 
forming groups . 


Report  of  the  Director  of  Guidance 

The  Guidance  Department  of  the  Randolph  Public  School  System 
las  made  a  number  of  significant  contributions  to  the  educational 
system.     During  the  Spring  of  1979  a  "Sports  Information  Night"  was 
leld  at  Randolph  High  School.     Information  and  advice  was  given  re- 
garding college  athletic  programs  and  specific  programs  which  car- 
ried financial  aid  for  participants.     In  December  of  1979  the  High 
jSchool  Counselors  organized  a  "Financial  Aid  Night"  which  dealt  en- 
tirely with  how  to  apply  for  financial  aid.     During  the  school  year 
1979-80  all  Guidance  Newsletters  are  being  sent  home  to  parents  of 
Junior  and  Senior  Class  members. 

During  the  fall  of  1979,  evening  programs  were  offered  at  each 
elementary  and  junior  high  school  to  explain  the  California  Testing 
'rogram. 

A  special  note  of  congratulations  to  Portia  Perry  for  being  se 
.ected  for  the  "Educator  of  the  Year  Award"  by  the  Junior  Ladies 
library  Association  of  Randolph. 


Report  of  the  Reading  Supervisors 

Reading  personnel  in  the  Randolph  Public  Schools  strive  toward 
.nsuring  that  high  standards  of  reading  excellence  are  maintained 
throughout  the  school  system. 
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This  past  school  year  found  Randolph  involved,   as  was  every 
other  school  district,   in  learning  about  the  Basic  Skills  Improve- 
ment Policy.     This  policy  requires  each  community  to  establish 
minimum  standards  for  students  in  particular  skills  areas,  with 
reading  ranked  as  a  specific  target  area.     These  standards  are  to 
be  established  at  a  grade  level  designated  as  early  elementary, 
later  elementary,   and  at  secondary  levels. 

Acting  as  a  sub-committee  of  the  general  competency  committee,, 
a  reading  committee  composed  of  teachers,   administrators,  parents, 
etc. ,  was  formed  to  devise  a  basic  skills  improvement  plan.  There- 
fore, as  a  first  step,   it  seemed  advisable  to  examine  a  cross- 
section  of  the  reading  program  in  use  in  the  elementary  schools  to 
see  if  indeed  one  program  was  superior,   or  inferior,   to  another  onet, 
or  if  all  programs  in  question  did  in  fact  deal  with  all  the  skillsj 
necessary  to  be  minimally  competent. 

A  careful  survey  of  the  scope  and  sequence  of  all  programs 
showed  that  each  provided  initial  instruction,  gave  practice  in  thee 
use  of  skills,   and  that  each  program  offered  maintenance  of  the 
skills  at  higher  levels.     The  reading  committee  formulated  a  task 
group  to  look  at  current  objective  data,  such  as  achievement  and 
criterion  referenced  tests  to  determine  levels  of  mastery,  as  well 
as  levels  in  need  of  review. 

The  reading  personnel  have  implemented  and  will  continue  to 
put  forth  positive  efforts  to  insure  the  attainment  of  basic  skillis, 
as  well  as  aiding  all  students  to  reach  their  potential  for  learn- 
ing. 


Report  of  the  Principal,  John  F.  Kennedy  Junior  High  School 

During  1979  the  John  F.  Kennedy  School  has  had  a  series  of  sp^i 
cial  activities  designed  to  present  students  in  a  personal  way  witt 
a  more  integrated  picture  of  recent  historical  figures  and  events. 
In  addition,  we  have  had  other  programs  and  presentations  designed  I 
to  stimulate  and  enrich  the  lives  of  our  junior  high  students. 
Some  of  the  year's  highlights  are  listed  below: 

1.  One  week  in  November  was  set  aside  as  "John  F.  Kennedy  Week". 
Films  on  J.F.K.'s  life  and  times  were  shown  and  an  essay  con- • 
test  was  held  and  trophies  presented.     Mr.  David  Powers, 
Curator  of  the  J.F.K.  Library,   and  confidant  of  President 
Kennedy,  was  guest  speaker. 

2.  Also  in  November  a  Parents  Night  Program  was  held  during  whicl 
a  concert  was  presented  and  the  Language  Department  held  a  pre 
sentation  of  holiday  customs  and  celebrations. 

3.  In  January  a  week-long  program  designed  to  acquaint  students 
with  the  late  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King's  work  was  held.  Studenl 
learned  of  Dr.  King's  great  contribution  to  our  society  in  th< 
field  of  Civil  Rights.     The  week  was  highlighted  with  a  speed  ] 
by  Senator  William  Owens  and  a  movie  of  the  life  and  times  of  l( 
Dr.  King.  \ 
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4.  A  special  assembly  honoring  Abraham  Lincoln  was  held  in  Febru- 
ary.    A  professional  actor  excellently  portrayed  events  in 
Lincoln's  life,  including  the  Civil  War  and  the  proclamation 
ending  slavery. 

5.  A  Poet-in-Residence  Program  was  continued  for  the  second  con- 
secutive year.     This  year's  poet  was  Ms.  Therese  Cader,  under 
whose  direction  students  produced  many  poems  on  a  variety  of 
subj  ects . 

These  accomplishments  would,   of  course,  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  professional  and  enthusiastic  participation  of  a  par- 
ticularly able  faculty  whose  goal  is  to  challenge  and  uplift  the 
educational  lives  of  our  young  students  during  their  years  at  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  School. 


Report  of  the  Principal,  North  Junior  High  School 

The  North  Junior  High,  in  developing  a  sound  educational  pro- 
gram for  the  80' s,  has  followed  the  educational  goals  for  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

All  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  the  same 
studies  with  the  exception  of  foreign  languages.     The  various  sub- 
jects are  geared  to  meet  the  individual  abilities,  interests,  and 
needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  following  is  the  program  of  studies:     French,  Spanish, 
English,  Mathematics,   Science,  Social  Studies,  Art,  Music,  Shop 
(Wood  and  Metal) ,  Home  Economics   (Cooking  and  Clothing) ,  Reading, 
and  Physical  Education. 

Realizing  the  educational  importance  of  exposing  students  to 
related  arts  courses  at  this  age,  North  Junior  High  has  implemented 
various  curriculum  offerings. 

North  Junior  High  has  initiated  various  exploratory  methods  of 
exposing  the  early  adolescent  to  new  subject  matter  and  activity 
programs  which  would  better  acquaint  students  with  a  wider  range  of 
interests . 

North  Junior  High,   in  addition  to  courses  offered  in  an  ex- 
ploratory arts  program,  related  arts  enrichment  courses  are  being 
implemented  by  utilizing  mind  courses  for  a  selected  time,  usually 
in  the  Spring. 

Intramurals  at  North  Junior  High  are  designed  to  have  as  many 
students  involved  both  before  and  after  school  athletic  programs. 
A  number  of  parent/ teacher  programs  are  planned  with  a  strong  test- 
ing program  instituted  for  proper  placement. 

The  English  Department  for  the  second  year  sponsored  a  Poet-in- 
Residence,  funded  by  The  Artists'  Foundation.  Under  the  tutelage  of 
Carlos  Martinez,  poet,  students  experienced  knowing  a  poet,  studying 
his  craft,   and  writing  poetry  of  their  own. 
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The  Math  Department  is  preparing  for  implementation  of  the 
state  mandated  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program. 

The  school  year  consists  of  many  divergent  and  enrichment  ac- 
tivities for  the  students.     Field  trips  at  the  school  are  enrichment 
and  cultural  experiences. 


Report  of  Director  of  Food  Services 

The  primary  objective  of  the  school  lunch  program  is   (1)  to 
provide  nutritious  meals  of  high  quality,  meeting  one  third  of  basi< 
food  needs  for  children;     (2)  to  serve  these  meals  on  a  non-profit 
basis;     (3)   to  develop  sound  food  habits;     (4)   to  provide  a  pleasant 
setting  for  the  development  of  social  skills.     In  addition  to  our 
regular  lunch  program,  breakfast  is  available  to  students  in  the 
Randolph  Schools. 

A  total  of  over  one  half  million  lunches  were  served  in  the 
schools.     A  total  of  113,104  breakfasts  were  served.     Students  are 
offered  alternate  menu  items.     Our  staff  totals  43  Civil  Service  em- 
ployees, including  the  Director  of  Food  Services  and  secretary.  Oun 
labor  force  is  supplemented  by  availability  of  substitutes  who  are 
also  certified  by  Civil  Service. 

To  every  employee  of  the  Randolph  School  System,  and  in  particn 
lar  to  Mrs.  Lyn  Huttunen  and  Mr.  Richard  Coburn,  I  extend  my  thanks; 
for  their  support  and  outstanding  work  on  behalf  of  the  children  of 
the  Town  of  Randolph.     To  the  various  Town  Departments,  and  in  par-' 
ticular  to  the  Randolph  School  Committee,  I  extend  my  heartfelt 
appreciation  for  all  that  they  have  done  to  support  our  school  sys- 
tem.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  report  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  for  the  Randolph  Public  Schools.     Although  I  have 
served  in  this  capacity  for  less  than  a  year,  it  has  been  a  very 
challenging  and  rewarding  period  of  time. 

A  major  thrust  of  effort  within  the  community  has  been  a  total 
Needs  Assessment  of  our  school  system.     The  process  involves 
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democratic  decision-making  and  citizen  involvement  in  the  identifi- 
cation of  needs  in  the  schools.     It  further  links  students,  profes- 
sional staff  members  and  local  citizens  in  coordination  of  the 
educational  program  with  the  community's  needs  and  aspirations. 

With  support  of  the  School  Committee,   a  Steering  Committee  was 
established  to  design  and  monitor  a  three  phase  program  of  activi- 
ties.    Members  of  this  committee  are:     (1.)  representatives  from 
the  community  -  Jean  Albert,  Brenda  Berger,  Elcha  Buckman,  Reva 
Castaline,  Mary  DiCenso,  Ruth  and  Edward  Frack,  Elaine  Goldberg, 
Robert  Greenblatt,  Mark  Indech,  John  McDonald,   Susan  Sternberg, 
Kathy  Sullivan,  Nancy  Swartz,  James  Toole  and  Lois  Washington; 
(2.)  students  from  the  high  school  -  Nancy  Bornstein,  Mitchell 
:  Glanz,  Wendy  Lutz,   Sandy  Zervos  and  Marc  Zukowski ;     and  (3.)  rep- 
resentatives from  the  professional  staff  -  Fred  Blanchard,  Paul 
Connors,  Rita  Cramer,   Bob  Ettinger,  Joseph  Fitzgerald,  Howard 
Holmes,   Grace  Mattern,  Arthur  Melia,  Dick  Sullivan,  Herbert  Wolfer, 
John  Zoino  (ex  officio) ,  and  myself. 

The  first  phase  of  the  program  was  goal  setting.     Two  communi- 
ty conferences,  a  student  conference  and  school  building  and  de- 
partmental meeting  within  the  schools  provided  data  from  200 
f  residents,  125  students  and  326  staff  members.     The  Steering  Com- 
mittee used  the  data  to  determine  twenty-two  goal  statements  for 
the  students  and  the  school  system. 

The  second  phase  of  the  process  was  the  actual  measurement  of 

how  well  the  schools  are  meeting  the  goals.     A  series  of  sub- 
;  committees  were  established  to  accomplish  the  measurement.  The 

first  sub-committee  designed  a  questionnaire  that  was  sent  to  a 
i  random  sampling  of  the  population  in  early  1980.     Members  of  this 

sub-committee  co-chaired  by  Al  Galante  and  Paul  Hannigan  were: 
I  James  E.  Brochert,  Robert  Greenblatt,  Ron  Romboli,  Carl  Rosenthal 
;  and  Roberta  Strauss,  community  representatives  and  Paul  Connors, 

myself,   and  Bette  Kireilis ,   school  representatives.     The  effort  ex- 
i  tended  by  school  personnel  and  members  of  the  community  to  assess 
j  accomplishments  and  needs  created  a  meaningful  partnership  in 

p rob lem- s o 1 ving . 

The  third  phase  is  projected  for  completion  in  the  Spring  of 
1980.     This  phase  will  include  placing  the  needs  in  priority  order 
I  for  recommended  implementation  over  a  five  year  period. 

Continuing  the  thrust  of  partners  in  education,   a  High  School 
Advisory  Committee  was  established  in  April  of  1979.     The  committee 
i  focused  on  two  major  types  of  activities  -  long  range  needs  of  high 
I  school  youth  and  short  range  intervention  techniques  to  address 
!  specific  problems.     Membership  of  the  committee  included  members  of 
:  the  School  Committee,   administration,   teachers,  parents  and  commu- 
!  nity  members.     Results  included  a  new  design  for  the  Randolph  High 
School  Student  Handbook,  better  control  of  the  student  parking  lot, 
;  and  a  cooperative  endeavor  that  resulted  in  a  well  attended,  ex- 
1  citing  Senior  Prom  devoid  of  major  problems. 

The  committee  was  reorganized  in  the  Fall  of  1979  to  include 
students,   teachers  and  community  members.     Its  purpose  is  to  serve 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  administration  of  High  School.  The 
co-chairpersons  are  Arthur  Melia,  high  school  science  teacher  and 
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Sandy  Zervos ,  high  school  senior.     Included  in  their  activities  is 
a  study  of  Disaffected  Youth. 

At  the  elementary  school  level,  Parent-Teacher  Organizations 
have  gained  momentum  and  continued  the  partnership  concept  by  pro- 
moting after  school  enrichment  activities,   cultural  experiences  and 
a  Council  for  the  Presidents  of  each  school  organization.  Improved 
communication  and  exciting  programs  for  children  are  two  of  the  ma- 
jor outcomes  of  note. 

A  Parent  Advisory  Council  for  Title  I  is  another  exciting  part 
nership  in  our  schools.     Title  I  is  part  of  the  Elementary  and  Sec- 
ondary Education  Act  (ESEA)   of  1965.     It  is  a  federally  sponsored 
program  designed  to  give  reinforcement  and  tutoring  in  basic  skills 
to  children  who  have  certain  educational  needs. 

In  Randolph,   the  Title  I  project,  Project  CLIMB,   is  composed 
of  two  component  parts,  one  elementary  program  and  a  junior  high 
program,  under  the  direction  of  Jane  Hyman.     Through  small  group 
instruction,   children  are  given  the  opportunity  to  progress  in  sev- 
eral basic  skill  areas.     Classroom  teachers  and  parents  all  work 
together  with  the  Title  I  staff  to  ensure  that  each  child  is  given 
instruction  best  suited  to  meet  his/her  needs. 

Additional  federal  funds  secured  through  a  competitive  process^ 
brought  an  exciting  new  program  to  Randolph  this  year  entitled 
Project  Reach.     A  performing  arts  program  designed  for  upper  ele- 
mentary children,  Project  Reach  is  one  of  fourteen  programs  for  the? 
Gifted  and  Talented  in  Massachusetts  under  Title  IV-C  of  the  Element 
tary  and  Secondary  Education  Act.     Nancy  Connelly  is  the  Project 
Director. 

Unique  in  its  approach,  the  program  provides  an  opportunity  foo 
groups  of  children  from  grades  four,  five  and  six  from  the  public 
schools,  Saint  Mary's  School  and  the  Boston  School  to  work  cooper- 
atively in  a  creative  theatre  experience.     Under  the  direction  of 
two  professional  actors  from  the  National  Theatre  of  the  Deaf,  hearr 
ing  and  hearing- impaired  children  participate  in  communication 
through  mime,  sign  and  creative  dramatics. 

In  addition  to  the  creative  outcomes  of  the  experience,  hear- 
ing and  hearing-impaired  children  are  learning  to  communicate  com- 
fortably with  each  other  and  are  increasing  in  their  understanding 
of  ways  to  transcend  handicaps. 

Thirty-nine  academically  Talented  and  Gifted  children  are  alsc 
participating  in  a  new  pilot  program  this  year  designed  for  student 
of  grades  three  and  four.     The  program  focuses  on  higher  cognitive  I 
skill  development  activities  such  as  reasoning,  problem-solving  and 
synthesizing  data  under  the  direction  of  Judith  Vassil,  Gifted/ 
Talented  Specialist. 

An  additional  program  designed  for  Gifted  and  Talented  student 
in  the  area  of  science  at  the  high  school  is  a  new  program  in  Physi 
cal  Science  for  students  in  grade  nine.  Concepts  and  laboratory  ac 
tivities  were  designed  to  focus  on  abstract  thinking  and  reasoning. 
A  summer  workshop  facilitated  the  curriculum  design  which  is  cur- 
rently being  implemented. 
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In  the  area  of  mathematics,   a  group  of  math  teachers  working 
tfith  a  teacher  of  Auxiliary  Services  developed  a  sequential  instruc- 
tional guide  for  the  teaching  of  basic  math  skills  in  grades  seven 
:o  ten.     During  grades  seven  and  eight  the  emphasis  is  on  computa- 
;ional  skill  development  with  the  application  of  these  skills  the 
najor  focal  point  in  grades  nine  and  ten.     Units  include  work  in 
measurement,  geometry,   charts  and  graphs,  estimation,  using  a  cal- 
culator,  and  elementary  algebraic  concepts. 

A  computer  technology  program  was  also  initiated  this  year  at 
he  High  School.     Funded  by  a  federal  grant  written  by  Dr.  Vincent 
luzzi,   the  first  year  has  provided  a  Digital  Equipment  Corporation 
omputer  system  with  eight  remote  access  terminals.     A  data  process- 
ng  center  has  been  established  at  the  High  School  in  order  to  pro- 
ide  instructional  service  this  year  by  way  of  two  course  offerings, 
ata  Processing  I  and  Introduction  to  Data  Processing.     Eighty  stud- 
nts  are  currently  enrolled  in  the  Career  Development  Data  Process- 
ng  courses. 

Another  noteworthy  curriculum  offering  is  our  C.P.R.  training 
rogram.     As  an  emergency  training  program  designed  to  save  the 
ives  of  victims  of  cardiac  arrest,  teachers  and  students  are  being 
rained  in  this  basic  life  support  technique.     To  date,  122  students 
ave  taken  the  course  which  is  coordinated  with  the  Southeast  Chap- 
er  of  the  American  Heart  Association  and  volunteer  instructors  from 
rea  fire  departments. 

In  the  Social  Studies  area,  several  curriculum  programs  are  pre- 
3ntly  being  implemented.     At  grades  one  and  two  a  new  program  en- 
Ltled  Windows  on  Our  World  provides  basic  knowledge  drawn  from 
istory,  geography,  and  related  social  sciences  in  order  for  child- 
an  to  develop  an  understanding  of  themselves  and  others  as  indi- 
Lduals ,  members  of  groups,  and  inhabitants  of  Planet  Earth.  This 
apresents  the  first  part  of  a  total  elementary  program  to  be  phased 
i  over  the  next  few  years.     A  curriculum  guide  of  skills  forms  the 
ramework  for  the  program. 

In  addition,  an  exciting  new  map  reading  program  was  introduced 
ito  grades  four  and  five.     Materials  for  this  program  were  pur- 
lased  entirely  with  federal  funds. 

A  multi-cultural  calendar  was  researched  and  developed  by  a 
)cial  Studies  Sub-committee  this  Summer.     These  calendars  have  had 
very  wide  distribution  throughout  the  schools  and  town. 

Children  in  grade  7  have  a  new  geography  program  also.  Focus- 
tig  on  physical  and  cultural  geography,  students  are  learning  to 

camine  the  interrelationships  between  people's  cultures  and  their 
id'jivironments .     The  program  also  further  develops  basic  reading  and 

mguage  skills  as  well  as  critical  thinking  skills. 

The  Art  Department  staff  has  been  very  busy  this  year  with 
veral  activities,   the  major  one  being  the  writing  of  a  curriculum 
iliide  for  grades  k  through  12  which  will  meet  the  standards  of  the 
acfate  recommendations  and  the  needs  of  the  students  in  Randolph. 
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These  dedicated  teachers  are  also  involved  in  a  pilot  program 
for  the  Gifted  and  Talented;     investigating  the  possibilities  of 
adopting  a  Title  IV-C  project;     reevaluating  art  education's  role 
in  public  education  relative  to  the  back-to-basics  movement,  art 
being  an  integral  factor  in  visual  education;     and  continuing  ef- 
forts in  interdisciplinary  education  at  the  High  School. 

State  (Chapter  622)  and  Federal  (Title  IX)  law  mandating  equal 
education  opportunities  for  males  and  females  and  for  minorities  ini 
our  school  system  has  helped  us  to  focus  on  our  attitudes  about 
people,  prejudice  as  a  harmful  ingredient  in  modern  society,  and 
the  need  for  pride  in  all  of  the  Ethnic  groups  that  help  to  make 
our  nation  so  rich. 

The  622  Committee,   consisting  of  twelve  members,  representing 
administrators,   teachers  and  students,   is  directed  by  Paul  Connors,, 
Committee  Chairperson,  and  myself  as  the  Coordinator  of  622  and 
Title  IX. 

The  objectives  of  this  year's  program  were  to  increase  staff 
awareness  of  the  law,   and  sensitivity  to  the  issues,   to  study  the 
enrollment  patterns  of  students  in  courses  and  extra-curricular  ac- 
tivities, to  study  the  school  staffing  patterns,  and  to  submit  to 
the  Superintendent  a  plan  for  eliminating  any  inequities. 

Another  State  requirement  for  which  professional  staff  members, 
and  members  of  the  community  are  linked  in  a  partnership  effort  is 
called  Basic  Skills  Improvement.     In  the  Fall  of  1977,  a  Massachu- 
setts Task  Force  joined  the  majority  of  states  in  our  nation  in 
establishing  a  minimal  competency  program  aimed  at  ensuring  all 
children  of  attainment  of  certain  skills. 

In  keeping  with  the  State  mandate  during  1979-80,  we  estab- 
lished our  basic  skills  objectives  in  the  areas  of  mathematics, 
reading  and  writing,  and  began  pilot  testing  to  establish  our  mini-- 
mums  in  each  of  these  areas.     Actual  testing  and  total  implementa- 
tion will  begin  in  1980-81.     Included  in  the  implementation  will  bes 
remediation  for  any  student  who  does  not  achieve  the  minimum  in  any- 
of  the  three  areas. 

By  establishing  these  minimal  skill  objectives  and  then  test- 
ing to  ascertain  factual  information  that  all  children  are  accom- 
plishing at  this  level,  we  can  build  additional  skill  development 
for  students  knowing  that  each  child  has  a  solid  foundation  of  basid 
skills . 

Art  Mullaney,  Director  of  Guidance,  is  Chairman  of  this  commit 
tee  with  the  following  sub-committee  chairpersons  in  assistance: 
Barbara  Conley,  Reading;     Ann  Ford,  Writing;  and  Al  Galante,  Math. 

A  committee  which  has  been  actively  examining  our  report  cards 
at  the  elementary  level  has  focused  on  a  need  to  provide  parents 
with  accurate  and  consistent  information  on  their  children's  achiev 
ment.     As  the  most  important  vehicle  of  communication,  report  cards 
need  to  reflect  carefully  on  the  objectives  deemed  most  important 
for  reporting  student  progress.     Ken  Caulfield  is  Chairperson  of  tht! 
working  committee  whose  final  product  will  report  children' s,  progre 
and  reflect  the  culmination  of  our  curriculum  endeavors. 
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Providing  quality  programs  for  students  is  our  most  important 
charge  as  educators .     Inherent  in  that  charge  is  the  need  to  organ- 
ize the  schools  in  the  most  meaningful  way  to  enhance  learning. 
Even  with  diminishing  resources  due  to  decline  in  enrollment  and 
economic  factors  over  which  we  have  no  control,  we've  been  able  to 
reduce  class  size  due  mainly  to  the  kind  of  support  that  the  School 
Committee  and  the  citizens  of  Randolph  have  given  to  us.     We  are 
proud  to  report  an  average  class  size  of  22  at  the  elementary  level 
and  20  at  the  secondary  level. 

In  addition  to  a  concern  for  total  class  size,  we  have  also 
concentrated  on  the  size  of  instructional  groups  at  the  elementary 
level  by  mandating  no  more  than  29  per  group  with  a  further  sub- 
division of  at  least  two  major  groups  for  better  learning,  commen- 
surate with  individual  needs. 

Our  goal  is  to  move  toward  more  personalized  and  individual- 
ized instruction  for  all  children  in  order  to  best  meet  the  skill 
needs  of  each  student. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  publicly  express  my  appreciation  to 
Dr.  John  E.  Zoino  for  his  quidance,  leadership,  and  commitment  to 
excellence,  to  Richard  E.  Cobum,  our  efficient  Business  Manager, 
to  the  knowledgeable  and  supportive  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
to  a  professional  and  support  staff  in  whom  Randolph  can  take  pride 
and  to  the  citizens  of  Randolph  who  have  so  warmly  welcomed  me  to 
the  town  I  proudly  now  call  my  home.

The  District  School  Committee  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  Administrative  Of- 
fice at  the  Regional  School,  100  Randolph  Street,  Canton,  MA. 
Mr.  Benson  Diamond  and  Mr.  Paul  M.  Ballantine  presided  as  Chairman 
and  Vice  Chairman  respectively. 

Mr.  Paul  C.  Murphy  of  Canton  continued  as  District  Treasurer; 
William  J.  Carr,  Esq.  of  Randolph  as  Counsel.     Mr.  Albert  Mlawsky 
of  Norwood  resigned  as  Superintendent-Director.     Mr.  Charles  A. 
Brennan  of  Randolph  was  appointed  Acting  Superintendent-Director 
and  subsequently  Superintendent-Director. 

During  14  years  of  operation,  Blue  Hills  has  expanded  continu- 
ously in  order  to  meet  the  occupational  needs  of  the  young  people 
in  our  area. 

During  1979  the  following  numbers  of  students  availed  themselves 
of  Vocational  Education  under  the  auspices  of  the  Blue  Hills  Region- 
al Technical  School  District.

During  the  past  year  the  High  School  enrollment  reached  1213 
full  time  students,   this  is  an  increase  of  76  students  over  the 
previous  high  of  1137.     It  is  anticipated  that  the  High  School  en- 
rollment will  level  off  at  approximately  1300  students. 

The  Technical  Institute  reached  a  new  high  of  484  full  time 
students  and  is  expected  to  level  off  at  about  this  figure. 
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The  expanded  High  School  Auto  Repair  program  has  allowed  the 
district  to  double  the  enrollment.     The  Technical  Institute  Heavy- 
Diesel  program  in  its  second  year  of  operation  has  added  a  new  di- 
mension to  our  vehicular  repair  programs. 

During  April  1979,   17  departments  of  the  High  School  and  Tech- 
nical Institute  put  on  a  display  show  at  the  Braintree  Mall  in  an 
effort  to  make  the  public  aware  of  vocational  opportunities  for 
our  youth. 

Within  the  past  year  the  High  School,   as  well  as  the  Technical 
Institute,  has  continued  to  successfully  prepare  our  graduates  for 
profitable  employment  and  good  citizenship.     As  part  of  this  edu- 
cational process,   our  vocational  departments  have  included  many 
municipal  and  civic  projects  which  have  proved  to  be  beneficial 
to  all  District  residents. 

Students  in  construction  programs  this  past  year  built  a  two- 
story  colonial  home  in  the  town  of  Norwood,  as  well  as  adding  a 
large  addition  to  an  existing  Norwood  residence.     The  construction 
of  a  solar  home  in  the  town  of  Braintree  gave  the  construction 
students  a  new  and  exciting  experience,  as  new  kinds  of  materials 
and  new  techniques  were  used.     A  savings  of  $30,000  was  realized 
by  the  school  as  the  result  of  in-house  construction  projects  com- 
pleted by  students  in  Structural  Wood  and  Electricity. 

The  Auto  Repair  and  Auto  Body  Departments  completed  over  200 
jobs  for  residents  of  our  seven-town  region  at  a  savings  in  excess 
of  $30,000. 

Metal  Fabrication  and  Machine  Shop  completed  many  jobs  for  our 
town  departments  and  for  projects  for  residents.     We  are  particu- 
larly proud  that  students  from  these  departments  were  involved  in 
the  restoration  of  antique  cannons  used  at  the  U.S.S.  Constitution 
Museum. 

The  Health  Services  Department  increased  its  externship  pro- 
grams for  on-site  training  of  students  and  now  is  affiliated  with 
five  hospitals  and  five  child  care  centers. 

Students  from  this  department  worked  as  volunteers  at  several 
blood  pressure  screening  clinics  and  blood  banks  within  our  region. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  restaurant,  "Chateau  de  Bleu"  con- 
tinues to  function  most  successfully,  providing  area  residents,  in- 
cluding Senior  Citizens,  with  tasteful  and  nutritious  gourmet  dining 
experiences,  all  prepared  and  served  by  our  students. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Bakery  sells  bread,  rolls,  pies,  cakes,  cook- 
ies, brownies,  mocha  cakes,  eclairs,  and  a  variety  of  other  delights 
to  our  townspeople  on  a  daily  basis. 

Our  Graphic  Arts  Department  continues  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
and  busiest  departments  in  the  school. 
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For  students  receiving  Special  Services  this  year,  Blue  Hills 
offered  a  comprehensive  array  of  programs  and  services  to  meet  the 
special  needs  of  this  student  population  as  follows: 

. . .  Hearing  Impaired  Program 

For  students  with  severe  and  profound  hearing  losses. 
Seventeen  deaf  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled. 

. . .   Resources  Instructional  Program 

Students  receive  resource  instruction,   counseling  and 
related  services  based  on  individual  needs  as  deter- 
mined through  an  evaluation  process.     One  hundred  and 
thirty  students  were  in  this  program. 

. . .  Exploratory  Vocational  Training  Program 

Vocational  instruction  is  made  available  from  3:15  to 
5:15  p.m.  to  those  Special  Needs  students  who  receive 
their  academic  instruction  in  their  public  schools  of 
residence  in  the  District.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  in- 
struction at  each  student's  level.  Sixty-four  students 
from  the  region  participated  in  this  program. 

The  Adult  Evening  program  continues  to  serve  our  towns  by  offer- 
ing 20  Trade  and  Technical  courses  to  approximately  650  adults  an- 
nually. 

The  High  School  Guidance  Department  statistics  show  that  59%  of 
the  graduates  of  the  class  of  1979  are  working  in  fields  for  which 
they  were  trained.     An  additional  34%  are  working  in  a  related  field 
or  are  pursuing  additional  education  in  their  chosen  fields.  Coun- 
selors are  continually  striving  to  convince  prospective  students 
and  their  parents  that  there  are  many  employment  opportunities  avail- 
able for  those  students  who  choose  to  be  trained  in  a  non-traditional 
area. 

The  Career  Development  programs  at  Holbrook  and  Randolph  High 
Schools  train  students  in  ten  different  trade  and  technical  areas. 
Last  year  over  700  students  received  training  under  this  program. 

The  Technical  Institute  Diesel  program  has  benefited  by  the  do- 
nations from  industry  of  $80,000  worth  of  Diesel  Engines. 

The  Heating,  Ventilating  and  Air  Conditioning  Department  re- 
ceived a  federal  grant  of  $8,700.   to  develop  an  energy  conservation 
component  for  the  curriculum. 

The  Civil  Structural  Department  worked  with  the  town  of  Canton 
in  developing  site  design  and  layout  of  the  Canton  Cemetery  exten- 
sion at  a  considerable  savings  to  the  town. 

The  Advertising,  Art  and  Design  Department  initiated  an  extern- 
ship  program  to  give  students  hands-on  experience  in  industry  prior 
to  graduation. 

The  Medical  and  Dental  programs  have  continued  to  fill  the  needs 
of  the  Medical  and  Dental  professions  by  graduating  well-trained, 
well-qualified  technicians  each  year. 
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Placement  for  the  Technical  Institute  graduating  class  of  1979 
is  excellent  with  967Q  of  the  class  employed. 

The  Data  Processing  Offpeak  Computer  System  continues  to  offer 
and  provide  data  processing  services  to  our  District  School  Depart- 
ments in  many  areas,  such  as:

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Reportable  Diseases 

There  were  112  cases  of  communicable  diseases  and  other  health 
conditions  reported,   as  follows:     Animal  Bites:     Dog  -  81;     Cat  -  1; 
Horse  -  1;     Squirrel  -  1;     Chicken  Pox  -  6;     Hepatitis  -  3;  Menin- 
gitis -  4;     Salmonella  -  3;     Rubella  -  1;     Tuberculosis  -  1;  Strepto 
Beta  Sore  Throat  -  10. 


Clinical  Programs 

Mental  Health.     There  were  6,041  visits  and  consultations  by- 
Randolph  residents  at  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center.  We 
have  held  the  line  on  costs  and  hope  we  may  continue  to  do  so. 
COST:     $6,000.00  for  Adults  -  $14,000.00  for  Children. 
TOTAL:  $20,000.00 

Influenza  Inoculations.     780  persons  received  influenza  vaccine 
at  a  number  of  clinics  held  during  the  year. 

School  Immunizations.     All  public  and  parochial  school  students 
needing  immunizations  of  all  types  were  processed  this  year.  485 
students  received  448  vaccines  of  various  kinds.     Also,   21  boys  and 
25  girls  received  physicals  given  by  the  Public  Health  Nurses  and 
school  physician  during  the  months  of  March  and  April.     The  Public 
Health  Nurses  also  assisted  the  school  nurses  with  the  Head  Lice  and 
Scoliosis  programs.     They  also  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
local  nursery  schools  in  head  lice  detection  and  immunization  screen- 
ing. 

Tuberculosis  Testing.     All  tuberculosis  testing  is  now  done  at 
Norfolk  County  Hospital,   except  in  very  rare  circumstances. 

Biologic  and  Diagnostic  Supplies.     6,484  doses  of  vaccine,  plus 
other  diagnostic  supplies  were  received  and  issued  to  town  doctors 
and  used  at  our  various  clinics. 

KEEP  WELL  CLINICS  -  Age  60  and  Over  -  3,856  Patients  tested  for 
high  blood  pressure.     52  were  found  to  have  high  blood  pressure. 

COMPREHENSIVE  HYPERTENSION  PROGRAM  -  Ages  50-59  -  592  patients, 
of  which  160  were  found  to  have  high  blood  pressure. 

WELL  BABY  CLINIC  -  182  patients  were  seen  with  155  being  immu- 
nized. 

PNEUMONIA  CLINIC  -  64  persons  received  pneumonia  vaccine  at 
clinics  held  this  year . 

Hospital  Subsidies 

Premature  Infants.  There  were  12  premature  infants  born  to 
residents  in  various  hospitals  during  the  year,  at  no  expense  to 
the  Town. 
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Tuberculosis .     The  Town  was  not  billed  for  patients  hospital- 
ized for  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 


Environmental  Sanitation 

Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal.     F.  &  R.   Service,   Inc.,  of  Wellej 
ley  Hills  continues  to  be  the  collection  contractor  and  has  done  a 
superior  job.     B.F.I. ,  Louis  Kmito  &  Son  operates  the  sanitary  land- 
fill also  in  a  superior  manner  with  many  improvements  effected  dur- 
ing the  year,  with  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

Individual  Sewage  Disposal  Systems.     10  permits  were  issued  foi 
local  sewage  disposal  systems  during  the  year.     20  inspections  and 
reinspections  were  made  of  systems  prior  to  back-filling.     In  addi- 
tion, a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  observing  and  supervising  the 
taking  of  soil  and  percolation  tests. 

Public  Sewerage  System.     Public  sewerage  is  now  available  to 
more  residents  than  ever  before.     We  are  pleased  to  work  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Sewer  Department  to  help  effect  more  connections  and 
abate  nuisances  caused  by  malfunctioning  sub-surface  disposal  sys- 
tems . 

Public  Health  Complaints.     Over  1800  complaints  were  received 
for  possible  public  health  nuisances  and  hazards  and  investigated 
and  resolved  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools.     Four  permits  for  public  and  semi-public 
swimming  pools  and  twenty-eight  for  private  swimming  pools  were 
issued. 

Nursing  Home  Inspections.     4  inspections  of  two  nursing  homes 
were  made  prior  to  State  relicensing. 

Food  Service  Establishments.     58  permits  were  issued  to  restau- 
rant s"~ anH^Sthlir-^  food  and/or  drink  for  con- 
sumption on  the  premises.     Inspections  of  all  establishments  have 
been  carried  out  in  excess  of  the  two  required  by  State  Code  and 
will  continue  to  be  monitored  constantly. 

Retail  Food  Establishments.     30  permits  were  issued  to  retail 
food  establishments.     All  are  being  inspected  at  regular  intervals. 

Livestock.     24  licenses  were  issued  to  residents  to  keep  live- 
stock.    Three  Hypo-syringe  permits  were  issued  for  animal  treatment 


Plumbing  Inspections 

615  permits  for  plumbing  installations  were  issued  during  the 
year.     Each  installation  requires  at  least  one  inspection  by  the 
Plumbing  Inspector. 
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Gas  Inspections 

316  permits  for  gas  installations,  including  propane  gas,  were 
issued  during  1979.  As  with  plumbing  inspections,  at  least  one  in- 
spection is  necessary  for  each  installation. 


Milk  Inspections 

There  were  80  licenses  issued  during  the  year  as  follows:  Ice 
Cream  1;     Store  milk  and  Cream  42;     Oleomargarine  24;     Vehicles  13. 


Housing  Inspections 

Safe  and  sanitary  housing  for  Randolph  residents,  Chapter  II  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code,  is  a  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Over  100  inspections  and  reinspections  were  made  to  assure  compli- 
ance with  the  State  Code  this  year. 


Public  Health  Nursing 

The  Public  Health  Nurses  were  more  involved  with  clinics  and 
preventive  medicine  than  with  bedside  nursing,  as  they  have  been  in 
previous  years.     The  nurses  continue  to  give  pre-natal  and  post- 
natal care  with  instructions;     pre-school  follow-up  of  children; 
care  and  instructions  relative  to  communicable  diseases  and  various 
aspects  of  adult  health  supervision.     Other  nursing  activities  in- 
clude assistance  at  Well  Baby  Clinics,  influenza  clinics,  pneumonia 
clinics,  blood  pressure  clinics.     Progress  is  being  made  in  working 
with  other  agencies  such  as  school  nurses,  South  Shore  Mental  Health 
Clinic,  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  etc.  Additionally, 
the  school  program  at  St.  Mary's  is  carried  on  by  our  staff;  the 
immunization  aspect  is  referred  to  under  the  school  immunization 
section. 

Office  patients  come  for  B12  injections,  allergy  shots  and 
gold  injections. 

In  January,   1980,  a  new  clinic  will  be  initiated  at  the  St. 
Bernadette  Meal  Site  for  the  otherwise  homebound  resident. 


Personnel  Matters 

Paul  J.  Connors  was  reelected  in  March  for  a  three  year  term. 

John  J.  Dowd,   R.S.,  Director  of  Public  Health  for  the  Town  of 
landolph  for  the  past  10  years,  retired  August  31,  1979.

We  are  indeed 
grateful  for  the  humanitarian  interests  of  the  Corkin  Family  and 
our  fellow  Townspeople  in  assisting  us  in  making  the  home  of  the 
new  Board  of  Health  Clinic  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  tech- 
nologies into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe, 
effective  and  economically  feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval 
growth . 

Source  Reduction  Work:     Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated 
on  the  draining  of  shallow,  standing,   stagnant  water  and  the  main- 
tenance of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breed- 
ing sources. 

Drainage  ditches  cleaned  6,520  feet 

Culverts  cleaned  and  opened  24 

Larviciding.  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  de- 
velopment is  the  next  most  effective  control  effort. 

Aerial  applied  larvicide  530  acres 

Larvicide  by  backpack  and  mistblowers  249  acres 

Adulticiding.  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  be- 
comes necessary  when  they  are  numerous,  annoying  or  threatening  to 
residents . 

Adulticide  mistblowing  from  trucks  12,285  acres 
Adulticide  U.L.V.  from  trucks  960  acres 

Catch  basin  application. 

Adulticide  and  larvicide.  878 

Surveys,   inspections,  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  programs 
include  locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas,   larval  and  adult  col- 
lections and  fieldwork  evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 
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The  Project  received  133  calls  from  residents  for  information 
and  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


During  the  year  1979  this  department  has  supervised  $1.2  mil- 
lion of  sewer  construction. 

Again,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  various  Town  Boards  and  De- 
partments for  their  complete  co-operation.     Their  help  has  made  ourr 
job  much  easier. 

The  following  is  our  report  of  work  in  progress,  work  completed 
and  contemplated  work: 

POCKET  PROGRAM 

This  is  the  fourth  year  of  our  projected  ten  year  program. 

We  are  on  schedule  and  with  continued  Town  Meeting  appropriations 
the  sewer  system  will  be  completed  in  five  to  six  years. 

Based  on  today's  costs,  the  total  amount  to  finish  is  approximately. 
$4  million. 

Through  our  Consultant  Engineering  Firm,  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  we  have 
been  made  aware  of  a  State  Grant  Program  that  we  might  possibly  qua. 
ify  for.     Accordingly,  we  have  made  initial  application.     If  these 
monies  should  become  available,  it  would  hasten  completion  of  the 
system  by  one  year. 

Pockets  completed  to  date  are:     Pocket  #1  -  North  St.,  Maitland  Ave, 
area;     Pocket  #7  -  North  Main  St. ,  Baptist  Church  area;     Pocket  #3 
Middle  West  St.  area.     Pocket  #14  -  Ledge  Hill  St.,  Eagle  Rock  Road 
area,  are  in  progress  and  will  be  completed  in  early  spring. 

At  the  1980  Annual  Town  Meeting  we  are  requesting  that  $500,000.  be 
appropriated  to  sewer  Pocket  #12.     This  encompasses  Himoor  Circle, 
Marion  St. ,  and  Overlook  Road.

COCHATO  RIVER  SEWER  DISTRICT 

At  this  time  all  construction  within  the  project  is  completed.  We 
are  presently  awaiting  final  bills  and  the  final  audit  by  Federal 
Authorities.     We  cannot  quote  the  actual  final  costs,  but,  we  can 
assure  the  taxpayers  that  Randolph's  share  will  be  somewhat  less 
than  the  original  $1.4  million  estimated  for  this  job. 

MAINTENANCE  PROGRAM 

Our  maintenance  department  consists  of  four  employees  who  through- 
out the  year  work  very  diligently  on  our  various  programs.     Our  pre- 
ventative maintenance  program  is  second  to  none. 

During  the  year  we  have  cooperated  with  both  Highway  Department  and 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  in  assisting  them  on  major 
drainage  problems. 

GENERAL 

As  pointed  out  in  our  last  two  Town  Reports,  our  system  has  increased 
by  35%  in  three  years.     It  quite  naturally  follows  that  our  opera- 
tional costs  have  to  increase  also.     Accordingly,  this  year  we  are 
requesting  additional  monies  within  our  budget  to  compensate  for 
these  added  responsibilities.     We  point  out  that  the  money  requested 
is  in  our  overtime  budget  and  our  Maintenance  Program.     We  have  not 
and  do  not  anticipate  requesting  for  additional  help  in  the  next  few 
years .' 

PRESENT  STATUS  OF  SEWER  SYSTEM 

We  are  now  in  our  23rd  year.     Over  this  period  we  have  installed  38 
miles  of  sewer  pipe.     In  the  past  few  years  we  have,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Highway  and  Engineering  Departments ,  incorporated  a  curb  to 
curb  street  paving  program  within  our  sewer  projects.     To  date  we 
have  paved  28  miles  of  roadways. 

As  of  January  1,   1980,  we  have  5,303  houses  and  building  con- 
nections installed  and  our  sewer  system  is  8570  complete. 

Based  on  today's  construction  costs,  the  value  is 
$25,500,000.00.

Clearing  Brooks :     The  annual  program  of  brook  clearance  is  one  j 
that  goes  hand  in  hand  with  a  good  drainage  program,  and  has 
alleviated  many  past  problems.     Inconsiderate  homeowners  who 
throw  leaves  and  other  debris  into  the  brooks  and  drains  not 
only  cause  more  work  for  us  but  also  cause  water  problems  for 
their  neighbors.     This  past  year  work  was  performed  in  the  fol--I 
lowing  areas : 

a)  Tributaries  of  Norroway  Brook  at  the  rear  of  the  Boston 
School  for  the  Deaf. 

b)  Hunt  Brook  from  High  Street  to  Scanlon  Drive. 

c)  Brooks  throughout  Belcher  Park  and  rear  of  Dennis  Circle. 

d)  Rear  of  Fernandes  from  Cocoran  Street. 

e)  Brook  between  Route  139  and  Old  West  Street. 

4.  Miscellaneous  Work:     In  addition  to  the  normal  tasks  of  the 
Highway  Department,  such  as  street  and  traffic  sign  replacement 
and  maintenance,  striping  of  crosswalks  and  roads,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  guard  rails,  street  and  sidewalk  sweeping  in  thee 
spring,  and  patching  of  roads,  the  Highway  Department  also  com-j 
pleted  the  following  projects: 

a)  Completed  concrete  block  addition  to  Highway  Department 
Garage,  installed  truck  lift,  added  insulation  to  office 
building  and  garage. 

b)  Adjusted  catch  basins,   drain  manholes,  and  widened  and 
gravelled  many  streets  which  were  repaved  in  the  Cochato 
River  sewer  project. 

5.  Snow  Removal :     This  year  we  were  fortunate  that  snow  removal 
was  not  as  severe  a  problem  as  in  1978  when  we  had  the  "Great 
Blizzard  of  1978"  to  contend  with.     Hopefully  1980  will  be 
even  better  and  we  will  be  able  to  return  some  money  from  the 
Snow  and  Ice  Account. 

This  year  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  we  are  requesting  money  to  purr- 
chase  new  equipment  as  outlined  below.  The  equipment  being  replace?:! 
varies  in  age  from  12  to  26  years,  and  parts  are  difficult  to  obtaii 
for  some.

One  last  comment  we  feel  we  must  make  is  to  advise  you  that  current 
expenditures  for  road  construction  and  maintenance  are  far  less 
than  what  we  consider  adequate,  with  almost  100  miles  of  road  to 
maintain.     In  addition,  the  continued  high  inflation  in  the  con- 
struction industry,  coupled  with  the  outrageous  price  increases 
each  year  by  OPEC,  severely  reduces  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
public  works  tax  dollar. 
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In  closing,   this  past  year  has  been  a  very  productive  one,  major 
improvements  were  made  throughout  Town.     We  would  like  to  thank  all 
of  the  other  officials  and  departments  of  the  Town  for  their  con- 
tinued and  close  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

During  the  year  1979  the  department  received  thirty-one  (31) 
applications  for  new  services.  All  thirty-one  (31)  of  these  have 
been  installed  and  added  to  the  system. 

Meter  Department 

Sixty-seven  (67)  meters  were  installed  on  new  services  and 
three  hundred  eighty  (380)  were  set  as  replacements.     One  hundred 
forty-seven  (147)  were  not  registering;     fifty-one  (51)  were  frozen 
and  burst;     two  hundred  forty-nine  (249)  were  removed  to  be  re- 
placed;    one  hundred  forty-two  (142)   leaky  meters  were  repaired. 
This  department  had  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty- four 
(7744)  metered  services  and  ten  (10)  unmetered  active  services. 

Department  Maintenance 

During  the  year  the  department  had  twenty-three   (23)  service 
leaks;     on  public  ways.     Thirty-one   (31)  new  services  were  in- 
stalled.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


A  settlement  was  received  from  the  proceeds  of  an  insurance 
policy  to  permit  the  reconstruction  of  the  Emergency  Operating  Cen-| 
ter  at  the  Nike  site.     As  previously  reported  this  area  was  inoper- 
able because  of  extensive  fire  and  vandalism  damage.     The  Town  has 
offered  its  share  of  the  insurance  recovery  towards  reconstruction 
and  agreed  to  supplement  the  cash  portion  of  the  offer  with  other 
material  contributions. 

However,  on  October  4,   1979,  the  Land  Board  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan District  Commission,  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  area  revertecc 
upon  expiration  of  a  ten  year  lease,  voted  to  rescind  the  vote  of 
the  Commission  of  December  8,   1977  (Volume  42,  Page  249,  Item  1), 
on  this  matter.     The  Commission  further  voted  to  communicate  to  thee 
Town  of  Randolph,  Civil  Defense  Agency,  the  Commission's  willing- 
ness to  draw  up  a  contract  for  the  demolition  of  the  fire- damaged 
building  and  restoration  of  the  land  area  within  the  previously 
leased  premises;     the  remaining  monies  from  the  insurance  claim 
from  said  demolition  and  restoration  to  be  returned  to  the  General 
Fund.     The  Commission  further  voted  to  notify  the  Town  of  Randolph,, 
Civil  Defense  Agency,  to  vacate  the  premises  on  or  before  July  1, 
1980. 

Accordingly,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  made  available  office  space; 
in  the  Town  Hall  Annex  to  relocate  the  activities  of  our  Civil  De- 
fense and  Auxiliary  Police  departments.     Officials  of  the  Mass. 
Civil  Defense  Agency  allowed  the  town  the  use  of  a  15KW  generator 
which  will  provide  our  citizens  a  heated  shelter  space  at  the  Town 
Barn  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

However,  the  questions  as  to  what  disposition  will  be  made  of 
the  200  bed  packaged  disaster  hospital  originally  designed  as  back- 
up for  the  Quincy  City  Hospital;  what  provisions  will  be  made  for 
shelter  in  the  event  of  a  natural  disaster  or  forced  nuclear  acci- 
dent evacuation  for  people  in  the  Plymouth  Pilgrim  I  nuclear  evac- 
uation area  should  our  town  be  considered  a  host  community,  remain 
unanswered. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  provided  their  full  support  to  the 
Civil  Defense  function  and  written  a  most  convincing  outline  of  the 
potential  consequences  of  the  M.D.C.'s  action  requesting  an  immedi- 
ate cancellation  of  the  ouster  edict,  and  we  are  hopeful  that  a 
favorable  decision  in  this  regard  will  be  forthcoming.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1979. 

I  have  once  again  submitted  an  Article  in  the  1980  Annual  Town 
Meeting  to  replace  Ladder  #1,  a  1953  Seagrave.     As  I  explained  last 
year,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  parts  for  this  truck  be- 
cause of  its  age,  and  this  past  summer  it  was  out  of  service  for 
six  weeks  until  we  finally  located  a  head  gasket.     I  compare  this  to 
owning  an  antique  automobile  when  it  comes  to  obtaining  parts,  but 
this  is  an  emergency  vehicle,  and  when  it  is  out  of  service  the 
North  end  of  town  (District  #2)  must  wait  until  Ladder  #2  responds 
from  Headquarters.     Besides  the  single  family  homes,  District  #2 
also  has  a  nursing  home,  churches,  two  industrial  parks,  four  apart- 
ment house  complexes,  hotel,  Lantana  and  Chateau  DeVille.     I  believe 
the  replacement  of  Ladder  #1  is  a  must  in  1980. 

I  have  also  requested  replacement  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Circuit 
Panels  and  Desk  which  was  denied  last  year.     The  218  fire  alarm 
boxes  in  the  town  (58  are  connected  to  schools,  churches,  nursing 
homes,  town-owned  buildings,  industrial  buildings,  etc.)  are  all 
connected  to  Central  Station  by  aerial  wire  and  terminate  at  the 
circuit  panels  where  a  coded  signal  advises  us  of  the  location. 

The  existing  system  is  25  years  old  -  has  experienced  numerous 
lightning  strikes  and  two  years  ago  a  4600  volt  power  line  came 
into  contact  with  one  of  our  lines  during  a  storm  and  seriously  dam- 
aged the  wiring  in  the  panels.     We  had  it  repaired  by  a  manufactur- 
er's representative,  but  it  is  now  a  completely  unreliable  system 
and  I  have  been  informed  there  is  nothing  else  they  can  do  as  the 
system  is  worn  out  and  new  parts  are  unavailable. . 

We  recently  had  a  situation  where  a  detector  system  activated 
a  master  box  and  the  alarm  failed  to  notify  us  because  of  the 
trouble  in  our  system.     The  owners  had  to  notify  us  by  phone,  and 
fortunately,  it  was  just  an  accidental  alarm.     I  am  fearful  we  will 
end  up  with  a  loss  of  life  because  of  our  malfunctioning  fire  alarm 
system,  and  the  replacement  of  our  Circuit  Panels  must  be  voted 
this  year  as  I  also  believe  we  could  be  leaving  the  Town  open  to  a 
law  suit. 

The  four  (4)  Civilian  Communications  Dispatchers  that  were  ap- 
proved at  the  1979  ATM  were  appointed  as  provisional  employees  on 
July  8,  1979  and  are  still  waiting  for  Civil  Service  to  schedule  an 
examination. 

In  the  interest  of  energy  conservation,  the  three  overhead 
doors  at  the  rear  of  Station  #2  that  served  no  purpose  at  all  have 
been  removed  and  the  openings  filled  in  with  cement  block.  The 
eleven  remaining  overhead  doors  have  all  been  weathers tripped,  and 
I  have  budgeted  for  storm  windows  for  the  second  floor  at  Central 
Station  for  next  year. 

As  of  this  writing,  one  member  who  had  been  suspended  has 
since  resigned,  and  two  medical  retirements  are  pending  with  the 
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Norfolk  County  Retirement  Board.  When  these  three  positions  are 
finally  filled  by  new  firefighters,  there  should  be  a  noticeable 
decrease  in  the  overtime  budget. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  this  department  for  their  co- 
operation and  dedication  in  the  past  year,  and  also  many  thanks  to 
all  other  town  departments  for  their  cooperation.

TRAINING 


The  training  program  is  divided  into  two  sections;  emergency 
ledical  service  and  fire  suppression  activities  and  related  sub- 
ects.  Captain  Charles  Curran  has  for  the  last  fifteen  years  been 
esponsible  for  E.M.S.  training.  His  knowledge  and  dedication  has 
een  an  outstanding  contributing  factor  towards  the  development  of 
>ne  of  the  foremost  ambulance  services  in  this  area.  Due  to  his 
ickness  and  pending  retirement,  a  void  exists  that  will  be  diffi- 
ult  to  fill. 

Training  in  the  area  of  fire  suppression  and  related  subjects 
.as  been  intensified  considerably  with  the  appointment  of  an  Assist- 
.nt  Training  Officer.     The  continuing  coordination  between  this  de- 
artment  and  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  has  provided  us 
1th  some  of  the  most  recent  training  materials  developed.     With  the 
resence  now  of  two  instructors  to  supplement  the  company  officers, 
his  material  will  be  more  effectively  and  thoroughly  disseminated. 


FIRE  PREVENTION  AND  INVESTIGATION 


We  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  fire  loss  in  the  Town 
his  year  has  been  considerably  reduced  and  would  like  to  think  the 
ire  Prevention  Division  helped  to  contribute  to  this,  but  most  of 
he  credit  must  go  to  the  public  sector  who  are  becoming  more  fire 
onscious . 

We  are  very  concerned  about  the  influx  of  wood  and  coal  burn- 
ng  stoves,  especially  those  that  are  being  installed  without  con- 
ulting  the  proper  authorities  beforehand  for  advice  and  permission 
o  install. 

We  are  available  for  such  advice  and  work  closely  with  the 
uilding  Inspector  who  presently  has  control  of  stove  installations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TURNER  FREE  LIBRARY 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  III  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Turner  Free  Library,   I  herewith  submit,   on  behalf  of 
the  Trustees,  our  104th  Annual  Report  on  the  Status  of  the  Trust, 
the  library,   its  administration  and  its  fiscal  condition.     The  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Library  Director  are  included  here- 
with and  will  serve  to  supplement  the  information  contained  in  this 
report o 

The  Town  is  fortunate  in  having  an  outstanding  group  of  highly 
dedicated,   capable,   and  conscientious  men  and  women  serving  as  Trus 
tees.     They've  given  freely  of  their  time  and  energies  in  attemptin 
to  sustain  the  high  degree  of  excellence  that  has  characterized  the 
resources  and  programs  of  the  Turner  Free  Library  over  the  years. 
For  the  past  year  the  15  Trustee  members  have  been  meeting  monthly 
at  8:00  P.M.  on  the  2nd  Tuesday  and  attendance  generally  has  been 
excellent,  even  in  inclement  weather. 

At  the  June  meeting  an  election  of  officers  was  held,  at  which 
time  Dr.  K.  F.  Girard  succeeded  Mr.  Morris  Shultz  as  President  and 
Mr.  Albert  Willis  was  elected  Vice-President.     Ms.  Carol  Leavitt 
was  continued  as  Secretary,  as  was  Mr.  Donald  Spargo  as  Treasurer. 
In  addition,  Mr.  Paul  Connors  was  appointed  to  fill  the  ex-officio 
vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Norman  Silk. 

Following  the  election  of  new  officers,   the  Trustees  were 
unanimous  in  their  praise  of  the  outstanding  and  vigorous  leader- 
ship provided  by  Mr.  Morris  Shultz  throughout  his  two  years  as 
President.     Mr.  Shultz  has  kindly  consented  to  continue  as  a  Trustee 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Library  and  Trustee  Nominating  Committees. 
A  full  listing  of  the  Trustees  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Committees  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Chairpersons  are  as  follows; 
Library  -  Mr.  Albert  Willis;     Budget  &  Finance  -  Mr.  Henry  Cooke; 
Building  -  Mr.  Henry  Merrill;     Public  Relations  &  Publicity  -  Ms. 
Ruth  Langley;     Trustee  Nominations  -  Mr.  Henry  Rota. 

The  library  building  itself  is  in  generally  sound  condition, 
however,  the  asbestos  ceiling  problem  described  by  Mr.  Shultz  in  thni 
1978  Annual  Report  continues  unresolved.     Although  the  condition  is; 
not  presently  serious,  it  nevertheless  represents  a  potential  publii 
health  problem  which  needs  to  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible.  An 
estimate  of  the  costs  involved,  along  with  a  request  for  funds  to 
repaint  the  exterior  of  the  building,  will  be  submitted  in  the  form 
of  a  Warrant  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

A  highlight  of  the  December  meeting  of  the  Trustees  was  a  pre- • 
sentation  made  by  Mr.  Sylvester  Ingeme,  Director  of  the  Randolph 
High  School  Library  Department,  who  described  the  excellent  re- 
sources and  the  very  active  program  of  his  department.     The  purpose 
of  this  was  to  better  familiarize  the  Trustees  with  presently  avail- 
able resources  and  to  explore  any  areas  of  possible  mutual  help  or 
benefit  that  might  exist  as  well  as  projected  future  needs. 
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It  was  also  prompted  to  some  extent  by  prevailing  and  probably- 
future  budgetary  constraints  of  both  parties  in  the  hope  of  maximiz- 
ing whatever  resources  presently  exist  to  benefit  the  Town  as  a 
whole.     Several  possible  areas  of  joint  cooperation  and  endeavor 
came  out  of  this  session. 

No  report  would  be  complete  without  some  mention  of  our  prevail- 
ing and  anticipated  future  fiscal  "health."    Randolph  can  be  justly 
proud  of  its  library.     Unquestionably  it  is  one  of  the  Town's  most 
valuable  resources.     It  is  a  repository  of  knowledge  for  the  young 
and  old,  rich  and  poor  alike,  and  is  freely  available. 

However,  the  Library,   like  many  other  municipal  agencies,  is 
caught  in  a  severe  budget  crunch  due  to  rapidly  escalating  costs. 
The  dilemma  we  face  is  how  best  to  maintain  and  update  our  books 
and  related  materials,  provide  needed  utilities,  maintain  the  build- 
ing and  quality  of  our  Staff,  and  yet  stay  within  the  mandated  4% 
allowable  increase  in  our  budget. 

Although  the  library  receives  an  annual  direct  grant  of  state 
aid  -  this  year  it  was  $10,952.25  -  it  nevertheless  relies  heavily 
on  the  Town  for  at  least  90%,  of  its  support.     Over  the  past  5  years 
(1975-79)  municipal  appropriations  to  support  the  Library  have  in- 
creased by  only  14%,,  whereas  during  that  same  period,  hard-cover 
book  costs  have  increased  by  nearly  50%  and  utilities  by  over  1007o. 

At  present,  personnel  costs  represent  about  70%,  books  and  re- 
lated items  16%,,  and  operating  expenses  14%,,  of  the  total  library 
budget.     In  order  for  the  Library  to  qualify  for  receipt  of  the 
aforementioned  direct  state  grant,  the  Town  must  appropriate  and 
allocate  at  least  13%,  of  the  total  budget  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
etc. 

If  utility  costs  such  as  head  and  electricity  continue  to  rise, 
as  they  have,  taking  an  increased  proportion  of  the  budget,  we  could 
be  in  real  trouble  maintaining  the  required  13%,  for  grant  aid  while 
staying  within  the  4%  cap  on  an  allowable  budget  increase. 

Undoubtedly  the  year  ahead  will  be  a  challenging  one  indeed  for 
townspeople,  Trustees  and  library  staff  alike  and  will  require  our 
best  collective  efforts  if  we  are  to  sustain  the  excellent  progress 
already  made  and  the  present  high  quality  of  library  service  while 
surviving  the  expected  "crunch." 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  wish  to  express  our  thanks 
to  the  Staff  of  the  Library  and  to  officials  throughout  the  Town  who 
have  so  ably  and  kindly  contributed  to  our  efforts  to  provide  a  pro- 
gram of  quality  library  service  to  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LOCAL  GROWTH  POLICY  COMMITTEE 


I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Local  Growth  Policy  Com- 
mittee covering  its  activities  from  its  formation  in  February  19 >7 
to  the  end  of  this  year.  This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Boa 
of  Selectmen  in  compliance  with  Chapter  807  of  the  Acts  of  1975. 

The  purpose  of  the  Committee  was  to  evaluate  the  "effects  of 
growth  patterns  on  the  quality  of  life"  in  general,  and  to  fill 
out  a  long,  detailed  22  page  questionnaire  with  two  supplements. 

The  committee  completed  the  questionnaire  and  forwarded  copi 
to  the  Office  of  State  Planning,   the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  Town  Clerk,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Norfolk 
County  Commissioners  and  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  Committee 
as  required  by  Chapter  807.     After  completion  of  the  report,  the 
committee  has  been  monitoring  the  activities  and  report  of  the 
Legislatures  "Special  Commission  Relative  to  the  Effects  of  Growt 
Patterns  on  the  Quality  of  Life  in  the  Commonwealth,"  and  are  awa^i 
ing  further  actions  to  be  decided  by  the  Legislature. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  again  cc 
tinue  this  committee  for  another  year,  until  the  Legislature  deci; 
that  the  work  of  the  Local  Growth  Policy  Committee  is  complete.

REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


Since  our  last  report  for  the  Annual  Town  Report  was  written 
in  1978,   the  Randolph  Housing  Authority  has  continued  to  manage 
236  units  of  elderly  housing  in  Randolph.     We  have  had  a  very  busy 
year  with  the  Russell  F.  Thompson,  M.D.,  Memorial  Community  Hall, 
which  has  served  as  a  social,  religious  and  recreational  center  for 
all  of  our  senior  citizens  of  Randolph. 

The  Randolph  Housing  Authority  is  also  participating  in  the 
707  Rental  Assistance  Program  for  moderate  income  families  under 
the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts.    We  presently  have  15  family  units  subsidized  under  the 
707  Rental  Assistance  Program.     We  are  hopeful  of  constructing  more 
elderly  housing  apartments  in  the  future.     However,   the  recent  fi- 
nancial crisis  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,   together  with 
the  emphasis  on  rehabilitation  of  existing  dwellings  in  our  large 
cities  by  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs,  has  slowed  down  the 
program  of  construction  of  new  elderly  housing  developments  in 
Massachusetts . 

The  Randolph  Housing  Authority  members  are  proud  of  their  ac- 
complishments since  the  start  of  its  program  in  1965,  and  have 
worked  diligently  to  bring  much-needed  housing  to  the  people  of 
Randolph,   and  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  our  elderly  citizens. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  other  officials  of  the  town  whose  cooperation  and  assistance 
have  been  invaluable. 
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At  this  time  we  would  also  like  to  thank  State  Representative 
Joseph  J.  Semensi  of  Randolph,  State  Senator  Joseph  B.  Walsh  of 
Dorchester  and  State  Representative  M.  Joseph  Manning  of  Milton 
for  their  continued  support  of  the  Randolph  Housing  Authority  and 
its  aims  and  purposes.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


From  January  to  December  eighteen  meetings  were  held.  Under 
the  jurisdiction  of  M.G.L.  Chapter  131,  section  40,  twelve  active 
Orders  of  Conditions  are  in  effect.     Fifteen  Cease  and  Desist  or 
Stop  Work  Orders  have  been  issued.     Without  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation of  the  Engineering  Department,  the  administration  of  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act  would  be  most  difficult  due  to  the  great 
many  inspections  which  have  to  be  made. 

The  proposal  for  a  water  supply  retention  pond  on  the  East 
Randolph  Open  Space  Area  is  moving  along,  and  funds  will  be  re- 
quested for  the  construction  at  the  1980  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This 
pond  would  be  about  fifteen  acres  in  size  and  will  impound  water 
upstream  from  the  Richardi  Reservoir  to  supplement  supplies  in  the 
hot  summer  months. 

The  aquifier  under  the  Broad  Meadows /Cochato  River  basin  will 
not  be  damaged  by  this,  and  it  will  not  preclude  any  future  drillin; 
for  wells.     Passive  recreation  will  also  be  available  on  the  site, 
board  members  thank  the  Water  Commissioners  for  their  advice  and 
cooperation  on  this  project. 

The  Goldstein  Open  Space  Area,  which  is  being  developed  in  con 
junction  with  the  Sewer  and  Highway  Departments,  is  expected  to  be 
open  in  the  Spring  of  1980.     Security  gates  have  been  designed  and 
agreement  entered  into;     fire,  police  and  municipal  vehicles  will 
have  keys.     It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  enough  money  in  the  ac- 
count to  place  picnic  benches  and  do  some  trail  improvement. 
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There  is  still  a  great  need  for  forest  management  and  insect 
control  on  the  over  100  acres  under  the  care  of  the  commission, 
and  discussions  have  been  underway  with  the  Tree  Warden. 

A  need  is  still  felt  that  some  money  should  be  spent  on  con- 
servation practices  and  improvements.     So,   the  request  for  a  Con- 
servation Fund  and  approval  to  sell  some  house  lots  which  the 
board  never  advocated  obtaining,  will  be  placed  in  the  Town  Warrant 
again  this  year.     These  house  lots  on  streets  with  services  avail- 
able have  raised  the  cost  of  purchase  of  the  entire  parcels  by 
many  thousands  of  dollars.     Members  feel  that  they  have  a  respon- 
sibility to  the  entire  town  to  try  and  raise  money  for  improvements 
without  raising  the  tax  rate. 

One  of  the  board's  goals  is  to  try  and  bring  more  passive  rec- 
reation options  to  residents,  especially  in  these  energy  problem 
times . 

Large  wood  tubs  have  been  purchased  for  flower  beautif ication 
projects  next  summer.     Many  things  were  learned  from  the  pilot  pro- 
ject with  the  yellow  nail  kegs  placed  in  the  square  last  summer. 

The  board  thanks  the  many  town  departments ,  committees  and 
boards  who  gave  generously  of  their  time  and  assistance  over  the 
past  year.

ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FORTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

REPORT  OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  TO  PROMOTE  ENERGY  CONSERVATION 


At  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  it  was  suggested  that  an  Organiza- 
tion to  Promote  Energy  Conservation  be  formed.     Its  aims  and  objec- 
tives were  listed  as  follows: 

1.  To  investigate  the  present  gasoline  and  heating  oil  supply 
situation  in  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

2.  To  try  and  estimate  the  future  gasoline  and  heating  oil  require 
ments  for  the  Town  of  Randolph,, 

3.  To  contact  various  Federal  and  State  energy  boards,  as  well  as 
suppliers  of  gasoline  and  heating  oil,  to  see  if  allocations 
can  be  increased.     Also,  to  plan  for  emergency  allocations  in 
the  event  of  a  gasoline  or  fuel  oil  supply  crisis. 

4.  To  set  up  a  "hot  line  telephone"  for  gasoline  or  oil  heating 
emergency  help.    Also,  to  set  up  heated  shelters  in  the  event 
that  during  the  winter  a  homeowner  runs  out  of  oil  and  cannot 
obtain  immediate  help. 

5.  To  report  "OPEC"  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Town  Meeting,  other  public  agencies,  groups  and 
the  public. 

6.  To  work  with  Town  Departments  and  Committees,  private  industrial 
plants,  and  businesses,  and  community  groups,  and  above  all,  th<u 
30,000  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Randolph,  to  join  a  massive  town-i- 
wide  effort,  under  the  banner  of  "OPEC"  the  Organization  to  Pro-)- 
mote  Energy  Conservation. 

Subsequently  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  following 
were  named  to  this  committee:     Lt.  Osmond  Benj amino,  Randolph  Police 
Department;     Henry  L.  Lowd,  Civil  Defense  Director;     Bernard  David- 
son, Traffic  Safety  Committee;     Christos  Alexopolous,  gas  station 
operator;     and  David  Condon,  heating  oil  dealer. 

Weekly  meetings  have  been  held  and  interviews  conducted  with 
Town  Department  heads. 

An  investigation  was  conducted  with  respect  to  the  present 
gasoline  and  heating  oil  supply.     An  estimate  of  future  gasoline 
and  heating  oil  requirements  was  compiled. 

Various  Federal  and  State  Agencies  suppliers  were  contacted 
and  arrangements  completed  for  a  "hot  line  telephone"  for  emergency 
assistance  and  heated  shelters.     The  telephone  number  to  be  used  is 
963-1219,  which  connects  to  the  Police  Station . 
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An  "Energy  Saving  Week"  is  scheduled  for  January  with  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  School  and  all  other  Town  Departments.

REPORT  OF  THE  LANDSCAPE  REVIEW  BOARD 


1979  continued  to  emphasize  the  general  condition  of  the 
economy  and  inflation  in  the  dearth  of  construction  projects  in 
Business,  Industrial,  or  Multiple  Family  Dwelling  areas.     The  Land- 
scape Board,  however,  has  been  active  in  the  realm  of  combined 
interest  with  the  Highway  Department  in  the  various  beautif ication 
projects,  such  as  the  mini-park  work  at  Tower  Hill,  the  juncture  of 
High  and  Lafayette  Streets  where  is  emplaced  the  Historical  Sign, 
the  shrubbery  treatment  around  the  Town  Hall,  the  landscaping  at 
the  Belcher  House,  and  the  clearing  at  Belcher  Park. 

The  design  for  landscaping  treatment  of  the  town  land  at  the 
junction  of  Warren  and  Depot  Streets,  where  a  new  Historical  Sign 
presently  being  crafted  is  to  be  emplaced  to  memorialize  the  once 
important  railway  station  and  transportation  via  rail  of  passengers 
and  freight,  and  a  similar  Historical  Sign  will  also  be  erected 
with  suitable  treatment  of  landscaping  at  the  site  of  the  former 
Randolph/Holbrook  railroad  station  on  Union  Street,  with  both  of 
these  loci  under  the  concern  of  the  Highway  Department. 

Several  instances  of  aborted  plans  for  building  projects  have 
been  indicated:     -  A  24  Unit  Apartment  dwelling  on  Thompson  Drive, 
by  Nashua-Boston  Development  Corp.  and  Doherty  Lumber  Co.  on  North 
Main  Street  submitted  landscape  plans,  but  no  further  work  has  been 
accomplished. 

Similarly,  plans  for  an  extension  of  the  Vera  Cruz  Council  K 
of  C  building  on  Teed  Drive  have  been  abandoned. 

There  have  been  several  instances  of  the  erection  of  additions 
to  Industrial  complexes,  but  since  these  were  regarded  as  exten- 
sions of  already  existing  buildings,  no  landscape  plans  were  sub- 
mitted.    However,   the  Landscape  Board  feels  that  since  the  visual 
environment  altered  by  additions  is  in  reality  an  ingredient  of 
landscaping  and  should,   therefore,  come  under  the  purview  of  land- 
scape approval. 
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Landscape  plans  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval  and  which 
have  been  completed  include:     The  East  Randolph  Industrial  Park 
Warehouse,  T.  J.  Flatler  Co.     The  Apartments  buildings,  Chestnut 
Street  West,  F.  Jablonski.     The  Astro  Sales  Co.  Pacella  Co.  near 
the  Lantana.     The  Auto  Craft  building,  W.  Wentzel,  North  Street. 
The  Lane-Briss  Funeral  Home,  Mazzeo  Drive.     The  Garage/Storage/ 
Office  building,   St.  Mary's  Cemetary.     All  these  have  had  their 
landscaping  completed. 

The  Pan  Realty  Trust  Building  on  Thomas  Patten  Drive  is  still 
in  the  process  of  completion  with  fine  landscaping  plans. 

The  Dunkin  Donuts  Corporate  Headquarters  Building  submitted 
building  plans  by  the  Carlson  Corporation  with  a  statement  that 
Landscape  Plans  will  be  submitted  after  the  building  is  erected, 
and  will  be  done  by  the  Dunkin  Donuts  Corp.     While  this  is  contrary 
to  the  letter  of  the  By-Law  on  Building  Permits,   it  is  expected 
that  this  corporation  will  submit  the  essential  landscaping  plans. 

Although  the  extensive  acreage  of  asphalt  treatment  of  the 
Shopping  Plazas  continues  to  cry  out  for  some  kind  of  cosmetic 
landscaping,  it  is  worthy  to  note  that  in  the  instance  of  the  Ran- 
dolph Shopping  Plaza  the  emplacement  of  yellow  pylons  by  the  High- 
way Department  at  the  entrance/exits  to  the  parking  lot  will  serve 
to  mark  these  entrances,  thus  preventing  errors  of  judgement  as  to 
where  to  cross  the  sidewalk  onto  Memorial  Drive. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  landscaping  evidence  submitted  during 
the  year  was  that  of  the  Randolph  Co-Operative  Bank,  whose  new 
building  and  its  landscaping  is  an  outstanding  example  of  beauty 
and  planning.     This  recent  addition  to  the  center  of  the  town  en- 
hances an  area  once  benighted  with  a  manufacturing  conglomeration 
of  eyesore  jerry-built  construction. 

With  the  razing  of  much  of  this  former  complex,   there  is  now 
left  only  one  portion  of  the  old  factory  still  standing  to  the  east 
of  the  new  Bank,  and  this  is  a  substantial  but  frightful  appearing 
4  story  boxlike  structure  which  the  present  developers  are  desirous 
of  modernizing  into  some  type  of  business.     This  is  the  locus  of 
the  former  Lathrop  Farm,  circa  the  early  1800' s,  and  is  surrounded 
by  two  parcels  of  valuable  real  estate,   labeled  Site  2,  and  Site  3, 
which  areas  have  been  designated  as  Randolph  Center  Business  Park 
by  the  owners. 

Whatever  disposition  is  to  be  made  of  this  central  area  pres- 
ently scarified,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  landscaping  will  en- 
hance the  framing  of  the  beauty  of  the  Co-Operative  Bank,  and  the 
Randolph  Town  Hall.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Tree  Warden  for  the  year  1979. 
A  Tree  Survey  was  conducted  with  a  50?o  reimbursement  received  from 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Management. 

During  the  past  year  we  were  infestated  with  Gypsy  Moths,  and 
also  an  infestation  of  Tent  Caterpillars,  although  the  spraying  was 
effective,  the  upcoming  year  will  be  a  very  bad  one  for  these  in- 
sects.    With  this  in  mind  I  have  put  an  article  in  for  a  new 
sprayer. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  removed  trees  on  School  property; 
answered  complaints  for  Police  Department;     removed  trees  for  High- 
way Department  on  High  Street  so  that  the  road  could  be  widened, 
on  Richwood  Road  so  drain  could  be  put  in,  and  on  Vine  Street  for 
the  Engineering  Department  so  sidewalks  could  be  put  in;     and  on 
Pond  Street  for  the  Water  Department  so  the  sediment  pond  could  be 
enlarged. 

I  have  removed  17  dead  Elm  trees  due  to  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  and 
30  other  trees  damaged  by  storms  or  insects. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Highway  Department,  I  have  cut  grass 
in  many  areas  throughout  the  town. 

I  have  started  a  fall  brush  cleaning  program. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Light  Company,  I  have  done  much  trim- 
ming to  prevent  power  outages.  In  the  following  year  the  Light  Com- 
pany has  assured  me  they  will  trim  the  whole  town  for  this  purpose. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  also  monitored  damage  done  to  Public 
Shade  Trees  by  the  Sewer  Department  Contractors. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  Department  Heads 
and  all  Town  Hall  workers  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past 
year,  and  especially  the  Public  and  Board  of  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  RECREATION 


The  Randolph  Board  of  Recreation  Programs  have  exceeded  all 
expectations  of  the  number  of  participants  that  have  engaged  in  the 
various  activities  that  are  offered  by  the  Board  for  the  Randolph 
youth  and  adults. 

Starting  in  July  with  the  co-operation  of  the  CETA  people,  the 
Belcher  Park  clean-up  project  was  instituted,  and  for  seven  weeks 
trees  were  cut  down,  debris  was  hauled  away,  and  pathes  were  widened 
However,  the  situation  to  keep  it  clean  is  a  problem  because  of  the 
drinking,  smashing  of  bottles  and  throwing  of  empty  cans  of  beer 
all  over  the  park. 

Our  Playground  program,  which  was  received  by  great  numbers 
this  year,  through  Mr.  Frank  Howard  of  Self  Help  in  Brockton,  funded: 
by  the  State  and  Federal  Governments,  started  a  lunch  program  for 
all  the  youths,  regardless  of  race,  creed,  color  or  sex.     The  lunch 
program  was  received  with  joy  by  all,  and  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Howard! 
and  the  others  for  their  help. 

The  Special  Needs  children  again  were  sent  to  St.  Coletta's  Day; 
School  for  seven  weeks,  and  they  enjoyed  the  activities  presented  to: 
them  daily. 

The  Swimming  program  is  as  always  well  received,  and  I'm  very 
happy  to  say  that  many  children  have  been  taught  to  swim  for  their 
survival.     This  program  is  a  must  for  all  children  in  Randolph,  and 
the  Board  is  going  to  have  Swimming  lessons  through  the  entire  year 

The  Instructional  programs  are  enjoyed,  and  again  I  repeat  that 
if  anyone  has  any  ideas  of  programs  that  may  be  useful  to  us  that  we? 
do  not  have  at  the  present  time  and  may  be  needed  for  the  pleasure 
of  the  people,  kindly  let  any  member  of  the  board  know. 

The  Randolph  Skating  Rink  is  healthy  and  running  well.     We  have- 
a  diversified  amount  of  activities,  public  skating,  figure  skating, 
high  school  hockey,  youth  hockey,  different  leagues,  senior  men's 
league,  individual  groups,  and  others.     The  Board  is  proud  of  the 
Rink  and  the  fact  that  people  let  us  know  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
go  into  a  clean  rink. 

However,  we  still  have  a  little  vandalism  that  is  being  cleared] 
up  gradually.     With  the  great  number  of  Rinks  that  are  being  closed 
up,  the  Board  feels  that  the  Town  of  Randolph  has  a  great  piece  of 
Real  Estate  that  is  envied  by  many  Towns  and  Cities. 

The  Board  feels  that  it  has  great  personnel  for  their  programs 
and  wishes  to  commend  them  for  their  fine  work.     They  also  express 
their  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  support,  to  Mr.  Henry  Rota 
the  Highway  Supt.   for  his  untired  effort  in  helping  us  at  all  times, 
to  Mr.  Norman  Ayers,  Supt.  of  the  Water  Board  and  the  Committee  for 
allowing  us  to  use  Great  Pond  on  the  Randolph  side  for  our  Annual 
Fishing  Contest  for  the  youngsters,  to  the  Financial  Committee  for 
their  understanding  of  our  programs,  and  to  the  people  of  Randolph 
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for  their  fine  support.     The  Randolph  Board  of  Recreation  and  I 
feel  that  it  is  a  great  honor  to  represent  the  Town  and  its  people.

REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION  AND  YOUTH  STAFF 


The  Randolph  Youth  Commission  and  Youth  Staff  herewith  submit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1979.     In  the 
implementation  of  any  program,  the  Youth  Commission  has  the  follow- 
ing objectives  in  mind: 

1)  To  bring  about  a  clearer  understanding  of  services  avail- 
able to  youth  by  agencies  already  serving  Randolph; 

2)  To  develop  creative  programs  to  meet  the  social,  educa- 
tional, vocational,  psychological,  and/or  recreational 
needs  of  young  people; 

3)  To  help  the  youth  of  Randolph  to  articulate  and  meet  their 
own  needs ; 

4)  To  create  a  better  understanding  about  youth  among  adults, 
particularly  between  parents  and  their  own  children,  and 

5)  To  provide  alternatives  to  delinquent  behavior. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Youth  Commission  and  Youth 
Staff  became  involved  in  a  number  of  endeavors  pertaining  to  the 
mental,   social,   and  physical  health  of  the  Town's  youth. 
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In  addition  to  handling  the  administrative  aspects  of  the 
youth  program,  the  Youth  Coordinator  was  available  as  needed  in  a 
community  outreach  and  youth  advocacy  capacity.     Much  of  the  time 
of  the  Coordinator  and  Outreach  Worker  was  spent  working  directly 
with  Randolph  teenagers,  particularly  at  night  and  on  week-ends. 

Among  others,   they  worked  with  police,  court,  and  school  per- 
sonnel.    They  provided  individual  and  family  counseling,  academic 
tutoring,  vocational  counseling  and  placements,  organized  and  super- 
vised youth  activities,  were  resources  for  information  and  referral, 
and  were  called  upon  in  many  crisis  intervention  situations,  includ- 
ing direct  involvement  with  school  drop-outs,  runaway  cases,  teenage 
rape  victims,  cases  of  attempted  suicide,   teenage  pregnancy,  and 
child  abuse,  as  well  as  numerous  cases  of  problems  resulting  from 
alcohol  and/or  drug  abuse. 

In  February  the  Youth  Center  (963-9879)  at  70  Lafayette  Street 
celebrated  it's  fourth  (4th)  anniversary  with  an  Open  House.  The 
Center  continued  to  provide  young  people  with  a  place  to  meet  with 
their  friends  and  to  participate  in  various  constructive  activities, 
particularly  at  night,  on  week-ends,  and  during  school  vacations. 

For  nearly  five  (5)  years  now  the  Youth  Center,  among  other 
accomplishments,  a)  has  been  open  parts  of  (6)  and/or  (7)  days/night 
per  week;     b)  has  been  frequented  by  more  than  (900)  teenagers  f rom 
all  over  Randolph,  attracting  anywhere  from  (25)  to  (100)  young  peo- 
ple (ages  12-20)  at  any  given  time;     c)  has  returned  more  than 
$10,600  from  the  electronic  games  to  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

In  March,  Town  Meeting  members  supported  our  request  and  voted: 
to  appropriate  funds  to  enable  the  Commission  to  hire  a  part-time 
(25  hours /week)  Youth  Center  Director,  beginning  July  first.  In 
addition,  a  grant  written  by  the  Youth  Coordinator  and  submitted  to 
the  Depattment  of  Mental  Health  was  approved  for  funding,  thus  mak- 
ing a  limited  amount  of  state  money  available  to  the  Youth  Commis- 
sion from  July  1,  1979  -  June  30,  1980. 

Among  other  duties,  the  Youth  Center  Director  supervised  ac- 
tivities at  the  Center,  provided  information  and  made  referrals, 
worked  with  a  Youth  Advisory  Corps  (teenage  volunteers,  who,  among 
other  things,  were  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  maintenance  of 
the  facility  and  surrounding  grounds) ,  and  organized  regular  special 
projects  and  activities  such  as  neighborhood  clean-ups,  roller  skat- 
ing night,  Christmas  party,  caroling,  and  a  visit  to  a  nursing 
home. 

In  June,  resignations  were  accepted  from  Outreach  Worker  Ann 
Collins  and  Youth  Center  Director  Tony  Ferragamo.     Throughout  the 
summer  months  the  Commission  reviewed  numerous  resumes  submitted 
in  application  for  each  of  these  positions.     During  the  month  of 
September  many  well-qualified  candidates  for  each  position  were 
carefully  interviewed,  and  by  October,  Miss  Maureen  Russell  was 
hired  as  Youth  Outreach  Worker  and  Miss  Kathleen  McQuaid  was  hired 
as  Youth  Center  Director. 

Five  very  successful  co-ed  week-end  camping  trips  (in  May, 
June,  August,  and  two  in  September,  involving  nearly  (150)  teenagers 
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a  Youth  Employment  Service   (which  referred  many  young  people  to 
full-time,  part-time,  and  odd  jobs  throughout  the  year),   a  roller 
skating  night  (in  January,  involving  more  than  (100)  teenagers),  a 
float  entered  in  the  Town's  4th  of  July  parade  (which  was  awarded 
Second  Place) ,  and  a  Haunted  House  (held  at  the  Youth  Center  in 
October,  attracting  more  than  (2000)  people),  were  among  the  many 
activities  and  services  sponsored  by  the  Youth  Commission  in  1979. 

The  Youth  Commission  continued  to  compile  information  with  the 
goal  of  preparing  a  youth  service/activity  index  for  Randolph, 
brought  Self-Help  of  Brockton  and  the  Town's  Board  of  Recreation 
together  to  initiate  a  free  lunch  program  for  the  young  people  of 
Randolph  at  the  playgrounds  during  the  summer  months,  continues  its 
search  for  additional  Youth  Center  facilities,  and  continues  to 
meet  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  every  month. 

During  1979  we  regretfully  accepted  the  resignations  of  Jackie 
Rosenberg  and  Hansford  Brown,  and  extended  a  welcome  to  new  members 
Dave  Kaplan  and  Paul  Porter. 

The  Youth  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  town 
departments  and  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  and  encourage 
ment.     Youth  Commission  programs  are  ever  changing  to  meet  immediat 
needs  of  our  youth,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  initiation  and  imple 
mentation  of  new  programs  in  1980.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR  OF  ELDERLY  AFFAIRS 


I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  make  my  Annual  Report 
as  Executive  Director  of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the  Town  of  Randolph  to 
the  citizens  of  the  town. 

We  have  continued  to  have  available  to  the  elderly  people  in 
our  town  a  most  active  program. 

I  have  worked  very  closely  with  the  Council  on  Aging,   the  Ran- 
dolph Housing  Authority,  all  the  Town  Boards  and  Commissions  and 
the  clergymen  of  the  town  in  offering  the  more  than  4,600  elderly 
citizens  in  Randolph  an  interesting,  varied,  and  vital  program,  and 
judging  from  their  enthusiastic  participation,  we  seem  to  have  been 
very  successful.     The  following  is  a  partial  listing  of  activities 
held  this  past  year: 

A  May  Day  banquet  held  at  the  Lantana,  attended  by  many  local 
town  officials,  the  clergy  and  over  600  senior  citizens; 
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A  picnic  held  at  Drinkwater's  Grove  in  August  for  over  400 
elderly,  where  a  box  lunch  was  enjoyed  by  all,  with  the  Drink- 
water  family  donating  the  premises  for  the  day; 

An  Annual  Fall  Harvest  Dinner  Dance  with  entertainment  was  pro- 
vided for  more  than  300  senior  citizens  in  October  by  Vera  Cruz 
#129  Knights  of  Columbus  of  Randolph  at  their  club  house,  which 
was  enjoyed  by  all; 

An  active  bowling  league  in  which  more  than  100  of  our  elderly 
participate  each  week  at  the  Woodlawn  Bowlerama  alleys; 

A  Thanksgiving  dinner  served  at  the  Randolph  High  School  to 
over  600  senior  citizens,  compliments  of  the  seniors  of  the 
school  and  the  Teachers  Club  acting  as  hosts  in  providing  this 
delicious  meal; 

Weekly  provisions  for  two  shopping  buses  which  stop  at  strate- 
gic locations  in  town  to  provide  our  elderly  with  transportation 
to  facilitate  their  shopping,  one  bus  donated  by  the  Council  on 
Aging,   the  other  by  Shaw's  Supermarket; 

A  Christmas  Party  with  a  fully  catered  meal  and  liquid  refresh- 
ments and  entertainment,  attended  by  more  than  650  elderly  at 
the  Lantana,   compliments  of  the  owners,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maurice 
Hart ; 

A  sit-down  roast  beef  dinner  for  over  200  senior  citizens  was 
held  in  November  at  the  Elks  Hall,  compliments  of  the  Randolph 
Elks  Club; 

The  Randolph  Elks  Club  also  provided  a  number  of  tickets  to 
male  senior  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Randolph  for  the  Elks  Stag 
Annual  Picnic  at  Drinkwater's  Grove  in  September,  1979; 

In  November  of  1979  the  Randolph  senior  citizens  were  provided 
with  flu  and  pneumonia  shots  at  the  three  housing  complexes, 
Temple  Beth  Am  and  Trinity  Episcopal  Church;     also,  weekly 
blood  pressure  clinics  are  now  being  held  for  Randolph  seniors 
at  the  three  housing  for  the  elderly  developments  in  Randolph; 
all  sponsored  by  the  Randolph  Board  of  Health; 

The  Randolph  Lions  provided  over  100  tickets  to  seniors  for  the 
Annual  Bean  Supper  held  in  October  at  Amvets  Hall; 

The  Randolph  Lions  also  sponsored  a  Glaucoma  Clinic  with  free 
eye  examination  for  Randolph  senior  citizens ; 

The  Town  of  Randolph  is  now  a  member  of  the  South  Shore  Home 
Care  Services  which  provides  meals  for  senior  citizens  at  the 
nutrition  site  for  elderly  citizens  in  the  Parish  Hall  of  St. 
Bernadette's  Church.  The  South  Shore  Home  Care  Services  also 
provides  meals  for  more  than  40  shut-in  seniors  which  are  de- 
livered to  their  homes  by  volunteers  and,  also,  provides  vari- 
our  forms  of  home  care  for  needy  senior  citizens; 
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The  Randolph  Rotary  Club  again  provided  the  "Operation  Survivsa 
telephone  which  is  "manned"  5  days  a  week  by  residents  of  our 
senior  citizens  project  on  North  Street; 

Every  two  weeks  the  Turner  Free  Library  sends  a  librarian  to 
each  of  the  three  senior  citizen  housing  projects  to  lend  book 
to  the  tenants ; 

During  the  last  year  the  senior  citizens'  drop  in  center  at  tth 
elderly  housing  complex  on  North  Street  was  very  active  and  opp 
erated  with  a  full  schedule,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
dancing  beano,  arts  and  crafts,  and  many  other  programs  for  ou: 
senior  citizens. 

I  have  worked  with  the  members  of  the  Randolph  Housing  Author- 
ity, the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Recreation  Department,  the  School 
Department,  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  our  local  and  stea 
officials  in  bringing  expanded  services  to  our  elderly  in  Randolph. 

We  have  arranged  for  weekly  church  services  to  be  held  at  the 
community  buildings  in  our  elderly  developments,  and  I  have  attende 
meetings  of  the  Regional  Council  on  Aging  and  state  and  county  meet 
ings  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Elderly  Affairs. 

I  look  forward  to  an  accelerated  program  of  activities  next 

year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SELF  HELP,  INCORPORATED 


Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  Greater  Brockton's  Community  Action  Agenc} 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited- income  indi- 
viduals and  families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  re- 
sponsive to  the  needs  of  the  limited- income ,  disadvantaged  and 
minority  residents. 

During  the  program  year,  concluded  on  9/30/79,  Self  Help,  Inc. 
received  total  funding  of  $2,539,065.00,  and  provided  160,802  direc 
services  to  the  area's  limited-income  individuals  and  families. 

Randolph  residents  received  612  services,  totaling  $64,955.00 
during  the  year. 
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This  total  funding  of  $2.5  Million  Dollars  does  not  tell  the 
real  value  of  human  services  delivered  to  the  area.     Self  Help's 
funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $1.6  Million  Dollars 
of  other  community  resources,   such  as  CETA,   Commonwealth  Service 
Corps,   local  City  and  Town  contributions,  volunteers,  etc. 

The  real  net  worth  of  Self  Help  during  the  past  program  year 
was  $4.1  Million  Dollars. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  165  individuals,  many  of  whom  are 
limited-income.     46  of  these  employees  are  minorities. 

We  feel  the  program  year  10/1/78  to  9/30/79  was  a  successful 
Dne  for  Self  Help,  Inc.,  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited- income 
Dopulation.     We  thank  the  area's  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Town  volun- 
iees,  and  all  of  those  who  helped  make  our  program  a  success.

REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  has  completed  the  arrangement  of  the 
JAR  Hall  in  the  Town  Hall  as  a  Museum  Room.     The  lighted  wall  Cabi- 
lets  have  been  refurbished  and  equipped  with  exhibits  of  artifacts 
tnd  pictures.     The  display  of  Civil  War  military  equipment  has  been 
cleaned  and  arranged.     The  blue  carpeting,  and  Federal  Blue  decor 
>f  the  room  now  adds  to  the  beauty  and  purpose  of  this  design,  and 
:he  room  is  open  for  viewing. 

The  old  pictures  of  Randolph  uniformed  veterans  of  the  Civil 
far  have  been  repaired  and  each  identified  by  name,  and  affixed  to 
:he  wall.     The  two  ancient  lithographed  coloured  maps  of  early  Ran- 
lolph,  having  been  protected  with  plexiglass  and  fastened  to  the 
;ast  wall,  have  become  the  source  of  interest  to  visitors  and 
tistory  buffs. 

The  most  recent  addition  to  the  museum  is  the  large  cabinet 
:ontaining  the  Weights  and  Measures  instruments  and  equipment, 
rhich  was  relocated  from  the  upper  hallway  and  fixed  near  the  south 
'all.     The  doors  of  the  cabinet  have  been  removed  and  substitute 
:eavy  protective  glass  covering  emplaced.     This  magnificent  piece 
f  equipment  was  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,   and  was  donated 
o  the  town  as  the  official  device  to  be  used  by  the  Sealer  of 
'eights  and  Measures.     The  cabinet  has  been  refinished  in  keeping

with  the  decor  of  the  area,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  of 
Stetson  Hall 

The  Historical  Commission  participated  in  the  welcoming  of  the 
28  French  High  School  students  who  were  housed  with  local  area  fam- 
ilies during  July,  and  on  July  17  an  historical  lecture  was  arranger 
for  them  and  their  escorts.     Each  student  was  presented  an  engraving 
of  the  U.S.S.  Constitution,  and  of  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  The 
Selectmen  also  presented  them  with  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Town  Report 
of  1978,  and  each  student  was  also  given  a  Bicentennial  Silver  Dol- 
lar as  a  gift  from  Ms.  Stella  Krupka  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  has  prepared  for  the  office  of  Congressman  Briair 
Donnelly  a  beautiful  picture  of  the  Town  Hall,  to  be  hung  on  the 
wall  of  the  House  Office  Building  in  Washington.     Since  our  Town 
Hall  is  such  an  outstanding  example  of  early  architecture  and  sur- 
passes in  beauty  any  similar  public  building  in  the  Congressman's 
district,  he  is  pleased  to  have  it  as  an  exhibit  of  Colonial  New 
England.     A  similar  picture  is  being  used  to  submit  with  the  archi- 
tectural data  to  the  Mass  Historical  Commission  for  consideration 
in  the  application  for  National  Register  qualification  of  this  beau-i 
tiful  building. 

There  are  also  two  other  buildings  in  the  town  which  should  bei 
thus  considered  for  National  Register  -  the  old  stone  building, 
American  Legion  building  on  South  Main  Street,  once  an  old  Inn, 
Country  Store  and  Livery  Stable;     and  the  old  Tower  Hill  School, 
the  only  wooden  one-room  schoolhouse  left  in  town. 

The  Bicentennial  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth, 
which  Document  was  composed  by  President  John  Adams  of  Braintree, 
our  mother  town,  was  held  in  Quincy,  September  6  to  9 .  Planning 
for  this  historic  event  was  begun  in  June,  and  Randolph  was  repre- 
sented on  the  Committee  by  the  Historical  Commission. 

The  plans  entailed  the  transport  of  the  actual  parchment  docu- 
ment to  the  Adams  house  where  John  Adams  held  a  Law  Office,  for 
public  display.     This  historic  document  written  in  our  town  remains; 
the  oldest  operating  constitution  in  the  world,  and  was  the  basis 
for  the  similar  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  both  as  to 
Preamble,  Bill  of  Rights,  and  content,  guaranteeing  the  freedoms 
unique  in  political  government  in  the  world. 

It  is  a  holographic  document,  on  parchment,   the  caligraphy 
done  by  a  scribe,  and  is  in  excellent  state  of  preservation.  That 
Randolph  should  be  a  part  of  the  concern  involved  is  rooted  in  the 
pride  of  affinity  for  our  townsfolk,  the  Adamses,  Elihu,  the 
younger  brother  of  the  President  having  had  a  farmhouse  in  our  pre- 
cinct, and  Abagail  having  chosen  the  locus  of  Powder  House  to  store 
the  ammunition  for  the  defense  of  Boston  on  South  Street  here  - 
this  because  of  the  presence  of  so  many  tories  in  the  North  Precinc 
now  Quincy. 

The  relocation  of  the  Historical  Sign  on  Tower  Hill,  corner  of 
High  and  Lafayette  Streets,  was  done  by  Mr.  Henry  Rota  and  the 
Highway  Department.     This  setting  also  included  the  installation  of1 
shrubbery,  and  the  landscaping  of  the  plot. 
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The  two  new  Historical  Signs,   crafted  by  Plourde  of  Brockton, 
will  be  added  to  the  present  ones  -  Tower  Hill,   South  Wagon  Road, 
Joshua  Hunt  Farm  at  Holiday  Inn,   the  Central,   St.  Mary's  and  Oakland 
Cemeteries,  and  in  North  Randolph  the  corner  of  Pond  Street.  These 
two  new  signs  will  be  emplaced  at  the  site  of  the  former  Railroad 
Station,  corner  of  Warren  and  Depot  Streets,  and  at  the  site  of  the 
Randolph/Holbrook  Railroad  Station  on  Union  Street. 

Research  and  historical  work  on  the  Oakland  Cemetery  has  been 
conducted  by  Ms.  Ruth  Langley,  Historian  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  resulting  in  identification  of  all  names  and  dates  on  the 
gravestones  there.     An  alphabetical  file  of  these  identities  has 
been  placed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.     This  should  be  of  as- 
sistance to  the  many  people  who  make  enquiry  in  regard  to  family 
history.     It  should  be  of  further  importance  to  the  roster  of  vet- 
erans of  the  French- Indian,  Revolutionary  War,  1812,  and  Civil  War 
who  are  buried  there.     Many  of  these  are  included  on  the  Bronze 
Plaque  in  the  Randolph  Post  Office,  which  was  donated  to  the  Town 
by  the  U.S.  Postal  Service. 

Grave  markers  containing  the  names  and  dates  of  such  early  war 
veterans  could  be  furnished  by  the  Commonwealth,  but  since  this 
cemetery  has  no  status  as  a  Town  Cemetery,  and  care  only  provided 
through  donated  interest  and  regard  of  the  Commission,  and  the  High- 
way Department,  it  is  deemed  unwise  to  emplace  these  metal  markers. 

The  ongoing  work  on  the  History  of  Randolph  has  reached  the 
stage  where  a  final  solution  as  to  its  proper  presentation  should 
be  made.     The  prohibitive  cost  of  printing  and  reproducing  the 
pictures,  even  in  a  similar  form  as  that  done  for  the  History  of 
the  Randolph  Fire  Department,  has  left  the  solution  in  Limbo. 

The  abundance  of  historical  writing  bringing  the  History  up  to 
date,  together  with  the  pictures  of  facets  of  historical  import,  is 
ready  for  work.     Recently  the  Commission,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Randolph  High  School  Department  of  History  and  English,  has  convened 
to  plan  for  a  format  for  presenting  this  history  in  a  desireable 
fashion  for  use  of  our  students.     Consultation  with  a  local  firm 
indicates  that  all  the  historical  material,  printed  and  pictures, 
can  be  microfilmed  at  a  cost  of  $250.   for  1800  8  x  10  pages,  with 
duplicates  at  a  cost  of  $22  -  $15.     These  film  rolls  can  then  be 
placed  in  a  READER  MACHINE  for  viewing/ study.     Presently  the  School 
Department  has  several  of  these  machines,   thus  making  available  to 
students  a  wealth  of  historical  material  hitherto  unknown. 

The  implementation  of  this  project,  therefore,  deemed  to  be  so 
valuable  for  study  purposes,  has  prompted  the  Historical  Commission 
to  insert  an  Article  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  this  year  re- 
questing the  sum  of  $1,000.   to  implement  this  microfilming  process. 

The  recent  participation  of  the  Commission  with  the  City  of 
Quincy  Bicentennial  Celebration  of  the  Adams  Constitution  has  re- 
vealed that  there  may  be  tangible  evidence  that  President  John 
Adams,  besides  being  the  Father  of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution, 
may  also  be  the  Father  of  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps.     Together  with  the 
interest  of  Sen.  James  Mclntyre,  and  Congressman  Brian  Donnelly, 
the  Historical  Commission  will  undertake  to  delve  into  the  Adams 
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Papers  to  research  this  neglected  area  of  historical  data.     In  the 
scaled  down  geographic  boundary  of  our  incorporation  as  a  separate 
town,  we  may  often  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  two  of  our  early 
Presidents  were  fellow  townsmen,  and  that  the  Adams  family  was  so 
closely  associated  with  our  area.     Abagail  Adams  chose  the  site  for 
the  Revolutionary  War  Powder  House,  here  on  South  Street,  and 
Elihu  Adams,   the  younger  brother  of  President  John  Adams,  had  a 
farm  not  too  far  away  in  this  South  Precinct,   and  lies  buried  in 
Union  Cemetery  on  Union  Street. 

The  Commission  continues  to  receive  pictures,  old  deeds,  docu- 
ments, and  items  of  the  former  shoe  industry  from  former  residents, 
and  interested  historical-minded  folk.  These  are  laminated  and  pre 
served  to  be  included  in  the  microfilming  process. 

Many  enquiries  also  continue  to  come  in  from  far  away  concern- 
ing geneological  research  anent  early  residents. 

The  Commission  desires  to  extend  to  the  townspeople  their  in- 
terest and  capability  of  presenting  to  whatever  gathering  of  folk 
may  be  interested,  a  slide-showing  and  lecture  on  the  facets  of 
town  history.     This  can  be  arranged  by  contact  with  members  of  the 
commission  to  set  a  date.     The  gratitude  of  the  commission  is  ex- 
pressed to  all  who  have  been  of  assistance  to  the  historical  work, 
especially  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   the  Highway  Department,  the 
School  Committee  and  School  Departments,   the  varied  Boards  and 
elected  officers  of  the  Town,  and  the  many  people  who  have  evinced 
a  regard  for  the  History  of  Randolph.

REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


In  an  effort  to  make  the  Personnel  Board  more  accessible  to 
other  Town  Departments,   the  public,  press  and  employees,  the  Board 
voted  to  change  its  meeting  night  from  Tuesday  to  Monday.     At  the 
same  time,  we  hoped  to  achieve  a  measure  of  fuel  saving  in  the 
Town  Hall  because  frequently  ours  was  the  only  Board  meeting  on 
Tuesday  evenings.     Additionally,  Monday  evening  meetings  have 
proved  to  be  more  convenient  for  all  the  Board  members,  and  with 
the  exception  of  two  meetings ,  we  have  had  100%  attendance  by  the 
full  board. 

In  our  continuing  effort  to  review  all  classified  positions  at 
least  every  three  years,  one  third  of  the  classification  plan  was 
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reviewed  this  year,   and  a  comprehensive  salary  survey  conducted, 
together  with  job  duty  comparisons  with  similar  positions.  In 
this  regard,   the  Board  has  made  ample  use  of  the  facilities  and  re- 
ports available  from  the  Mass.  Municipal  Personnel  Association 
through  attendance  at  workshops  and  seminars  by  the  Personnel  Di- 
rector . 

The  Personnel  Board,  due  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  the 
Selectmen,  in  an  effort  to  have  all  articles  available  for  review 
in  November,  met  all  summer  in  order  to  meet  this  deadline.  The 
Personnel  Board  considered  reclassification  requests  involving  14 
different  positions,  recommended  reclassifying  four,  approved  two 
promotions  and  rendered  decisions  on  several  other  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  interpretation  of  the  By-Laws. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  the  Department  Heads  and 
Town  employees  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year,  and  to 
the  Town  Meeting  Members  for  their  continued  support  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.     In  particular,  we  appreciate  the  very  able  assist- 
ance of  the  Executive  Secretary,  and  support  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Town  Counsel  and  the  Personnel  Director.

The  timing  of  this  report  is  novel.     Traditionally  there  is  a 
January  to  December  report  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  dis- 
tributed in  March.     Some  years  ago,  however,   the  Legislature 
changed  all  municipality  fiscal  years  to  July  through  June.     It  is 
the  purpose  of  this  fiscal  year  report  to  spell  out  in  much  more 
detail  than  usual  the  financial  aspects  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer's 
office. 

The  offices  of  Clerk  and  Treasurer  have  since  March  1978  been 
elective.     The  undersigned  was  first  elected  in  March  of  1978  and 
re-elected  in  March  of  1979.     The  material  printed  below  is  in  no 
manner  a  criticism  of  the  almost  25  year  term  of  the  retired  Clerk- 
Treasurer.     As  times  change  so  must  government  and,  as  we  all  real- 
ize, there  have  been  monumental  changes  in  all  phases  of  our  lives 
in  the  past  two  years. 

First,  and  a  point  overlooked  by  many  people,  the  Treasurer's 
function  is  not  merely  to  pay  the  $37  million  of  Town  salaries  and 
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expenses  for  the  year.     A  vital  part  of  the  job  is  to  invest  the 
Town  funds  on  hand  prior  to  their  use  to  pay  bills.  Unfortunately, 
apart  from  May  and  November  real  estate  receipts,  the  rest  of  the 
money  dribbles  in  -  often  unpredictably  as  to  date  and  amount.  We 
can  anticipate  when  state  and  federal  funds  are  due  but  we  cannot 
always  anticipate  the  amounts  Congress  and  the  State  government 
will  send  us  (they  do  not  give  it  to  us,  for  much  of  it  is  a  return 
of  our  own  tax  dollars) . 

What  is  more  predictable  are  the  weekly  payroll  and  expense 
checks  the  Treasurer  must  process  and  pay  out  -  in  the  area  of 
$700,000.00  per  week  -  including  paying  off  money  borrowed  in  past 
years  to  build  schools  and  other  public  buildings  and  public  works. 

Every  once  in  a  while  the  Treasurer  is  presented  an  unexpected 
bill  to  pay,  such  as  a  court  judgment  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
for  a  land  taking  for  recreation  or  other  purpose  voted  by  the 
Town  Meeting  or  a  Court  judgment  for  a  salary  increase  for  certain 
town  departments  after  collective  bargaining,  mediation,  arbitra- 
tion, or  court  action. 

The  end  result  of  all  this  financial  complexity  in  may  towns 
is  for  town  funds  to  sit  in  the  checking  account  awaiting  bills. 

Thus,  when  I  took  office  in  1978  most  Town  funds  were  drawing 
no  interest  in  checking  accounts.     The  Town  was  also  charged  in 
the  thousands  for  costs  of  printing  checks.     Some  funds  were  in 
local  savings  institutions  at  around  5%  bank  book  rates  of  inter- 
est.    Occasionally  there  were  short  term  (30,60,90  day)  invest- 
ments in  certificates  of  deposit  at  higher  rates  of  interest. 

The  newly  elected  Clerk-Treasurer,  despite  almost  18  years  as 
a  Selectman,  never  anticipated  the  magnitude  of  the  position  of 
Clerk-Treasurer,  nor  the  problem  areas,  nor  the  vast  available 
areas  of  investment  possibilities.     It  took  a  while  to  mesh  the 
gears.     For  over  one  year  the  only  real  change  of  personnel  from 
the  prior  administration  has  been  the  resignation  of  the  assist- 
ant town  clerk  for  other  employment  and  the  resignation  of  a 
clerk- typist  to  raise  her  new  family.     Both  have  been  replaced 
by  qualified  persons  who  understood  that  they  were  hired  at  the 
lowest  pay  grade. 

The  part  time  tax  title  consultant  who  died  in  late  1978  at 
age  80  has  been  replaced  by  a  trained  accountant,  also  on  a  part 
time  basis.     This  individual  has  performed  magnificently  in  an 
area  new  to  him,  and  working  together  he  and  I  have  set  up  for 
the  first  time  a  control  system  where  at  a  glance  we  can  tell  the 
status  of  all  delinquent  real  estate  taxes.     We  have  set  up  a  get 
tough  position  on  tax  shirkers.     If  they  do  not  pay  their  fair 
share,  the  rest  of  Randolph's  taxpayers  have  to  pick  up  the  burden. 

Since  July  1,   1978  we  have  collected  over  $89,000.00  in  delin- 
quent taxes.     In  the  months  of  March  through  June,  1978,  when  we 
started  cracking  down,  we  received  an  additional  $33,750.00.  This 
contrasts  with  $76,771.00  in  1976-1977;     $68,048.00  in  1975-1976; 
$39,668.00  in  1974-1975;     $11,424.00  in  1973-1974. 
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It  has  cost  the  Town  since  March  of  1978  no  out  of  pocket  at- 
torney fees  on  cases  we  have  brought  in  Land  Court.     Most  tax  pay- 
ments to  us  have  been  without  our  going  to  court,   and  where  court 
was  required,   costs  and  expenses  were  paid  by  the  delinquent  tax- 
payer.    In  this  day  and  age  when  many  banks  do  not  collect  monthly 
tax  payments  and  when  certain  land  developers  resist  paying  taxes 
until  the  better  end,  our  goal  is  to  become  even  tougher  in  making 
them  pay. 

The  biggest  area  of  change  has  been  in  investing  Town  funds. 
We  no  longer  pay  to  print  our  checks.     If  the  banks  want  our  ac- 
counts they  pay  the  cost  of  checks.     After  many  experimental  ap- 
proaches  (with  the  cooperation  of  the  main  banks  which  we  use,  one 
for  payroll,  one  for  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  expenses,  and  one  for 
other  expenses)  all  deposits  earn  interest  until  used  to  honor  our 
checks.     We  also  wire  funds  through  the  Federal  Reserve  system  to 
avoid  lost  time  for  mail  delivery  and  to  avoid  delays  while  checks 
clear. 

Regularly,  often  daily,   the  Treasurer  personally  reviews  all 
Town  funds.     What  is  not  expected  to  be  used  is  invested  at  com- 
mercial rates  which  vary  with  the  money  market  but  which  range 
from  8%  to  over  10%  for  periods  of  one  day  to  90  days.     We  use  re- 
purchase agreements,  whereby  until  funds  are  needed,   they  earn 
these  higher  rates  of  interest. 

The  banks  invest  our  funds  in  U.S.  Treasury  Notes  and  other 
authorized  non-speculative  investments  and  agree  on  a  phone  call 
to  repurchase  the  collateral  and  send  or  wire  us  our  funds.  Using 
this  system,  the  Town  earned  interest  from  July  1,   1978  to  June 
30,   1979  of  over  $239,000.00.*    This  contrasts  with  $28,801.00 
interest  in  1976-1977;     $27,835.00  in  1975-1976;     $51,831.00  in 
1974-1975;     $36,953.00  in  1973-1974.     Each  $150,000.00  represents 
approximately  $1.00  on  our  tax  rate. 

When  I  became  Treasurer  in  1978,   I  found  that  since  there  was 
no  complete  investment  system,   there  was  no  one  trained  to  do  the 
paper  work  involved.     I  found  that  municipal  finance  and  account- 
ing procedures  are  like  none  other.     Often  it  is  not  logical  but 
it  is  required  by  state  law. 

As  a  lawyer  with  some  accounting  experience,   I  had  these 
choices : 

1)  Do  as  many  Town  Treasurers  told  me  they  do,  and  do  no 
regular  investing. 

2)  Do  the  investing  and  post  all  entries  myself. 

3)  Train  my  staff  to  work  with  me. 

After  careful  review  over  many  weeks,   I  realized  that  the  easy 
way  was  to  keep  things  as  they  were  -  little  investing,  little 
paperwork,   and  little  interest  earned.     To  do  it  all  myself  would 
short  change  the  Town.     I  am  not  paid  to  be  a  posting  clerk.  A 
posting  clerk  is  no  easy  job,   to  be  sure,  but  the  pay  is  less  than 


*  An  additional  $2,757.00  interest  has  been  accrued  but  not  yet 
posted  to  our  bank  books. 
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the  Treasurer's.     Also,   if  I  did  posting  myself  I  would  find  not 
enough  time  for  the  studying,  analysis,  phoning,  writing,  visiting 
banks,   etc.,  required  to  obtain  the  best  interest  rates.  Accord- 
ingly,  I  chose  to  train  certain  people  on  my  staff  to  post  along 
with  me. 

In  an  office  with  one  Treasurer,  one  Assistant  Treasurer,  one 
Assistant  Clerk,  and  three  clerk-typists   (two  of  whom  spend  most 
of  their  time  punching  out  checks,  balancing,  reconciling,  plus 
marriage,  UCC  and  death  certificates,  plus  serving  as  the  clearing 
house  for  the  hundreds  of  phone  calls  per  week  asking  what  depart- 
ment to  contact  for  a  particular  problem) ,  training  personnel  was 
a  problem,  especially  since  in  mid-1978  the  third  clerk-typist  had 
a  baby,   left,  returned  part  time,  and  then  left  permanently  to 
give  full  time  to  her  husband  and  child. 

My  staff,   through  all  this,  has  been  fabulous,  as  I  tried  to 
move  people  into  other  areas  of  expertise.     Working  with  figures 
is  not  everyone's  specialty,  and  months  of  retraining  and  shifting 
is  finally  working  out. 

While  we  were  setting  up  new  procedures,   the  Treasurer  worked 
closely  with  the  Town  Accountant,  Henry  Lowd.     Without  him  none  of 
these  accomplishments  could  have  succeeded.     Our  new  investment 
procedures  caused  him  much  aggravation,  much  paper  work  and  much 
unwarranted  criticism  as  will  be  mentioned  below. 

Mr.  Lowd  and  I  found  areas  of  financial  reporting  pre- 1978 
which  had  to  be  cleared  up  before  we  could  get  1978-1979  straight- 
ened out.     He  and  I  spent  countless  hours  in  conference,  plus  in 
writing  out  procedural  steps  to  make  sure  Town  records  properly 
traced  all  Town  funds  and  interest  earned.     Frankly,  one  often 
found  weeks  later  that  someone  had  not  correctly  posted  a  receipt 
or  had  missed  it  completely,  which  threw  the  figures  out  of  whack. 

Painstakingly,  item  by  item,  Mr.  Lowd  and  his  three  assistants 
worked  (frequently  on  their  weekends)  to  help  us.     Sometimes  he 
and  I  despaired  that  we  could  ever  set  up  a  system  to  correct  pre- 
existing problem  areas  and  to  solve  our  newly  created,  but  profit- 
able, problem  areas.     Hank  Lowd  is  nothing  short  of  amazing.  Be- 
cause he  is  local  we  tend  to  take  him  for  granted.     I  know  from 
dealing  with  other  municipal,  banking  and  state  officials,  that 
they  realize,  more  than  Randolph  may,  what  a  gem  we  have  and  what 
he  is  worth  to  us  in  dollars  -  far  more  than  he  is  paid. 

Speaking  of  the  State,  in  the  midst  of  our  efforts  to  set  up 
clear  systems  of  investments,  posting,  reporting,  and  tracing  of 
funds,  in  mid-December,  as  we  were  working  on  year-end  records  and 
reports  for  the  Annual  Town  Report,  the  state  auditors  dropped  in 
and  began  their  first  audit  since  1973  in  response  to  the  Town's 
long-standing  request  for  an  audit.     While  they  found  the  problems 
we  had  in  creating  a  new  system,   they  were  helpful  in  giving  us 
the  benefit  of  their  experience.     As  a  result,  we  now  maintain 
two  massive  new  books,   (never  before  used  in  the  Treasurer's  of- 
fice), one  to  reflect  all  transfers  between  banks,  one  to  reflect 
all  investments. 
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Both  prior  to  the  Auditors'  arrival  and  after  they  left,  the 
Treasurer  discovered  other  areas  of  non-existent  records.  There 
was  no  control  book  of  weekly  budget  balances  in  the  Clerk- 
Treasurer's  office.     We  now  have  such  a  control. 

We  now  have  a  control  book  showing  what  obligations  the  Town 
must  pay  in  future  years  for  schools,  sewers,  fire  stations,  etc., 
built  in  the  past  with  borrowed  funds.     Old  records  were  incomplete 
and  not  central.     We  now  have  a  system  of  reconciling  paid  notes 
and  bonds.     For  years  the  cancelled  notes  and  bonds  sat  in  a  cor- 
ner of  the  vault,  often  in  unopened  envelopes.     Again,  no  one 
purposely  ignored  these  areas.     They  were  tiresome,  complicated, 
and  no  one  was  trained  to  do  this  type  of  onerous  chore  in  a  small 
busy  office  with  overworked  personnel. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  the  departmental  budget  for  the 
fiscal  year  July  1,   1978  to  June  30,   1979,  when  all  these  construc- 
tive changes  were  made  and  start-up  problems  raised  and  solved,  was 
thousands  of  dollars  less  than  the  previous  year.     We  are  proud 
that  despite  this ,  the  Treasurer-Clerk  returned  to  the  Town  on 
June  30,  1979,  unexpended  funds  which  had  been  appropriated  for 
salary  and  expenses. 

We  have  also  reduced  the  number  of  bank  accounts  and  consoli- 
dated some.  I  learned,  as  I  tried  to  close  others  which  were  set 
up  by  the  prior  administration,  that  if  we  had  no  funds  in  a  par- 
ticular bank,  that  bank  would  not  bid  on  our  sewer  notes,  etc. 
To  achieve  competitive  borrowing  rates,  therefore,  some  small  ac- 
counts have  been  maintained,  as  before. 

The  Treasurer-Clerk's  office  has  certain  areas  of  responsibil- 
ity generally  unknown  to  the  public  but  which  involve  large  amounts 
of  time  and  tend  to  overwork  the  small  office. 

1)  We  maintain  weekly  records  of  retirement  status  of  all  Town 
employees,  including  teachers.     We  forward  this  information 
to  the  Norfolk  County  Retirement  Board.     We  forward  (and 
compile)  lists  of  employees  to  Federal  and  State  agencies 
regularly. 

2)  We  maintain  Town  employee  (present  and  past)  Blue  Cross/ 
Blue  Shield  and  Group  Life  Insurance  records  and  process 
payments  to  the  insurance  carriers   (since  retired  employees 
pay  half,  we  have  to  receive,  log,  and  forward  their  monthly 
payments).     Every  July  when  rates  change,  each  person  must 
be  notified. 

3)  We  process  union  dues  deductions,  credit  union  deductions, 
and  school  lunch  receipts.     We  have  begun  to  use  the  avail- 
able Blue  Hills  Regional  School  computer  for  our  payroll 
and  income  tax  records.     As  with  any  change,  this  creates 
problems  and  the  field  of  computers  is  notorious  for  creat- 
ing start-up  problems  which  ultimately  are  solved,  but 
which  can  and  do  cause  mistakes. 

Speaking  of  mistakes,  one  prime  area  of  concern  is  timing.  In 
other  words,   funds  received  in  April  should  be  logged  in  April. 
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Too  often  banks  do  not  send  us  a  record  of  interest  earned  until 
several  days  into  the  next  month,  plus  every  bank  seems  to  have  a 
different  system  of  reporting  and  wording.     Some  use  "accrued  in- 
terest," others  use  "earned  interest."    We  think  we  have  gone  a 
long  way  towards  solving  this  problem  by  having  each  bank  send  us 
a  prompt  check  for  interest  earned  instead  of  crediting  our  ac- 
count.    The  exception  is  the  one  bank  which  keeps  our  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing  investments  under  strict  governmental  audit  re- 
quirements.    Fortunately,  the  persons  we  work  with  at  this  bank 
have  worked  out  a  new  system  tailored  by  us  to  completely  reflect 
all  funds.     This  required  one  new  complete  notebook  just  for  this 
account,  but  it  is  worth  it  in  increased  interest  earned,  and  in- 
creased reliability  of  records. 

One  problem  area  in  1978  was  payments  to  sewer  contractors. 
Because  of  the  massive  construction  projects  in  1978,  the  Select- 
men were  concerned  that  certain  contractors  were  not  doing  all  the 
cleaning  up  required  by  their  contracts.     Frequently  the  Selectmen 
ordered  their  checks  held  up  for  good  cause,  but  since  the  checks 
were  written  as  authorized  by  warrants,  on  the  record  it  seemed 
they  were  paid,  and  if  the  checks  were  released  in  the  next  month 
(after  the  contractor  complied  with  Selectmen's  orders)   the  Town's 
records  were  out  of  whack.     With  the  suggestions  of  the  State  Audi- 
tors, this  no  longer  is  a  problem. 

Other  problem  areas  are  the  two  manual  and  two  electric  type- 
writers used  constantly  to  type  certificates,  records,  etc.  They 
are  so  old  we  cannot  find  all  original  purchase  records  and  they 
are  constantly  breaking  down.     Similarly,   the  checkwriting  machines 
are  obsolete  and  designed  for  only  a  fraction  of  the  number  of 
checks  we  process.     After  we  see  just  how  the  Blue  Hills  computer 
will  affect  our  use  of  equipment,  the  Treasurer  will  prepare  a 
capital  outlay  proposal  for  Finance  Committee  and  Town  Meeting 
consideration. 

There  are  several  Trust  Funds  administered  by  the  Treasurer. 
In  1978  Mr.  Lowd  and  I  found  that  prior  years'  records  were  not 
clear  and  that  the  interest  pattern  was  too  low.     I  realize  that 
it  has  been  customary  to  deposit  these  funds  locally  at  relatively 
low  rates  of  interest,  but  based  on  sealed  bids,  I  am  in  process 
(after  July  1,  1979  for  record-keeping  purposes)  of  reviewing  the 
entire  Trust  Fund  system.     In  early  1978  the  Treasurer  did  change 
all  accounts  to  their  highest-authorized  earnings. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Town 
departments  and  their  personnel  with  whom  we  work,  the  Selectmen, 
the  Finance  Committee,   the  Town  Meeting  Members,  the  Town  Account- 
ant-Executive Secretary,  the  Taxpayer,  and  all  Randolph  Citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Following  the  March  election,  Mrs.  Maureen  A.   Dunn  was  wel- 
comed as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

As  1980  draws  to  a  close  the  principal  priority  of  the  Boarc 
of  Selectmen  will  be  implementing  the  provisions  of  Proposition  71 
In  summary,  Proposition  2%: 

Limits  the  property  tax  to  2%7Q  of  "full  and  fair  cash  value.' 

Randolph's  maximum  levy  limit  for  FY  82  will  be  $13,333,633. 

To  reach  this  percentage  we  must  reduce  our  levy  by  at  least 
157o  per  year  until  that  figure  has  been  achieved.     Once  the  man- 
dated limit  is  reached,  the  total  property  taxes  levied  may  only 
be  increased  by  a  maximum  of  2%7o  annually,  regardless  of  the  full 
and  fair  valuation. 

There  are  no  items  that  may  be  counted  as  exemptions  in  de- 
termining the  levy  limit. 

The  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  rate  has  been  reduced  from  $66 
per  $1000  of  valuation  to  $25  per  $1000  of  valuation,  thus  affect:- 
ing  the  1981  excise  tax  bills  and  our  available  funds. 

In  an  effort  to  more  clearly  illustrate  the  total  impact  on 
the  Town  of  Randolph  operating  budget  over  the  three-year  period 
mandated  by  Proposition  2%,  we  have  set  forth  on  the  following 
page  in  graphic  form  the  effect  of  a  total  budget  reduction  amouiul 
ing  to  $6,145,790.00  over  the  three-year  period  we  estimate  will  I 
required  to  comply  with  the  statutory  provisions  of  the  Propositi! 
2%  referendum.

I  herewith  submit  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1980. 

Despite  a  period  of  runaway  inflation,   soaring  fuel  and 
other  costs,  the  Town  continued  to  fulfill  all  its  obligations 
and  provide  essential  services.     We  continued  our  program  of 
orderly  extension  of  water,   sewer  and  sidewalks  within  the  tax 
cap  restrictions  imposed  by  legislative  action. 

As  set  forth  on  the  preceding  pages,  the  impact  to  the  resi- 
dent taxpayers  as  mandated  by  Proposition  2%  with  those  accompany- 
ing reductions  in  authorized  appropriations  will  not  be  fully  felt 
until  we  have  completed  one  year  of  operation. 

On  September  1,   1980,   I  was  appointed  Acting  Building  Inspec- 
tor,  serving  without  additional  compensation.     In  the  period  of 
September  1,  1980  through  December  31,   1980,  the  Building  Depart- 
ment issued  198  permits  with  an  estimated  value  in  excess  of  two 
million  dollars. 

For  the  continuing  support  and  assistance  provided  to  rre  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  citizens  of  the  Town,  and  all  the  de- 
partment heads,   I  am  sincerely  grateful  and  appreciative.

QUESTION  #1 

Shall  the  town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  section 
thirteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  provides  that  the  town  shall  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less municipal  officers,  elected  or  appointed,  from  personal  fi- 
nancial loss  and  expense,  including  reasonable  legal  fees  and 
costs,   if  any,   in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  million  dollars, 
arising  out  of  any  claim,  demand,   suit  or  judgment  by  reason  of

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  joint 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  on  Septem- 
ber 7,  1977,  by  a  vote  of  262-1,  and  on  May  28,  1980,  by  a  vote  of 
192-0? 


SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  add  a  new  article  to  the  state  Con- 
stitution which  would  prohibit  discrimination  against  handicapped 
people,   it  would  provide  that  no  otherwise  qualified  handicapped 
individual  could,  on  the  sole  basis  of  that  handicap,  be  excluded 
from  participation  in,  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  subjected  to 
discrimination  in  any  program  or  activity. 


QUESTION  2 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved 

by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  6,  1980,  by  a  vote  of  5-146, 

and  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  7,  1980? 
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SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  limit  certain  taxes ,   and  change  laws  relat- 
ing to  school  budgets  and  compulsory  binding  arbitration.  It 
would  impose  a  limit  on  state  and  local  taxes  on  real  estate  and 
personal  property  equal  to  2%%  of  the  full  and  fair  cash  value  of 
the  property  being  taxes.     If  a  locality  currently  imposes  a  tax 
greater  than  2%%  of  that  cash  value,   the  tax  would  have  to  be  de- 
creased by  157o  each  year  until  the  2%70  level  is  reached.     If  a 
locality  currently  imposes  a  tax  of  less  than  2%70,   it  would  not 
be  allowed  to  increase  the  tax  rate,   in  either  situation,   a  city 
or  town  could  raise  its  limit  by  a  2/3  local  vote  at  a  general 
election. 

The  proposed  law  would  provide  that  the  total  taxes  on  real 
estate  and  personal  property  imposed  by  the  state  or  by  localities 
could  never  be  increased  by  more  than  2%%  of  the  total  taxes  im- 
posed for  the  preceding  year,  unless  two  thirds  of  the  voters 
agreed  to  the  increase  at  a  general  election. 

It  would  further  provide  that  no  law  or  regulation  which  im- 
poses additional  costs  on  a  city  of  town,   or  a  law  granting  or  in- 
creasing tax  exemptions,  would  be  effective  unless  the  state  agrees 
to  assume  the  added  cost.     A  division  of  the  State  Auditor's  De- 
partment would  determine  the  financial  effect  of  laws  and  regula- 
tions on  the  various  localities. 

The  proposal  would  limit  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be 
appropriated  for  public  schools  to  that  amount  voted  upon  by  the 
local  appropriating  authority.     It  would  also  repeal  the  law  which 
provides  for  compulsory  binding  arbitration  when  labor  negotia- 
tions concerning  police  and  fire  personnel  come  to  an  impasse. 
In  addition,   the  petition  would  provide  that  no  county,  district, 
or  authority  could  impose  any  annual  increase  in  costs  on  a  lo- 
cality of  greater  than  4%  of  the  total  of  the  year  before. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  reduce  the  maximum  excise  tax 
rate  on  motor  vehicles  from  $66  per  thousand  to  $25  per  thousand, 
and  it  would  allow  the  state  income  tax  deduction  equal  to  one 
half  of  the  rent  paid  for  the  taxpayer's  principal  place  of  resi- 
dence . 

QUESTION  3 
LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved 

by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  6,   1980,  by  a  vote  of  2-147, 

and  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  before  May  7,  1980? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  limit  local  property  taxes  and  state  taxes 
and  would  provide  for  increased  state  aid  for  local  educational 
purposes . 

The  act  would  limit  local  property  taxes  in  the  years  1981 
through  1984  to  the  amount  levied  in  the  previous  year  increased 
by  the  percentage  increase  in  personal  income  of  the  residents 
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of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  previous  year.     The  local  property 
tax  limit  could  be  exceeded  to  offset  decreases  in  local  aid  to 
cover  shortages  for  prior  years  and  to  pay  court  judgments.  Pen- 
sion and  retirement  allowances,   payments  to  other  governmental 
units,  principal  and  interest  on  any  indebtedness,  unemployment 
compensation,  amounts  required  to  be  raised  as  a  condition  of  a 
state  of  federal  grant,  and  costs  for  special  education  programs 
would  be  excluded  from  the  property  tax  limit. 

These  local  limits  would  be  reduced  by  any  excess  taxes  ac- 
tually collected  over  the  tax  limit  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
limit  would  not  apply  to  any  municipality  having  a  general  tax 
rate  of  less  than  $35  per  thousand  of  equalized  valuation.  The 
tax  limit  could  be  exceeded  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  local  ap- 
propriating body. 

The  cost  of  regional  and  independent  vocational  schools 
would  be  subject  to  the  same  limitations. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  limit  state  taxes  imposed  in  the 
years  1981  through  1984  to  an  amount  no  greater  than  that  imposed 
the  previous  year,  increased  by  the  percentage  increase  in  the 
personal  income  of  Massachusetts  residents  in  the  previous  year. 
This  state  tax  limit  could  be  exceeded  only  to  increase  local  aid 
or  to  assume  other  costs  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
state  legislature.     The  amounts  necessary  to  pay  principal  and 
interest  on  state  indebtedness,  pensions,  retirement  allowances, 
unemployment  compensation,  and  court  judgments,   and  money  requiredd 
to  be  raised  as  a  condition  of  a  federal  grant  would  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  state  tax  limit.     The  total  amount  of  local  aid  for 
any  year  which  would  be  subject  to  legislative  appropriation  couldi 
not  be  less  than  the  total  amount  of  aid  for  the  preceding  year 
increased  by  half  the  increase  in  collected  state  taxes  during 
that  preceding  year.     The  state  tax  limit  would  be  reduced  by  any 
excess  taxes  actually  collected  over  the  tax  limit  for  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  proposed  law  also  would  require,   subject  to  legislative 
appropriation,  a  gradual  increase  in  the  percentage  of  local  edu- 
cational costs  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  to  a  level  of  50%  in  1984. 
The  proposal  would  also  require,  again  subject  to  legislative  ap- 
propriation,  that  school  aid  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  in  any  year 
between  1981  through  1984  must  be  at  least  15%  greater  than  that 
provided  in  1980. 

QUESTION  4 
REFERENDUM  ON  AN  EXISTING  LAW 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  on  November  1,   1979,  by  a  vote  of 
83-62,  and  which  was  approved  by  the  Senate  on  November  1,  1979? 

SUMMARY 

The  law  provides  for  increases  in  the  salaries  of  members  of  the 
legislature  and  the  constitutional  officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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The  law  increases  salaries  of  members  of  the  legislature  by 
an  annual  amount,  varying  from  51,853.   to  $17,923.     The  size  of' 
the  raise  conferred  on  a  particular  individual  depends  upon  his 
position  within  the  legislature      The  law  has  the  effect  of  sett- 
ing the  base  salary  for  a  legislator  at  $20,335,  but  under  the 
law  legislative  salaries  range  as  high  as  the  approximately 
$55,920  paid  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  salaries  of  the  constitutional  officers  are  increased 
either  by  $20,000,   in  the  case  of  the  Governor,   or  $10,000  in  all 
other  cases.     The  law  raises  the  annual  salary  of  the  Governor  to 
$60,000,   that  of  the  Attorney  General  to  $47,500,   and  the  salar- 
ies of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,   Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
Treasurer  and  Receiver  General,   and  the  Auditor  to  $40,000. 

The  law  also  amends  the  statutes  pertaining  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  offices  of  the  Secretaries  of  Administration  and  Fi- 
nance and  of  Human  Services  and  to  the  compensation  of  senior 
officials  within  those  offices.     It  gives  the  Secretaries  of  Ad- 
ministration and  Finance  and  of  Human  Services  greater  flexibility 
in  establishing  positions  and  setting  salaries  for  those  under 
their  supervision. 


QUESTION  5 
PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  joint 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  on  Novem- 
ber 30,   1977,  by  a  vote  of  257-8,  and  on  September  18,   1980,  by  a 
vote  of  179-6? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  limit  the  power  of  the  legislature 
to  impose  certain  costs  on  cities  and  towns.     It  would  provide 
that  any  law  which  imposes  additional  costs  upon  two  or  more  cit- 
ies or  towns  by  regulating  the  compensation,  hours,   status,  con- 
ditions, or  benefits  of  municipal  employment  would  not  be 
effective  within  a  municipality  until  it  accepts  the  law  by  vote 
or  appropriation  of  money.     Local  acceptance  would  not  be  required 
if  the  legislature  either  passed  the  law  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  or 
provided,   during  the  same  session  in  which  the  law  was  enacted 
that  the  additional  costs  would  be  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth. 


QUESTION  6 
PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitute 
summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  m  joii 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  on  Septei 
ber  7,  1977,  by  a  vote  of  264-0,  and  on  September  19,  1980,  by  a 
vote  of  162-0? 
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SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  would  change  the  procedure  by  which  the 
Legislature  declares  a  measure  to  be  an  emergency  law,  making  it 
effective  when  it  is  signed  by  the  Governor.     The  amendment  would 
allow  the  Legislature  to  make  such  a  declaration  by  a  voice  vote, 
rather  than  by  a  recorded  vote,   as  now  required.     The  amendment 
would  maintain  the  existing  option  allowing  for  a  formal  roll 
call  vote. 


QUESTION  7 
THIS  QUESTION  IS  NON-BINDING 

Shall  the  Representative  from  this  district  be  instructed  to  vote 
in  favor  of  legislation  preserving  in  its  entirety  the  Prowse 
Farm  at  the  gateway  of  the  Blue  Hills  Reservation?

REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Randolph  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  1980  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

Your  school  committee  is  composed  of  five  members,  each 
elected  by  the  voters  for  a  three  year  term  on  a  staggered  basis 
and  serve  without  remuneration.     We  are  charged  with  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  educational  program  for  all  pupils  under  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  are,   therefore,  an 
agent  of  and  responsible  to  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Town. 

Our  duties  and  responsibilities  conclude  the  formulation  of 
policy,  budget  making,  personnel  appointments,  approval  of  curri- 
cula and  teaching  materials,  planning  of  school  services,  formu- 
lation of  education  specifications  for  school  construction, 
implementation  of  Federal  programs  and  the  evolution  of  all  school 
programs  and  personnel.     This  we  do  working  with  our  executive  of- 
ficer,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  committee  are  scheduled  on  the  first 
and  third  Monday  of  each  month.     In  addition  we  hold  many  extra 
meetings,  particularly  during  the  budget  making  process  (December 
through  February) .     During  this  past  year  meetings  were  held  in 
every  school  building  as  we  attempted  to  bring  the  process  of 
school  governance  close  to  you,  the  citizens. 

Prior  to  each  meeting  at  the  individual  schools,  the  commit- 
tee held  a  thirty  minute  question  and  answer  period.     This  allowed 
the  citizens  to  receive  particular  information  and  to  advise  the 
committee  of  their  concerns  about  the  school  or  education  in  gen- 
eral.    This  program  was  generally  well  received  and  we  had  many 
favorable  reports  from  the  community  on  this  program. 

We  also  embarked  on  a  program  of  having  a  comprehensive  re- 
port from  one  administrator  at  each  meeting.     This  was  designed 
to  give  the  board  members  and  the  public  an  opportunity  to  review 
in  depth  the  workings  in  each  department  or  building.     To  date  we 
have  had  reports  from  our  assistant  superintendent,  reading  super- 
visor, and  the  coordinators  of  English,  foreign  language,  mathe- 
matics and  social  studies.     These  reports  have  been  curtailed 
while  we  work  on  our  budget,  however,  we  will  resume  them  this 
Spring. 

In  March  1980  Mr.  A.   Richard  Anderson  was  re-elected  to 
serve  a  three  year  term.     This  is  his  fourth  term  and  speaks  high- 
ly of  his  commitment  to  the  children  of  our  Town. 

Despite  what  will  be  obvious  problems  arising  out  of  Proposi- 
tion 2%,  we  will  sincerely  attempt  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  for  our  children.     We  have  agreed  to  impact  the  least 
on  what  happens  in  the  classroom.     Working  closely  with  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  and  the  Town  Meeting  members,  we  intend  to  present 
a  total  plan  which  will  cut  our  budget  by  the  required  amount  and 
to  do  so  without  eliminating  important  educational  services. 
Since  our  present  charge  from  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  cut 
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nearly  two  million  dollars,  we  will,  by  necessity,  have  to  cut 
back  or  cut  out  many  services.     Hopefully  our  final  plan  will  be 
reasonable  and  will  allow  us  to  keep  the  best  programs  we  now 
possess . 

The  committee  suggests  you  read  the  reports  contained  herein 
by  the  members  of  the  school  department  to  gain  an  overview  of 
the  system  at  work. 

The  committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Townspeo- 
ple for  their  continued  support ,  the  entire  school  staff  and  all 
Town  departments  who  have  contributed  to  the  successful  past  year

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  members  of  the  Randolph  School  Committee  and  all  othe:. 
citizens  of  the  Town  I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  ass 
Superintendent  of  Schools.     During  the  past  year  we  continued  to 
review  our  programs  and  procedures.     This  led  to  redefinition, 
change  and  a  great  deal  of  growth. 

Whereas  in  the  first  year  we  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to 
settling  in  organizationally  and  to  the  hiring  of  a  new  assistant 
superintendent,  this  year  we  were  able  to  begin  to  move  the  sys- 
tem forward.     Mrs.  Huttunen,  our  assistant  superintendent  is  now 
well  oriented  to  Randolph  and  has  assumed  major  responsibilities.. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  she  has  completed  the  awesome  task  off 
doing  a  total  needs  assessment  working  with  the  students,  teach- 
ers, administrators  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town.     The  data  gen- 
erated is  voluminous,  insightful,  and  valuable.     In  general  we 
received  a  "good"  report,  but  the  system  could  be  better.  Unfor- 
tunately, as  we  are  embarking  upon  a  period  of  retrenchment  and 
cutback  due  to  severe  financial  constraints  caused  by  Proposition 
2%,  we  will  do  extremely  well  if  we  are  able  to  hold  the  system 
at  its  current  levels  educationally. 

I  noted  last  year  that  we  are  extremely  dollar  conscious  in 
our  approach  to  expenditures ,  inventory  control  and  staff  control 
Mainly  through  the  efforts  of  Business  Manager  Mr.   Coburn ,  we  wer< 
able  to  uncover  certain  "irregularities"  in  the  fiscal  procedures 
and  inventory  control  methods  in  the  cafeteria  program.  These 
were  reported  to  the  School  Committee,  Randolph  Police  Department 
State  Department  of  Education  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture.    A  cooperative  investigation  over  a  period  of  six  months 
resulted  in  the  indictment  of  the  former  cafeteria  director  and 
one  of  the  school  vendors.     Although  we  are  concerned  that  some- 
thing like  this  could  happen,  we  nevertheless  are  pleased  that 
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this  system  can  uncover,  investigate  and  correct  problems  of  this 
nature.     I  am  particularly  grateful  to  Mr.   Coburn  and  to  Sergeant 
Kenneth  Healy  of  the  Randolph  Police  Department  for  the  many  hours 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  which  led  to  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  case. 

STAFF  EVALUATION  -  In  1979  a  new  teacher  evaluation  form  was 
completed.     This  was  successfully  used  during  this  past  year. 
Each  teacher  was  formally  evaluated  with  a  summary  report  pre- 
sented to  the  school  committee.     Our  work  on  the  evaluation  of 
administrators  has  been  completed.     New  forms  to  assess  the  work 
of  coordinators,   directors  and  principals  are  now  in  place.  In 
addition  to  these  forms,   the  school  committee  has  approved  forms 
and  procedures  to  evaluate  the  work  of  the  business  manager,  as- 
sistant superintendent  and  superintendent. 

PROJECT  FUNDING  -  During  1980  we  again  wrote  projects  to  re- 
ceive all  of  our  entitlement  monies  under  Title  I,   IV-B ,  Occupa- 
tional Education  and  Special  Education.     Competitive  grants  were 
received  during  1980  as  follows: 

Project  Destiny  -  $23,030  -  A  cooperative  program  with  Quincy  CETA 
to  develop  curricula  and  train  students  through  data  processing 
as  data  entry  clerks. 

Commonwealth  Inservice  Institute  -  $4,326  -  Four  teacher  inservice 
programs  in  reading  skills  in  content  areas ;     programs  for  gifted 
students  in  the  regular  classroom;     programs  to  improve  teacher- 
pupil  relationships  and  a  program  to  improve  inter-racial  under- 
standing and  enhance  bilingual  education. 

Project  Reach  -  $40,245  -  A  special  language  project  (2nd  year) 
with  the  School  for  the  Deaf  using  the  vehicle  of  theatre  to  ex- 
tend visual  language. 

Project  B.Y.O.B  (Better  Your  Own  Body)  -  $4,998  -  A  project  to 
coordinate  the  efforts  of  the  teachers,  cafeteria  workers,  par- 
ents and  students  in  a  concerted  effort  to  understand  the  rela- 
tionship of  weight  control  through  proper  nutrition  and  exercise. 

Project  Adventure  -  $3,000  -  A  physical  education  project  to  de-' 
velop  within  ninth  grade  students  a  commitment  to  physical  educa- 
tion through  outdoor  programming. 

Project  Dawn  -  $8,000  -  A  program  in  cooperation  with  the  commu- 
nity to  provide  more  effective  career  planning  skills  to  ninth 
grade  students. 

CULTURAL  EDUCATION  MAGNET  PROGRAMS: 

Arts  and  Animals  -  $12  749  -  Multi -cultural  and  environmental 
science  activities  with  Lyons  School  grade  4  pupils. 

Dance  Workshops       $26,342  -  A  multi-cultural  dance,  music  and 
language  arts  program  for  students  at  the  Tower  Hill  and  Young 
Schools . 

Books  from  My  Head  -  $11,987  -  A  theatre,   language  arts,  graphic 
arts  project  for  pupils  at  the  Stetson  School  in  grades  3,  4  and  5. 
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The  total  of  $135,527.00  in  competitive  grants  is  exception- 
ally high  for  a  school  district  of  our  size. 

Other  accomplishments  worths  of  note  were  the  following: 

1.  Implementation  of  a  high  school  cooperative  program  for  deaf* 
children  with  the  Boston  School  for  the  Deaf.     This  new  pro- 
gram is  the  final  in  a  sequence  which  allows  children  from 
the  School  for  the  Deaf  to  participate  in  programs  at  the 
elementary,  junior  high  and  now  high  school  levels. 

2.  A  special  four  month  inservice  program  for  kindergarten 
teachers  in  the  area  of  physical  education. 

3.  Continuation  of  the  Adult  Drug  Awareness  Program  with  the 
Randolph  Kiwanis  Club.  A  special  thank  you  to  the  men  of 
Kiwanis  and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Mark  Indech. 

Retirements  of  several  highly  respected  staff  members  are 
herewith  noted  with  our  thanks  for  their  years  of  dedicated  serv- 
ice and  our  wishes  for  their  good  health  and  happiness. 

Mrs.  Ellen  Mindel,  Principal,  58  years  of  service 
Mrs.  Mary  C.  Gaughen,  Supervisor  of  Reading,  32  years  of 
service

Report  of  the  Randolph  High  School  Principal 


Art  Department  -  The  Art  Department  was  granted  a  summer 
workshop  in  July  to  develop  art  curriculum,  a  twelve  year  program 
sequential  and  interdisciplinary  in  nature.     The  most  rewarding 
part  of  the  workshop  was  having  a  definite  block  of  time  during 
which  we  could  share  our  common  concerns  and  goals  for  the  child- 
ren. 

We  requested  additional  art  staff  on  the  elementary  and  jun- 
ior high  levels ;     the  former  to  bring  art  contact  time  with  the 
students  into  closer  line  with  State  Department  recommendation; 
and  the  latter  to  ensure  services  for  every  student  in  equitably 
sized  classes.     We  welcome  Mrs.  Lois  Wassermen  to  the  elementary 
art  staff.     We  are  now  able  to  see  all  elementary  students  Grades 
1-3  once  every  ten  day  cycle,  and  Grades  4-6  once  every  five  day 
cycle . 

Also  at  the  elementary  level  Mrs.  Barbara  Bates  has  initiated 
an  art  program  in  conjunction  with  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Pro- 
gram. 
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Business  Education  Department  -  Course  offerings  are  continu- 
ally being  revised,  updated,  and  expanded  to  meet  the  individual 
needs  of  all  students.     As  a  result  of  our  open  enrollment  policy, 
increasing  numbers  of  college  prep  and  career  education  students' 
are  enrolling  and  benefiting  from  a  wide  range  of  enrichment 
courses  and  personal-use  courses.     This  is  most  encouraging  for 
we  feel  that  business  courses  should  not  be  limited  to  business 
students  but  should  be  made  available  to  all  students  who  can  pro- 
fit from  them.     This  open  enrollment  policy  has  proven  to  be  most 
successful  and  beneficial  to  students. 

A  new  course  in  Personal  Typing  II  has  been  installed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  those  students  who  feel  the  need  for  more  type- 
writing instruction  but  who  cannot  afford  to  take  a  full-year 
course . 

As  a  result  of  student  interest  and  requests  from  parents , 
grade  9  students  are  now  participating  in  the  Personal-Use  Type- 
writing program  for  the  first  time.     This  will  enable  these  stud- 
ents to  use  their  skills  throughout  their  entire  high  school 
program.     Enrollments  in  Personal-Use  Typewriting  continue  to 
increase.     Over  350  non-business  students  are  now  enrolled  in 
this  half-year  course.     Many  more  students  are  recognizing  the 
value  of  typewriting.     It  is  truly  becoming  a  tool  of  literacy. 

English  Department  -  The  English  Department  was  in  its  third 
year  of  a  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  Grant  in  concert 
with  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,   Boston.     Participating  in  the  pro- 
gram were  sophomore  American  Literature  students  and  senior  Hu- 
manities students.     During  the  year  the  students  and  their 
teachers  were  involved  in  ten  trips  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 
In  the  spring  of  1980  a  professional  potter  and  a  professional 
painter  were  in  residence  at  Randolph  High  School  as  part  of  the 
NEH  Grant.     Students,   teachers,   and  museum  personnel  developed  a 
curriculum  in  Art  and  Literature  which  focuses  on  arts  criteria 
as  it  related  to  the  visual  arts  and  literary  arts  as  a  humanities 
curriculum  which  incorporates  the  artist's  experience  and  his  leg- 
acy as  a  part  of  the  humanities. 

The  department  continued  its  study  of  the  Basic  Skills  Im- 
provement Policy.     A  syllabus  for  listening  skills  was  developed 
and  each  teacher  in  the  Randolph  High  School  System  is  using  the 
syllabus  to  instruct  students  in  the  basic  skills  of  listening. 

Under  a  grant  from  the  Artists  Foundation,  Mark  Rider,  play- 
wright,  is  in  residence  at  Randolph  High  School.     Mark  is  working 
with  students  in  composition,   theatre  and  literature  classes. 
Mark's  residence  will  continue  into  1981. 

Foreign  Language  Department  -  Since  the  need  for  a  knowledge 
of  a  foreign  language  is  increasing  in  government  and  business, 
the  objective  of  this  year's  summer  workshop  was  to  increase  stud- 
ent awareness  of  the  relevancy  of  foreign  languages  to  their  fu- 
ture careers . 

The  primary  objective  of  this  year's  in-service  training  for 
teachers  was  the  creation  of  departmental  final  exams  for  Honors 
groups . 
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Under  Title  IV  funding  we  purchased  a  high-speed  cassette 
duplicator  and  a  short-wave  radio  in  order  to  improve  the  skill 
of  listening  comprehension. 

Home  Economics  Department  -  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Home 
Economics  staff  that  this  area  of  the  curriculum  is  most  relevent 
The  information  and  skills  attained  are  used  throughout  life. 
Whether  the  student  continues  on  to  higher  education,  begins  work 
or  a  home  and  family,  material  presented  in  Home  Economics  is  use 
ful. 

Last  year  two  of  our  graduates  had  plans  to  attend  Framing- 
ham  State  College  for  careers  in  Home  Economics ,  of  which  we  are 
proud . 

Library/Media  Department  -  Our  Instructional  Media  Centers 
have  worked  diligently  through  1980  to  accommodate  and  prepare 
for  further  change.     Our  challenge  has  been  to  continue  a  program 
based  on  quality  instructional  service  while  being  ever  conscious 
of  our  responsibility  of  being  cost  effective  in  our  programs. 

The  efforts  and  investment  made  thus  far  in  the  development 
of  a  viable  video  collection  are  continuing  to  yield  substantial 
dividends . 

Systemization  and  organization  of  audiovisual  supplies  and 
equipment  has  resulted  in  more  economical  use  of  existing  materi- 
als.    Our  policy  of  decentralizing  certain  aspects  of  the  audio- 
visual program  within  the  high  school  has  enabled  us  to  serve 
even  a  larger  percentage  of  individuals  than  was  previously  the 
case . 

Mathematics  Department  -  The  Mathematics  Department  offers 
an  extensive  selection  of  courses  which  span  the  abilities  and 
needs  of  the  students  at  Randolph  High  School.     The  standard  col- 
lege prep  sequence  of  Algebra  I,  Geometry,  Algebra  II,  and  Senior 
math  is  offered  in  two  ability  levels.     An  Advanced  Placement  Pro 
gram  allows  capable  students  to  complete  the  equivalent  of  fresh- 
man college  math  in  their  fourth  year  of  high  school,  and  earn 
college  credit  in  the  process. 

Mathematics  course  offerings  for  career  oriented  students 
include:     applied  math,  elementary  geometry,  elementary  algebra, 
practical  trig,  and  math  for  technical  careers. 

Basic  skills  improvement  is  available  through  courses  in- 
cluding:    Math  in  Life,  Fundamentals  of  Math,  Math  for  Daily  Use 
and  Consumer  Math.     The  math  department  is  implementing  state  man 
dated  basic  skills  testing  in  1981. 

Computer  programming  in  BASIC  and  FORTRAN  are  offered  in- 
house  through  the  facilities  of  the  data  processing  center. 

The  Mathematics  Department  is  continuing  to  sponsor  a  math 
team  which  competes  in  the  Greater  Boston  Math  League ,   the  South- 
eastern Massachusetts  Math  League,  and  the  Atlantic  Pacific  Math 
League.     This  year  a  computer  club  was  formed,  from  which  a  team 
competes  in  the  New  England  Computer  Science  League. 
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Two  evening  courses,  college  board  review  math  and  computer 
programming,  are  now  being  offered  by  the  math  department  and 
proved  to  be  very  popular  this  Fall. 

Science  Department  -  This  past  year  the  high  school  program 
of  studies  booklet  listed  some  34  different  courses  offered  by 
the  science  department.     Of  this  number,  29  offerings  attracted 
a  sufficient  number  of  students  to  be  scheduled.     Although  only 
one  year  of  science  instruction  is  required,  1463  students  out  of 
a  total  school  population  of  1857  students  elected  to  study 
science  -  or  7970  of  all  students  enrolled  in  one  of  the  science 
courses  available.     Data  collected  by  the  science  coordinator 
over  the  past  several  years  indicate  that,  on  the  average,  our 
students  have  completed  the  equivalent  of  2.96-3.04  full-year 
science  courses  by  the  time  they  graduate  from  high  school.  This 
figure  and  the  79%  enrollment  figure  are  high  compared  to  other 
schools  in  the  State,  and  can  be  attributed  to  our  outstanding 
facilities,  fine  staff,  and  the  extensive  range  of  quality  offer- 
ings. 

At  the  moment  these  offerings  include  three  levels  of  earth 
science  plus  meteorology  and  physical  geology  as  second  level  of- 
ferings, four  levels  of  biology  plus  ecology  and  physiology  for 
further  years  of  study,  four  levels  of  introductory  chemistry  plus 
advanced  chemistry,  two  levels  of  physical  science,  and  four  lev- 
els of  physics  plus  electronics.     Present  mini-courses  running  in- 
clude horticulture,  marine  sciences,  and  space  science.     An  honors 
biology  program  for  sophomores  was  offered  for  the  first  time  this 
year. 

Social  Studies  Department  -  The  Social  Studies  Department  has 
been  working  closely  with  the  Guidance  Department  in  planning  for 
Project  Dawn.     This  is  a  career  guidance  program  for  ninth  grade 
students  which  will  be  implemented  partly  through  the  social  stud- 
ies classes. 

The  department  cooperated  with  the  Town  Energy  Committee  in 
sponsoring  a  poster  contest  for  elementary  students  and  an  Energy 
Conservation  exhibition  at  the  high  school. 

A  conference  telephone  was  recently  installed  in  a  social 
studies  classroom.     This  will  allow  classes  to  participate  in  a 
"field  trip"  by  phone. 

Career  Development  Department  -  A  total  of  696  students  at 
Randolph  High  School  are  enrolled  in  career  development  courses. 
A  large  percentage  of  our  career  development  students  pursue  fur- 
ther education  in  career-oriented  programs  at  the  Blue  Hills 
Technical  Institute  and  local  community  colleges.     Despite  de- 
clining enrollments  at  Randolph  High  School,  enrollments  have 
been  stable. 

Health  Services  students  continue  to  participate  in  an  ex- 
ternship  program  affiliated  with  Braintree  Hospital.     Students  in 
the  program  have  provided  assistance  to  the  school  nurses  in 
vision  and  hearing  testing,  as  well  as  scoliosis  screening  of 
junior  high  students. 
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The  Graphic  Arts  Program  continues  to  do  virtually  all  the 
printing  for  the  Randolph  Public  Schools ,  thus  providing  studentss 
with  the  opportunity  to  be  involved  in  real-life  educational  ac- 
tivities . 

The  recent  acquisition  of  a  Dialarc  welding  machine  has  ex- 
panded the  learning  experiences  for  students  in  the  automotive 
program.     Students  are  now  taught  welding  as  a  part  of  the  auto- 
motive program. 

Students  in  the  architectural  design  program  recently  com- 
pleted drawings  and  a  scale  mock-up  of  a  projection  booth  to  be 
constructed  in  the  high  school  auditorium.     Students  in  the  struc 
tural  wood  program  will  be  constructing  prefabricated  components 
and  will  assist  the  maintenance  department  in  the  on-side  con- 
struction of  the  projection  booth. 

The  computer  technology  program  continues  to  grow,  presently 
serving  105  students  enrolled  in  occupational  education  courses, 
as  well  as  an  additional  150  students  enrolled  in  mathematics  and1 
science  courses.     The  addition  of  a  Wang  Word  Processing  System, 
purchased  as  a  result  of  a  federal  grant  of  $23,000.00,  has  fur- 
ther expanded  our  training  capabilities.     It  is  now  possible  for 
business  students  who  have  typing  skills  to  obtain  valuable  train-' 
ing  in  word-processing. 

The  Work  Experience  Program  continues  to  expand  and  presently 
serves  80  students  who  are  placed  with  local  employees  in  paid 
jobs.     Students  also  receive  academic  credit  for  participation  in i 
this  program.     Our  Job  Bank  is  in  the  process  of  computerization 
and  will  prove  to  be  a  valuable  resource  to  staff  in  the  future 
placement  of  students  in  the  program. 

This  year  Project  Dawn  will  be  initiated  in  January  1981  as 
a  result  of  a  federal  grant  of  $19,000.00  from  the  Office  of 
Career  Education.     Project  Dawn,  a  collaborative  effort  involving 
the  social  studies,  guidance,  and  career  development  programs,  is 
designed  for  all  ninth  grade  students.     Students  will  develop 
career  planning  skills  that  will  encourage  the  use  of  school  and 
community  resources  in  order  to  make  effective  career  and  curricu- 
lum choices. 

Report  of  Auxiliary  Services 

For  the  1980  reporting  year,  Auxiliary  Services  Department 
instructional  expenses  were  $965,247.00.     New  and  replacement 
equipment  cost  was  $5,660.00.     Expenditures  for  tuitions  to  pri- 
vate schools  were  $267,964.00  and  for  CHARMS S  and  Blue  Hills  Col- 
laborative programs,   $41,554.00.     Transportation  costs,  including 
the  mandatory  transportation  of  twenty- seven  mentally  retarded 
adults  ranging  in  age  from  22  years  to  57  years  old  and  children 
less  than  three  years  of  age,  as  required  by  Mass.  General  Laws, 
Chapter  19,  Sections  27  and  28,  amounted  to  $115,900.00. 

Total  costs  for  this  reporting  year  were  $1,396,065.00. 

Seven  hundred  fifty-five  children  were  served  in  all  pro- 
grams.    Thirteen  children  attended  pre-school.  Forty-four  attended 
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private  day  schools.     Of  this  number  fourteen  attended  Boston 
School  for  the  Deaf  in  Randolph.     Twelve  attended  private  resi- 
dential school.     It  is  noted  that  eight  of  the  private  school  pu- 
pils were  placed  unilaterally  by  the  Courts  through  the  Department 
of  Social  Services. 

The  Cooperative  Mental  Health  Component  received  one  hundred 
thirty-eight  referrals.     One  hundred  twenty-five  families  were 
carried  on  case  load. 

Report  of  the  Director  of  Guidance 

The  Guidance  Department  within  the  Randolph  Public  School 
System  is  functioning  at  a  high  degree  of  expertise  at  all  levels 
of  education. 

The  elementary  counselors  have  changed  their  primary  school 
bases  and  that  seems  to  be  working  quite  smoothly.     This  flexibil- 
ity to  relocate  into  new  environments  within  a  system  is  worthy  of 
mention  and  praise. 

The  secondary  school  counselors  are  continuing  to  develop  new 
and  hopefully  more  efficient  techniques  and  strategies  for  pre- 
senting guidance  services  to  students.     A  cooperative  effort  is 
being  expended  by:     a)  various  members  of  the  community  b)  the 
Social  Studies  Department  c)   the  Career  Development  Department 
and  d)   the  Guidance  Department  to  develop  a  Career  Information 
Program  for  our  grade  nine  students.     The  guidance  office  at  Ran- 
dolph High  School  is  open  on  Wednesday  nights  to  accommodate  par- 
ents and  townspeople  needing  education  counsel. 

A  high  school  counselor  is  available  through  a  release  time 
experimental  program  to  meet  with  parents,   former  students  and 
townspeople  who  have  a  need  for  our  services  but  find  it  incon- 
venient to  visit  during  the  daytime  hours. 

A  college  interview  program  was  organized  during  the  Fall  of 
1980.     Although  the  concept  was  great  on  paper,  the  attendance  was 
somewhat  less  than  enthusiastic.     The  program,  because  of  its  per- 
ceived value,  will  not  be  scuttled.     It  will  be  reworked  and  pre- 
sented during  the  Spring  of  1981,   thus  giving  it  a  greater  chance 
to  succeed. 

Report  of  the  Director  of  Music 

Music  in  Randolph  Public  Schools  is  basically  the  same  as 
last  year.     We  have  maintained  our  staff  this  year  and  are  offer- 
ing the  same  program  at  all  levels. 

The  Related  Arts  Program  is  still  being  warmly  received  by 
the  junior  high  students.     We  have  one  instrumental  teacher  in 
each  school  and  Mrs.   Browne  spends  some  time  at  each  school  with 
their  vocal  program  and  the  sixth  grades  that  are  located  in  the 
respective  schools.     All  students  were  encouraged  to  participate 
in  District  and  SEMSBA  Festivals. 

The  high  school  program  is  continually  improving  due  to  the 
outstanding  work  by  teachers  throughout  the  system.     The  vocal  and 
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instrumental  groups  have  been  warmly  received  at  several  of  our 
concerts.     Both  Mr.   Berry  and  Miss  Saviet  have  worked  many  addi- 
tional hours  in  preparing  these  organizations  and  their  efforts 
show  in  the  performances. 

Report  of  the  Director  of  Reading 

The  current  program  cannot  be  judged  on  its  present  merits 
without  reflecting  on  its  early  beginnings,   its  growth  in  scope, 
and  its  development  into  a  structured,  well-defined,  sequential, 
interlocking  curriculum. 

If  the  goal  of  this  program  was  to  strive  for  excellence, 
then  it  was  quickly  recognized  that  a  total  commitment  by  the 
whole  staff  was  an  integral  part  of  the  continued  effort.  Thus, 
one  member  in  particular  must  be  singled  out  and  commended  for 
her  contribution,  not  only  to  the  building  of  a  successful  read- 
ing program,  but  for  her  special  kind  of  humanism  in  relating  to 
her  peers . 

Chris  Gaughen,  Reading  Supervisor,  was  a  person  who  always 
found  time  to  teach,   to  advise,  to  encourage,  and  to  patiently 
guide  those  with  whom  she  shared  her  expertise.     This  past  June 
Chris  concluded  thirty-two  years  dedicated  to  the  profession  of 
teaching.     She  has  been  much  admired,  and  certainly  remembered 
fondly  by  all  who  knew  her. 

A  renewed  awareness  of  factors  governing  the  varied  learning' 
styles  of  students  has  helped  to  reinforce  the  approach  that  has 
been  emphasized,  especially  for  the  early  reader;     a  multi-sensory 
approach  for  learning.     The  phonics  program  in  particular  stresse; 
the  importance  of  the  child  being  able  to  hear  and  say,  see  and 
say,  hear  and  write,  or  the  use  of  the  auditory,  visual,  tactile- 
Kinesthetic  as  a  positive  and  productive  instructional  approach. 

The  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy  for  reading  was  put  in 
place  this  year.     The  goals  as  set  forth  in  the  plans  call  for: 
Identification  for  the  system,  identification  of  the  basic  compe- 
tencies,  selection  of  evaluation  instruments,   identification  of 
levels  to  be  tested,  determination  of  acceptable  levels  of  achieve 
ment ,  and  development  of  plans  for  remediation.     The  plan  was  de- 
veloped and  the  assessment  instrument  chosen  for  the  secondary 
level,  with  a  projected  "cut-off"  point  on  minimal  objectives  to 
be  met.     The  data  reported  in  1981  will  determine  the  numbers  in 
need  of  remediation,  and  indicate  any  need  to  modify  curriculum 
and  instruction. 

The  second  phase  of  the  B.S.I. P.   saw  English  and  reading 
teachers  participating  in  a  summer  workshop  to  develop  a  pilot 
program  of  basic  skills  for  listening.     The  workshop  produced  a 
curriculum  with  stated  objectives  and  accompanying  activities. 
This  curriculum  will  be  field  tested  during  this  school  year  and 
will  act  as  a  basis  for  determining  minimal  objectives  for  listen- 
ing. 

The  high  school  reading  specialists  sponsored  a  course  in  Vo- 
cational Reading  Power  as  it  relates  to  the  content  area.  The 
participants  included  other  reading  specialists  as  well  as  teacher 
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from  the  other  academic  areas.     The  specific  intent  of  the  course 
was  to  assist  teachers  in  modifying  their  instruction  to  bring 
about  improvement  of  reading  skills  within  the  content  areas. 
The  sessions  also  provided  any  opportunity  for  the  teachers  to 
determine  the  readability  of  classroom  materials  appropriate  for 
the  reading  level  of  their  students. 

Report  of  the  J.F.  Kennedy  Junior  High  School  Principal 

A  unique  approach  to  learning  continues  to  be  tremendously 
successful  at  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Junior  High  School.     This  is 
the  Exploratory  Arts  Program  which  encompasses  the  varied  areas 
of  study  within  the  fields  of  art,  music,  home  economics  and  in- 
dustrial arts.     The  flexibility  of  arena  scheduling,  combined 
with  a  variety  of  courses  offered,  assures  exposure  to  a  wide 
range  of  experiences.     With  a  goal  to  stimulate  as  well  as  to 
educate,   courses  are  offered  with  diverse  opportunities  from 
chipping  sculptures  of  cement  and  plaster  to  exploring  the  won- 
derful world  of  music  via  the  piano. 

Boys  and  girls  meet  the  same  requirements,   thus  assuring 
equal  exposure  to  the  basic  concepts  involved  in  the  fields  of 
art,  music,  home  economics  and  industrial  arts. 

The  intramural  program  is  designed  to  involve  and  meet  the 
needs  of  all  students.     In  keeping  with  the  middle  school/ junior 
high  philosophy,  all  the  needs  of  this  age  group  -  social,  emo- 
tional, as  well  as  physical  and  academic,  are  kept  in  mind. 

Individualized  scheduling  allows  us  the  opportunity  of  pro- 
viding each  student  with  an  education  program  that  is  more  closely 
suited  to  the  emerging  adolescent  needs.     For  the  first  time  in 
their  lives  they  are  asking  who  they  are  and  what  their  place  is 
in  the  world.     They  have  outgrown  the  "what  and  how"  curriculum 
of  the  elementary  school,  yet  they  are  not  ready  for  the  disci- 
pline of  the  high  school  curriculum  with  its  emphasis  on  the  ab- 
stract "why"  of  things. 

A  significant  advantage  of  the  middle  school/junior  high 
school  is  that  it  recognizes  the  emerging  adolescent  as  a  person 
who  is  in  between,  neither  big  child  nor  little  adult  -  who  has 
legitimate  needs  for  a  flexible  curriculum  which  encourages  his 
search  for  self. 

During  1980  the  John  F.  Kennedy  School  has  had  a  series  of 
special  activities.     Some  of  the  year's  highlights  are  listed  be- 
low: 

1.  One  week  in  November  was  set  aside  as  "John  F.  Kennedy 
Week."     Films  of  the  late  president  were  shown  and  the 
students  made  a  trip  to  the  J.F.  Kennedy  Library  in 
Boston . 

2.  Assembly  programs  for  the  year  included  the  following: 
Alcohol  and  Smoking  Programs ,  Consumer  Economics  Pro- 
gram, Honor  Society  Induction,  and  program  for  the 
sixth  grade  classes  on  the  Life  and  Habits  of  the  Bee. 
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These  accomplishments  would,  of  course,  not  have  been  pos- 
sible without  the  professional  and  enthusiastic  participation  of  I 
a  particularly  able  faculty  whose  goal  is  to  challenge  and  upliftn 
the  educational  lives  of  our  young  students  during  their  years  atq 
the  John  F.  Kennedy  School. 

A  dynamic  and  integral  component  of  the  J.F.  Kennedy  Junior 
High  School  total  education  program  is  the  media  center.  Whether 
a  student  or  faculty  member  is  using  the  reference  resources, 
viewing  filmstrips  and  tapes,   or  just  browsing  through  books  on 
recreational  reading,   there  is  some  aspect  of  the  center  that  ap- 
peals to  all  who  spend  time  there. 

Our  VTR  System  adds  greatly  to  the  media  center's  many  func- 
tions.    Various  televised  programs  are  videotaped  and  then  trans- 
mitted to  various  parts  of  the  school.     It  also  offers  the  use  of 
closed  circuit  viewing.     This  enables  teachers  and  students  to 
work  together  and  tape  programs  and  then  play  them  back  for  the 
benefit  of  all  who  may  see  the  production. 

Report  of  the  North  Junior  High  School  Principal 

Each  school  year  the  North  Junior  High  School  administratiom 
in  conjunction  with  the  guidance  counselors  and  coordinators, 
schedule  a  Spring  Parent  Awareness  Program  regarding  the  curricu- 
lum offerings  at  North  Junior  High  School.     The  program  is  pri- 
marily for  students  scheduled  for  grade  7. 

A  follow-up  to  this  program  in  the  early  Fall  is  a  Back-to- 
School  Program,  which  has  been  designed  to  encourage  parents  to 
follow  their  child's  program  as  scheduled  for  that  particular 
year . 

A  third  event  relative  to  this  awareness  of  the  learning  pro-' 
cess  and  the  encouragement  to  have  parents  feel  like  partners 
with  the  school  is  a  Parent/Teacher  Conference  where  particular 
concerns  and  questions  concerning  each  child's  progress  can  be 
discussed  privately. 

A  complementary  program  designed  during  the  day  under  the 
title  of  Parent/Teacher  Coffee  Klatch  has  the  aim  of  highlighting 
important  educational  issues  that  are  relevant  to  parents  during 
the  school  year. 

We  feel  that  the  above  programs  encourage  a  strong  parent/ 
teacher  partnership,  which  we  feel  will  make  parents  aware  of  the 
expectations  for  their  children  while  attending  North  Junior  High 
School. 

In  conjunction  with  our  State  Department  of  Education  funded 
program  BYOB ,  North  Junior  High  developed  a  "Health  Education 
Viewed,  Utilizing  a  Positive  Approach"  and  during  the  week  of 
October  1,   students  at  the  North  Junior  High  listened  to  speakers 
regarding  alcohol,   smoking  and  drug  abuse. 

Mr.  Wes  Vokey,  Coordinator  from  the  Norfolk  County  Lung  As- 
sociation,  spoke  about  the  ill  effects  of  smoking.     Mr.  Vokey 
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presented  a  number  of  slides  and  graphics  pointing  out  the  alarm- 
ing correlation  between  lung  career  and  those  persons  who  smoke. 

Dr.  Anrold  Reif ,  Research  Professor  of  Pathology  from  Boston 
City  Hospital,   spoke  to  the  students  concerning  the  same  problem 
regarding  smoking  and  drug  abuse. 

In  additi  on  to  Dr.   Reif  and  Mr.  Vokey ,  Mr.  Miller,  represent- 
ing the  Foundation  for  Alcohol  Education,   spoke  to  the  students 
concerning  the  abuse  of  alcohol  and  drugs  and  reviewed  the  prob- 
lems related  to  alcohol  which  causes  numerous  highway  accidents , 
drownings  and  loss  of  work. 

In  summary,   students  are  being  encouraged  to  make  the  choice 
of  Better  Your  Own  Body  through  good  nutritional  habits  and  pro- 
per exercise  utilizing  our  intramural  activities  rather  than  dam- 
aging the  body  by  smoking. 

One  of  the  key  areas  of  instruction  in  a  Middle  School  Pro- 
gram is  the  reading  and  study  skills  area.     In  addition  to  printed 
materials,   the  reading  department  makes  use  of  audio-visual  mate- 
rials which  include  motion  pictures,   tape  recordings,   and  audio- 
mates  . 

After  seeing  "Treasure  Island,"  many  students  began  reading 
the  book  outside  of  school  because  they  were  interested.  Charles 
Dickens'   stories  can  be  discussed  with  any  student  in  the  reading 
course.     The  students  are  familiar  with  the  author's  purpose,  the 
characters  in  the  books  studied,   the  setting,  as  well  as  a  sum- 
mary of  the  story. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Ran- 
dolph Public  School  System,  with  particular  thanks  to  Mrs.  Lyn 
Huttunen  and  Mr.   Richard  Coburn. 

As  always,   I  am  proud  to  serve  a  school  board  whose  members 
so  totally  commit  themselves  to  the  children  of  our  community.  No 
amount  of  thanks  is  sufficient  to  acknowledge  their  dedication  and 
the  dignity  and  distinction  they  bring  to  their  positions.     I  also 
thank  the  other  Town  departments  and  citizens  of  Randolph  for 
their  support.

Needs  Assessment 

One  of  the  major  tasks  accomplished  during  1980  was  a  total 
needs  assessment  of  the  Randolph  Public  School  System.     As  a 
cooperative  endeavor,  volunteer  community  members,  educators  and 
students  studied  our  schools  in  depth.     This  resulted  in  a  list 
of  twenty-two  major  goals  for  students  and  for  the  system  and  thd< 
identification  of  needs  on  a  priority  basis  from  most  critical  t< 
maintenance . 

Included  in  the  data-gathering  process  was  a  questionnaire 
distributed  randomly  to  1500  members  of  the  community.     The  re- 
sponse was  exceptional  and,   therefore,  provided  valid  inf  ormatioi; 
about  the  perceptions  and  attitudes  of  citizens  about  our  school*: 

Copies  of  the  total  report  are  available  at  each  public 
school  and  at  Turner  Free  Library. 

Several  committees  were  initiated  immediately  to  address  mai- 
jor  issued  identified  by  the  Needs  Assessment  and  workshops  have 
been  established  for  the  1980-81  school  year  to  address  the  most: 
critical  needs  determined  by  the  study.  Even  though  Proposition! 
2%  will  make  the  accomplishment  of  goals  extremely  difficult,  thee 
educational  staff  is  committed  to  continuing  its  effort  toward 
achievement . 

Middle  School  Task  Force 

Concern  generated  from  the  data  of  the  needs  assessment, 
from  parents  of  sixth  grade  students  and  from  administrators  and 
teachers  at  the  junior  high  level  led  to  the  establishment  of  a 
task  force,   including  interested  parents  and  educators.  Their 
major  goal  was  to  examine  the  needs  of  students  aged  eleven 
through  fourteen  and  to  recommend  the  best  kind  of  educational 
program  which  would  address  these  needs. 

The  task  force,  under  the  leadership  of  Fred  Blanchard  and 
Paul  Hannigan,  prepared  an  interim  report  presented  to  the  School: 
Committee  in  December.     As  a  result  we  will  be  embarking  on  a 
Middle  School  concept  which  will  house  all  students  from  grades 
six  through  eight  in  our  two  junior  high  facilities.  Programs 
will  be  developed  specifically  for  these  students  with  implemen- 
tation planned  for  the  1981-82  school  year. 

Elementary  School  Building  Study 

As  enrollments  have  continued  to  decline  and  as  it  appears 
that  this  trend  will  continue  for  at  least  the  next  five  years, 
a  committee  of  parents  and  educators  was  formed  to  examine  our 
facilities  and  to  make  recommendations  relative  to  potential 
school  closings.     The  committee  has  toured  all  elementary  facili- 
ties using  a  common  set  of  criteria  to  evaluate  such  areas  as 
age,   condition,  maintenance,  energy  per  pupil  costs  and  geographi 
site . 
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The  idea  of  closing  a  neighborhood  school  is  not  a  pleasant 
one  but  the  economic  facts  necessitate  such  a  recommendation. 
Therefore,  the  committee  has  worked  diligently  to  develop  objec- 
tive criteria  for  rational  decision -making .     Their  final  report 
will  be  given  to  the  School  Committee  no  later  than  January  31 
1981. 

Curriculum  Articulation 

A  committee  of  administrators  and  teachers  was  organized  to 
address  issues  in  the  area  of  curriculum.     One  of  the  first  areas 
of  concern  centered  on  a  need  for  better  coordination  of  programs 
between  schools  and  across  grade  lines.     Initially,  the  health 
curriculum  was  examined  at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  levels, 
resulting  in  improved  student  materials  and  an  introductory  pro- 
gram at  the  junior  high  focusing  on  nutrition  and  drug  and  alco- 
hol abuse. 

This  committee  also  has  accepted  the  responsibility  for  ma- 
jor implementation  of  the  needs  assessment  during  the  coming  year. 

Basic  Skills  Improvement 

In  keeping  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Mandate,   local  mini- 
mum competencies  are  being  established  in  the  areas  of  mathemat- 
ics, reading  and  writing.     These  minimum  competencies  will  be 
linked  to  our  testing  program  and  remediation  will  be  provided 
for  students  who  do  not  meet  the  established  minimum.     During  the 
1980  school  year  pilot  testing  was  done  in  all  three  areas  in  or- 
der to  develop  precise  scoring  techniques  for  the  evaluation 
process.     A  similar  piloting  procedure  will  also  be  initiated 
during  the  spring  of  1981. 

Equal  Opportunity  Employer 

Federal  Law  entitled  Title  IX  and  State  Law  entitled  Chapter 
622  has  mandated  that  opportunities  for  all  students  and  staff  be 
provided  on  a  totally  non-discriminatory  basis.     As  a  result, 
workshops  in  staff  awareness  were  conducted  and  an  Affirmative 
Action  process  was  established  during  1980.     A  dedicated  committee 
planned  and  conducted  the  workshops  and  has  currently  established 
guidelines  and  procedures  for  evaluating  educational  materials  to 
be  certain  that  they  are  free  from  bias. 

SAT  Study 

Declining  test  scores  is  a  national  concern  and  many  persons 
in  Randolph  echoed  this  on  their  responses  to  the  needs  assess- 
ment.    Therefore,   a  committee  has  been  established  to  look  at 
Randolph  in  depth.     Their  study  includes  a  longitudinal  examina- 
tion of  our  scores  and  of  the  students  who  take  the  tests.  It 
will  result  in  recommendations  based  on  our  specific  Randolph 
student  needs. 

High  School  Advisory 

The  High  School  Advisory  Board,  made  up  of  students  and  par- 
ents under  the  capable  leadership  of  Arthur  Melia,   continued  its 
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work  during  1980.  Among  the  notable  outcomes  were  a  revised  stuii 
ent  handbook  and  a  salad  bar  for  improved  nutrition. 

This  group  is  continuously  seeking  additional  student  and 
parent  members.     They  conduct  all  of  their  meetings  in  open  ses- 
sions, also,   so  interested  persons  who  cannot  give  a  full  time 
commitment  can  attend  at  will. 

Report  of  the  Elementary  Schools 

Art 

The  inclusion  of  an  additional  art  teacher  at  the  elementary 
level  has  increased  the  number  of  times  in  which  students  in  grac: 
four  through  six  attend  art  classes  with  a  specialist.     As  a  re- 
sult,  the  quality  of  visual  art  work  has  improved,   and  a  series  c 
sequentially  developed  skills  has  been  introduced  to  students. 

In  addition,   a  pilot  program  for  students  who  may  be  poten- 
tially gifted  in  the  visual  arts  and  crafts  has  been  introduced 
in  one  school. 

Environmental  Study 

On  a  pilot  basis  several  schools  have  initiated  in-depth  en- 
vironmental studies  for  students  in  grades  five  and  six.  These 
studies  include  a  one  week  residency  at  an  ocean  or  bay  site  witfcr 
a  focus  on  the  study  of  sea-life,   land  and  water  conservation,  and 
basic  biological  principles.     Randolph  teachers  who  have  been  in- 
volved in  the  program  voluntarily  have  given  a  full  week  of  theiri 
time  in  order  to  live  and  work  with  the  students  in  these  unique 
settings.     Parents  and  PTO  groups  have  provided  the  majority  of 
funds  needed  to  provide  this  opportunity. 

Project  STRIVE 

A  program  for  potentially  gifted  and  talented  students  in 
academic  achievement  was  initiated  during  the  1979-80  school  year' 
Forty-three  third  and  fourth  grade  students  were  identified  to 
participate  in  a  one  day  a  week  program  which  focused  on  the  de- 
velopment of  research  skills. 

In  1980-81  the  program  was  expanded  to  include  a  second 
teacher  and  students  from  grades  two  through  six.     The  focus  was 
also  expanded  to  include  research  skill  development,  problem- 
solving  and  an  introduction  to  computers. 

A  teacher  exchange  program  and  guest  speakers  have  also  been 
added  to  the  program.  Persons  who  have  a  unique  vocation  or  avo- 
cational  interest  are  invited  to  work  with  the  students  in  a  semi' 
nar  setting. 

Language  Arts  Curriculum  Study 

An  area  of  need  identified  at  the  elementary  level  is  the 
language  arts  curriculum,  which  covers  skill  development  in  com- 
munication,  including  composition,  grammar,   structure  and  mechan- 
ics in  writing,  spelling,  listening  and  speaking.  Unfortunately, 
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our  current  program  is  fragmented  and  lacks  a  sequentially  devel- 
oped framework  of  skills.     A  dedicated  group  of  administrators 
and  teachers  are  currently  addressing  this  need  as  members  of  a 
study  committee,  with  an  improved  program  for  our  students  pro- 
jected as  the  major  outcome. 

Social  Studies  Curriculum 

During  the  1980  year  a  new  social  studies  program  entitled 
Windows  on  the  World  was  implemented  for  all  students  grades  1-6. 
This  program  includes  a  focus  on  geography,  history  and  sociology. 
Included  in  the  program  are  sequentially  developed  skills  such  as 
map-reading,  research  development,  and  problem-solving. 

Project  CLIMB 

The  Title  I  program  (Project  CLIMB)  was  expanded  to  service 
students  K-6  and  in  both  junior  high  buildings.     This  program 
identifies  students  who  have  specific  needs  in  communication 
skill  development.     As  it  is  funded  by  federal  money  there  are 
rigid  guidelines  and  evaluation  procedures  which  must  be  imple- 
mented.    Randolph  is  fortunate  to  have  an  outstanding  program 
which  has  received  state  and  national  commendations. 

Criterion-reference  tests  and  sequentially  developed  skills 
are  the  hallmark  of  this  program  directed  by  Jane  Hyman.     In  ad- 
dition, a  strong  Parent  Advisory  Council  represents  an  exciting 
partnership  of  educators  and  parents  working  together  to  assist 
students . 

Project  REACH 

Project  REACH  is  a  unique  program  in  its  second  year  of  fed- 
eral funding  as  an  innovative  attempt  to  expand  the  communicative 
skills  of  children  chosen  for  participation  from  grades  four 
through  six  in  the  public  schools  of  Randolph  and  from  the  Boston 
School. 

Under  the  direction  of  Nancy  Connelly  two  professional  actors 
from  the  National  Theatre  of  the  Deaf  provide  learning  opportuni- 
ties in  mime,   sign  and  creative  dramatics.     Through  this  excep- 
tional experience,  hearing  and  hearing-impaired  children  learn  to 
communicate  comfortably  with  each  other  and  increase  in  their 
understanding  of  ways  to  transcend  handicaps. 

In  closing  my  second  annual  report  to  the  members  of  the  Ran- 
dolph School  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  Randolph,   I  wish  to 
declare  my  sincere  appreciation  to  Dr.  John  E.  Zoino  for  his  lead- 
ership and  dedication  to  quality  education  and  to  Mr.  Richard  E. 
Coburn  for  his  efficiency  and  support  in  business  related  matters. 
In  addition,   I  wish  to  state  my  appreciation  to  the  educational 
and  support  staff  of  the  Randolph  Public  School  System  and  to  the 
many  citizens  of  Randolph  with  whom  I've  had  the  pleasure  of  work- 
ing side  by  side  in  a  genuine  commitment  toward  educational  excel- 
lence . 
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Finally,   I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  a  knowledge- 
able and  dedicated  School  Committee.     Working  under  the  direction 
of  a  five  member  board  who  epitomize  loyalty  to  the  citizens  and 
students  of  Randolph  has  been  a  distinct  pleasure.

During  15  years  of  operation,  Blue  Hills  has  consistently  o 
fered  quality  vocational  education  programs  to  the  young  people 
in  our  area. 

During  1980  the  following  numbers  of  students  availed  them- 
selves of  Vocational  Education  under  the  auspices  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Regional  Technical  School  District.

The  total  enrollment  for  the  Blue  Hills  Technical  School  in 
creased  slightly  during  the  1979-1980  school  year. 

The  following  departments  in  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School 
completed  work  projects  for  the  seven  towns  in  our  district  dur- 
ing the  1979-1980  school  year  with  a  total  market  value  in  exces 
of  $150,000:  Auto  Repair,  Auto  Body,  Metal  Fabrication,  Machine 
Shop,  Structural  Wood,  Health  Services,  Electrical,  Data  Process- 
ing, Advertising  Art  &  Design,  Drafting  and  Graphic  Arts. 

In  addition  to  projects  completed  for  the  local  governmental 
units,   these  departments  and  other  departments  in  the  school  did 
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considerable  work  for  the  residents  of  our  seven  towns,  including 
construction  of  two  single  family  homes.     One  department  alone, 
Graphic  Arts,  completed  printing  projects  for  our  seven  towns  with 
a  market  value  in  excess  of  $80,000. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  restaurant,  "Chateau  de  Bleu" 
is  open  five  days  a  week  from  11:00  a.m.   to  1:00  p.m.   serving  ex- 
cellent lunches  to  the  members  of  our  seven  towns. 

We  continue  to  offer  one  of  the  finest  programs  for  the  pro- 
foundly hard-of -hearing  youngsters  with  two  licensed  instructors 
for  the  deaf  and  three  interpreters  working  with  these  students. 
For  our  other  special  needs  students  we  offer  resource  help  in 
English,  mathematics  and  study  skills,  as  well  as  adaptive  physi- 
cal education,   speech  therapy  and  psychological  counseling. 

In  addition  to  our  day  school  activities  we  offer  afternoon 
programs  for  special  needs  students  from  our  seven  towns  who  are 
bussed  to  this  school  for  job  skill  training  four  days  a  week 
from  3:15  p.m.   to  5:15  p.m. 

During  the  past  year  we  serviced  approximately  637  students 
at  Randolph  and  Holbrook  High  Schools  in  our  Career  Development 
programs . 

The  Booster  Club,  composed  of  parents  of  our  students  and 
friends  of  Blue  Hills,  has  again  been  very  active  and  has  run  va- 
rious functions  for  our  students,  including  an  Awards  Banquet  hon- 
oring our  athletes,  cheerleaders,  honor  roll  students  and  students 
involved  in  the  various  school  activities  who  have  contributed 
time  and  effort  for  our  student  body. 

The  swimming  pool  is  used  as  part  of  our  physical  education 
program  by  day,  and  in  the  afternoon,  evenings  and  weekends  it  is 
available  for  the  residents  of  our  seven  towns.     The  pool  activi- 
ties include:     beginners,   intermediate  and  advanced  levels  of 
swimming,  water  safety  instruction,   senior  lifesaving  instruction 
and  scuba  diving. 

The  Blue  Hills  Offpeak  Computer  Program  has  expanded,  making 
more  Data  Processing  opportunities  available  to  our  town  govern- 
ments.

As  set  forth  in  the  1979  Annual  Report  of  this  department, 
questions  as  to  what  disposition  will  be  made  of  the  200  bed  pack- 
aged disaster  hospital  originally  defined  as  a  back-up  for  the 
Quincy  City  Hospital;     what  provisions  will  be  made  for  shelter  in 
the  event  of  a  natural  disaster  or  forced  nuclear  accident  evacua- 
tion in  the  Plymouth  Pilgrim  I  nuclear  evacuation  area  remain  un- 
answered . 

We  have  continued  to  function  until  the  decision  of  the  M.D.C. 
with  regard  to  terminating  our  lease  on  the  Nike  site  has  been  re- 
scinded.    Our  progress  paper  for  1980  has  been  submitted  and  ap- 
proved,  and  we  have  maintained  our  100%  participation  in  the 
Checkerboard  Alert  Program. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  continued  to  provide  their  full 
support  to  the  Civil  Defense  function  and  we  are  grateful  for 
this  support  and  hope  that  a  favorable  decision  will  be  forthcom- 
ing .

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1980. 

I  will  always  remember  the  year  1980,  the  year  of  constant 
breakdowns  of  apparatus  that  finally  became  so  bad  on  the  4th  of 
July  weekend  that  we  only  had  Engine  #2  still  in  service  and  we 
had  to  borrow  an  Engine  from  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  the  week- 
end. 

When  the  Finance  Committee  refused  to  transfer  money  from 
the  Reserve  Fund  to  repower  Engine  #3 ,  the  Lynn  Fire  Department 
gave  us  a  used  motor  in  exchange  for  several  hundred  feet  of  fire 
hose.     The  repairs  to  all  of  the  apparatus  was  performed  by  sev- 
eral of  my  firefighters  under  Acting  Captain  Robert  Heger ,  and  I 
am  eternally  grateful  for  the  labor  and  expertise  that  bailed  us 
out  of  a  deep  hole. 

I  am  well  aware  of  Proposition  2%  and  the  need  to  hold  down 
expenditures,  but  I  am  also  responsible  for  providing  fire  pro- 
tection for  the  Town,   and  as  our  four  Engines  range  in  age  from 
1959  to  1974,   I  am  forced  to  submit  an  Article  for  one  (1)  new 
1000  G.P.M.   Pumping  Engine,  plus  an  Article  for  the  second  half 
of  the  appropriation  for  the  Ladder  Truck. 

The  one  good  happening  in  the  year  1980  was  the  report  from 
the  Insurance  Services  Office  (ISO)   announcing  that  the  fire  in- 
surance classification  for  the  Town  of  Randolph  had  been  upgraded 
from  Class  5C  to  Class  4B ,  which  will  result  in  lower  premiums 
for  most  fire  insurance  policies  for  the  residents  of  the  Town. 
I  can  only  hope  now  that  Prop  2%  will  not  alter  our  classifica- 
tion because  a  15%  reduction  in  the  fire  department  budget  will 
necessitate  in  a  reduction  of  personnel  and  will  naturally  affect 
the  response  capabilities.     1981  will  prove  to  be  a  trying  year 
as  we  all  try  to  provide  the  most  with  the  least. 

The  saddest  moment  in  1980  was  when  we  suffered  the  loss  of 
Deputy  Chief  Richard  "Don"  Lyons ,  a  true  and  valued  friend  and 
fellow  firefighter.     He  will  never  be  forgotten. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

The  Fire  Department's  Emergency  Care  Instructor  is  still  ac- 
tive in  both  the  State  and  Local  area  Emergency  Medical  Care  Sys- 
tems . 

1.  Training  on  the  State  level  of  Emergency  Medical  Techni- 
cians in  conjunction  with  the  Cardinal  Cushing  General 
Hospital,   the  Goddard  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Greater 
Brockton  Area  E.M.S.   Committee  and  the  State  Office  of 
E.M.S.   Department  of  Public  Health. 

2.  Testing  of  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  for  the  National 
Registry  of  E.M.T.'s. 

3.  Four  Vehicle  Rescue  courses  for  area  Fire  Departments. 

4.  Recertif ication  classes  in  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation 
for  the  Randolph  Fire  Department,  as  well  as  the  Randolph 
Postal  Carriers. 

5.  One  E.M.T.  Refresher  Course  for  the  recertif ication  of  14 
members  of  the  Randolph  Fire  Department. 

6.  Classes  and  lectures  on  first  aid  and  various  other  sub- 
jects were  given  to  different  groups  and  organizations  in 
the  Town. 


TRAINING 


Training  continues  in  the  general  areas  of  Emergency  Medical 
Services,   fire  suppression  and  related  subjects.     It  is  interest- 
ing to  note,  however,   that  standards  and  mandated  changes  in  EMS 
training  will  put  added  requirements  on  the  Training  Division. 

During  our  recent  grading  by  the  Insurance  Services  Office, 
we  learned  of  their  new  standard  for  training  which  requires  20 
hours  per  man  per  month.     We  will  be  looking  closely  at  our  train- 
ing program  to  insure  these  standards  are  being  met. 

However,   suppression  and  related  subjects  have  to  share 
training  time  with  Emergency  Medical  Services .     In  order  for  the 
26(?)  EMT's  to  be  recertified,  new  requirements  implemented  by  the 
National  Registry  this  year  require  that  EMT's  receive  20  hours  of 
in-service  training  in  addition  to  a  maximum  of  48  hours  of  con- 
tinued education  (on  duty) . 

Looking  to  the  future,  therefore,  we  see  not  only  a  stepped 
up  emphasis  on  fire  related  training  but  a  struggle  to  meet  those 
fire  training  classes  in  the  face  of  the  additional  EMS  require- 
ments.    In  any  case,  the  results  may  well  be  reflected  in  services 
to  the  community. 
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I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  our  Training  Officer,  Deputy- 
Chief  Paul  Anderson,  was  recently  selected  to  attend  a  two  week 
Executive  Development  Course  at  the  National  Fire  Academy  in 
Emmittsburg,  Maryland,  from  December  1  through  December  12,  1980. 

The  National  Fire  Academy  is  a  relatively  new  school  that 
has  been  formed  under  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  of 
the  United  States  Fire  Administration,  and  it  is  indeed  an  honor 
for  the  Town  of  Randolph  to  have  Deputy  Anderson  selected  to  at- 
tend.    There  is  absolutely  no  cost  to  the  Town  as  the  Academy 
pays  for  transportation,  food  and  lodging,  in  addition  to  the 
instruction.     The  knowledge  that  Deputy  Anderson  attained  at  the 
Academy  will  be  passed  on  to  the  entire  department  in  the  classes 
and  drills  he  conducts  on  a  regular  basis. 


We  would  like  to  report  that  the  fire  loss  in  the  Town  has 
been  lowered  again,  but  because  of  an  arson  related  fire  the  loss 
figure  has  hit  a  record  figure  for  this  community.     (Well  over 
$3,000,000.00) . 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  all  property  owners  that 
the  Town  has  adopted  a  law  that  requires  all  residences  must  be 
equipped  with  smoke  detectors  by  July  1,  1981. 

This  law  is  designed  to  help  save  lives,  and  we  hope  all 
will  cooperate.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


REPORTABLE  DISEASES 

There  were  103  cases  of  communicable  diseases  and  other 
health  conditions  reported,  as  follows:     Animal  Bites  -  Dog  78, 
Raccoon  1,  Gerbil  2,  Squirrel  1,  Horse  1;     Chickenpox  1;  Shigell- 
osis 1;     Hepatitis  2;     Measles  1;     Meningitis  3;     Salmonellosis  4; 
Streptococcal  Infection  3;     Tuberculosis  5. 

CLINICAL  PROGRAMS 

Mental  Health.     There  were  5,993  visits  and  consultations  by 
Randolph  residents  at  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center.  We 
have  held  the  line  on  costs  and  hope  we  may  continue  to  do  so. 
COST:     $6,000.00  for  Adults  -  $14,000.00  for  Children.  TOTAL: 
$20,000.00. 

Influenza  Inoculations.     870  persons  received  influenza  vac- 
cine at  a  number  of  clinics  held  during  the  year. 

School  Immunizations.     All  public  and  parochial  school  stud- 
ents needing  immunizations  of  all  types  were  processed  this  year. 
304  students  received  423  vaccines  of  various  kinds.     Also,  be- 
fore the  closing  of  St.  Mary's  School,  14  boys  and  14  girls 
received  physicals  given  by  the  Public  Health  Nurses  and  school 
physician  during  the  months  of  March  and  April,  as  well  as  180 
vision  screenings  and  154  screened  for  hearing  problems.  The 
Public  Health  Nurses  also  assisted  the  school  nurses  with  the 
Head  Lice  and  Scoliosis  programs.     They  also  worked  with  the 
school  nurses  in  the  local  nursery  schools  in  head  lice  and  sco- 
liosis detection  and  childhood  immunization  screening. 

Tuberculosis  Testing.     All  Tuberculosis  testing  is  now  done 
at  Norfolk  County  Hospital ,  except  in  very  rare  circumstances . 

Biologic  and  Diagnostic  Supplies.  6,512  doses  of  vaccine, 
plus  other  diagnostic  supplies  were  received  and  issued  to  town 
doctors  and  used  at  our  various  clinics. 

Keep  Well  Clinics .     Age  60  and  Over  -  3,264  patients  tested 
for  high  blood  pressure.     366  were  found  to  have  high  blood  pres- 
sure . 

Comprehensive  Hypertension  Program.     Ages  30  to  64  -  598  pa- 
tients ,  of  which  90  were  found  to  be  high. 

Well  Baby  Clinic.     141  patients  were  seen  with  116  being  im- 
munized . 

Pneumonia  Clinics.     80  persons  received  pneumonia  vaccine  at 
clinics  held  this  year. 

Office  Patients .   For  injections  for  allergy,  B12 ,  Blood 
Pressure  -  460  visits  by  251  patients. 
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Hearing  Test-Mobile.     161  tested  with  86  failing  to  pass 
either  due  to  defective  hearing  or  referrals  for  other  ear  prob- 
lems . 

Visits  to  Mothers  and  Newborns.     76  Mothers  received  88 
visits . 

Unwed  Mothers.     11  patients  received  21  visits. 

Premature  Infants.     7  Premature  Infants  received  7  visits. 

Blood  Pressure  Clinic  at  St.  Bernadette's  Meal  Site  was  triec. 
unsuccessfully  for  two  months  for  Homebound  Patients  and,  unfortu- 
nately, did  not  work  out.     76  patients  were  seen  with  11  found  to 
be  high. 

HOSPITAL  SUBSIDIES 

Premature  Infants.  There  were  7  premature  infants  born  to 
residents  in  various  hospitals  during  the  year  at  no  expense  to 
the  Town. 

Tuberculosis .     The  Town  was  not  billed  for  patients  hospital- 
ized for  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  SANITATION 

Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal.     F.   &  R.   Service,  Inc.,  of  Wel- 
lesley  Hills  continues  to  be  the  collection  contractor  and  does  a 
fine  job.     B.F.I.  ,  Louis  Kmito  and  Son  operates  the  sanitary  land- 
fill also  in  a  fine  manner  with  many  improvements  effected  during 
the  course  of  the  year  with  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

Public  Sewerage  Connections.     The  owners  of  all  houses,  build 
ings  or  properties  used  for  human  occupancy,  employment,  recreatio 
or  other  purposes  situated  within  the  Town  and  abutting  on  any 
street,  alley  or  right-of-way  in  which  there  is  now  located  or  may 
in  the  future  be  located  a  public  sanitary  sewer  of  the  Town,  is 
required  at  the  owner(s) 1  expense  to  connect  such  facilities  di- 
rectly with  proper  public  sewerage  within  sixty  (60)  days  in  ac- 
cordance with  State  and  Local  Laws  and  Regulations.     The  Board  of 
Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Sewer  Commission,  has  been  respon- 
sible for  enforcement. 

In  1979  907o  of  the  buildings  available  to  public  sewerage 
were  connected.     With  the  additional  public  sewerage  available  in 
1980,  807o  of  the  buildings  are  connected.     A  more  concentrated 
program  to  enforce  public  sewer  connections  is  planned  by  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Sewer  Commission  in  1981. 

Individual  Sewage  Disposal  Systems.  2  permits  were  issued 
for  local  sewage  disposal  systems  during  the  year.  Several  in- 
spections and  reinspections  were  made  of  systems  prior  to  back- 
filling. In  addition,  much  time  was  spent  observing  and  super- 
vising the  taking  of  soil  and  percolations  tests. 
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Public  Health  Complaints.     Approximately  1560  complaints 
were  received  for  possible  public  health  nuisances  and  hazards 
and  investigated  and  resolved  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools.     3  permits  for  public  and  semi-public  swimm- 
ing pools  and  32  for  private  swimming  pools  were  issued. 

Nursing  Home  Inspections.     2  inspections  of  one  nursing  home 
were  made  prior  to  State  relicensing. 

Food  Service  Establishments.     57  permits  were  issued  to  res- 
taurants and  other  type  operations  serving  food  and/or  drink  for 
consumption  on  the  premises.     Inspections  of  all  establishments 
have  been  carried  out  in  excess  of  the  two  required  by  State  Code 
and  will  continue  to  be  monitored  constantly. 

Retail  Food  Establishments.     32  permits  were  issued  to  retail 
food  establishments .     All  are  being  inspected  at  regular  inter- 
vals . 

Livestock .     23  licenses  were  issued  to  residents  to  keep 
livestock.     Two  Hypo-Syringe  permits  were  issued  for  animal  treat- 
ment . 

Collection  &  Disposal  of  Sewage.     9  permits  were  issued  for 
the  collection  of  disposal  of  sewage. 

Container  Service  (Dumpsters) .     14  permits  were  issued  for 
container  service. 

Disposal  Works  Installers.     7  permits  were  issued  to  install 
individual  sewage  disposal  systems. 

PLUMBING  INSPECTIONS 

435  permits  for  plumbing  installations  were  issued  during 
the  year.     Each  installation  requires  at  least  one  inspection  by 
the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

GAS  INSPECTIONS 

274  permits  for  gas  installations,  including  propane  gas, 
were  issued  during  1980.     As  with  plumbing  inspections,  at  least 
one  inspection  is  necessary  for  each  installation. 

MILK  INSPECTIONS 

There  were  67  licenses  issued  during  the  year  as  follows: 
Ice  Cream  3;     Store  milk  and  cream  45;     Oleomargarine  19. 

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS 

Safe  and  sanitary  housing  for  Randolph  residents,  Chapter  II 
of  The  State  Sanitary  Code,   is  a  responsibility  of  the  Board  of 
Health.     53  inspections  and  reinspections  were  made  to  assure 
compliance  with  the  State  Code  this  year. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

The  Public  Health  Nurses  were  more  involved  with  clinics  and 
preventive  medicine  than  with  bedside  nursing,  as  they  have  been 
in  previous  years.  The  nurses  continue  to  give  pre-natal  and 
post-natal  care  with  instructions;  pre-school  follow-up  of  child 
ren ;  care  and  instructions  relative  to  communicable  diseases  and 
various  aspects  of  adult  health  supervision.  Other  nursing  acti- 
vities, as  out-lined  under  "Clinical  Programs,"  include  assistano 
at  Well  Baby  Clinics,  influenza  clinics,  pneumonia  clinics,  blood 
pressure  clinics. 

Progress  is  being  made  in  working  with  other  agencies  such  a;i 
school  nurses,  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Clinic,  Braintree  Visit- 
ing Nurse's  Association,  etc.     The  immunization  aspect  is  referrer 
to  under  the  school  immunization  section.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Ninety-Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners is  hereby  submitted,  covering  the  department's  activities 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1980. 

Organization  of  the  Board: 


During  the  year  1980  the  department  received  thirty-eight 
(38)  applications  for  new  services.     All  thirty-eight  (38)  of 
these  have  been  installed  and  added  to  the  system. 


Thirty-eight  (38)  meters  were  installed  on  new  services  and 
four  hundred  fifty-eight  (458)  were  set  as  replacements.     Two  hun- 
dred thirty-one  (231)  were  not  registering;     twenty  (20)  were  fro- 
zen and  burst;     two  hundred  thirty-one  (231)  were  removed  to  be 
replaced;     one  hundred  eighty-five  (185)   leaky  meters  were  re- 
paired.    This  department  had  seven  thousand  eight  hundred  fifty- 
two  (7,852)  metered  services  and  ten  (10)  unmetered  active 
services . 


During  the  year  the  department  had  fifteen  (15)  service 
leaks  on  public  ways.     Thirty-eight  (38)  new  services  were  in- 
stalled.    One  hundred  ninety-eight  (198)  curb  and  gate  boxes  were 
repaired;     thirty  (30)  frozen  services  were  thawed  out  electri- 
cally.    Thirty  (30)  hydrants  were  broken  by  auto  collisions.  Four 
(4)  were  hit  and  run;     other  -  were  paid  for  through  insurance. 
Eleven  (11)  hydrants  were  installed  as  replacements  and  ten  (10) 
additional  hydrants  were  relocated.

During  the  year  1980  this  department  has  supervised  over  one 
million  dollars  of  sewer  construction. 

Again,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  various  Town  Boards  and  De- 
partments for  their  excellent  cooperation.     Their  help  has  made 
our  job  much  easier. 

The  following  is  our  report  of  work  completed,  work  in  pro- 
gress and  contemplated  work. 

Pocket  Program 

This  was  the  5th  year  of  our  projected  10  year  program. 

We  are  ahead  of  schedule  and  with  continued  Town  Meeting  ap- 
propriations the  sewer  system  could  be  100%  completed  within  4  to 

5  years. 

The  total  amount  of  money  needed  to  finish  the  system  is  2.5 
million  dollars.     Through  our  Consultant  Engineering  firm,  Metcalf 

6  Eddy,   Inc.,  we  have  submitted  a  grant  application  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  under  G.L.   557.     If  accepted,  we  will 
be  eligible  for  1  million  dollars  for  further  construction.  We 
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have  been  told  by  authorities  that  we  will  be  notified  our  our 

acceptance  or  rejection  in  February  of  1981.  If  our  application 

is  approved  and  Town  Meeting  votes  the  Town's  share  (1.5  million)) 
we  could  be  completed  by  1984. 

The  remaining  pockets  are  #2  -  North-Oak  Street  Area,   #10  - 
Truman  Drive-Liberty  Street  Area,   #5  -  Newcomb  Street  Area,   #4  - 
Birch  Drive-Mazzeo  Drive  Area,   and  several  small  pockets  scattere 
throughout  the  Town. 

Maintenance  Program 

Our  maintenance  department  consists  of  four  employees  who 
throughout  the  year  work  diligently  on  our  various  programs. 

During  the  year  we  have  worked  with  Engineering ,  Highway  andd 
School  Departments  assisting  them  on  drainage  and  sewer  problems. 

General 

Due  to  the  acceptance  of  Proposition  2%,   this  department  hass 
complied  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  and  reduced  our  budget  requests  for  1981-1982  by 
15%. 

In  order  to  conform  we  will  be  forced  to  reduce  our  work 
force  by  one  employee  this  year  and  an  additional  one  next  year. 
This  will  drastically  reduce  the  services  rendered  by  the  Sewer 
Department . 

Present  Status  of  Sewer  System 

With  the  completion  of  Contracts  #'s  36-37-38  and  partial 
completion  of  #39,  we  have  now  constructed  91  miles  of  sewer.  As- 
of  January  1,   1981  we  have  5,855  house  and  building  connections 
installed  and  our  system  is  91%  completed.     Based  on  today's  con- 
struction cost,   the  value  is  $26,600,000.00.

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  tech- 
nologies into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe, 
effective  and  economically  feasable. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval 
growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:     Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated 
on  the  draining  of  shallow,   standing,  stagnant  water  and  the  main- 
tenance of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito 
breeding  sources.

The  Engineering  Department  has  reviewed  and  updated  bond  re- 
quirements on  seven  subdivisions,   and  made  a  review  of  prelimin- 
ary plans  for  six  proposed  subdivisions,   definitive  plans  for  two 
subdivisions  and  redesign  of  one  subdivision.     In  addition,  Mr. 
Norman  Clapp  of  this  Department  has  served  as  technical  advisor 
to  the  Planning  Board  and  has  attended  all  of  their  meetings  and 
Public  Hearings  to  assist  the  Board  in  their  work.     For  a  more  de- 
tailed accounting,  please  refer  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Plann- 
ing Board. 

Finally,   the  Engineering  Department,   in  cooperation  with  the 
Highway  Department,  has  completed  all  necessary  work  on  the  Centre 
Estates  subdivision,   consisting  of  Quarry  Road,  Katy  Circle  and 
North  Glenway  Avenue.     This  work  is  funded  as  a  result  of  a  suc- 
cessful suit  against  the  developers  for  the  bond  to  complete  the 
subdivision.

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We  have  had  another  productive  year.     Completed  construction 
of  High  Street  from  Reed  Street  to  Hunt  Brook,   including  instal- 
lation of  walls  in  the  vicinity  of  Eugenia  and  Waldo  Streets. 
You  will  note  these  walls  were  constructed  with  broken  concrete 
from  Boston  sidewalks  and  the  larger  wall  by  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment Personnel  exclusively. 

This  was  a  complete  road  building  project,  including  new  and 
additional  drainage,  road  widening  and  grade  change,  reclamation 
and  stabilization  of  existing  base  includes  pulverising  of  exist- 
ing materials ,   including  bituminous  concrete  into  a  harmonious 
compacted  sub-base,  ready  for  2"  base  course  and  1%  top  course. 

We  also  completed  Silver  Street,  Junior  Terrace,  a  section 
of  Pond  Land,  Wordsworth  Street  with  all  necessary  property  ad- 
justments, driveway  entrances,  etc. 

We  completed  a  drainage  project  off  Mill  Street  to  help  the 
Plain  Street  area,   24"  concrete  pipe  at  rear  of  Elderly  Drive  and 
on  High  Street  in  conjunction  with  the  new  road;     Silver  Street 
12"  pipe  and  2  additional  catch  basins;     Morse  Street  12"  line 
and  2  basins ;  Russ  Street  from  Wilson  to  Vinton  to  Dorr  Streets ; 
Eagle  Rock  Road  new  24"  line  after  sewer  project;     South  Main 
Street  to  Fitch  Terrace.     We  also  repaired  and  cleaned  many  small 
drains  and  catch  basins  on  a  continual  basis. 

Brook  cleaning  this  year  was  at  the  rear  of  the  Lyons  School 
to  Oak  Street  and  at  the  lower  end  of  Mill  Street  at  Delorey  Drive 
to  tie  in  with  24"  drain  and  lower  grade  about  3'   on  this  line. 

We  improved  sidewalks,  not  only  in  conjunction  with  new  road 
work  but  resurfaced  and  improved  West  Street  sidewalks,  South 
Main  vicinity  of  Stoughton  Street,   and  a  small  section  of  Oak 
Street.     Sidewalks  are  an  area  that  need  much  more  improvement  as 
more  people  are  using  sidewalks  these  days,  and  our  older  exist- 
ing sidewalks  are  in  need  of  repairing. 

While  we  had  CETA  personnel  we  managed  to  improve  on  a  few 
more  areas,  but  now  we  have  no  additional  help  and  our  present 
crews  are  hardly  enough  to  take  care  of  everyday  maintenance , 
drainage,  and  street  cleaning,  and  sign  work.     Vandalism  has  in- 
creased and  damage  to  signs  has  been  continual.     We  have  added 
warning  chevrons  on  Oak,   South  and  Mill  Streets  as  an  improvement 
in  these  high  accident  areas. 

The  Highway  Department  is  in  need  of  additional  personnel  to 
try  to  keep  up  with  improvements  and  beautif ication ,  an  area  where 
much  more  improvement  is  needed  in  our  Town.     We  already  feel  the 
loss  of  5  to  7  CETA  people  and  temporary  summer  help.     At  times  we 
have  had  28  to  30  workers.     We  now  operate  with  17  permanent  em- ^ 
ployees,  and  with  everyday  patching,   sign  work,  sweeping  and  basin 
cleaning,  we  have  about  5  or  6  men  for  street  construction  and 
drainage  installation,   if  no  one  is  out  sick  or  on  vacation. 

This  coming  year,  with  the  coming  of  Proposition  2%,   is  not 
the  time  to  ask  for  additional  help,   and  with  a  reduced  budget  we 
will  be  curtailed  on  large  projects.     We  will  work  this  year  the 
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best  we  can  with  the  personnel  we  have,  hoping  we  don't  lose  any- 
present  men,   so  that  we  can  serve  you  as  well  as  we  have  for  the 
past  7  years.     I  again  thank  all  my  men,  Town  Departments,  and 
Selectmen  for  the  continual  support  of  our  Department.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sign  Inspector 
for  the  year  1980. 

During  the  year  1980  eighty-two  (82)  Permits  for  location 
and  erection  of  signs  have  been  issued.     Twenty-four  (24)  signs 
have  been  condemned  for  violations,   ten  (10)  of  which  were  poli- 
tical.    Eight  (8)  political  signs  were  removed  from  public  prop- 
erty.    Six  (6)  notifications  for  repairs  necessary  to  put  signs 
in  safe  condition  have  been  made. 

In  addition  to  the  issuance  of  each  Permit,  a  site  inspec- 
tion is  required  before  and  after  the  sign  is  erected.     All  com- 
plaints on  signs  have  been  resolved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 


A  total  of  17,180  registered  voters  were  on  file  for  the  1980 
Presidential  Election,  and  by  precincts  the  number  of  those  regis- 
tered were  as  follows: 


The  Registrars  1980  street  listing  totaled  29,409  residents, 
of  which  6,825  were  age  1  day  through  age  16;     3,066  were  age  17 
through  age  21;     and  4,785  were  age  60  and  over  (not  including 
those  in  local  rest  homes).     The  dog  listing  totaled  2,403,  and 
all  were  placed  on  file  for  the  Dog  Officer. 

"Persons  Listed  Books,"  and  "Voter  Lists,"  "Alphabetical 
Lists,"  and  "Supplementary  Lists,"  were  also  compiled  and  printed. 
488  voter  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year,  3,488  residents 
became  new  registered  voters,  482  changed  precincts,  and  2,225 
residents  cancelled,  changed,  or  declared  their  party  designations. 
Night  sessions  of  120  extra  hours  were  held  by  the  Board  for  voter 
registration  during  1980. 

674  nomination  papers  were  filed  with  the  Board,  and  9,149 
names  were  certified.     The  number  of  names  certified  on  referendum 
or  initiative  petitions  totaled  1,029,  and  absentee  voter  applica- 
tions certified  were  872  for  the  four  1980  elections. 

Since  the  1980  street  listing,  the  town  has  added  49  single 
dwellings,   9  duplex  houses,  1  condominium  complex,  and  4  apart- 
ment buildings.     One  new  street  has  been  added.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


Since  our  last  report  for  the  Annual  Town  Report  was  written 
in  1979  the  Randolph  Housing  Authority  has  continued  to  manage 
236  units  of  elderly  housing  in  Randolph.     We  have  had  a  very 
busy  year  with  the  Russell  F.  Thompson  M.D.  Memorial  Community 
Hall,  which  has  served  as  a  social,  religious  and  recreational 
center  for  all  of  our  senior  citizens  of  Randolph. 

The  Randolph  Housing  Authority  is  also  participating  in  the 
707  Rental  Assistance  Program  for  moderate  income  families  under 
the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts.    We  presently  have  15  family  units  subsidized  under  the 
707  Rental  Assistance  Program.     We  are  hopeful  of  constructing 
more  elderly  housing  apartments  in  the  future.     However,  the  re- 
cent financial  crisis  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  toge- 
ther with  the  emphasis  on  rehabilitation  of  existing  dwellings  in 
our  large  cities  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  De- 
velopment, has  slowed  down  the  program  of  construction  of  new 
elderly  housing  developments  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Randolph  Housing  Authority  members  are  proud  of  their 
accomplishments  since  the  start  of  its  program  in  1965,  and  have 
worked  diligently  to  bring  much  needed  housing  to  the  people  of 
Randolph,   and  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  our  elderly  citizens. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  other  officials  of  the  town  whose  cooperation  and  assistance 
have  been  invaluable. 

At  this  time  we  would  also  like  to  thank  State  Representative 
Joseph  J.   Semensi  of  Randolph,  State  Senator  Joseph  B.  Walsk  of 
Dorchester  and  State  Representative  M.  Joseph  Manning  of  Milton 
for  their  continued  support  of  the  Randolph  Housing  Authority  and 
its  aims  and  purposes.

As  the  year  1980  leaves  us  the  town  of  Randolph  is  in  the 
midst  of  construction,  potential  construction,  and  many  inquiries. 
The  Industrial  Commission,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Mass. 
Industrial  Bond  Financing  Agency,  has  been  very  helpful  in  obtain- 
ing future  tenants  and  employers  for  the  Town.     In  fact,   as  of 
this  week  $1,200,000.00  has  been  approved  for  the  Randy  property, 
and  $500,000.00  has  been  approved  for  the  Tennis  Court,  as  a  light 
manufacturing  complex,  on  York  Street. 

The  Town,  despite  the  economy,   is  growing  in  the  Industrial 
Community.     Millions  of  dollars  are  being  spent  in  our  Industrial 
Parks;     in  the  year  just  past  total  valuation  of  our  new  construc- 
tion is  valued  at  approximately  5  million  dollars. 

The  year  1981  is  starting  to  show  signs  of  growth,  inquiries 
are  beginning  to  come  into  our  office.     Despite  all  the  world 
problems  we  expect  to  have  another  substantial  growth  pattern.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPTER  40 -A  ZONING  COMMITTEE 


Several  articles  have  been  placed  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant 
for  the  consideration  of  the  1981  annual  town  meeting. 

One  of  the  articles  concerns  hazardous  waste.     It  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  clear  that  more  and  more  communities  are  faced 
with  potential  hazardous  waste  problems.     There  is  great  need  for 
careful  control  of  hazardous  waste,  and  the  first  step  toward  that 
control  is  an  article  which  the  Chapter  40-A  Zoning  Committee  is 
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submitting  to  town  meeting  members  for  approval.  Solving  the  prob- 
lems of  hazardous  waste  will  require  the  understanding  and  coopera- 
tion of  all  of  us. 

Another  article  placed  on  the  town  meeting  warrant  concerns 
itself  with  house  lots  shown  on  a  plan  or  deed  recorded  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  prior  to  June  29,  1939.     Individuals  owning 
these  lots  have  been  paying  taxes  on  them  for  many  many  years  but 
have  not  been  able  to  sell  them  in  order  to  help  meet  medical, 
personal,  or  other  debts  because  of  irregular  lot  size.     Also  in- 
cluded in  this  article  are  lots  recorded  prior  to  May  12 ,  1954 
which  contain  7,500  square  feet  of  land. 

As  a  prior  town  meeting  an  amendment  was  adopted  allowing  the 
use  of  a  mobile  home  or  trailer  to  be  placed  on  a  site  in  a  resi- 
dential area  after  a  fire  or  natural  holocaust  for  no  longer  than 
one  year.     However,  inadvertently  the  same  consideration  was  not 
given  in  placing  a  mobile  home  or  trailer  in  a  business  zone  after 
a  fire  or  natural  holocaust.     This  article  seeks  to  correct  this 
omission . 

In  order  to  allow  the  Town  of  Randolph  the  option  in  regard 
to  setting  the  rules  and  regulations  for  cluster  development,  it 
was  again  considered  by  the  board  and  an  article  was  prepared  and 
given  to  the  Planning  Board.

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REPORT  OF  YOUTH  COMMISSION  AND  YOUTH  STAFF 


The  Randolph  Youth  Commission  and  Youth  Staff  herewith  sub- 
mit their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1980.  In 
the  implementation  of  any  program,  the  Youth  Commission  has  the 
following  objectives  in  mind: 

1)  To  bring  about  a  clearer  understanding  of  services  avail- 
able to  youth  by  agencies  already  serving  Randolph; 

2)  To  develop  creative  programs  to  meet  social,  educational, 
vocational,  psychological,  and/or  recreational  needs  of 
young  people; 

3)  To  help  the  youth  of  Randolph  to  articulate  and  meet  their 
own  needs ; 

4)  To  create  a  better  understanding  about  youth  among  adults, 
particularly  between  parents  and  their  own  children,  and 

5)  To  provide  alternatives  to  delinquent  behavior. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Youth  Commission  and  Youth 
Staff  became  involved  in  a  number  of  endeavors  pertaining  to  the 
mental,   social,  and  physical  health  of  the  Town's  youth. 

In  addition  to  handling  the  administrative  aspects  of  the 
youth  program,  the  Youth  Coordinator  was  available  as  needed  in 
a  community  outreach  and  youth  advocacy  capacity.     Much  of  the 
time  of  the  Coordinator  and  Outreach  Worker  was  spent  working  di- 
rectly with  Randolph  teenagers  and  their  families,  particularly 
at  night  and  on  week-ends. 

Among  others,  they  worked  with  police,  court,   school,  and 
social  service  personnel.     They  provided  individual  and  family 
counseling,  academic  tutoring,  vocational  counseling  and  place- 
ments, organized  and  supervised  youth  activities,  were  resources 
for  information  and  referral,  and  were  called  upon  in  many  crisis 
intervention  situations,  including  direct  involvement  with  school 
drop-outs,  runaway  cases,  teenage  rape  victims,  cases  of  attempted 
suicide,   teenage  pregnancy,  and  child  abuse,  as  well  as  numerous 
cases  of  problems  resulting  from  alcohol  and/or  drug  abuse. 

In  February  the  Youth  Center  at  70  Lafayette  Street  observed 
its  fifth  (5th)  anniversary.     The  Center  continued  to  provide 
young  people  with  a  place  to  meet  with  their  friends  and  to  par- 
ticipate in  various  constructive  activities ,  particularly  at 
night,  on  week-ends,  and  during  school  vacations. 

For  nearly  6  years  now  the  Youth  Center ,  among  other  accom- 
plishments,  a)  has  been  open  parts  of  5  or  more  days /nights  per 
week;  b)  has  been  frequented  by  more  than  1,000  teenagers  from  all 
over  Randolph;  c)  has  returned  more  than  $11,500  from  the  elec- 
tronic games  to  the  Town  of  Randolph.     Among  other  duties,  the 
Youth  Center  Director  supervised  activities  at  the  Center,  pro- 
vided information  and  made  referrals,  worked  with  a  Youth  Advisory 
Corps  (teenage  volunteers  who,  among  other  things,  were  responsible 
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for  the  day  ot  day  maintenance  of  the  facility  and  surrounding 
grounds),   and  organized  special  projects  and  activities. 

In  March/April ,  Town  Meeting  Members  supported  our  requests 
and  voted  to  appropriate  $3,000.00  to  resurface  the  parking  lot 
area  at  70  Lafayette  Street ,  and  also  voted  to  appropriate 
$1,000.00  for  a  new  heating  system  at  the  Youth  Center.  Thanks 
to  the  efforts  of  Highway  Surveyor  Henry  Rota  and  his  Highway  De- 
partment ,  the  resurfacing  of  the  parking  lot  was  completed  in 
August.     Work  continues  at  this  writing  on  the  installation  of 
the  new  heating  system  at  the  Youth  Center. 

Two  very  successful  co-ed  weekend  camping  trips  (in  May  and 
August,  involving  around  100  teenagers),  a  Youth  Employment  Serv- 
ice (which  referred  numerous  young  people  to  full-time,  part-time 
and  odd  jobs  throughout  the  year),   softball  games,  a  Float  entered 
in  the  Town's  4th  of  July  parade  (which  was  awarded  Second  Place), 
and  a  Haunted  House  (held  at  the  Youth  Center  in  October,  attract- 
ing more  than  2500  people) ,  were  among  the  activities  and  services 
sponsored  by  the  Youth  Commission  in  1980. 

During  1980  we  regretfully  accepted  the  resignations  of  Dan 
Healey  and  Dave  Kaplan,  and  extended  a  welcome  to  new  members 
Neal  Condlin  and  Janice  Graziano. 

The  Youth  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
town  departments  and  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  and  en- 
couragement.    A  special  thanks  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and 
Junior  Ladies  Library  Association  of  Randolph  for  their  generous 
support  in  1980.     We  look  forward  to  working  with  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Town's  youth  in  1981.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR  OF 
ELDERLY  AFFAIRS 


I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  make  my  Annual  Re- 
port as  Executive  Director  of  Elderly  Affairs  in  the  Town  of  Ran- 
dolph to  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

We  have  continued  to  have  available  to  the  elderly  people  in 
our  town  a  most  active  program. 

I  have  worked  very  closely  with  the  Council  on  Aging,  the 
Randolph  Housing  Authority,  all  the  Town  Boards  and  Commissions 
and  the  clergymen  of  the  town  in  offering  the  more  than  5,000 
elderly  citizens  in  Randolph  an  interesting,  varied,  and  vital 
program,  and  judging  from  their  enthusiastic  participation,  we 
seem  to  have  been  very  successful.  The  following  is  a  partial 
listing  of  activities  held  this  past  year: 

-The  Town  of  Randolph  is  now  a  member  of  the  South  Shore  Home 
Care  Services,  which  provides  meals  for  senior  citizens  at 
the  nutrition  site  for  elderly  citizens  in  the  Parish  Hall 
of  St.  Bernadette's  Church.     The  South  Shore  Home  Care  Serv- 
ices also  provides  meals  for  more  than  40  shut-in  seniors 
which  are  delivered  to  their  homes  by  volunteers  and,  also, 
provides  various  forms  of  home  care  for  needy  senior  citizen* 

-Every  two  weeks  the  Turner  Free  Library  sends  a  librarian  to 
each  of  the  three  senior  citizen  housing  projects  to  lend 
books  to  the  tenants. 


■The  Randolph  Rotary  Club  again  provided  the  "Operation  Sur- 
vival" telephone  which  is  "manned"  5  days  a  week  by  residents 
of  our  senior  citizens  project  on  North  Street. 
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During  the  last  year  the  senior  citizens'   drop  in  center  at 
the  elderly  housing  complex  on  North  Street  was  very  active 
and  operated  with  a  full  schedule  including,  but  not  limited 
to,   dancing,  beano,   arts  and  crafts,   and  many  other  programs 
for  our  senior  citizens. 

Weekly  provisions  for  two  shopping  buses  which  stop  at  stra- 
tegic locations  in  town  to  provide  our  elderly  with  trans- 
portation to  facilitate  their  shopping;     one  bus  donated  by 
the  Council  on  Aging,   the  other  by  Shaw's  Supermarket. 

In  November  of  1980  the  Randolph  senior  citizens  were  pro- 
vided with  flu  and  pneumonia  shots  at  the  three  housing  com- 
plexes, Temple  Beth  Am  and  Trinity  Episcopal  Church;  also, 
weekly  blood  pressure  clinics  are  now  being  held  for  Randolph 
seniors  at  the  three  housing  for  the  elderly  developments  in 
Randolph;     all  sponsored  by  the  Randolph  Board  of  Health. 

The  Randolph  Lions  sponsored  a  Glaucoma  Clinic  with  free  eye 
examination  for  Randolph  senior  citizens . 

An  active  bowling  league,  in  which  more  than  100  of  our 
elderly  participate  each  week  at  the  Woodlawn  Bowlerama 
alleys . 

A  May  Day  banquet  held  at  the  Lantana,   attended  by  many  lo- 
cal town' of f icials ,   the  clergy,   and  over  600  senior  citizens. 

The  picnic  usually  held  at  Drinkwater's  Grove  in  August  was 
"rained  out,"  but  box  lunches  and  cold  drinks  were  picked  up 
by  ticketholders  at  the  drop-in  center  on  North  Street. 

-An  Annual  Fall  Harvest  Dinner  Dance  with  entertainment  was 
provided  for  more  than  300  senior  citizens  in  October  by  Vera 
Cruz  #129  Knights  of  Columbus  of  Randolph  at  their  club  house, 
which  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

-The  Randolph  Lions  provided  tickets  to  seniors  for  the  Annual 
Spaghetti  Supper  held  in  November  at  St.  Bernadette's  Parish 
Hall. 

-A  Thanksgiving  dinner  served  at  the  Randolph  High  School  to 
over  600  senior  citizens,   compliments  of  the  seniors  of  the 
school  and  the  Teachers  Club  acting  as  hosts  in  providing 
this  delicious  meal. 

-A  sit-down  roast  beef  dinner  for  over  300  senior  citizens  was 
held  in  November  at  the  Elks  Hall,   compliments  of  the  Ran- 
dolph Elks  Club;     Governor  Edward  J.  King  joined  the  happy 
group  in  a  "surprise"  visit. 

-A  Christmas  Party  with  a  fully  catered  meal  and  liquid  re- 
freshments and  entertainment,   attended  by  more  than  650  elderly 
at  the  Lantana,   compliments  of  the  owners,  Mr.   and  Mrs.  Maurice 
Hart. 

I  have  worked  with  the  members  of  the  Randolph  Housing  Author- 
ity, the  Council  on  Aging,   the  Recreation  Department,  the  Scnoo

Department,  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   and  our  local  and 
state  officials  in  bringing  expanded  services  to  our  elderly  in 
Randolph . 

We  have  arranged  for  weekly  church  services  to  be  held  at 
the  community  buildings  in  our  elderly  developments,   and  I  have 
attended  meetings  of  the  Regional  Council  on  Aging  and  state  and 
county  meetings  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Elderly  Af- 
fairs . 

I  look  forward  to  an  accelerated  program  of  activities  next 

year.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TURNER  FREE  LIBRARY 


Despite  the  constraints  of  the  1980  4%  budget  "CAP" ,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Turner  Free  Library  have  enjoyed  a  very  pro- 
ductive year.     At  all  times  the  Trustees  worked  closely  with  the 
Library  staff  to  ensure  a  continuance  of  the  high  level  of  serv- 
ice to  which  the  townspeople  are  accustomed. 

The  major  concern  we  face  in  the  new  year  is  the  necessity 
to  reduce  the  1981-82  budget  to  a  level  15%  below  the  total  ex- 
pended for  the  1981  fiscal  year  as  mandated  by  the  recent  State 
Referendum  commonly  known  as  "Proposition     2%."    With  salaries 
representing  about  72%  of  our  total  expense,  books  slightly  over 
137o  and  all  other  expenses  accounting  for  nearly  15%,  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  we  have  little  choice  other  than  to  reduce  the 
total  salary  expense. 

At  the  same  time,   the  Trustees  are  faced  with  the  possibility 
of  losing  approximately  $11,000.   in  a  direct  grant  from  the  State 
to  be  used  for  purchasing  books  unless  we  meet  certain  State  re- 
quirements.    These  include  regulations  that  the  library  must  ex- 
pend no  less  than  13%,  of  its  total  budget  for  books,  and  must 
remain  open  a  minimum  of  63  hours  per  week. 

After  considerable  study,  the  Trustees  opted  to  reduce  the 
1981-82  budget  request  by  $32,000  less  than  will  be  expended  for 
the  current  fiscal  year.     Aside  from  some  miscellaneous  cuts,  the 
bulk  of  the  reduction  will  be  realized  by  discontinuing  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Library  Pages.     Generally  staffed  by  teen-agers,  the 
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Pages  are  responsible  for  performing  many  routine  tasks  in  the 
Library.     As  a  substitute  for  the  loss  of  the  Pages'   services,  the 
trustees  are  appealing  to  town  residents  for  help  in  forming  a 
volunteer  group  who  will  be  willing  to  give  their  personal  time 
on  a  regularly-scheduled  basis.     If  the  volunteer  program  is  suc- 
cessful,  the  quality  of  service  should  be  maintained  without  the 
Pages.     Otherwise  the  Trustees  will  have  no  choice  other  than  to 
reduce  the  hours  the  Library  is  open  to  the  public,  thereby  jeo- 
pardizing the  receipt  of  the  state  book  grant  of  $11,000. 

The  regular  maintenance  program  for  the  Library  was  continued 
in  1980,  and  included  painting  of  the  exterior  of  the  building. 
Still  pending  is  the  matter  of  the  asbestos  coating  on  the  ceiling 
of  the  main  Library  room.     While  the  ceiling  presently  does  not 
represent  a  health  hazard  to  Library  patrons  or  staff,  the  trust- 
ees are  hopeful  that  the  ceiling  can  be  repainted  because  it  has 
not  been  refinished  since  the  building  was  opened  in  1963.  The 
trustees  have  twice  unsuccessfully  sought  funds  from  the  town 
meeting  for  removal  of  the  asbestos,  and  plan  to  petition  the  1981 
town  meeting  session  for  help. 

In  March,   1980  the  Trustees  elected  Patrick  T.  McDonnell, 
former  Selectman  and  Chief  of  Police,  to  a  three  year  term  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

An  energy  audit  was  conducted  in  December,  and  a  report  will 
be  forthcoming  shortly  to  aid  in  the  collective  town  effort  to 
conserve  energy. 

During  1981  the  Trustees  plan  a  vigorous  pursuit  of  library 
grants  as  they  become  available. 

The  Trustees  extend  their  thanks  to  the  town  officers  and 
boards  for  their  continued  support  throughout  the  year.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  TO  THE  TRUSTEES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1980 


The  year  1980  proceeded  normally  for  the  Library,  with  in- 
creasing circulation  and  service  to  borrowers ,  and  then  in  Novem- 
ber the  voters  passed  Proposition  2%.     This,  of  course,  does  not 
affect  the  library's  programs  this  year,  not  will  it  until  July 
1981.     However,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Library  staff  to  ignore 
the  prospects  of  the  future.     Our  only  comfort  is  our  borrowers 
who  tell  us,  repeatedly:     "I  voted  for  2%  but  I  didn't  mean  the 
Library ! " 

The  people  who  use  Turner  Free  Library  frequently  compliment 
it  for  its  book  collection  and  its  services  to  the  public.  The 
Library  staff  is  very  grateful  for  these  expressions  of  apprecia- 
tion.    When  it  is  considered  that  the  Library  gives  this  general 
satisfaction  at  a  cost  of  .09  of  17o  of  the  total  Town  Budget,  it 
is  an  even  more  noteworthy  accomplishment.     Of  the  49  Towns  in 
the  same  Population  Category  in  Massachusetts,  Randolph  is  4th 
from  the  bottom  in  town  funds  spent  on  library  service. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Library  staff  whose  work  so  excellently 
meets  this  challenge,  and  also  to  thank  our  borrowers  who  "didn't 
mean  the  Library."

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS  AGENT 


During  the  year  1980  the  Department  of  Veterans'   Services  was 
kept  busy  serving  the  needs  of  the  veteran  and  their  dependents. 

Through  this  office  the  people  of  Randolph  received  a  total 
of  $186,000.00  in  the  Federal  fuel  assistance  program.     Prior  to 
my  taking  this  responsibility,  the  town  received  a  total  of 
$19,000.00,   so  I  believe  this  tremendous  increase  shows  what  can 
be  done  if  competent  and  diligent  workers  are  available.     To  this 
extent  I  want  to  thank  my  two  clerks,   Claire  Skiff ington  and  Anna 
Maguire,  for  their  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  SELF  HELP  INCORPORATED 


Self  Help,   Inc.,   is  greater  Brockton's  anti-poverty  agency 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited- income  in- 
dividuals and  families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and 
minority  needs. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,   1980,  Self  Help, 
Inc.,  received  a  total  funding  of  $6,088,906.00  and  provided 
273,916  direct  services  to  the  area's  limited-income  individuals 
and  families.     Randolph  residents  received  14,966  direct  services 
totaling  $221,166.00  during  our  program  year. 

The  total  funding  of  6  million  dollars  does  not  tell  the  real 
value  of  human  services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self 
Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $2,411,094.00 
of  other  community  resources,   such  as  CETA,   Commonwealth  Service 
Corp. ,  and  local  City  and  Town  contributions,  as  well  as  volunteers 
The  gross  volume  of  Self  Help,  Inc.,  during  the  past  program  year 
was  8.5  million. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  178  individuals,  many  of  whom  are: 
limited-income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/79  to  9/30/80  was  a  success^ 
ful  one  for  Self  Help,  Inc.,  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-incomet 
population.  We  thank  the  area's  Board  of  Selectmen,  town  volunteen 
and  the  Selectmen's  representative,  Mr.  Buckley  Gross,  to  our  Boarcc 
of  Directors  for  helping  to  make  our  program  a  success.

A  Tree  Survey  has  been  started  for  the  Department  of  Environ- 
mental Management,  with  507o  reimbursement.     As  predicted  last  year,, 
it  was  a  bad  year  for  Gypsy  Moths  and  Tent  Caterpillars.     With  the 
worsening  problem,  I  have  again  put  in  an  article  for  a  new 
sprayer. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Highway  Department  I  have  started  a 
new  Tree  Planting  program. 
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I  have  taken  over  the  responsibility  of  cutting  grass  at  the 
Town  Hall,  Board  of  Health,  Police  Station,  War  Memorial  Veter- 
ans' Building,  Harts  Memorial  Park,  and  islands  at  both  ends  of 
Reed  Street. 


In  cooperation  with  the  Light  Company  we  have  started  to  trim 
the  whole  Town  to  prevent  Power  outages. 

We  have  removed  or  trimmed  many  trees  at  various  locations 
throughout  the  Town. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  department  heads 
and  all  town  hall  workers  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past 
year,   and  especially  the  public  and  Board  of  Selectmen.

REPORT  OF  THE  RANDOLPH  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Twenty-one  regular  meetings  have  been  held  from  January  to 
December      under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.   Chapter  131,  s,40, 
Wetlands  Protection  Act.     Public  Hearings  were  held,  opinions  and 
determinations  processed,  cease  and  desist  orders,   stop  work 
orders  and  certificates  of  compliance  have  been  issued. 

There  are  presently  fifteen  active  permits.     Town  Engineer, 
Mr.   O'Dea,   and  his  department  have  been  of  great  assistance  in 
consultation  and  monitoring  of  the  active  permits. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Bicycle/Jogging/Walking  path  between 
Gove  and  West  Streets  is  completed.     This  project  was  done  in  con- 
junction with  the  Sewer  Department  and  the  invaluable  help  of 
Mr.   Rota  and  the  Highway  Department  crews.     The  first  phase  con- 
sists of  hard-top  surface,   security  gates  and  general  clean-up  of 
the  site.     The  path  was  constructed  to  permit  wheelchair  access 
as  the  board  is  most  interested  in  encouraging  the  use  of  the 
town  open  space  areas  by  handicapped  persons. 

With  the  passage  of  Proposition  2%  the  board  will  not  be  able 
to  continue  with  phase  two.     This  was  the  development  of  picnic 
areas,   a  wildlife  pond  and  general  landscaping. 

The  East  Randolph  Conservation  Open  Space  Area  water  supp] 
holding  area  pond  has  also  been  temporarily  postponed.  Prelimin- 
ary engineering  and  test  borings  have  been  completed.     The  depth 
of  the  peat  and  lack  of  markets  if  excavated  at  the  preBetlt    I  Lme 
means  that  the  project  cannot  move  forward  without  addition.)] 
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funds.  If  a  gravel  bed  has  been  found  near  the  surface,  the  prcc 
ject  would  have  been  less  expensive. 

Expense  account  budget  requests  have  been  cut  by  507o,  which 
means  only  basic  Chapter  131  matters  will  be  funded  in  the  next' 
fiscal  year.  Once  again,  the  board  will  request  Town  Meeting  ap 
proval  for  the  sale  of  two  legal  house  lots  under  their  jurisdic 
tion  on  Sherwood  Avenue.  Also  to  create  a  Conservation  Fund  unc ■ 
M.G.L.  Chapter  40,  s,5  (51).  If  this  proposal  is  acceptable,  tl 
board  will  be  able  to  have  money  in  two  or  three  years  to  imple- 
ment its  goals  and  maintain  open  space  areas  without  the  real 
estate  tax  appropriation  request. 

The  board  members  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  departments  an 
boards  for  their  kind  assistance  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLERK  &  TREASURER 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  these  combined  offices,  with  a 
total  of  6  people  and  a  budget  less  than  $100,000.00,  generated 
income  to  the  Town  in  excess  of  $260,000.00,  representing  inter- 
est on  Town  funds  and  investments ,   along  with  delinquent  tax  re- 
ceipts.    Almost  $40,000.00  additional  delinquent  tax  title 
receipts  are  expected  shortly,   as  the  year  1980  ends. 

The  Town  saved  an  additional  $100,000.00  on  sewer  borrowing 
as  a  result  of  Randolph's  bond  rating  being  upgraded  to  Triple  A, 
$2,870,000.00  was  borrowed  over  a  10  year  period  at  a  favorable 
6.875%  interest  rate.     Water  main  borrowing  of  $600,000.00  was 
accomplished  at  less  than  6%  for  slightly  under  a  one  year  term. 

Because  of  heavy  Town  expenditures  and  late  mailing  of  tax 
bills,  we  were  forced  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  tax  revenue. 
Despite  this,  we  borrowed  at  rates  ranging  from  3.56%  to  6.4370, 
extremely  low  in  a  year  when  the  prime  rate  approached  207o. 
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Randolph  has  an  excellent  reputation  in  the  financial  commu 
nity,  which  is  proven  by  our  borrowing  at  these  low  rates  from 
usually  over  10  banks  which  bid  to  lend  us  money. 

These  two  offices  have  many  functions.  We  pay  all  Town  bil 
for  salaries  and  expenses.  We  set  up  elections  and  Town  Meeting 
This  includes  maintaining  election  results  (there  were  four  elec 
tions  in  1980)   and  votes  at  Town  Meetings. 

Dog  licenses  are  issued  here,   along  with  mariage  certificat* 
birth  certificates,  death  certificates,  business  certificates, 
hunting  and  fishing  licenses.     We  also  prepare  countless  reports 
for  Federal,  State  and  County  Agencies. 

1980  saw  the  change-over  to  an  automated  payroll  system,  re 
quired  to  monitor  Federal,  State  and  County  information,  includi 
the  retirement  system,  health  and  life  insurance  for  Town  employ 
ees . 

1980  saw  the  completion  of  the  first-ever  compilation  of 
statutes  accepted  by  the  Town,  plus  the  first  revision  since  193 
of  Town  by-laws. 

In  1980  for  the  first  time  all  office  procedures,  systems  a 
programs  were  committed  to  writing. 

A  personal  note.  We  will  all  miss  Fran  Moriarty,  Assistant 
Town  Treasurer.  G.  Frances  Moriarty  retired  in  December  of  1980 
after  16  years  of  faithful  service.
